he  is  symmetrical,  well-balanced  and  capable  of  marked  activity. 

In  theory  the  Newfoundland  is  a  black  dog,  but  it  is  per- 
fectly allowable  for  him  to  be  black-and-white.  In  point  of 
fact,  almost  any  color  is  permissible  under  the  accepted 
Standard,  though  the  tendency  is  and  will  doubtless  remain 
in  favor  of  the  two  already  mentioned.  Choice  between  the 
solid  black  and  the  black-and-white  is,  of  course,  entirely  a 
matter  of  personal  preference.  Traditionally,  perhaps  the 
black  is  what  the  majority  of  people  think  of  as  being  the 
characteristic  color. 

There  is  no  latitude,  though,  in  the  matter  of  correct  head, 
body  and  legs.  The  skull  must  be  broad  and  massive  without 
a  definite  "stop,"  and  the  muzzle  short,  clean-cut  and  rather 
square.  Broad  back,  strong  neck  well  set  on,  and  solid,  mus- 
cular loins  are  requisites  in  a  good  specimen.  Also,  both  front 
:m,l  hind  legs  must  be  vcrv  heavily  boned  and,  in  contour  as 
well  as  thickness,  indicative  of  great  strength  and  ability.  '1  he 
sum  total  of  the  impression  made  by  a  good  specimen  is  one 
of  complete  confidence  in  the  solidness  of  his  character  and

Francis  Keally  and  rendered  graphically  by 
Mr.  Raymond  Bishop  in  this  issue.

Septuagenarian  Roses.  Of  the  2500  Roses 
known  to  be  in  commerce  in  this  country,  fifty- 
nine  of  them  have  been  enjoyed  by  garden  lovers 
for  seventy  years  and  over.  Twelve  of  them  we 
have  grown  almost  a  century.  The  Old  Pink  Moss 
Rose  goes  back  to  1  5  96,  Old  Blush  to  1  796,  Unique 
Blanche  to  1778  and  York  and  Lancaster  true,  its 
lineage  to  1551.  Baltimore  Belle,  still  to  be  found 
in  old  gardens,  was  created  in  1843,  Harrison's 
Yellow  in  18  30,  Persian  Yellow  in  183  1,  General 
Jacqueminot  in  1852,  La  France  in  1X67  and 
Marechal  Niel  in  1S6+.

FROM  the  beginning  of  time,  walls 
have  served  the  house  in  two  ways — to  keep 
out  the  world  that  wasn't  wanted  and  to 
keep  within  bounds  those  things  that  are  apt 
to  stray.  And  whether  we  consider  the 
Great  Wall  of  China,  which  was  built  to 
protect  a  nation,  or  the  walls  of  Carcas- 
sonne and  many  another  medieval  town 
which  were  built  to  protect  a  community, 
Or  the  walled,  fenced  and  hedged  estates  ol 
the  Continent  and  rural  England — these 
two  useful  purposes  are  served.  Protection 
and  privacy  are  two  of  the  essentials  to  satis- 
factory living. 

As  soon  as  we  pass  from  their  purely 
utilitarian  services,  the  wall  and  the  fence 
offer  unlimited  scope  as  decorative  and 
architectural  features.  Upon  them  has  been 
spent  the  study  of  some  of  the  world's  best 
minds.  Their  variety  and  use>  stand  as  evi- 
dence of  the  genius  of  our  greatest  archi- 
tects and  designers.  Even  one  of  our  presi- 
dents— Thomas  Jefferson — turned  his  skill 
to  the  designing  of  a  wall,  and  a  very  good 
wall  it  is. 

So  it  behooves  us  not  to  take  walls  and 
fences  too  casually.  Americans,  especially, 
need  to  understand  their  functions  and  deco- 
rative possibilities,  because  a  false  sense  of 
democracy  has  made  many  people  think  that 
a  property  walled  or  fenced  is  un-American. 
Today  we  build  walls  to  keep  out  foes  that 
are  just  as  destructive  as  those  the  walls  of  a 
medieval  town  opposed;  our  fences  draw  a 
line  between  the  world  which  we  want  to 
shut  out  from  the  home,  the  world  of  dizzv 
transportation,  high-tension  business  and  the 
noise  of  a  machine  age.  Behind  a  wall  or 
fence  the  family  may  dwell  content  and  un- 
disturbed. A  well-made  wall  or  fence  is  a 
symbol  of  a  secure  home. 

With  this  ideal  in  mind  we  set  to  de- 
signing four  houses  that  would  show  how 
walls  can  give  a  sense  of  security  and  at  the 
same  time  play  a  necessary  part  in  the  archi- 
tectural scheme  of  the  house.  We  had  in 
mind  houses  to  cost  between  $25,000  and 
$30,000,  each  to  present  a  different  prob- 


lem that  might  be  encountered  in  an  Ameri- 
can suburb,  each  to  have  its  own  distinctive 
architecture  and  use  of  building  materials. 
The  four  houses  are  shown  with  their  plans 
on  the  succeeding  pages.  Here  we  can  set 
down  a  detailed  description  of  them. 

1  he  first  house,  on  page  46,  presents  a 
problem  which  often  confronts  the  architect 
— the  problem  of  developing  a  property  that 
is  on  an  embankment  approximately  ten  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  street.  Any  house 
placed  on  such  a  lot  would  appear  too 
prominently  unless  given  the  protection  and 
support  of  a  foreground.  This  desirable  sup- 
port is  afforded  by  a  high  wall  of  fieldstone 
— the  same  stone  as  used  in  the  house.  Into 
the  slope  are  sunk  two  garages,  separated 
by  the  entrance  stairs.  An  iron  gate  closes 
these  stairs  and  still  gives  a  glimpse  of  the 
house  to  passers-by. 

From  the  excavation  of  the  cellar,  dirt 
is  procured  to  fill  in  the  slope  behind  the 
wall  and  give  us  a  level  terrain  on  which 
to  place  the  house.  The  fieldstone  used 
throughout  gives  unity  to  the  composition. 
Blended  tile  roofs  and  round  chimney  pots 
add  to  the  silhouette. 

On  the  bottom  floor  the  plan  is  "L"- 
shaped.  One  enters  an  ample  hallway  to 
face  over-shaped  stairs.  To  the  right  a  door 
leads  to  the  living  room  ami  beyond  that 
another  door  opens  on  a  greenhouse.  Wide 
casement  windows  on  this  side  afford  an 
abundance  of  light  and  also  a  broad  view  of 
a  garden,  enclosed  on  two  sides  by  the  living 
room  wall  and  greenhouse,  ami  on  the  other 
two  by  a  wall  that  repeats  the  characters  of 
the  front  retaining  wall.  Here  is  a  complete- 
garden  unit,  for  "he  who  loves  a  garden, 
loves  a  greenhouse  too."  A  greenhouse  is 
an  essential  feature  in  the  all-year  homes  of 
those  interested  in  flowers. 

Behind  the  living  room  is  a  dining  room, 
and  the  rest  of  the  first  floor  is  [riven  over  to 
service  uses.  The  second  floor  contains  three 
well-proportioned  bedrooms  anil  two  baths, 
with  a  sewing  room  and  its  necessary  cup- 
boards off  the  upper  stair  hall. 


In  looking  at  the  plans,  you  will  observe 
that  the  two  garages  are  connected  by 
means  of  a  tunnel.  Another  tunnel  which 
could  not  be  shown  in  the  plan  connects 
with  the  cellar,  so  that  in  inclement  weather 
the  owner  need  not  step  out-of-doors. 

The  second  house  is  planned  to  give  pri- 
vacy to  the  front  door.  The  lower  floor  of 
the  house — about  seven  feet  high — is  of 
whitewashed  brick,  and  this  wall  is  carried 
out  on  each  side — to.  enclose  a  garden  off 
the  library  and  living  room,  from  which  one 
enters  the  house,  and  on  the  other  side,  to 
enclose  a  service  court,  with  an  entrance  to 
the  kitchen. 

The  balance  of  these  walls  is  repeated  in 
the  regular  disposition  of  the  windows,  and 
the  plan,  too,  is  balanced.  An  octagonal 
library  is  one  side  the  stair  hall,  and  the 
kitchen  the  other. 

The  materials  suggested  for  this  house 
are  common  brick,  whitewashed,  with  the 
story  above  finished  in  shiplap,  which  is  a 
smooth  finish  wood  siding. 

For  the  third  house  we  selected  the  prob- 
lem of  featuring  an  entrance  court  on  the 
street.  I  he  house  and  the  garage  enclose 
two  sides,  and  a  woven  wood  fence  the 
other  two.  This  is  an  all-wood  ensemble, 
the  walls  being  clapboard,  the  entrance  bay 
shiplap  and  the  roof  shingle. 

The  stair  hall,  which  introduces  a  bal- 
cony on  the  second  floor,  is  featured.  We 
have  slipped  a  den  or  study  for  the  owner 
behind  the  living  room.  Servants'  quarters 
are  over  the  garage.  The  laundry  could  be 
turned  into  a  servant's  room  and  the  upper 
part  of  the  garage  made  a  playroom. 

In  the  fourth  house  the  purpose  of  the 
walls  is  to  camouflage  the  service  units  of 
garage,  maid's  room  and  laundry.  Here  w< 
use  a  salmon  brick  with  a  gray  slate  roof. 
The  curve  of  the  wall  is  found  in  the  curve 
of  the  dining  room  ami  master's  bedroom 
above.  Again  this  wall  gives  us  an  enclosed 
garden  with  a  large  sun  room  at  the  rear. 

With  these  few  points  in  mind,  we  are- 
ready  to  turn  to  the  houses  themselves.

The  base  story  and  stair  window  bay  of  this 
house  .or  ill  whitewashed  brick — which  same 
material  is  extended  out  to  form  patio  and 
service  court  walls.

At  the  left  of  the  entrance  hall  is  the  living 
room.  To  the  other  side  is  an  octagonal  library, 
while  at  right  angles  is  the  stair  hall,  lighted 
by  the  two-story  window  in  the  illustration 
above.  The  dining  room  is  reached  from  living 
room  and  kitchen.  Four  bedrooms  are  on  the 
second  floor.

While  at  first  glance  the  house  opposite  seems 
a  veritable  English  dwelling  enclosed  by  the 
customary  high  wall,  closer  inspection  shows 
Yankee  ingenuity  mixed  with  English  design. 
As  the  place  tops  an  embankment,  practically 
all  of  the  house  is  visible  above  a  retaining 
wall.  Twin  garages  are  hollowed  from  the 
earth  at  either  side  of  the  gate 

Outside  of  these  features  of  exterior  design 
the  residence  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
straightforward  manner  that  characterises  Mr. 
Keally's  work.  The  projecting  one  story  "L" 
at  the  front  houses  the  living  room.  The  din- 
ing room  is  at  the  rear;  service  rooms  occupy 
space  back  of  the  entrance  hall.

In  this  design  the  problem  of  giving  privacy 
to  a  garden  terrace  used  for  an  outdoor  living 
room,  and  working  the  service  and  garage 
wing  into  the  architectural  composition,  has 
been  solved  in  highly  interesting  fashion.  The 
front  face  of  the  house  merges  into  one  story 
walls  brought  forward  in  an  embracive  curve 

Although  all  rooms  of  the  house  have  been 
well  planned,  the  oval  dining  room,  almost  a 
half  of  which  is  a  huge  bow  window,  is  the 
feature.  This  bay  is  carried  up  to  the  second 
floor  where  it  gives  the  same  window  to  a  bed- 
room. The  paved  terrace  at  the  rear  may  be 
gained  from  solarium  or  dining  room 

Three  bedrooms  and  two  baths  are  on  the 
second  floor.  Two  of  the  bedrooms  have  fire- 
places and  open  upon  decks,  treated  as  ter- 
races,  above  the  solarium  and  the  service  wing.

1876-1930 


THIS  issue  of  House  &  Garden  contains  a  serious  omission. 
It  is  the  first  number  since  March,  1024,  in  which  there  docs  not 
appear  a  contribution  from  "Chinese"  Wilson. 

The  man  is  dead.  But  in  thousands  of  gardens  throughout  the 
world  there  stand  today  living  memorials  o(  his  love  of  beauty  and 
his  eagerness  that  American  gardens  should  step  forward  in  quality 
and  maturity. 

The  tragic  death  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wilson  on  October  15th, 
announced  in  a  brief  paragraph  in  our  December  issue,  marked 
Finis  to  his  life,  but  we  believe  it  also  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new 
comprehension  of  his  genius  and  his  tremendous  accomplishments 
for  gardening.  Our  appreciation  of  Wilson  will  increase  as  our 
gardening  sense  matures.  The  articles  that  he  has  written  for 
Mouse  &  Garden  are  a  precious  heritage  of  inspiration,  fact  and 
judgment  that  could  well  bear  re-reading. 

lie  introduced  us  as  a  people  to  more  families  of  woody  trees 
and  flowering  shrubs  than 
01 1-  inally  grew  here.  As  ex- 
plorer, botanist,  dendrologist, 
custodian  ol  the  precious  her- 
itage ol  Professor  Sargent 
the  Arnold  Arboretum — 
writer,  lecturer,  and  friend, 
his  leadership  in  American 
gardening     will     be     sorely 

missed.

Gloucestershire,  in  February, 
1  S 76,  he  began  early  to  study 
botany  in  the  Royal  College 
of  Science  in  London.  1'  rom 
there  he  went  to  Kew  Gar- 
dens, mother  of  so  main  g<  n- 
inses  in  gardening,  where  he 
specialized  in  botany  of  the 
Orient.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
three  we  find  him  started  on 
an  expedition  to  China  for  the 
famous  nursery  concern  of 
Veitch  to  seek  new  trees  and 
shrubs,  but  more  especially  to 
seek  new  Willows.  This  ex- 
pedition of  1899  and  19(10 
thrilled  the  man  with  the  vision 
of  his  greatest  service  and 
opened  his  eyes  to  the  fact  that 
China  was  a  vast  storehouse  of 
new    garden    material.    He

brought  back  flowers  and  trees  that  were  new  to  the  gardens  of 
his  homeland  and  immediately  touched  his  fame  with  glowing 
color.  A  second  trip  into  the  interior  of  China  for  the  same  nursery 
followed  shortly. 

In  1906,  that  American  nobleman  of  treedom,  Professor 
Charles  S.  Sargent,  Director  of  the  Arnold  Arboretum  in  Boston, 
transplanted  Mr.  Wilson  from  England  and  made  him  his  assistant. 
We  next  hear  of  Wilson  on  a  third  expedition  into  the  mountain- 
ous country  between  China  and  Tibet,  with  special  instructions  to 
secure  specimens  of  the  conifers,  spruces,  and  balsams,  the  climate 
of  that  zone  being  similar  to  that  of  New  England.  And  again  in 
1914  he  toured  Japan  for  the  Arnold  Arboretum  for  new  plant 
material,  making  discoveries  which  are  reported  to  this  day  as  hav- 
ing astonished  even  the  Japanese  themselves.  And  five  years  later, 
he  went  out  again  into  Korea,  Formosa,  and  the  Luiki  Islands. 
The  mountain  of  his  accomplishment  grew  with  each  year.  From 

each  expedition  he  brought 
back  hundreds  of  plants,  many 
of  them  hitherto  unknown, 
and  showed  by  a  selective 
sense  and  ruggedness  of  energv 
and  ambition  his  membership 
in  the  family  of  the  greatest 
botanists  and  plant  explorers. 
His  findings  leave  us  a  heritage 
of  plant  material  numbering 
over  3300  items,  of  which 
more  than  a  quarter  were  en- 
tirely new  to  gardens  here  and 
in  England. 


THE  tragic  end  of  Mr. 
Wilson,  widely  known  as 
"Chinese"  Wilson  in  view  of 
his  lengthy  explorations  in  that 
country,  seems  out  of  keeping 
with  the  fact  that,  in  far  cor- 
ners of  the  earth,  he  had  been 
near  death  many  times.  The 
Regal  Lily,  Lilium  regale — 
one  of  his  greatest  introduc- 
tions— was  the  cause  of  the  in- 
jury to  his  leg,  which  probably 
joined  with  the  leaves  on  the 
road — the  leaves  of  the  trees 
he  loved — in  a  possible  phys- 
ical weakness  that  caused  his 
car  to  skid  from  the  road  and 
bring  about  his  death. 

He  gave  generously  to  the 
beauty  of  this  world,  and  the 
world  in  his  life  heaped  honor

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Now  Is  The  Time  To  Take  Advantage 
Of  Rock-bottom   Costs   In  Building

MN  these  brightening  January  days  of 
the  new  year  1931,  home  owners  and 
prospective  home  builders  lace  a  greater 
opportunity  to  realize  their  desires  than  lias 
presented  itself  for  more  than  ten  years 
past.  In  all  probability  so  favorable  an  op- 
portunity will  not  come  again  for  at  least 
four  or  five  years,  and  possibly  not  for 
.•mother  decade. 

I  his  opportunity  is  to  build  a  home  (or 
improve  an  old  house)  at  rock-bottom  costs. 
A  house  that  a  year  ago  would  have  cost 
$20,000  can  be  erected  today  for  \dr/i 
to  18%  less,  or  at  a  present  cost  of  from 
about  $16,500  to  $18,000.  A  more  elabo- 
rate home  that  a  year  ago  would  have 
cost  $1(111,0(11)  can  be  constructed  now  at 
a  saving  of  8%  to  12%,  or  at  a  price 
ranging  from  $88,000  to  $02,000.  (The 
difference  in  the  percentage  o(  saving  re- 
sults from  a  tendency  to  use,  in  the  costlier 
home,  special  quality  materials  and  sclei  ted, 
skilled  labor  which  are  subject  to  but  slight 
fluctuations  in  value.) 

In  short,  every  dollar  spent  for  home 
building  or  home  improvement  is  today 
worth  around  $1.10  or  $1.20  as  com- 
pared to  its  value  but  twelve  months  ago. 
The  extra  ten  or  twenty  cents  can  lie 
pocketed,  or  it  may  be  spent  for  a  I 
more  luxurious  or  more  comfortably  ap- 
pointed residence  than  normally  could  have 
been  aflorded. 

But  opportunity  is  a  flighty  jade,  and 
allows  no  time  for  procrastination.  Rock- 
bottom  building  costs  exist  today,  but  they 
may  not  exist  three  or  four  months  hence. 
In  fact,  it  is  probable  that  the  deep  bottom 
was  touched  in  late  October  and  Novem- 
ber, and  that  the  trend  toward  an  upturn 
is  already  definitely   underway. 

How  to  take  advantage  oi  present  low 
building  costs  is  a  question  that  requires  a 
didactic  answer.  A  briei  consideration  of 
some  of  the  moie  important  factors  which 
influence  present-day  building  costs  will 
aid  the  home  owner  in  capitalizing  for  his 
own   profit  the  conditions   that   now  exist.

While  u  is  general  knowledge  that 
building  costs  have  been  materially 
reduced  of  late,  the  extent  of  the 
reduction  and  just  how  much  and 
for  what  length  of  time  a  prospective 
home  builder  can  expect  to  profit  by 
it  has  been  mainly  conjecture  To 
answer  these  questions  House  is!  Gar- 
den called  upon  Mr.  Rogers  to  make 
the  survey  here  presented.

builder's  profit.  Other  factors,  such  as 
financing  and  real  estate  values,  are  in 
a  sense  indirect  elements  and  will  be  dis- 
cussed  separately. 

Labor  usually  represents  the  largest  sin- 
gle item  oi  expense  in  house  construction. 
During  the  past  period  of  depression,  there 
has  been  a  striking  tendency  on  the  part 
ol  most  builders  to  recognize  current  wage 
si. iles,  whether  in  unionized  or  open  shop 
districts.  This  noteworthy  trend,  however, 
has  not  resulted  in  the  maintenance  of 
normal  building  labor  costs.  Many  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  building  workers  have 
had  but  imager  employment  during  the  last 
year.  Residential  construction  was,  for  a 
time,  about  47%  below  normal,  forcing 
hordes  of  carpenters,  masons  and  other 
workers  to  tide  themselves  over  as  lust  they 
could.  With  so  many  men  out  of  work, 
builders  were  enabled  to  select  the  best 
craftsmen  and  those  who  could  produce  tin- 
greatest  volume  of  work  for  the  established 
rates.  The  result  has  been  a  substantial  but 
not  readily  measurable  reduction  in  the  cost 
of  building  labor  to  the  builder,  anil  hence 
to  the  ultimate  owner.  More  work  and 
better  work  is  being  performed  today  by 
this  process  of  selection,  wa'th  the  result 
that,  under  proper  supervision,  home  build- 
ing today  represents  a  higher  grade  of 
craftsmanship  than  usually  is  obtained  for 
the  same  cost. 

The  drop  in  building  material  prices  is 
more  readily  measurable,  but  since  statistics 
are  exceedingly  dull,  it  is  sufficient  to  state- 


that  the  general  index  of  building  material 
costs  reached  a  point  in  October  lower  than 
has  existed  at  any  time  since  1917.  The 
basic  materials,  lumber,  brick,  cement  and 
steel,  showed  the  greatest  price  recessions. 
Building  specialties  which  involve  more 
complex  manufacturing  operations  did  not 
decline  s< >  sharply.  Thus  we  may  expect  to 
find  that  plumbing  and  heating  work  and 
similar  items  of  building  equipment  show 
less  of  a  drop  in  value  today  than  the 
structural   parts  of   building. 

The  third  element  of  cost  is  the  builder's 
profit,  usually  ranging  from  8%  to  10%. 
of  the  combined  cost  of  materials  and  labor. 
'1  he  year  1930  was  a  trying  year  for  build- 
in.'  contractors  all  over  the  country.  Their 
normal  volume  of  work  was  cut  almost  in 
hall,  and  they  held  together  their  organiza- 
tions by  taking  such  work  as  they  could 
get  with  almost  no  regard  for  making  a 
profit.  Any  job  that  would  pay  the  builder 
tin  equivalent  of  a  day's  wage  and  give 
him  merely  sufficient  margin  to  offset  un- 
foreseen costs  was  gladly  taken,  for  its  loss 
meant  a  possible  disruption  of  a  building 
machine  that  hail  been  carefully  put  to- 
gether, piece  by  piece,  during  the  years  of 
normal  activity.  This  condition  still  holds 
with  many  builders,  and  in  many  sections 
of  the  country  profit-making  is  of  less  im- 
portance than  keeping  intact  a  smoothly 
working  organization. 

How  much  saving  can  be  made  as  a  re- 
sult of  present  conditions  affecting  these 
three  factors?  It  is  governed  largely  by 
purely  local  conditions  and,  to  a  certain 
extent,  by  the  size  and  character  of  the 
project.  Building  operations  that  are  award- 
ed to  friendly  builders  without  competition 
are  very  likely  to  show  less  saving  than 
those  which  are  bought  after  careful  com- 
parison of  quotations.  Minor  building  oper- 
ations may,  in  some  cases,  be  bought  for 
very  marked  savings,  because  individual 
building  mechanics  will  take  these  jobs  for 
themselves  without  a  thought  of  making 
more  than  their  daily  wage.  If  the  owner 
does  not  know  how  to  buy  this  sort  of  work, 
however,  he  may  expect  the  small  builder 
to  charge  as  near  to  normal  prices  as  he 
thinks  he  can  get,  for  these  men  have  suf- 
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fered  much  rind  one  cannot  blame  them  for 
taking  a  profit  whenever  the  opportunity 
to  do  so  arises. 

A  study  of  a  very  considerable  number 
of  cost  estimates  on  various  types  of  build- 
ing operations  indicates  that  the  savings 
stated  in  the  opening  paragraphs  of  this 
article  are  approximately  typical  of  condi- 
tions all  over  the  country.  Moderate  cost 
building  operations,  employing  standard 
materials  and  normal  grades  of  labor,  show 
savings  ranging  from  10%  to  18%  of  costs 
i  year  ago,  with  the  average  probably  close- 
to  15%.  Higher-priced  homes  show  a 
somewhat  smaller  proportionate  saving;  an 
average  reduction  in  cost  of  10%  may  be- 
taken as  normal  expectancy.  A  very  inter- 
esting Study  was  made  last  fall  of  one  low- 
cost  frame  house  on  which  costs  were 
known   for  the  previous  year. 

The  total  saving,  exclusive  of  contrac- 
tor's profit,  was  approximately  13%.  The 
greatest  decreases  were  in  excavation,  which 
dropped    35%,    finished    hardware    35%,

millwork  20','  ,  painting  16%,  rough  lum- 
ber 14','  ,  mason  work  12'/  ,  and  carpentry 
work  and  electric  wiring  each  10'/  .  Only 
negligible  reductions  were  noted  in  such 
other  items  as  plastering,  plumbing  and 
heating.  These  percentages  would  not  nec- 
essarily apply  in  the  same  relative  propor- 
tion to  another  job,  and  the)  certainly 
would  not  apply  to  a  more  expensive  house, 
but  the}'  are,  at  least,  indicative  of  some  of 
the  remarkable  changes  that  have  taken 
place   in   the   past   year. 

Other  factors  than  these  also  favor  home 
construction  and  improvement  at  present. 
The  real  estate  market  has  been  very  slug- 
gish in  almost  every  section  of  the  country, 
with  the  result  that  those  who  have  not  yet 
purchased  a  site  for  their  new  home  can 
buj  land  today  at  bargain  prices.  This  item 
alone  may  represent  a  very  important  sav- 
ing in  the  total  investment  which  normally 
would  be  made. 

Another  favorable  factor  is  that  money 
is  now  plentiful  for  sound,  conservative 
mortgages.  The  building  and  loan  associa- 
tions particularly  are  well-supplied  with 
funds  for  loans  on  new  homes  and  on  home 
improvements.  The  mortgage  companies 
also  have  a  better  supply  of  money  than  in 
any  recent  year.  While  this  money  is  avail- 
able for  sound  first  mortgages  and  some- 
times for  second  mortgages,  there  is  no 
indication  that  bankers  will  be  less  conser- 
vative than  heretofore  in  making  their 
appraisals.  On  the  contrary,  the  sharp  de- 
pression in  real  estate  values  that  culmi- 
nated in  1930  resulted  in  many  high  loans 
being  called  and  in  the  firm  attitude  of  ex- 
treme caution  in  making  new  loans.  Those 
who  build  today  may  expect  lower  charges 
for  their  loans  than  normal,  and  they  will 
undoubtedly  find  that  the  conservative  ap- 
praisals balance  off  against  the  lower

The  chart  at  the  right  shows 
the  trends  in  building  mate- 
rials' cost  from  1913  to  the 
present  time.  In  the  latter  part 
of  1930  costs  in  this  field 
reached  a  level  lower  than 
any  year  since  1917.  1919 
saw  the  high  cost  peak,  at 
which  time  it  took  $1.50  to 
purchase  what  under  normal 
conditions  was  one  dollar's 
value  of  materials.  At  the  end 
of  1930  the  same  value  was 
obtainable  for  about  85  cents 
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During  the  twelve  months 
prior  to  September  1930  the 
purchasing  power  of  the  build- 
ing  material  dollar  steadily  in- 
creased in  the  fashion  indi- 
cated on  this  chart.  While 
authoritative  figures  alter  last 
September  are  not  yet  availa- 
ble from  the  same  source,  it  is 
the  personal  opinion  of  the 
author  of  this  article  that  the 
peak  of  value  in  this  regard 
was  reached  some  time  shortly 
before     January      first      1931 


To  substantiate  the  theory 
that  January  and  February 
represent  the  period  when  cost 
will  be  most  favorable  to  home 
builders,  this  graph  of  con- 
structional activity  in  a  typical 
year  is  offered.  It  is  logical 
to  infer  that  the  customary 
spring  activity  in  building 
will  tend  to  stiffen  material 
prices  and  labor  costs  by 
March.  The  typical  year  illus- 
trated is  based  on  a  four-year 
average  from  national  surveys

Plaid   Papers   And   Fabrics   Bring 
Color  And   Gaiety   To  Decoration 
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The  Clioice  And  Application 
Of  Painted  Wall  Finishes

ISO  one  can  expect  to  become  a  fin- 
ished  craftsman  In  reading  the  direction 
label  on  a  can  (if  paint,  but  it  is  reasonable 
to  expect  a  study  of  the  general  principles 
that  apply  to  various  methods  of  painting 
will  become  a  means  of  avoiding  mistakes, 
and  of  developing  practical  ideas  with  good 
taste  and    judgment. 

Besides  an  inherent  sense  (if  good  taste 
one  must  have  some  knowledge  ol  the  basic 
principles  of  decoration.  For  instance,  it  is 
important  to  know  that  bright  colors  such 
as  yellow  or  red  and  very  dark  colors  make 
rooms  appear  smaller  and  objects  appear 
nearer.  Colors  that  do  this  are  called  ad- 
vancing". Larger  patterns  or  designs  are 
also  "advancing"  in  character.  At  the  other 
end  of  the  spectrum  are  the  blues  and 
greens.  These,  together  with  li:'ht  tints, 
are  known  as  "receding"  colors  because 
they  are  helpful  in  creating  an  illusion  of 
I. n  ger  size. 

It  is  essential  to  analyze  the  spirit  ol  a 
room  before  selecting  the  colors  Inst  suited 
to  it.  We  are  told  that  simplicity  is  the  key- 
note of  all  art.  Complicated  color  schemes 
are  not  only  difficult  to  do  correctly,  but  nine 
times  out  of  ten  make  the  walls  assume  a 
too  prominent  part  in  the  entire  decorative 
scheme.  Walls  are  primarily  intended  as  the 
background  (or  other  decoration. 

COLOR  II  UIMONY 

The  safest  rule  in  the  selection  of  colors 
calls  for  a  dark  floor,  walls  of  a  lighter  hue 
and  a  still  lighter  tint  Idr  the  ceiling.  Color 
harmony  throughout  the  house  should  be 
carefully  planned,  hut  particular  care  must 
be  employed  that  adjoining  rooms  do  not 
vary  too  suddenly  in  their  treatments,  es- 
pecially if  there  are  wide  connecting 
openings  between. 

The  key  color  of  any  room  may  he  se- 
lected from  personal  preference,  to  make 
the  room  look  larger  or  smaller,  or  be- 
cause of  fixed  colors  in  the  woodwork,  rugs, 
draperies  or  furniture.  Aftei  these,  consid- 
erations are  given  proper  weight,  attention 
should  be  paid  the  exposure,  so  that  the 
warm  colors  may  he  used  for  rooms  having 
little    sunlight    and    cool    colors   Selected    for 


rooms  having  much.  While  warm  colors 
are  indispensable  in  creating  cheerfulness,  it 
is  well  to  remember,  also,  that  the  cool 
colors  have  a  part  to  play  in  softening  a 
room  and  making  it  restful. 

When  the  general  color  schemes  have 
been  determined,  the  problem  of  finishes 
comes  to  the  fore.  Of  course  much  may  be 
said  for  wall  papers,  paneling  and  the  vari- 
ous other  wall  treatments,  hut  this  discus- 
sion shall  be  limited  to  walls  treated  with 
paints  oi"  plastic  materials. 

PLANNING  WORK 

Regardless  of  the  colors  or  finishes  se- 
lected, there  are  several  important  things 
to  consider  before  proc  ceding  with  the  work. 
Spring  and  fall  are  the  busiest  seasons  ol 
the  year  for  painters  and  decorators.  It  is 
well  to  arrange  to  have  the  work  done  when 
most  convenient  for  personal  comfort  and 
at  a  season  when  costs  are  at  the  lowest 
range.  Progression  of  work  should  be  care- 
fully planned  so  that  important  rooms  need 
not  be  cut  off  from  other  portions  of  the 
house.  Tlu'  ideal  temperature  for  painting 
is  between  60  and  70  degrees.  Ventilation 
is  important  for  drying,  and  in  the  event 
artificial  measures  are  necessary,  an  electric 
fan  will  serve  the  purpose.  Paint  should  al- 
ways be  kept  in  a  warm  place  before  ap- 
plication. 

for  ordinal}'  purposes,  a  flat  or  lusterless 
paint  is  preferable.  After  the  wall  surfaces 
have  been  properly  sized  and  primed,  the 
favored  custom  is  to  start  in  the  upper  left 
hand  corner  of  a  surface  and  to  apply  the 
paint  in  vertical  strips  several  feet  wide.  This 
system  tends  to  avoid  marks  where  edges 
join,  ami  to  produce  a  smooth,  uniform 
coating.  Up  ami  down  strokes  of  the  brush 
are  used. 

New  walls  should  be  given  at  least  thirty 
days  to  dry  and  all  the  free  lime  treated  to 
avoid  spots  or  burns  in  the  paint.  Two 
pounds  of  zinc  sulphate  crystals  in  a  gallon 
of  water  will  produce  an  ideal  solution  for 
treating  walls  of  this  kind. 

Old  surfaces  should  be  sandpapered  and 
cleaned.  Holes  or  cracks  will  be  cut  out  and 
filled  with  plaster  of  Paris.  Grease  may  be 


removed  with  a  solution  of  ammonia  or  sal 
soda  ami  water.  Old  wall  paper  is  removed 
by  applying  hot  water  and  by  scraping  the 
surface  with  a  putty  knife.  The  wall  must 
then  be  smoothed  and  filled. 

A  priming  coat  is  necessary  to  stop  suc- 
tion and  absorption.  It  provides  a  firm 
foundation  for  succeeding  coats.  A  coat  of 
flat  wall  paint  is  the  most  satisfactory  primer 
of  plaster  and  wall  board  surfaces. 

Stippled  effects  are  frequently  secured  by 
pounding  the  final  coat  on  with  a  special 
stippling  brush.  A  sponge,  cheesecloth,  bur- 
lap or  paper  may  also  be  used  for  this  pur- 
pose, and  a  variance  of  patterns  is  thus 
produced.  Regularity  of  pattern  is  to  be 
avoided.  An  unstudied  irregular  effect  is 
the  desirable   result. 

'I  iffany  blending  is  popular  and  offers 
the  decorator  many  opportunities  for  col- 
orful toning.  I'Or  this  process  the  ground 
coat  must  be  perfect — preferably  stippled. 
A  transparent  glazing  liquid  is  applied,  and 
while  this  is  still  wet,  spots  of  color  are 
brushed  on  where  desired.  These  are  then 
rubbed  with  a  wad  of  cloth  in  a  circular 
motion,  thus  distributing  the  colors  and 
tones  as  desired. 

MOTTLED  EFFECT 

Scumbling  differs  from  stippling  in  that 
it  takes  off  paint  in  places  rather  than  applies 
it.  The  wall  is  first  treated  with  a  final 
coat  of  paint  and,  while  this  is  Still  wet,  loose- 
ly crumpled  newspaper  or  wads  of  cloth  arc- 
rolled  down  the  surface  or  tapped  against 
it  to  remove  some  of  the  paint.  It  is  well 
to  have  the  ground  coat  of  a  lighter  shade 
than  the  finish  coat  in  mottled  effects  of 
this  type. 

Several  colors  are  usually  employed  in 
spatter  finishes,  and,  if  these  are  well  se- 
lected, striking  results  may  be  obtained.  This 
interesting  finish  is  used  for  painted  floors 
as  well  as  walls.  The  desired  base  Coat  is 
applied  and  allowed  to  dry.  Then  the  first 
spatter  color  is  mixed  and  a  full  brush  of  it 
is  slapped  against  a  stick  in  a  manner  to  send 
a  spatter  of  the  color  against  the  "'all.  After 
enough  of  this  color  is  used  over  the  entire

or  decorative  glass  becomes  a  necessity.  If 
tin-  method  of  making  them  is  unusual,  they 
have  the  added  virtue  of  individuality. 

The  lead  plays  an  important  role  in  the 
design.  Figures  are  cut  and  perforated  lead 
set  between  two  sheets  of  glass  or  else  it  is 
used  to  outline  unusual  patterns.  In  other 
u  indows  various  kinds  of  glass  are  employed 

— ribbed,  fluted  ami  otherwise  textured — 
a  colorless  pattern  that  still  lets  in  a  max- 
imum of  light.  In  still  others  colored  medal- 
lions and  borders  make  a  rich  tapestry.  The)- 
are  tin  work  of  Chicago  artists. 


("ut  and  perforated  lead  can  be  made 
into  any  number  of  fascinating  medal- 
lions. In  these  decorative  panels  it  is  set 
between  two  sheets  of  glass,  and  the

i%S  its  name  suggests,  the  morning 
room  is  intended  for  the  use  of  the  various 
members  of  the  household  in  the  hours  be- 
tween breakfast  and  luncheon.  Orders  for 
the  day  are  given  here;  perhaps  the  time 
will  be  passed  in  a  chat  with  a  friend,  or  in 
reading  or  answering  one's  correspondence. 
It  will  probably  contain  books,  yet  it  has 
none  of  the  somber  dignity  and  sedateness 
usuall\  associated  with  the  library.  Neither 
is  it  merely  an  informal  living  room — it 
will  usually  be  smaller,  and  the  actual 
dimensions  will  make  it  inadequate  for  the 
varied  interests  of  an  entire  family. 

I  he  analogy  can  he  carried  too  far,  but 
in  some  respects  the  relation  of  the  morn- 
ing room  to  the  living  room  is  not  unlike 
that  of  the  breakfast  room  to  the  dining 
room:  both  are  intended  for  morning  use, 
and  their  decoration  should  strike  a  keynote 
of  simplicity  and  informality  conducive  to  a 
proper  beginning  of  the  day.  Fortunately, 
i lie  morning  room  is  not  a  modern  version 
of  the  "den"  of  our  childhood,  which  was 
supposed  to  attain  coziness  by  means  of  a 
disorderly  accumulation  of  dilapidated  fur- 
niture and  Navajo  rugs.  It  may  at  times 
take  the  place  of  the  card-room  or  break- 
last  room,  but  its  utilization  as  such  is  not 
comprehended  in  the  original  conception. 
\s  has  been  said,  the  emphasis  which  will 
be  put  on  particular  usages  will  depend  on 
the  tastes  and  manner  of  living  of  the 
owners. 

It   certainly   should    be  so  located   as   to 
receive  plenty  of  morning  sunlight.  Without

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sunshine  it  is  like  a  living  room  without  a 
fireplace — deprived  of  the  very  force  which 
would  have  justified  its  existence,  it  must 
always  be  self-conscious  and  meaningless. 
Artificial  lighting  it  will  undoubtedly  have, 
but  the  determination  of  the  decorative 
scheme  will  assume  and  be  governed  by  the 
presence  of  sunlight. 

Sunshine,  then,  is  the  sine  qua  non  of  the 
morning  room,  and  nothing  in  the  decoration 
should  be  allowed  to  minimize  its  effect. 
Since  the  room  will  be  used  only  for  a  few 
hours  of  the  day,  the  wall  treatment  may  be 
rather  more  daring  than  would  be  advisable 
in  a  room  where  more  time  is  spent.  Many 
charming  sets  of  wall  papers,  notably  those 
in  landscape  designs  of  trees  and  flowers, 
perhaps  enlivened  with  a  gorgeously  feath- 
ered bird  or  two,  are  ideal  for  our  purpose. 
The  fact  that  the  design  is  not  repeated 
within  a  set,  which  will  vary  in  number  of 
rolls,  gives  such  papers  the  pictorial  interest 
of  a  mural  painting.  The  painted  wall  is,  of 
course,  less  expensive  and,  provided  the 
color  is  right,  may  be  used  with  charming 
results.  As  for  draperies,  heavy  damasks 
and  rich  velvets  will  obviously  be  unsuitable 
for  a  room  which  must  first  and  foremost 
be  spontaneously  cheerful  and  spirited. 
Crisp  chintzes,  linens  or  toiles — any  of  the 
simpler  sorts  of  fabrics — not  only  do  not 
obscure  and  absorb  the  light  but  seem  at 
times  to  bring  the  sunshine  indoors.  Similar- 
ly, the  sophisticated  furniture  of  the  chaw- 
ing room  and  the  ornately  carved  Italian 
and  early  English  pieces  will  dampen  the 
spirits  of  the  best  intentioned  morning  room. 
Let  the  furniture  be  painted  of  light  woods 
—  18th  Century  English,  simple  French 
or  French  Provincial,  Venetian,  modern — 
the  choice  is  wide,  so  long  as  it  is  in  keeping 
with  the  mood  of  gaiety  and  cheer  we  are 
trying  to  attain. 

So  much  for  our  hasty  and  necessarily 
incomplete  suggestions  for  the  decoration 
of  our  morning  room.  The  accompanying 
photographs  are  concrete  examples  of  what 
we  have  been  discussing  in  general  terms. 
They  are  unusually  interesting,  if  for  no 
other  reason  than  that  they  are  about  as 
different  from  each  other  as  could  be  imag- 
ined: one  is  as  modern  as  the  other  is  con- 
servative, but  both  have  been  created  with 
a  precise  knowledge  of  the  goal  in  view. 
We  are  not  concerned  with  the  opponents 


or  champions  of  modern  decoration — there 
are  still  plenty  of  both — but  perhaps  even 
the  former  will  admit  that  for  a  room  not 
constantly  used,  which  must  be  smart  and 
yet  simple,  it  lias  some  merits  to  commend  it. 
Walls  in  the  modern  room  are  painted 
pale  gray  with  a  bold  design  of  sharp  inter- 
esting lines  in  darker  gray  edged  with  white. 
The  treatment  of  the  windows  is  not  only 
decidedly  novel  but  extremely  practical ; 
three  sets  of  curtains  ordinarily  would 
darken  a  room,  but  the  transparent,  almost 
gossamer-like  quality  of  the  fabrics  allows 
the  sunshine  to  penetrate  almost  as  if  the 
windows  were  uncurtained.  The  furniture 
is  painted  in  clear  shades  of  gray,  sepia  and

WITH  the  passing  of  1930  there 
ends  the  fourth  year  of  my  cultural  experi- 
ments with  the  Rock\-  Mountain  wild- 
llowers.  Over  three  hundred  species  have 
been  tested  of  which  a  large  majority  were 
located  in  their  natural  homes  during  the 
House  &  Garden  plant-stalking  expeditions 
of  1926  and  1927.  Both  years' seeds,  bulbs 
and  growing  plants  of  the  most  attractive 
and  promising  kinds  we  found  were  brought 
East.  The  conditions  of  soil,  moisture,  ex- 
posure and  plant  association  of  each  species 
waii-  carefully  studied  at  the  time  of  col- 
lection, and  voluminous  notes  were  taken. 
Painstaking  efforts  (too  painstaking,  as  it 
turned  out),  were  made  to  approximate 
these  conditions  in  my  own  garden  and  in 
two  others,  widely  separated,  that  were 
placed  at  m\  disposal  for  the  purpose.  And 
the  behavior  of  the  strangers  in  their  new 
surroundings  was  afterwards  closely  watched. 
On  the  wlmlr  the  results  have  been 
very  gratifying.  It  has  certainly  been 
demonstrated  beyond  question  that  a  re- 
markable number  of  entrancingly  beautiful

to  be  admirably  adapted  to  cultivation,  are 
easilj  established  in  gardens  of  the  Eastern 

and  Central  States,  and  can  lie  obtained 
and  enjoyed  by  anyone  who  will  give  them 
the  same  measure  of  attention  they  give  to 
ordinary  garden  flowers.  That  there  have 
been  many  disappointments  and  a  few 
absolute  failures  (largely,  however,  with 
collected  specimens),  must  be  admitted  and 
was  anticipated.  Some  very  desirable  and 
lovely  kinds  seemed  to  resent  their  abrupt 
transition  from  high  to  low  altitudes  by 
making  little  growth  and  no  flowers  for 
two  and,  in  a  lew  cases,  three  seasons.  In 
other  words,  they  simply  refused  to  become 
acclimated.  And  there  was  a  little  suicide 
club  of  ultra-fastidious  aristocrats  from 
.above  timber  line,  whose  members  passed 
away  with  astonishing  celerity,  evidently

AMONG  flower  names  none  in  the 
language  is  softer  or  sweeter  than  the  Gilli- 
flower.  It  is  a  pit)-  that  it  has  almost  lapsed 
into  disuse.  In  tin-  old  days  it  seems  to  have 
been  a  sort  of  pet  name  bestowed  not  upon 
a  single  flower  hut  upon  several  to  show 
the  esteem  in  which  they  were  held,  and 
there  was  usually  a  distinguishing  prefix. 
Thus  there  were  Clove  Gilliflowers  (Car- 
nations and  Pinks),  Wall  Gilliflowers 
(Wallflowers),  Queen's  Gilliflowers  (Hes- 
peris),  Stock  Gilliflowers  (Stocks),  and  a 
number  of  others.  All  had  in  common  the 
gift  of  rich  fragrance.  The  Carnation,  Dr. 
Prior  tells  us,  however,  was  the  Gilliflower 
far  excellence  of  early  times,  the  favorite 
flower  of  high  and  low. 

In  ancient  works  we  find  the  name  spel- 
led impartially  Gylofre,  Gillofloure,  Gely 
Flower,  Gelouer,  July  Flower,  and  so  on. 
The  word  is  a  corruption  by  way  of  the 
French  Giroflee,  from  Cariophyllum,  a 
clove,  ami  referred  to  the  spicy  odor  of  the 
flower,  which  was  used  commonly  in  flavor- 
ing wines  to  replace  the  more  costly  clove 
of  India,  Caryofhyllus  aromatic  us.  Today 
the  fragrant  flowers  sold  in  the  Paris  flower 
markets  as  Giroflee  are  Wallflowers.  The 
name  Carnation  is  said  to  have  come  into 
use  about  the  middle  of  the  16th  Century, 
and  was  usually  written  "Coronation"  be- 
cause of  the  frequent  use  of  these  flowers  in 
chaplets  and  coronels. 

The  original  wild  Carnation  with  its 
five  rose-crimson  petals  may  be  seen  in 
many  parts  of  France  and  occasionally  in 
England,  growing  on  cliffs  above  the  sea 
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and  keeping  a  foothold  in  the  crumbling 
walls  of  old  castles  and  churches.  Nobody 
nowadays  grows  the  wild  Carnation,  so 
many  and  so  enchanting  are  its  descendants, 
but  it  is  very  pretty,  nevertheless,  and 
very  sweet  and  quite  worth  a  chink  in  your 
rock  garden,  if  you  can  get  the  seeds. 

The  Carnation  was  probably  the  first  of 
what  are  called  florists'  flowers,  the  first 
upon  which  hybridization  was  practically 
performed.  In  any  case  it  was  the  first 
flower  to  have  an  entire  book  devoted  to 
its  culture.  This  was  La  Jard-inage  des 
Oeillets,  published  in  Paris  in  1647.  Turner, 
the  old  herbalist  and  gardener  (1551)  re- 
fers to  the  Gilliflower  as  "a  flower  made 
pleasant  and  sweet  by  the  work  of  man." 

In  Elizabethan  times  this  simple  and 
sweet  flower  enjoyed  universal  popularity 
and  gardens  of  the  day  must  have  been  made 
very  delightful  by  the  rows  and  rows  of 
Gilliflowers  blowing  along  the  beds  and 
borders  and  perfuming  all  the  air.  All  the 
hooks  of  the  day  include  long  treatises  on 
their  culture  and  some  give  the  strangest 
instructions  as  to  how  to  make  them  come 
double,  or  to  give  forth  "divers  smels  or

1  HIS  house  had  an  auspicious  begin- 
ning. The  inclinations  and  fancies  of  the 
owners  led  them  touring  the  byways  of  the 
French  provinces,  (licking  up  a  window 
grille  lure  and  a  lit  clos  there,  a  Gothic 
statuette  or  a  bright  brass  kettle.  These 
played  an  important  part  in  the  house  that 
eventually  materialized.  Such  concrete  ex- 
pressions of  taste  put  before  the  architects 
a   very  pleasant  task. 

Then  there  is  the  site.  A  winding  road 
passes  through  a  wooded  valley,  turns 
gracefully  and  mounts  to  the  crest  of  a  high 
hill.  At  this  turn  lies  a  sunny  slope,  bordered 
in  gigantic  trees.  Among  these  trees,  on 
the  flank  of  the  hill,  grew  this  house. 

Its  genuine  and  unforced  picturesqueness, 
seen  as  you  approach  it,  breaks  into  real 
romance  at  the  front  door.  For  this  door 
is  reached  by  driving  into  a  court  surrounded 
by  warm-toned  masonry  and  bays  of  brick 
half-timbered  work  with  windows  and 
doors  placed  to  advantage.  Underfoot  are 
worn  cobbles.  Fan-tailed  pigeons  perched 
on  the  roof  beam,  on  top  of  a  wall,  among 
flowers  and  harmless  china  cats,  complete 
a  picture  lilted  from  some  rural  village  of 
France.  This  is  not  a  large  residence,  and 
yet  it  is  equipped  with  an  amount  of  park- 
ing space  that  usually  is  reserved  only  for 
much  more  extensive  developments. 

The  entrance  door,  the  main  decorative

feature  of  a  tower-like  unit  of  the  house, 
is  delicately  emphasized  by  a  beautiful  13th 
Century  carving  in  a  niche  above.  It  is  sit- 
uated where  the  house  joins  the  ground, 
so  that  there  are  no  tortuous  stairs  to  climb 
on  a  wintry  night.  Once  inside  the  door  one 
is  in  comfortable  and  pleasant  surroundings. 

Here  in  this  entry,  flagged  with  wide 
stone  units,  one  sees  at  once  the  evidence 
of  the  collector  and  intelligent  use  of  the 
collection.  The  paneling  of  an  old  cupboard 
forms  one  of  the  doors,  and  there  is  the  new 
balustrade  of  the  steps  to  the  living  room  in 
pleasant  accord  with  tin's  keynote. 

The  living-room  mantelpiece  is  reflected 
in  bookcases  flanking  the  entrance  door. 
This  living-room  proves  that  the  elegant 
and  the  picturesque  can  dwell  together  in 
harmony.  The  mantel  itself  has  these  two 
characteristics  to  a  marked  degree,  for  while 
it  is  in  the  style  of  the  full-blown  French 
Renaissance,  it  shows  the  rustic  touches  of 
the  country  craftsman.  Two  upholstered 
chairs  of  similar  period  contrast,  to  mutual 
advantage,  with  a  robust  windowside  table 
\\  ith  heavy  turnings. 

While  the  living-room  lias  been  empha- 
sized by  a  wall  paper  of  striking  design,  the 
remainder  of  this  floor  is  carried  out  in  a 
plaster  with  a  worked  surface.  "Worked 
surface"  is  just  another  name  for  "textured 
plaster,"  and  "textured  plaster"  has  come 
to  mean  all  the  tricks  and  craftiness  that  a 
clever  workman  can  put  into  a  wall,  with- 
out the  slightest  knowledge  of  its  artistic 
or  architectural  result.  In  these  walls  there

The  home  of  Clarence  Lewis  at  Havcrford,  Pa., 
is  on  a  hillside  behind  tall  trees  that  give  it  the 
environment  that  its  French  farmhouse  architec- 
ture deserves.  The  house  is  built  mainly  of  Penn- 
sylvania ledge  rock,  inset  with  occasional  half- 
timbered  areas  nogged  with  brick 

While  a  small  house,  it  has  an  advantage  often 
given  only  to  larger  ones — a  cobbled  entrance 
court  sufficiently  big  to  serve  for  parking  several 
cars.  Off  this  is  the  entrance  door,  in  a  tower,  a 
doorway  pronounced  by  heavy  panels  and  a  13th 
Century  carved  figure  in  a  niche 

Both  the  style  of  the  house  and  much  of  its 
furnishings  are  the  result  ol  travel  and  collecting 
abroad  by  the  owners.  The  living-room  is  fur- 
nished in  the  manner  of  rural  bourgeoisc  France, 
and  the  dining-room  might  be  in  an  English 
country  cottage.  The  walls  of  one  arc  covered 
with  a  large  figured  paper;  the  other  rooms  have 
walls  finished  in  textured   plaster

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Old-World   Precedent  Applied 
To  Italian  Houses  In  America

BEFORE  one  buys  a  bond  in  1931 
he  tries  to  determine  its  chances  for  still 
being  a  good  investment  in  1941  and  in 
1951.  In  building  a  house  in  1931  no  less 
should  he  inquire  into  its  being  an  invest- 
ment in  1951,  rather  than  a  net  loss.  Among 
the  foremost  considerations  there  will  be 
those  concerning  the  exterior,  as  to  its  style 
and   choice   (if   materials. 

Let  ns  assume  that  one  begins  with  the 
beginning  of  things,  aside  from  pre-Roman 
dwellings,  and  considers  first  the  Italian 
style.  What  is  its  present  status  compared 
to  houses  ill  other  countries  and  periods, 
how  adaptable  is  it  to  modern  America, 
how  much  real  estate  appeal  will  it  still 
boast  in  twenty  years? 

Unfortunately  one  cannot  mathematical- 
ly extract  the  square  root  of  the  Italian 
Style  in  domestic  architecture,  add  the  re- 
sult to  1931  and  find  out  how   long  it  will 


be  a  serviceable  investment,  rating  well  in 
Bradstreet.  The  so-called  modern  move- 
ment makes  the  computation  more  difficult. 
Nothing  less  than  a  combined  Outline  and 
Story  of  Architecture  can  adequately  deal 
with  the  subject.  Within  the  margins  of  a 
few  pages  there  can  be  only  a  few  abbre- 
viated generalities.  As  to  the  modern  move- 
ment and  its  effect  on  the  future  ot  Amer- 
ican houses,  particularly  those  oi  Italian 
forebears,  one  observes  that  the  citizenry 
appear  open-minded  in  viewing  canvases 
ami  sculptures  such  as  they  have  never  seen 
before,  and  complacently  invest  small  sums 
in  occasional  purchases.  However,  it  seems 
equally  obvious  that  they  are  less  willing  to 
sink  all  of  a  long-saved  nest  egg  into  an 
untried  type  of  house  with  the  expectancy 
that  it  will  hatch  into  a  beautiful  swan  re- 
gardless of  all  ugly  duckling  indications. 
Rather     than     revolutionize     complete!) 


all    the    inherent    ideas    one  with 

"home,"  the  modern  movement  may  be 
counted  on  to  accomplish  something  less 
violent  but  more  permanent  and  beneficial. 
Doubtless  it  will  the  more  quickly  rid  us  of 
the  Victorian  hankering  for  gewgaws,  and 
the  desire  for  ostentatious  display.  Also,  the 
recent  years  of  peace  and  plenty  had  a  way 
of  making  us  profligate  with  mixing  styles 
and  materials.  The  modern  movement  with 
its  preference  for  simplicity  and  utilita- 
rian forms  is  not  unlikely  to  benefit  us  by 
awakeninu  a  keener  appreciation  lor  certain 
architectural  styles  which  were  themselves 
born  of  such  taste,  but  which  through  suc- 
cessive years  of  out-of-focus  archaeology 
have  drifted  further  and  further  from  the 
spirit  of  the  original.  Many  of  our  houses 
of  the  past  have  so  out-Italianed  the  Italians 
that  they  would  scarcely  care  to  accept  the

The  accompanying  drawing  for  a 
cornice  in  America  suggests  a  type 
common  on  the  moderate  sized 
houses  in  the  province  of  Venetia, 
where  on  the  main  part  of  the  build- 
ing one  course  of  brick  is  used  like 
wood  dentils  and  two  surmounting 
courses  are  laid  saw-tooth  fashion. 
For  lower  portions,  a  bricks-on-end 
course  is  laid  with  alternating  bricks 
at  a  4T°  angle  as  a  frieze 

A  form  of  chimney  cap  is  shown 
which  can  easily  be  laid  up  with 
ordinary  bricks  and  topped  with  tile

The  windows  of  the  Italian  villa  are 
not  without  a  modern  flavor  in  the 
simplicity  and  effectiveness  with 
which  they  arc  ornamented.  At  the 
Kit  is  an  adaptation  of  some  at 
Cigliano,  with  plain  outer  colored 
trim  i if  stone  or  plaster  and  a  sill 
that  rests  on  a  slightly  decorated 
apron.  Shutters,  instead  of  carrying 
louvers  to  the  bottom,  are  stopped 
with  judicious  panels 

The  doorway  is  an  adapted  ver- 
sion of  an  arch  motif  in  the  palace 
at  Todi.  Here,  the  arch  is  made  suffi- 
ciently wide  to  encompass  both  shut- 
ters and  window  within  the  sur- 
mounting recessed  semicircle 

Simple  quoins  at  the  corner,  a 
plain  second  floor  sill  course  and  two

One  of  the  difficulties  of  the  modern 
plaster  house  is  to  make  the  windows 
seem  aligned  and  intimately  related. 
A  simple  solution  is  offered  by  a 
farmhouse  in  Murelle,  Venetia, 
where  plain  flat  widths  of  plaster  are 
raised  around  the  windows  and  car- 
ried through  in  horizontal  bands 

Band  courses  at  top  and  bottom  of 
second  story  windows  provide  hori- 
zontal accent  to  carry  windows  as  re- 
lated parts  of  a  composition.  In  front 
of  the  steps  is  a  pool  and  at  the  lcit 
a  vine-clad  arbor — both  character' 
istic  features 

The  neighboring  house  at  the  left 
of  the  picture  illustrates  a  possi- 
bility for  garage  doors  and  sur- 
mounting windows;  the  two  are 
separated  by  a  Grnpe  vine  on  a 
simple    suspended    horizontal    trellis 


(Left)  The  problem  of  locating  the 
house  on  a  constricted  lot  is  gen- 
erally complicated  by  the  garage 
drive  in  front  and  the  drying  yard 
in  the  rear.  A  suggested  solution, 
where  the  plot  is  level  and  slightly 
above  the  street,  is  to  have  the 
garage  a  half  floor-height  lower  than 
the  average  grade 

At  the  right  a  gently  sloping  ramp 
of  lawn  or  flagstones  leads  up  from 
the  street  to  the  front  terrace.  Both 
exterior  and  interior  stairs  connect 
the  terrace  level  and  garage.  The 
plan  places  the  living  room  at  the 
right  of  the  entrance  hall  and  the 
kitchen  over  the  garage 

The  drying  yard  is  a  continuation 
of  the  garage  drive  to  the  rear.  Thus, 
the  living  room  outlook  over  lawns 
and  garden  is  unbroken.  The  dining 
room    opens    on    a    pleasant    terrace 


The  entrance  door  of  the  Tuscan 
villa  is  more  a  matter  of  refined  de- 
tail and  good  taste  than  of  expense, 
and  the  modern  house  may  well 
emulate  its  salient  principles.  Stone 
or  colored  plaster  forming  a  simplc 
frame  for  a  paneled  wood  door  is 
more  certain  to  succeed  if  prefaced 
by  a  wide  step  on  which  are  small 
potted  plants.  A  vine  and  tree  shad- 
ows will  help  still   further 

Stone  quoins  at  the  corner  may  be 
in  an  even  line  or  alternately  long 
and  short.  At  the  left  of  the  picture 
in  an  arched  treatment  for  living 
room,  loggia  or  garage  doors.  The 
projecting  balcony  on  the  second 
floor  could  serve  as  open  sleeping 
porch  or  play  space

In   Similar  Ways   A    Latin   Atmosphere 
Can   Be   Introduced   With   Best   Success 
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Various   Types   Of  Incinerators 
And   The  Neetls   They   Serve

WlIILK  the  greatest  boon  of  the  in- 
cinerator was  undoubtedly  to  country  and 
suburb  dwellers  who  had  no  means  of  refuse 
disposal  other  than  privately  paid  carters, 
those  who  live  in  cities  and  towns  favored 
with  municipal  collection  departments  gave 
it  little  less  eager  welcome.  As  an  aid  to 
sanitation  and  for  its  convenience  it  soon 
sold  its  worth  to  them.  At  first  a  novelty, 
the  home  incinerator  now  takes  its  pi. ire  as 
one  of  the  essentials  of  a  well-ordered  and 
equipped  house,  among  other  things  im- 
proving the  value  of  the  property  and  re- 
ducing the  fire  hazard. 

THE  PORTABLE 

The  architect  oi  a  new  house  will  no 
doubt  specify  one  oi  the  incinerators  built 
right  into  the  chimney,  a  hopper  on  every 
floor  and  a  capacious,  individual  Hue,  serv- 
ing: both  as  down-chute  for  the  rubbish  and 
as  a  carrier  ol  smoki  and  gases  during  com- 
bustion of  the  waste.  But  there  are  man) 
long  built  homes  far  from  the  builders'  idea 
of  modern  perfection.  In  some  oi  these  the 
kit<  Inn  chimney  may  have  been  demolished 
altogether,  when  gas  or  electricity  was  in- 
stalled for  cooking.  With  it  went  the  chance 
of  the  kitchen-fed  incinerator.  So,  in  tins 
case,  the  so-called  "portable"  type  will  be 
the  only  one  feasible.  This  stands  unobtru- 
siveh  in  the  cellar,  like  a  small  boiler,  read}1 
to  devour  any  type  oi  indoor  or  outdoor 
rubbish  through  its  capacious  maw  in  the 
cellar,  winch  serves  as  an  intake,  fed  per- 
haps through  a  trap  in  the  kitchen  floor. 
This  type  of  incinerator  needs  no  recon- 
struction of  the  chimney  for  installation. 
It  connects  to  the  Hue  of  any  chimney  with 
a  short  piece  of  stovepipe,  and  can  be  in- 
stalled complete  in  an  hour  or  two. 

Like  its  prototype,  the  built-in  inciner- 
ator, the  portable  type  may  hi'  self-firing, 
using  its  own  rubbish  as  fuel  without  out- 
side assistance.  Or  bottled  gas,  oil,  coal  or 
wood  may  provide  supplementary  combus- 
tion to  dry  out  wet  refuse  and  hasten  incin- 
eration. Some  of  these  models  have  ingenious 
clock  systems  which  automatically  turn  the 
flame  on  and  off  as  desired.  The  construc- 
tion is  sturdy  and  permanent.  The  skillful 
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arrangement  of  upright  -rates,  which  keeps 
the  rubbish  from  packing  against  the  sides, 
provides  the  maximum  draft  as  the  waste 
burns  from  the  top  down,  while  tin  cans 
and  other  unhurnable  material  still  further 
serve  to  draw  air  through  the  burning  mass. 
Identical  in  principle  are  the  self-roofed, 
out-of-door  models  which  handle  barrels 
of  tree  clippings  and  garden  refuse  in  addi- 
tion to  serving  all  house  needs.  'J  hese  abso- 
lute necessities  on  large  country  estat 
usually  built  quite  a  distance  from  the  house, 
w  here  tiny  cannot  interfere  with  the  view. 
House  waste  makes  a  speedy  and  easy  trip 
via   a   small    hand-truck.

I  hen,  lastly,  there  are  the  baby  out-of- 
door  models  which  snuggle  unobtrusively 
into  a  far  corner  of  the  garden,  and  within 
their  limitations  oi  not  indefinite  service, 
carry  out  their  purpose  speedily  and  well. 
This  type  is  not  unlike  a  covered  ash  can, 
with  a  short  screened  funnel,  and  layers  of 
alternating  dry  rubbish  and  garbage  are 
speedily  reduced  to  innocuous  fertilizer 
when  stored  m  its  depths. 

The  smaller  incinerators  are  a  more  cas- 
ual purchase,  like  any  convenience  ol  mod- 
erate cost.  Rut  the  larger  types  are  a  matter 
for  real  thought  ami  discussion  with  the 
manufacturer's  specialist,  who  will  advise 
on  the  best  type  and  size  for  individual  con- 
ditions. He  will  also  supervise  the  construc- 
tion or  installation,  and  instruct  in  its  most 
effectual  use.  And,  as  with  any  major  piece 
of  equipment  bought  to  give  one-hundred 
per  cent  service  over  a  considerable  period 
of  time,  the  manufacturer's  reputation  ami 
known  integrity  should  play  an  important 
put  in  the  decision. 


From  the  list  which  follows,  an  inciner- 
ator can  be  chosen  that  will  fit  the  needs  of 
any  type  of  home — in  size,  in  price,  and  in 
type  of  installation.  If  bottled  gas  is  to  be 
used  as  a  fuel,  it  should  always  be  specified, 
so   that   the    burner   may    be    adapted   to  it. 

Twenty-four  years  of  experience  stand 
behind  the  incinerators  made  by  a  company 
we  will  call  "A".  Their  portable  type  comes 
in  four  sizes,  all  ready  for  installation  in 
kitchen  or  basement.  Within  the  cast-iron 
fire  box,  two  bunsen  burners,  fired  by  bot- 
tled gas,  provide  combustion  of  the  refuse. 

AUTOMATIC  CONTROL 

Automatic  control  can  he  furnished  on 
these  incinerators,  if  desired.  The  incinera- 
tor is  practically  indestructible,  and  all  of 
the  interior  parts  are  very  easily  removable 
without   the   use  of  tools. 

This  company  also  makes  a  portable  in- 
cinerator with  kerosene-burning  equipment 
which  can  be  installed  under  almost  any 
conditions.  It  gives  splendid  service. 

The  built-in-the-chimncy  type  made  by 
the  company  spoken  of  above,  destroys  its 
rubbish  without  the  use  of  gas  or  other  sup- 
plementary fuel.  The  brick  combustion 
chamber  may  be  located  in  the  basement 
or,  if  this  is  not  available,  built  on  the  ground 
level  outside  the  building,  with  the  feed 
hopper  within.  These  hoppers,  into  which 
the  rubbish  is  placed,  may  be  located  on 
each  floor,  provided  the  flue  is  sufficiently 
large.  The  design  of  the  interior  permits 
slow  burning  of  waste  with  no  odor  or  heat 
to  indicate  the  destruction  going  on  within 
the  firebrick  enclosure. 

Another  sturdy  and  finely  constructed 
incinerator  is  "B."  Its  maker  manufactures 
seven  different  models  to  give  satisfaction 
under  any  possible  set  of  circumstances. 

The  portable  type  uses  bottled  gas  as  a 
fuel,  burning  the  waste — wet  or  dry — in  an 
ingenious  grate,  like  a  suspended  basket. 
Its  fine  enamel  finish  makes  it  a  real  addi- 
tion to  the  well-dressed  cellar,  and  it  is 
quickly  installed,  being  connected  to  exist- 
ing chimney  flue  with  a  simple  six-inch 
sto\  epipe.

Ohio  Still  Follows  Its

SOMEBODY  has  done  some  real 
thinking  about  ironing  boards,  with  the 
result  that  these  homely  necessities  are  now 
as  modern  as  the  garage  door  controlled  by 
radio.  The  new  all-steel  ironing  board, 
built  into  a  cabinet  in  the  wall  of  kitchen 
or  laundry,  has  no  floor  support  or  wall 
brace  to  get  in  the  way,  and  the  board  may 
be  turned  from  side  to  side  for  greatest 
ironing  convenience. 

Due  to  its  construction,  it  cannot  warp, 
bend,  burn  or  wear  out.  It  folds  compactly 
out  of  sight.  A  fireproof  compartment  at 
the  bottom  of  the  cabinet  is  provided  as  a 
housing  for  the  electric  iron.  Installation  is 
as  simple  in  an  old  bouse  as  in  a  new  one. 
Finished  in  gray,  the  door  and  cabinet  will 
take  any  other  desired  color.  Pads  and  cover 
are  easily  put  on  with  patented  clips,  IS  of 
which  are  supplied  with  the  board,  It  fits 
into  a  wall  opening  56  'j  inches  high  by 
twelve  and  a  fraction  inches  wide.  Bottom 
of  opening  should  be  24  inches  from  the 
floor.  The  electrical  connection  for  the  iron 
should  be  58  inches  from  the  floor  and  12 
inches  from  the  right  of  the  cabinet. 

(.  \i;  \(.i;  DOOR  CONTROL 

ItADK)  control  for  garage  doors  has 
been  perfected.  With  a  s\stem  now  avail- 
able, one  can  pull  a  knob  on  the  instrument 
board  of  a  car  and  a  radio  transmitter  will 
send  out,  from  an  antenna  fastened  to  the 
car  frame,  a  series  of  wireless  impulses  that 
is  picked  up  by  an  antenna  buried  in  the 
drive.  This  "underground  aerial"  is  con- 
nected with  a  receiver  that  operates  a  mo- 
tor which  opens  the  doors.  The  device  also 
illuminates  the  garage  and  closes  the  doors 
after  the  car  has  entered. 

It  locks  the  doors  but  leaves  the  lights 
burning.  The  receiving  set  is  adjusted  to 
operate  only  upon  receipt  of  a  certain  series 
of  impulses  so  no  car  hut  the  proper  one  can 
"tune  in."  Doors  may  be  opened  by  a  switch 
within  the  garage.  Further,  they  are  equip- 
ped with  a  safety  control  so  they  will  not 
close  if  a  person,  the  car,  or  other  object  is 
in  their  path.

Mechanical  men,  already  light, 

sound,  touch  and  presence  sensitive,  are 
now  wind  conscious.  I  do  not  refer  to  either 
electric  lung  or  larynx.  Thanks  to  Dr.  E.  E. 
Free,  of  New  York,  inventor  of  this  elec- 
tric sense  organ,  a  mere  "pouf"  will  sum- 
mon the  butler  or  call  the  police;  a  sudden 
exhalation  into  a  telephone-like  transmitter 
will,  with  simple  auxiliary  apparatus,  cause 
matter  to  do  your  bidding. 

Nothing  more  than  a  push  button  switch 
adapted  to  operate  with  air  flow,  this  relay 
may  be  harnessed  to  do  anything  from 
operating  a  typewriter  carriage  to  flushing  a 
toilet.  A  hard  rubber  case  contains  two  thin 
phosphor-bronze  vanes  hinged  at  their  rear 
extremities  and  arranged  to  be  forced  to- 
gether by  air  Mow.  When  forced  together, 
a  contact  is  made  at  their  forward  ends. 
This  contact  actuates  a  relay  which,  in  turn, 
can  be  made  to  make  or  break  any  type  of 
electric  circuit. 

Sensitivity  can  be  adjusted  by  altering  the 
length  or  stiffness  of  the  vanes  and  by  alter- 
ing the  percentages  of  m-tlowmg  air.  In  its 
ordinar\'  form  this  switch  may  be  made 
sensitive  to  an  air  flow  with  a  speed  oi  about 
400  feet  a  minute.  Air  passes  between  our 
lips  at  a  speed  greater  than  this  when  we 
blow  out  a  candle  flame.

M  HAVE  a  number  of  floors  that  are  in  very 
bad  condition.  Can  these  be  refinished  to  look 
presentable;  And  ran  you  send  me  any  directions 
for  refinishing  old  floors:

Floors  of  hardwood,  such  as  oak  and  maple, 
and  the  better  grades  of  si. It  wood,  have  so  much 
beauty  inherent  in  the  grain  that  they  are  usually 
finished  with  some  transparent  material  like  higfl- 
grade  varnish  or  else  waxed  and  polished. 

The  first  step  after  the  wood  has  been  care- 
fully sand-papered  with  the  grain,  then  swept  and 
dusted,  is  to  use  a  filler  to  fill  up  the  pores  oi  the 
wood.  Apply  it  to  the  floor  and  then  rub  off  the 
surplus  filler  as  soon  as  it  dries.  I  lute  should  be 
included  in  this  filler  whatever  stain  is  desired 
for  tin'  floor.  After  the  filler  or  stain  has  set 
for  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes,  the-  surface  is  rub- 
bed cro:  wise  of  tin-  grain  with  cotton  waste  or 
burlap.  It  should  then  be  allowed  to  drj  from 
t  welve  to  t  w  enty-i  our  hours. 

I  li  n  appl)  a  i  oat  of  shellac  which  should  be 
allowed  to  stand  for  six  to  twelve  hours.  Go  over 
this  with  <>  grade  sandpaper,  smoothing  it  off  but 
not  cutting  it  through.  Apply  a  second  coat  oi 
shellac  and  treat  it  in  the  same  way.  II  the  shellac 
lie;  been  thinned,  use  three  coal--.,  but  it  it  is  rather 
heavy  use  only  two.  After  the  top  coat  of  shellac 
has  dried  it  is  a  good  practice  to  wait  two  or  three 
days.  I  Inn  go  oxer  it  with  sandpaper,  smoothing 
it   down   w  it  h  sol  t  cloths. 

After  cleaning  the  floor  off  thoroughly,  apply 
the  floor  wax.  When  the  wax  is  dry,  polish  it  with 
a  weighted  brush.  II  a  brush  is  not  available,  use 
soft  flannel  ragSi 

Varnish  is  easy  to  apply  and  gives  a  surface  of 
brilliancy  and  durability.  The  first  requisite  lor 
an  effective  varnish  finish  is  to  use  good  varnish; 

the  second  is  to  have  the  sm  face  of  the  wood  and 
the  air  in  the  room  as  free  from  dust  as  possible; 
the  third  is  to  use  only  scrupulously  clean,  cor- 
rectlj  made  brushes.  The  varnish  should  be 
brushed  on  lengthwise  ol  the  grain  in  a  smooth, 
thin  coat  without  overlaps  or  brush  marks.  At 
hast  two  days  should  be  allowed  for  drying  be- 
fore a  second  coat  is  applied.  Thus  handled,  a 
varnished  floor  is  exceedingly  good  to  look  at,  is 
durable  and  very  easy   to  keep  clean. 

SEVERAL  times  1  have  heard  it  said  that, 
given  an  equal  number  and  size  of  rooms,  a  low, 
rambling,  one-story  house  is  more  expensive  to 
build  than  one  of  two  stories.

There  are  at  least  three  definite  reasons  why 
the  extended  type  of  house  normally  is  more  ex- 
pensive than  a  two-story  of  the  same  number  and 
size  of   rooms:

foundation    wall.     Both    of    these    essential    parts 

of  a  house  rank  high  in  the  total  cost,  even  under 

the  most    favorable  conditions. 

1,  there   is  the  added    roof  area   necessary 

to  cover  the  rambling  type.  Obviously,  it  will  take 

roof  to  cover  eight  rooms  strung  out  in  a 


line  thin  would  be  necessary  if  four  of  them 
were  placed  on  top  of  the  other  four.  In  this 
particular  case,  the  requisite  roof  area  would  be 
exactly   doubled. 

In  the  third  place,  consider  the  attic  space.  It  is 
obvious  that  the  area  directly  below  any  given 
roof  is  more  or  less  waste  space  as  far  as  actual 
living  accommodations  are  concerned,  because 
the  pitch  of  the  roof,  gable  angles,  etc.,  cut  down 
the  head-room.  Hut  no  satisfactory  way  has  been 
found  to  eliminate  it — at  least,  in  any  of  the 
architectural  styles  which  are  in  general  favor. 

Naturally,  tin-  more  roof,  the  more  cubic  feet 
are  wasted  in  attic  space.  Anil  since  the  cost  of 
building  is  based  on  the  total  number  of  cubic 
feet  enclosed  by  the  walls,  roof  and  cellar  floor, 
it  follows  that  cutting  down  this  factor  reduces 
the  dollars-and-cents  expense  of  the  completed  job.

proportioned  and  has  only  one  small  window, 
we  believe  you  can  make  it  attractive  and  livable 
with  a  light-giving  color  scheme,  comfortable 
furniture  and  decorative  wall  paper. 

Landscape  wall  paper  in  a  design  of  trees  and 
feathery  foliage  not  only  gives  life  and  interest 
to  the  walls  but  has  the  additional  merit  of  mak- 
ing a  room  appear  larger.  There  is  an  extremely 
good,  inexpensive  reproduction  of  a  Chinese  floral 
wall  paper  that  comes  with  either  a  yellow  or 
peach  colored  ground,  foliage  in  soft  shades  of 
green,  ami  here  and  there  a  note  of  henna  brought 
in  bv  bright  plumaged  birds.  This  paper  comes  in 
a  set  of  four  panels,  each  panel  measuring  40 
inches  wide  and  SI)  inches  high.  On  page  123  of 
House  ©  Garden's  Book  of  Color  Schemes  you 
will  find  a  picture  of  an  entrance  hallway  done 
in  this  paper.  I  his  book  was  published  since 
House  &  Garden's  Second  Book  of  Interiors  that 
you  refer  to.  It  contains  a  wealth  of  helpful 
suggestions  for  anyone  planning  to  decorate,  as 
there  are  over  200  color  schemes  and  301)  illus- 
trations of  various  types  of  rooms. 

In  your  case  we  would  advise  the  paper  with 
the  yellow  ground,  painting  the  woodwork  the 
yellow  of  the  background  as  this  will  both  lighten 
and   enlarge   the   apparent  size   of   the   room.    Use 


curtains  of  soft  yellow  silk  made  with  a  swag 
valance  and  trimmed  with  yellow  and  green  ball 
fringe.  On  account  of  so  much  design  in  the 
walls,  the  rug  should  be  plain,  in  a  soft  green 
tone  to  harmonize  with  the  greens  of  the  trees. 
Cover  the  daybed  in  a  narrow  striped  moire  in 
green  and  copper  color  and  two  small  overstuffed 
chairs  by  the  daybed  in  green  damask;  a  large 
overstuffed  chair  in  the  corner  might  have  a  cov- 
ering  in   copper  color. 

Good  18 th  Century  French  or  English  fur- 
niture can  be  used  here.  In  the  matter  of  fur- 
niture arrangement,  we  feel  the  daybed  should 
go  in  the  center  of  one  long  side  wall.  A  writing 
table  placed  in  a  window  is  both  effective  and 
practical.  The  commode  with  a  mirror  hung  above- 
it  might  stand  in  the  center  of  the  wall  space 
opposite  the  daybed,  with  a  straight  chair  on 
either  side.  Place  the  bookcase  at  one  end  of  the 
loom.  Put  a  table  at  either  end  of  the  daybed  and 
a  pair  of  small  overstuffed  chairs  in  front,  at  the 
ends,  this  arrangement  making  an  effective  and 
livable  group. 

With  a  daybed  in  the  room  and  comfortable 
chairs  you  will  not  need  a  couch.  Instead,  there 
might  be  a  big  overstuffed  chair  in  one  corner 
by  the  writing  table.  An  unf rained  mirror  hung 
above  the  daybed  will  give  sparkle  to  the  room 
and  make   it  appear  larger. 


1  AM  contemplating  building  an  eight  or 
ten  room  house  this  coming  year,  but  as  yet  have 
not  decided  on  the  architectural  style  which  will 
best  suit  my  requirements.

We  feel  that  a  typical  Georgian  design  would 
satisfy  your  requirements  very  well.  It  could  be 
a  simple  rectangle,  with  central  entrance  door 
opening  into  a  straight  hall  running  through  to 
the  back  of  the  house,  where  another  door  com- 
municates with  the  garden  at  the  rear.  Among 
the  specific  advantages  of  such  a  style  we  might 
mention : 

Symmetrical  arrangement  of  rooms,  thus  re- 
ducing waste  or  semi-waste  space.  Rooms  well 
proportioned  and  free  of  odd  corners  and  angles, 
which  means  that  they  are  easier  to  furnish  and 
live  in.  Central  stairway  out  of  the  main  hall, 
thereby  maintaining  intact  the  first-floor  rooms.  A 
simple,  straightforward  roof  design  which  min- 
imizes the  cost  of  this  important  part.  Roofs  with 
irregular  lines,  much  cut  up  by  dormers,  valleys 
and  changes  of  direction,  increase  the  expense 
materially.

Summing   Up   The   Case 
For   Hardy   Perennials 


Dr.  E.  Riulc 


THE  value  of  hardy  garden  perennials 
can  be  appreciated  only  when,  in  the  spring, 
the  first  warm  spell  brings  up  the  new 
growth  with  no  effort  on  the  gardener's 
part.  Though  the  fall  and  winter  have  left 
no  trace  of  life  above-ground,  the  root 
stocks  below  the  surface  have  retained  their 
vigor  and  now  set  to  work  replenishing  the 
garden  with   beaut). 

Perennials  have  righth  come  into  their 
own,  for  they  can  be  used  in  any  garden  and 
under  almost  any  condition.  Although  the 
majority  of  them  require  a  sunny  place  for 
the  full  development  of  their  inherent  beau- 
ty, many  will  be  found  tolerant  and  as  such 
they  will  spread  their  charm  in  shady  and 
partially  shaded  locations.  Among  the  lat- 
ter special  mention  must  be  made  ol  Astilbe, 
whose  flowers  become  fully  developed  in 
lightly  shaded  spots  provided  they  receive 
a  plentiful  supply  of  water  during  the  period 
of  greatest  growth. 

Of  course,  if  the  hardy  plants  are  to 
produce  a  large  quantity  of  flowers  they 
must  be  placed  in  sunny  locations.  This  is 
no  more  than  natural.  They  are  effective 
when  placed  before  the  taller  trees  and  they 
are  striking  when  grown  in  groups  in  the 
bonier.  For  formal  beds  the  smaller  forms 
are  often  to  be  preferred  while  the  taller 
and  more  massive  types  with  more  spreading 
branches  are  the  suitable  sorts  for  individual 
plantings. 

Various  types  of  mountain  or  rock  garden 
plants  are  to  be  numbered  among  the  small- 
er perennials  and  there  are  excellent  border 
plants  among  them.  Placed  as  flowering 
plants  in  the  garden  beds  the  smallest  forms 
are  at  the  outer  edge  while  the  taller  forms 
are  placed  behind  them  until  the  largest  of 
all  are  found  in  the  back.  At  the  same  time 
care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  the  colors 
of  the  flowers  produced  harmonize. 

Wherever  wider  beds  are  to  be  planted 
a  number  of  plants  of  the  same  type  are 
placed  close  together,  this  producing  a  more 
pronounced  color  effect  when  the  flowers 
come.  Clusters  of  various  kinds  may  be 
planted  together  and  the  spaces  between 
may  be  filled  with  forms  flowering  at  a 
different  time.  In  this  way  smaller  groups

denced in  the  selection  of  the  furni- 
ture. There  is  a  refei  tory  table  with 
its  companion  benches  from  France, 
which  fit  well  with  the  uniquely  cur- 
i  lined  w  indow.  In  a  o  n  tier  stands  an 
Early  American  corner  cupboard  and 
about  the  room  are  placed  a  number 
of    I  nglisll  Windsor  chairs. 

I  he  bedrooms  on  the  second  floor 
ne  of  in. inner  and  good  taste  consis- 
tent with  the  other  parts  of  the  house. 
I  he  steep  pitch  of  the  roof  interrupts 
the  side  walls  oi  the  rooms  to  their 
advantage.  While  there  is  ample  ver- 
tical area,  against  which  to  place  fur- 
niture, there  are  also  the  sloping  iur- 
faces    above,    cut    into    by    windows.

Various    Types   Of   Incinerators

The  built-in-the-chimney  type  is  usu- 
ally  self-burning,   though   bottled   gas 

may  be  used  if  greater  speed  and  erh- 
ium\  ue  denied.  I  he  minimum  size 
of  Hue  for  the  passage  of  rubbish  and 
tile  carrying  off  of  smoke  and  gas  is 
twelve  by  twelve  inches.  Improvements 
in  the  details  of  construction  make 
this  a  highly  desirable  addition  to  the 
well-ordered   house. 

Here  is  an  old  established  company 
— the  manufacturers  of  incinerator 
"C  ".  They,  too,  have  developed  to  a 
fine  point  of  perfection  both  the  self- 
contained  portable  type  and  the  built- 
in-the-chimney  models.  The  former  is 
constructed  of  heavy  sheet  steel  anil 
cast  iron,  with  porcelain  enamel  sides 
in  two  sizes.  It  is  fired  with  bottled 
Lias,  the  bunsen  flame  lighted  by  a 
pilot.  The  pressing  of  a  button  starts 
the  incineration;  an  automatic  shut- 
oft  extinguishes  the  flame  when  the 
burning   is  a<  i  omplished.

I  h  •  built-in  unit  requires  no  fuel 
other  titan  the  waste  fed  through  a 
convenient  hopper  on  the  Aim  floor. 
'I  his  model  is  especially  recommended 
tor  the  new  home,  or  one  where  a 
large  chimney  flue  near  the  kitchen  is 
happily  available.  Where  this  is  not 
the  case,  the  basement-fed  installation 
may  be  substituted.  This  is  similar  in 
construction,  but  waste  is  deported 
through  a  silent,  self-closing,  feeding 
door  in  the  upper  part  of  the  brick 
combustion  chamber  at  a  convenient 
hi  i"  hi  I  or  dropping.  This  company 
guarantees  permanent  satisfaction  in  its 
installation  through  supervised  con- 
■  tt  tut  ion   and    pel  iodic    inspect  inn. 

Incinerator  "D"  is  another  splendid 
trash  consumer,  available  both  in  por- 
table and  built-in  types.  (  la--  may  be 
used  as  a  I  ue]  it  the  tanked  \  ariety 
is  already  part  of  the  home  equipment. 
I  he  portable  type  requires  very  little 
en  e  inil  r  in  be  i  onnected  to  the  ex- 
ting  chimney  through  a  seven-inch 
pipe.  This  convenient  burner  can  be 
operated  continuously  without  heating 
tin  cellar,  and  reduces  two  bushels  of 
trash   to   ash   at   each    burning. 

With  the  built-in  incinerators  made 
by  this  company,  either  the  chute,  or 
door-fed  arrangement  may  be  chosen, 
ili  pending  on  the  location  of  the  chim- 
ney and  the  si/e  of  the  serving  flue. 
The  flue  may  empty  into  the  furnace 
chamber,  either  in  the  front  or  rear, 
and  if  the  cellar-fed  type  is  chosen, 
the  large  guillotine  front  door  permits 
easy  firing  of  refuse  from  the  incinera- 
tor floor.  Thee  incinerators  come  in 
a  wide  choice  of  sizes  and  may  have 
gas  burners  if  desired. 

Considerable  latitude  is  possible 
when  incinerator  "E"  is  the  make  chos- 
en. The  portable  type  may  be  fired 
with  gas  or  bv  its  own  power,  using 
only  the  waste  as  fuel.  It  may  be  in- 
stalled in  the  basement  with  a  service 
hopper  in  the  kitchen,  connects  into  the 
boiler   flue,   and    comes    in    three   sizes. 

If  gas  is  used,  two  burners  carry 
the  flame  over  the  top  of  the  grate 
through  the  mass  to  be  consumed.  A 
clock  device  controls  the  gas  auto- 
matically. 

The  built-in-chimney  type,  too,  has 
variations  to  suit  all  purposes.  The 
brick   chamber,   like   those    with    other 


of  this  type,  is  constructed  at 
the  base  of  the  chimney.  The  receiv- 
ing hopper  is  located  in  the  kitchen. 
A  special  gas  burner  may  be  installed, 
protected  by  specially  formed  brick 
to  completely  dispose  of  all  damp  ma- 
terial. This  gas  need  be  used  only  in 
emergency  when  the  trash  contains, 
large  quantities  of  moisture.  Other- 
wise, it   will  operate   on   its  own  fuel. 

Then,  this  company  can  also  fur- 
nish a  type  which  burns  coal,  wood, 
or  charcoal.  Where  bottled  gas  has  not 
been  included  in  the  home  equipment, 
this  makes  a  superlative  solution  of 
the   trash    problem. 

Still  another  long-established  com- 
pany is  the  builder  of  incinerator  "F", 
a  self-contained  cellar  unit  which  can 
also  be  installed  out-of-doors.  This 
comes  in  various  models,  excellent  for 
the  large  home.  Refuse  is  fed  through 
a  large  door  in  the  front,  and  coal  or 
wood    may   be   used  as  auxiliary   fuel. 

A  simple  yet  efficient  incinerator  is 
"G"  made  of  casting  ami  steel  plate, 
with  a  two-bushel  capacity  only.  This 
requires  no  gas,  consuming  its  rubbish 
from  the  top  down,  with  only  the  aid 
of  the  ingenious  construction  which 
makes   for  a   constant  air  circulation. 

Still  another  variation  in  conveni- 
ence is  furnished  bv  incinerator  "H", 
a  self-contained,  portable  unit,  which 
operates  as  easily  as  a  kitchen  stcn 
automatically  controlled.  While  thir 
is  fed  from  the  basement,  a  unique 
feature  is  the  rubbish  chute  from  the 
kitchen  to  the  basket  located  in  the 
cellar.  An  automatic  device  warn; 
when  it  is  time  to  go  to  the  cellar  and 
empty  the  basket   into  the  incinerator. 

Incinerator  "I"  is  a  unique  develop- 
ment of  the  portable  type.  Installed 
directly  under  the  kitchen,  the  feed| 
door  is  placed  in  the  kitchen  floor.  By 
sliding  this  door  with  the  foot,  the 
trash  or  garbage  is  deposited  into  the 
tube  hading  to  the  combustion  cham- 
ber.

This  incinerator  is  a  bricl 
enclosed  chamber  with  a  waterproof 
root  anil  brick  or  steel  chimney.  Thi 
ingenious  construction  permits  oi 
burning  wet  or  dry  refuse,  using  wooc 
or  coal  as  a  supplementary  fuel  if 
the  amount  of  rubbish  is  not  sufficien 
for  the  complete  incineration  of  we 
garbage.  Cans  and  bottles  are  flame 
sterilized  and  later  removed  with  thi 
ashes.

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He  may  suggest  that  it  be  installed  in 
a  hollow  on  a  hillside,  or  out  in  the 
open.  The  construction  is  supervised, 
employees  instructed  in  the  use  of  the 
incinerator,  and  periodic  inspection 
made  to  see  that  it  is  operating  with 
greatest  efficiency.  The  parts  are  sup- 
plied knocked  down,  by  the  manu- 
facturer, and  the  erection  is  usually 
done  by  a  local  mason. 

A  still  more  elaborate  model  put 
out  by  this  same  company  provides 
the  most  superlative  design  and  work- 
manship. These  incinerators  are  an 
idaptation  of  the  industrial  incinera- 
tor. They  are  built  bv  the  company's 
own  manufacturers,  of  special  brick 
made  to  their  own  formula;  the  frame 
is  of  steel.  The  company's  representa- 
tive gives  full  cooperation  in  selecting 
the  correct  type  for  individual   needs. 

The  manufacturers  of  model  "D" 
also  make  a  splendid  outdoor  model. 
Their  equipment  consists  of  an  angle- 
iron  frame,  grates,  doors  and  the  ser- 
vices of  a  competent  supervisor  at  the 
of  installation.  The  frame  is 
In!,  ked  in  bv  a  local  mason,  accord- 
drawings    which    they   supply. 


This  firm  has  used  a  rubble  stone  treat- 
ment on  the  outside  of  its  incinerator, 
to  harmonize  the  appliance  with  its 
surroundings.  The  interior  parts  are 
scientifically  constructed  to  consume 
wet  and  dry  rubbish  thoroughly  and 
quickly.  Wind,  contour  of  the  ground, 
view,  etc.,  are  all  taken  into  consider- 
ation when  the  location  is  determined 

An  unobtrusive  and  inexpenshr,  \  ■ 
effective  incinerator  is  model  "J",  in 
appearance  not  unlike  an  ordinary  ash- 
can,  with  cover  and  screened  chimney. 
Alternate  layers  of  dry  garden  trash 
or  other  burnable  material  and  wet 
kitchen  waste  are  placed  in  the  capa- 
cious can,  which  may  be  had  in  from 
4]2  to  8,'- 8  bushel  capacity,  the  lattei 
large  enough  to  serve  a  really  larg< 
home.  When  the  burner  is  filled,  a 
match  is  touched  to  the  contents  and 
it  is  allowed  to  quietly  burn  itself  out. 

Model  "K"  is  similar  in  construc- 
tion and  comes  in  three  sizes.  As  an 
improvement  on  the  out-of-door  bon- 
fire, these  small  conveniences  have 
much  to  commend  them,  and  while 
they  will  naturally  burn  out  in  time, 
they  are  highly  satisfactory. 


Ernest:   Henry   Wilson,    1876—1930 
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upon  him.  The  Victoria  Mgdal

Coupled  with  his  genius  iii  explor- 
ation and  botany,  we  of  HOUSE  &

\  caret  ul  author,  possessed  of  a 
magnificent  memory,  an  enthusiasm 
and  a  love  of  plant  material  that  were 
yet  restrained  to  an  accuracy  of  ex- 
pression that  made  his  judgment  posi- 
tive and  lasting,  his  writings  will  long 
live  both  as  text  books  and  as  popular 
studies.  His  first  book,  A  Naturalist 
ill  Western  China,  appeared  in  IV 13. 
His  last,  made  up  principally  from  his 
writings  in  House  &  Garden,  was 
published  in  1930  under  the  title  Aris- 
tocrats of  the  Trees.  Nine  other  vol- 
umes stand  as  garden  classics  of 
America.  A  series,  of  which  the  article 
in  December  Hoi'JE  &  Garden  must 
be  the  last,  waited  to  be  combined  in 
still  another  book  on  the  subject  of 
Trees  and  S/trubs  for  Various  Purposes. 

Wilson's  capacity  ended  not  with 
plant  discovery,  but  to  the  last  his 
very  articles  in  House  &  Garden  in- 
dicate his  desire  to  "follow  through" 
so  that  his  discoveries  might  find  a 
place  in  every  garden.  Thousands  of 
readers  of  HOUSE  i  GARDEN   who  have 


written  him  for  advice  and  for  sources 
of  the  material  he  so  splendidly  de- 
scribed have  seen  the  expression  of  the 
practical  nature  of  his  life.  The  nur- 
serymen of  America  have  felt  the 
effect  of  his  leadership  and  in  years 
to  come  will  sense  even  more  definitely! 
the  fruit  of  the  effort  he  expended  ir 
making  the  taste  and  beauty  of  the 
material  available  for  American 
gardens. 

When  Mr.  Wilson  first  began  writ- 
ing in  House  &  Garden  in  1924,  s 
mere  handful  of  the  plants  of  his  dis- 
covering was  available  for  Americar 
gardens.  Growing  numbers  of  their 
today  are  listed  for  your  purchase. 
Of  the  Regal  Lily,  for  instance,  one 
grower  reports  that  he  has  sold  50,' 
(ii)()  bulbs  and  is  now  growing  1,500,- 
lino  seedlings.  It  is  impossible  to  give' 
a  figure  of  the  total  number  of  bulb: 
of  this  beautiful  Lily  that  have  beer 
planted  in  American  gardens.  One  nur- 
sery has  sold  over  100,000  Beautv 
Bush  (Kolk-xvitzia  amabalis)  and  i: 
todav  growing  many  more. 

Upon  Ernest  Wilson  his  honors  rest- 
ed lightly.  He  was  too  busy  spreading 
a  love  of  trees  and  plants  to  think  ol 
honors,  too  busy  widening  the  circh 
of  his  friends  the  world  over.  A  big 
man,  physically,  he  had  a  rugged 
stocky  exterior,  a  twinkling  eye  anc 
a  great  capacity  for  comradeship.  Met 
at  once  admired  and  respected  hi 
learning  and  experience,  and  their  ad 
miration  soon  grew  to  warm  affection 
Those  who  truly  loved  the  trees  Ik 
loved  were  his  friends.

Opportunity  is  knocking  now  in 
this  month  of  January,  but  she  may 
not  repeat  her  call  in  the  months  to 
come.  Now  is  the  time  to  act,  for 
may  not  long  remain  at  their 
present  rock-bottom  level.  The  condi- 
tions justifving  this  statement  are- 
worth  a  brief  examination. 

\  spring  shows  a  normal  rise 
in  building  activity  which  usually 
takes  life  with  the  first  breath  of 
spring.  There  is  no  justification  what- 
ever tor  ,mv  belie)  th.it  the  spring  of 
1931  will  not  show  a  similar  response. 
But  in  other  respects,  these  coming 
months  are  abnormal.  Building  ^im- 
ply dealers  have  purchased  very  little 

:  il  during  the  last  six  months; 
such  buying  as  they  have  done  has 
been  from  hand  to  mouth.  Their  *ocks 
ol  lumber,  cement,  brick,  building 
tile,  windows  ami  other  minor  sup- 
plies  have  dwindled  through  gradual 
absorption  for  improvement  projects, 
repairs  and  the  U-\\  building  o 
:')i  m-  tli  it  h  i\  e  bf  n  steadily  going 
alt-'  id.  1  li--  result  is  that  with  the  first 
sign  of  renewed  activity,  dealers  must 
replenish  their  stocks,  and  as  soon  as 
u  don  i-  felt  by  the 
manufacturers,  it  w  ill  result  in  the 
ble  stiffening  of  prices.  Some  of 
this  reaction  lias  already  taken  place 
and  more  may  be  expected  ever} 
from  now  until  the  building 
>    well    underway. 

Two  other  factors  favor  immediate 
rather  than  delayed  action.  Building 
labor  is  still  idle,  but  it  is  looking 
forward  to  employment  in  another 
month  or  two.  A  project  started  today 
will    be    t  rom    t;-  \tv    da\  -    in 


advance  of  normal  activity.  This 
means  that  common  labor  can  be  em-' 
ployed  for  the  necessary  excavatior 
work,  even  through  frost,  at  present 
prices.  Masons  will  start  the  founda- 
tions before  a  demand  for  their  set'- 
vices  restores  them  to  normal  employ- 
ment conditions.  Carpenters,  roofers 
glaziers,  plumbers,  painters  and  al 
the  rest  of  the  trades  will  be  working 
on  a  job  started  in  January  or  Febru 
ary  fully  a  month  before  they  nor 
mally  would  find  active  employment 
The  bugaboo  of  winter  constructiot 
has  long  since  been  laid  to  rest  am 
need   not  enter  present  considerations 

This  urgency  for  immediate  actio; 
does  not  imply  a  sudden  and  complet 
return    to    normal    cost    conditions  q 
soon   as   the  ordinary   building   seasoi 
opens.    If    the   economic   recov 
the  nation  is  slow,  one  may  safely  ex 
pect  less  than  normal  costs  throughou 
the  coming  spring.  If  the  recovery 
more  rapid  in  its  response  to  the  stimu 
lative     efforts    applied     by     Presides 
Hoover    and    the    organizations    fol 
lowing  his  lead,   it   is  certain   that  li 
who  delays  will  pay  for  his  p 
tination  by  missing  entirely  his  ;

heart-broken  because  their  accustomed 
and  beloved  moraine  was  not  brought 
along    with    them. 

But  Nil  desperaitdum  is  a  car- 
dinal ten  t  of  all  us  gardeners;  other- 
".  -  our  delightful  pursuit  would  lose 
most  of  its  fascination  and  zest.  So 
it  is  great  news  to  learn  that  my  guide 
and  fellow  plant-stalker,  Darwin  M. 
Andrews,  has  tackled  and  solved  the 
problem  of  acclimation.  He  wrote  me 
all  about  it  last  year,  saying  among 
other  things : 

"Almost  all  my  mountain  plants 
are  now  propagated  here  in  my  Rock- 
mont  gat  d.-ns,  from  seeds,  cuttings, 
or  root  divisions.  (Wildflower  preser- 
vationists and  others  opposed  to  col- 
lected plants  please  note.)  As  the 
altitude  of  Boulder,  about  5,000  feet, 
is  half  way  between  that  of  the  sub- 
alpine  zone  and  sea  level,  everything 
I'm  now  growing  is  practically  born 
acclimated;  and  the  change  to  eastern 
gardens  from  mine  is  made  without 
shock  or  growth  disturbance  of  any 
kind." 

1  sent  him  a  list  and  asked  for 
duplicates  ol  my  refractory  species; 
and  they  arrived  in  time  to  become 
established  before  winter  came.  All  of 
them,  1  am  glad  to  say,  have  flourished 
and  bloomed  profusely  during  the  past 
season. 

A-  regards  those  finicky  addict-,  like 
those  ot  foreign  alpine  region*,  they 
i  in  lie  grown  successfully  in  this  sec- 
tion by  anyone  who  lias  the  knowl- 
edge, facilities  and  means  needed  to 
build  a  real  moraine;  and  the  enthu- 
siasm and  patience  to  supply  their 
other  cultural  wants.  The  books  on 
rock  gardening  by  Farrer,  Wright, 
Meredith,  Sanders,  Correvon  and  other 
'  xperts,  contain  all  necessary  informa- 
tion about  moraine  gardening.  Never- 
theless, unless  one  is  equipped  with  all 
qualifications  and  means  of  in- 
struction, it  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  thank- 
less waste  ol  time,  energy  and  much 
money    to    go   a -mo rain  ing. 

FROM      SKKD 

I  have  learned  several  things  about 
tie-  growing  of  American  alpines  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  besides  the 
,id\  isability  of  acclimation  for  col- 
lected plant-.  One  is  that  their  suc- 
cessful culture  is  a  much  simpler 
matter  than  I,  or  any  other  Easterner 
apparently,  has  hitherto  supposed.  For 
example,  let  me  say  from  actual  ex- 
perience that  it  is  easier,  less  expensive 
and  ultimately  more  satisfactory  to 
grow  coveted  kinds  from  seed,  al- 
though if  a  quick  showing  of  bloom 
is  desired,  those  pre-acclimated  plants 
come  in  handy.  As  half  a  do/en  or 
more  botanical  experts  have  recently 
made  a  business  of  seed  collecting  in  as 
many  different  regions,  seeds  of  about 
every  known  species  of  conspicuously 
attractive  Rocky  Mountain  and  Pacific 
t  oast  wildflowers  can  now  be  ob- 
tained. And  the  seedlings  resulting 
from  a  wise  selection  of  their  offer- 
ings can  be  depended  upon  to  develop 
into  sturdy,  hardy,  soon-acclimated 
and   permanently   beautiful   specimens. 

Hear  in  mind,  however,  that  seeds  of 
plants  which  grow  naturally  at  high 
altitudes  should  be  sown  in  autumn,  in 
c  oldt  rallies  ;  that  the  soil  should  be 
a     sh-Si)    mixture    of    coarse    sand    and 


peat   moss,    with   just   an   appetizer, 
to  speak,  of  ordinary  loam;   and  t 
the  frames  should  be  opened  to  rece 
a  covering  blanket  during  every  sm 
storm    and    the    surface    inside    be 
lowed  to   freeze   hard   and   often, 
this   will    insure   free   germination 
following   spring.    Treatment 
soil    sterilizing    preparation    will   p 
vent    damping-off. 

Among  my  other  important  cultu 
discoveries    was    the     realization    t 
while  I  had  left  undone  a  few  thii 
that  I  ought  to  have  done,  I  had  di 
an   appalling  number  of  things  rli  ■ 
ought   not  to  have  done;   so  it  is 
strange  that  there  has  been  no  h 
in   many   of   my  supposedly   chei 
victims.  Let  me  briefly  confess  l 
of    these    sins    of    omission    and 
mission     and    tell    of     my    effort 
achieve   absolution,    so    that   you   v 
read  may  heed  and  profit  thereby. 

ACID    SOIL 

Much    time    and    trouble    was 
pended  and   wasted   in   the   beginni 
testing    soils    in    a    futile    endeavor 
give  each   species  the   exact   de< 
acidity    or    alkalinity    that    pi 
and   was   noted    in   its  natural   habi 
In    the   finest  and   best    regulated   r 
garden    in    the   world — the   Royal 
tanic      Garden      at      Edinburgh— 
"Heather  soil"  of  Scotland,  natur, 
and    distinctly    acid,    is    the    only 
used.     For     lime-loving     plants 
acidity  is  neutralized  by  perfect  dr. 
age    and    exposure    to    the    element 
sunshine,   rain,  frost  and  snow.  Wi'l 
I   got   home    from   a   European   jail 
this  policy  was  put  into  effect  at  ot  I 
in  several  parts  of  the  garden,  and    I 
mountaineers     that     were    so     favoj 
have   rejoiced  ever  since  and  prospe 
mightily. 

Another  sin  of  commission  ' 
actuated  by  an  obsession  I  had  acqui 
sonic-how  that  alpine  plants  should 
well  nourished.  This  led  me  to  si 
them  off  in  a  soil  containing  too  m 
humus,  which  soon  gave  them  dysp 
sir,  indigestion  and  yellow  jaundice 
-i  distressing  extent.  It  did  not  t 
very  long  to  diagnose  the  trou 
however,  and  the  diet  was  chang, 
In  a  mixture  of  coarse  sand 
gravel,  with  not  more  than  10%  ' 
mold,  the  patients  quickly  regai 
their  appetites  and  natural  color,  m 
making  so  vigorous  a  growth  l 
they  actually  became  diffusive. 

My  most  egregious  errors,  howe 
were  my  fatuous  efforts  to  duplii 
Nature's  way  of  supplying  moist 
up  in  the  mountains  and  the  Andr 
method  of  modifying  the  intense  1 
of  the  midday  sun,  at  the  Boul 
level.  During  summer  the  h 
Rockies  are  drenched  almost  d 
with  thunderous  and  garrulous  do' 
pours,  which  rarely  last  more  t 
twenty  minutes.  They  correspond 
the  similar  Hawaiian  phenome 
known  locally  in  Honolulu 
"Liquid  sunshine."  For  two  seasoi 
tried  to  imitate  these  brief  soa; 
with  the  garden  hose.  Then,  in  disg 
I  put  the  hose  away;  and  the  t 
year  I  went  to  Europe.  All  my  pi 
thrived  lustily  during  my  absence

southern  New  York.  Last  year  I  locked 
up  the  hose  and  went  to  Colorado  once 
more.  Alas!  little  rain  fell  for  weeks 
and  mi  my  return  I  found  far  too 
many  of  the  alpines  shriveled  to  dry 
brownness.  What  to  do:  I  finally  de- 
cided to  sink  a  sponge  under  them. 
So  I  lifted  them  from  several  beds, 
took  off  four  inches  of  soil,  put  in  a 
two-inch  layer  of  peat  moss,  replaced 
the  soil  and  reset  the  plants.  Then  I 
applied  a  top  dressing  of  mixed  peat 
moss  and  stone  chips.  The  sponge  has 
worked  beautifully  throughout  tin's 
year  of  unusual  drouth,  with  only 
good  soakin'gs  from  the  hose. 
rhe  peat  moss  has  held  the  moisture 
about  the  roots  and  not  a  plant  has 
been  lost  in  the  beds  where  it  was 
used.  Great  stuff,  that!  Incidentally, 
nter  it  was  used  generally  as  a 
tive  mulch  and  effectually  pre- 
vented heaving  out  of  the  plants  from 
alternate  t  reezing  and  thawing. 

I  he  Colorado  sun  is  glowingly  hot 
during  midsummer,  both  in  the  moun- 
tains and  among  the  foothills.  In  order 
to  temper  the  heat  somewhat  my 
friend  Andrews  found  it  desirable  to 
■  rei  i  .i  sort  of  pergola,  scantily  clad 
with  houghs,  over  his  rows  of  alpines. 
this,  I  foolishly  jumped  to  the 
conclusion  that  something  of  the  sort 
should  be  done  for  my  plants  ht  re  in 
Westchester  County.  So  I  put  a  lot  of 
them  in  the  shade,  which  was  jjist 
what  they  did  not  want  in  this  domain 
oi  old  General  Humidity.  It  was  a 
monumental  misdeed,  but  I  had  the 
gumption  to  make  atonement  in  time 
to  sa\  e  them  ;  and  they  have  sin. 
eled    in   all   the  sunshine   there   was. 

Such  is  the  record  of  the  most  fla- 
grant offer  :  the  peace  and 
dignity  oi  my  garden  inhabitants;  yet, 
in  spite  ol  it  all,  there  has  emerged 
triumphant  a  goodly  category  of 
novel,  charming  and  tractable  garden 
material  that  merits  a  most  cordial 
w  el<  ome  t  rom  e\  ery  enthusiast  w  ho 
to  int  iodine  an  American  note 
among  the  treasures  of  the  rock  gar- 
den and  the  border.  And  who  among 
do    ■    not: 

Appended  hereto  are  two  lists  of 
Rocky  Mountain  plants.  The  first  con- 
tains those  that  are  admirably  adapted 
for  the  rock  garden;  the  second,  those 
that  are  better  suited  for  the  her- 
baceous border,  although  I  have  used 
several  of  the  latter,  with  excellent 
effect,  to  give  height  or  emphasis 
where  either  is  desired,  in  the  higher 
portions  of  the  rock  garden.  In  neither 
list  is  there  a  single  species  that  has 
not  been  thoroughly  tested  in  Eastern 
gardens  for  hardiness,  ease  of  cultiva- 
tion and  notable  beauty.  Kinds  that 
have  been  found  at  all  difficult  to 
grow  have  been  rigidly  excluded.  So 
everything  listed  is  confidently  rec- 
ommended and  may  be  counted  upon 
to  give  satisfaction  if  careful  atten- 
tion is  given  to  preparation  of  the 
soil  and  other  cultural  needs. 

It  should  be  said,  in  passing,  that 
there  still  remain  in  the  mountain 
fastnesses  untold  and  untried  hundreds 
of  lovely  flowers,  many  of  them  as 
yet  unknown  even  to  explorers;  and 
from  them  our  garden  flora  may  some- 
day  be  further  enriched.

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A  certain  house  cost  $10,000.  The  heating  installation  cost  8950. 
It  had  been  estimated  at  $1,000,  including  $200  for  the  boiler. 
The  owner  balked  at  the  price  and  a  $150  boiler  was  substi- 
tuted. He  saved

siderable experimentation  must,  of 
course,  be  carried  on  by  the  amateur 
painter  before  he  is  ready  to  begin  a 
spatter  finish  on  his  walls. 

During  the  past  few  years  a  number 
of  new  materials  have  been  introduced 
which  make  the  problem  of  textured 
finishes  less  difficult.  These  materials 
may  be  applied  directly  over  any  or- 
dinary plaster  or  wall  board  wall  that 
has  been  properly  prepared,  and  with 
them,  designs,  textures  and  innumer- 
able color  effects  may  be  secured.  Just 
as  the  stippled  and  scumbled  finishes 
help  in  hilling  cracks  or  other  imper- 
fections, so  do  these  plastic  materials 
add  to  the  perfection  of  the  surface 
in  an  even  greater  degree.  A  pictur- 
esque room  from  the  English  country- 
side or  a  room  reminiscent  of  the 
warm  colors  and  rough  textures  of 
the  Mediterranean  is  equally  simple 
to  copy  with  the  aid  of  plastic  fin- 
ishes. 

Special  paints  are  used  for  stenciled 
decorations,  and  usually  they  are  of 
a  semi-transparent  nature  rather  than 
opaque.  Care  must  lie  exercised  in 
the   selection    of   designs  and   in    their 


position.  It  is  well  to  mark  the  wall 
with  white  chalk  to  assure  proper  spac- 
ing, removing  the  chalk  after  the 
stencil  has  been  applied. 

Glazed  finishes  are  frequently  used 
over  textured  or  polychromed  walls. 
1  he  glaze  gives  the  wall  a  smooth, 
sealed  surface. 

Enamels  and  glossy  paints,  while 
not  frequently  used  for  ordinary  wall 
decoration,  are  indispensable  for  wall 
surfaces  that  require  frequent  wash- 
ing. Enamel  is  also  ideal  for  wood- 
work. 

Woodwork  and  floors  are  of  equal 
importance  with  the  walls  in  establish- 
ing the  character  of  any  decorative 
theme.  What  finish  the  wood  shall 
wear  is  greatly  dependent  on  the  de- 
sired ensemble,  as  well  as  on  the  grain 
and  texture  of  the  wood  itself.  It  is 
well  to  keep  in  mind  that  sharp  con- 
trasts of  color  for  trim  and  walls 
tend  to  outline  each  feature  and  con- 
sequently cut  up  the  room  and  make 
it   appear   smaller. 

Whether  paint,  enamel,  stain,  shel- 
lac, varnish  or  wax  is  applied,  it 
should  be  over  wood  best  suited  to 
their  use.  This  holds  true  for  floors  as 
well  as  for  trim  and  other  woodwork.

odours."  Parkinson  in  his  great 
"speaking  garden",  his  Paridisi  in  Sole 
(1629),  devotes  several  pages  to  Gil- 
lyflowers, ami  the  illustrations  therein 
show  them  to  have  been  almost  as 
richly  many-petaled  as  those  we 
admire  today.  Thomas  Lawson,  that 
hue  old  gardener  of  the  17th  Century, 
who  wrote  of  his  flowers  in  such  a  de- 
lightfully human  way  that  his  little 
book,  The  Country  Housewife's  Gar- 
den, makes  enchanting  reading  today, 
admired  Gilliflowers  extravagantly, 
calling  them  the  king  of  flowers  "(ex- 
cept the  RoseJ"  and  "the  most  pleasant 
to     ight  and  smell." 

By  the  time' John  Rea  began  to 
w  rite  (  1  66  5  )  the  Ca  i  nation  Gilli- 
flower  w.is  securely  in  the  grip  of  the 
florists  who  were  turning  out  innum- 
erable varieties  with  great  rapidity. 
Rea's  Flora  was  the  first  important 
book  to  treat  flowers  from  the  stand- 
point ol  their  beauty  alone;  of  their 
il  properties,  that  loom  so  large 
in  earlier  writings,  he  says  little  or 
nothing.  It  I  were  going  to  make  a 
truly  old-fashioned  garden  I  should 
use  Rea's  book  as  a  guide.  Hut  Rea 
was  a  practical  florist  and  though  he 
loved  his  flowers  he  regarded  them 
li  i  Min  iiitu  all)  than  did  the  earlier 
writers.  He  \\  .is  the  forerunner  ol 
those  florists  who  split  hairs  about 
infinitesimal  points  and  bred  flowers 
to  rule  and  measure.  1  he  simple  spicy- 
breathed  Gilliflower  in  their  Jiands 
soon  became  less  a  flower  than  a  math- 
ematical problem.  Rea  published  long 
lists  ol  Gilliflowers,  which  he  called 
July  flowers,  or  Cariopliiliis  hortensis, 
and  tells  us  that  the  kinds  most  prized 
by  fanciers  were  "well-striped,  flaked, 
or  powdered  upon  white,  or  blush  with 
da  i  ker  or  I  ighter  red,  crimson  or  c  ar- 
n  it  ion,  sadder  or  hi  ighter  purple,  deep- 
er or  paler  si  a  rlet."

of  the  florist  and  the  fancier  than  the 
American  Tree,  the  Malmaisons  and 
other  winter-blooming  kinds,  they  have 
a  grace  ami  charm  that  are  very  appeal- 
ing and  they  are  grandly  generous  with 
their  blooms.  ']  hese  conic  in  clusters 
and  of  course  the  individual  size  of 
the  blooms  may  be  increased  by  dis- 
budding. The  colors  are  white,  yellow, 
pink,  rose,   crimson  and  scarlet. 

The  pink  in  early  days  was  far  less 
esteemed  than  the  Carnation.  "They 
only  serve  to  set  the  sides  of  borders 
in  spacious  gardens,  and  some  of  them 
for  Posies,  mixed  with  the  buds  of 
Damask  Roses",  wrote  Rea — surely 
mission  enough  for  any  flower.  But 
in  those  days  the  Pink,  the  plant  we 
now  know  as  Diant/ius  plumaritts,  but 
which  was  then  Cariopliilltts  sylvestris, 
had  another  end  to  serve.  It  enjoyed  a 
respected  place  in  the  domestic  Pharma- 
copeia, being  known  to  prevail  against 
hot  pestilential  lexers,  and  to  comfort 
the  heart  "being  eaten  now  and  then." 
With  the  Carnation  it  was  used  to 
give  a  special  flavor  to  wine — hence 
the  old  name,  Sops  in  Wins — and  the 
blossoms  were  used  in  the  compilation 
of  conserves  and  various  sweets,  and 
as  a  garnish  to  salads.  Hut  I  am  sure- 
its  most  popular  use  must  always  have 
been    in    "nosegays    and    to    deck    up 

houses." 

\      irden  lull  of  Pinks  "with  spices 
in  their  throats"  cannot  but  be  a  sweet 
and  friendly  one.  Their  modest  beauty 
for     informality,     their     fra- 
grance   reaches    the    Ilea  ft as    well    as 

the  nose.  I  he  old  mediciners,  when 
they  declared  it  a  sovereign  heart 
remedy,  were  not  so  tar  from  actual 
fact. 

We  i\'<  not  use  them  as  freely  in 
America  as  we  should.  Anyone  who 
has  visited  English  gardens  will  re- 
member the  long  borders  edged  with 
Pinks,  especially  the  white  fringy 
kind,  which  I  think  is  Diantltus  fu/i- 
briatus,  and  which  m. iv  be  bought  and 


raised  from  seed  and  enjoyed  in  any 
sunny  garden  in  this  country.  These 
trails  of  fragrant  snow  once  seen  are 
never  to  be  forgotten.  Her  Majesty 
and  Mrs.  Sinkins  are  fair,  fat  and 
fragrant  dames,  so  beruffled  that  they 
more  often  than  not  burst  their  "im- 
palement", thus  quite  losing  counte- 
nance. A  shilling  sent  to  any  English 
seedsman  will  bring  you  a  packet  of 
seed  of  any  of  these,  but  of  course  you 
will  never  stop  with  a  shilling  once 
you  start,  for  you  will  want  to  try  the 
lovely  fringy  ami  vary  sweet  single 
Pink,  Dnintlius  jragrans,  and  you  will 
go  on  to  Earl  of  Essex,  Ipswich  Crim- 
son,   Cyclops,    Gladys    Cranfield,    and 

many  more or  you  may  buy  most  of 

these  plants  ready  grown  in  this  coun- 
try and  so  immediately  fix  their  beauty 
in  your  garden  without  waiting  for 
seeds  to  sprout  and  seedlings  to  grow. 
I  I  of  the  finest  Piiiks  that  has 
come  into  my  garden  in  recent  years 
is  called  Annie  Laurie.  It  is  a  single 
variety,  very  large  of  blossom  and  a 
clear,  soft,  Orchid-pink  in  color,  with 
a  claret  circle  at  the  heart.  It  is  al- 
most    perpetual     flowering    and 

quite  hardy. 

Once  more  I  must  stress  the  point 
that  Pinks,  like  Carnations,  will  thrive 
only  in  a  sweet  soil — one  devoid  of 
leafmold,  and  light,  rich,  and  well- 
drained.  Old  manure,  wood  ash,  bone- 
meal,  m. iv  be  ted  them,  and  sand  add- 
ed where  the  soil  is  heavy.  And  there 
must  be  sun.  They  are  emphatically 
not   plants   for   the  shaded   garden. 

When  Pinks  are  used  as  the  edging 
of  borders  they  are  unsurpassed  in 
i  ffi  i  t,  for  after  the  first  blossoming  is 
past,  they  may  be  cut  over  and  will 
present  a  seemly  gray  verge  that  makes 
a  fine  setting  lor  the  flowers  of  other 
seasons.

Most  readers,  however,  if  they 
have  not  followed  closely  the  travels 
of  M  r.  Wilson  from  yea  r  to  year, 
will  be  stirred  by  a  realization  id'  what 
it  has  cost  in  lonely  struggling  with 
discomforts  to  give  to  the  modern 
world  the  tithes  that  are  in  such 
plants  as  the  Regal  Inly  and  in  others 
not  vet  generally  known,  like  the 
Davidia  involucrata  that  to  Mr.  Wil- 
son is  "the  most  interesting  and  beau- 
tiful of  all  trees  of  the  north  temper- 
ate flora."  Then  there  are  the  hand- 
some Betula  iilbu  sinensis,  a  Birch  with 
orange-red  bark;  Quercus  aquifoli- 
aides,  almost  as  beautiful  as  the  cele- 
brated Golden  Oak  of  California. 

The  Chinese  flora  is  estimated  to 
contain  1  5,000  species,  half  of  which 
are  peculiar  to  the  country.  Of  these 
Mr.  Wilson,  in  his  eleven  years,  col- 
lected    65,000     specimens,     in     about 


5,000  species;  nearly  a  third  he 
has  introduced  to  the  Occident.  And 
also  in  magnificence  of  flowering  the 
Flowery  Kingdom  is  supreme  among 
lands  of  the  temperate  zone.  Climbing 
the  Mountain  Wa  Shan,  upon  whicl 
in  four  days  Mr.  Wilson  added  to  hi; 
botanical  collection  220  odd  species,  he 
found  only  Rhododendrons  above  the 
altitude  of  10,000  feet;  thousands  anc 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  Rhododen- 
drons, the  gorgeous  beauty  of  whose 
flowering,  he  says,  defies  description 
Many  hushes  were  fully  thirty  feel 
tall  and  more  in  diameter,  clad  with  a 
wealth  of  blossoms  that  almost  hid  the 
foliage,  crimson,  bright  red,  flesh-col- 
ored,  silver,  pink,  yellow  and  pure  white. 
For  the  student  of  geography  oi 
ethnology  and  religion  also  it  is  a  boo! 
of    entrancing    interest.

of  early  flowering-  species  may  be 
mixed  with  later  flowering  kinds.  For 
example,  Delphinium,  which  flowers 
in  June,  may  be  mixed  with  clusters  of 
Phlox  or  late  flowering  Asters  which 
produce  their  blossoms  during  August. 
In  this  manner  bare  spots  may  be  avoided. 

Since  the  perennials  require  a  com- 
paratively large  amount  of  soil  salts, 
the  soil  where  they  are  growing  is 
usually  depleted  after  three  or  four 
years.  Then  it  becomes  necessary  to 
transplant  them.  In  general  this  pro- 
cess is  carried  out  in  the  fall,  some 
time  in  October  or  November.  It  is 
also  possible  to  do  this  early  in  the 
spring  iluring  March,  April  or  May, 
but  the  fall  is  the  best  time.  Usually 
the  plants  are  transplanted  after  their 
flowering  period.  When  the  process 
is  to  be  carried  out  in  the  spring,  then 
it  should  be  done  before  the  leaves  are 
developed  and  the  plants  must  be 
thoroughly  watered  after  being  placed 
in    their   new    location. 

Before  transplanting  it  is  absolutely 
essential  that  the  ground  be  dug  quite 
deeply  and  preferably,  that  manure 
be  added  and  well  mixed  with  the 
soil.  Then,  too,  the  plants  should  not 
be  set  too  closely  together,  for  they 
take  up  more  and  more  room  as  time 
goes  on.  The  taller  forms  are  spaced 
more  than  two  or  three  feet  apart 
while  the  smaller  forms  are  satisfied 
with  a  distance  of  two  or  thre  fi  t. 
Never  set  them  too  deeply  in  the 
ground;  the  crown  should  be  placed 
so   that    it    is  even    with    the   ground.

seeds,    the    seeds    being    sown    during 
August,  though  some   gardeners   favor 
May    sowing.    The    hardy    types    are 
sown    upon    the    beds    while    the    less 
hardy    kinds    must    be    sown    in    the 
hotbed   where  they  remain  throughout 
the    winter.  They   are   transplanted    in 
the   spring   and    the   young  plants  de- 
velop   their    first    flowers    during    the 
summer  months. 

The  soil  of  the  beds  containing  the 
perennials  must  be  kept  loosened  at 
all  times.  In  the  fall  a  light  bedding 
of  short  straw  manure  is  provided 
and  this  is  worked  into  the  soil  for  a 
few  inches,  care  being  taken  not  to 
injure  the  roots.  Since  many  perennial 
crowns  tend  to  rise  toward  the  surface, 
it  becomes  necessary  to  add  a  slight 
amount  of  rotted  leafmold  now  and 
then.  This  rising  is  caused  by  the 
elongation  through  growth  of  the 
root  crown.

SOME  ten  years  or  so  ago  there  hurst  upon  the  Ami  rican 
canine  stage  (perhaps  "sprang"  would  he  a  better  word, 
in  view  of  the  character  in  question  )  an  unheralded  hut 
amazingl)  capable  dog  whose  name  sounded  like  a  cross  be- 
tween a  sneeze  and  a  growl.  He  wasn't  new,  except  to  us 
on  this  side  of  the  .Atlantic,  for  there  is  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  in  Ins  native  Germain  he  was  known  long,  long 
ago,  but  that  had  nothing  to  do  with  his  acceptation  by  the 
American  public.  .Almost  over  night,  it  seemed,  this  new- 
comer that  was  introduced  to  us  as  the  Schnauzer  became 
the  last  word  in  canine  style.  If  you'd  tried  you  couldn't  have 
put   even   a   slight   damper  on   the   flame   of   his  popularity. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  1  can't  imagine  why  anyone  would 
have  wanted  to  check  the  progress  oi  this  wire-haired  Ger- 
man Terrier  (tliat  is  about  what  he  is,  when  all's  said  and 
done).  For  his  are  the  qualities  which  innumerable  thou- 
sands oi  .Americans  like  their  dogs  to  have:  activity,  courage, 
brains,  strength  and  an  up-and-coming  appearance  no  less 
pronounced  than  the  activity  of  his  nature. 

lake  so  mam  other  breeds,  the  Schnauzer's  exact  origin 
is  a  hit  uncertain.  T  he  first  one  I  examined  lett  me  with  the 
distinct  impression  that  there  was  Bullterrier  blood  some- 
where in  his  family  tree,  so  suggestive  of  that  grand  breed 
were  the  breadth  of  his  skull  and  the  almost  wedge-shaped 
lines  of  his  head  as  it  appeared  from  above.  But  the  eyes  be- 
1  led  that,  and  so  did  the  sharpness  of  the  "stop"  which  marked

J  he 
distinguishing  points,  other  than  size,  are  similar  in  all  these 
three  types.  Some  of  them  might  be  set  down  as  follows:

From  the  Si  \mi  si  .  I  liey  tell  of  a  famous 
New  York  decorator  who  was  discovered  one 
clay  transfixed  before  a  garbage  bucket  on  a  side 
street — transfixed  with  ecstasy.  From  that  lowly 
utensil  ami  its  contents  she  composed  the  colot 
scheme  for  a  room.  It  was  a  pale  blue  bucket  ami 
from  it  protruded  the  green  and  pink  and  black 
seeds  of  a  watermelon   rind. 

Another  decorator  is  now  creating  a  room 
around  her  Siamese  eat — beige  walls  shaded  to 
brown  at  the  base,  from  the  cat's  coat;  seal 
brown  rug  from  its  paws  and  ears;  aquamarine 
blue  curtains  from  its  cms;  the  furniture  is  to  be 
upholstered    in    times    of    brown    and    beige. 


Excelsior.  The  authorities  seem  to  be  di- 
vided on  the  source  of  the  word  "Excelsior"  as 
applied  t<>  shredded!  wood.  From  one  we  find  it 
as  follows — that  the  representative  of  a  factory 
in  Maine  showed  these  wood  shavings  to  a  Mr. 
Glover,  member  of  Manning,  Glover  &  Co.,  Bos- 
ton dealers  in  bedding  and  upholstery  supplies.  The 
product  hadn't  a  name.  Mr.  Glover,  having  at- 
tended a  concert  the  previous  evening  at  which 
he  heard  Longfellow's  "Excelsior"  recited  for 
the  first  time,  suggested  it  be  called  after  the 
poem.     Poplar    wood   was  first    used. 

One  well-known  antiquarian  claims  that  the 
name  came  from  the  Excelsior  Mills  located  in 
the  Arkansas  Mountains,  of  which  a  John 
Twomley  was  owner.  He  made  axe,  hammer 
and  Mail  handles  and  from  the  butts  of  wood 
remaining  turned  out  wide  shavings.  These  were 
thrown  into  a  machine  ami  torn  to  shreds  and 
the  product  was  shipped  to  St.  Louis  in  bales,  to 
be  used  for  packing.  This   was  in  the  early   SO's. 


Above  Omar  Khayam.  When  Omar 
Khayam  sang,  "Alas  that  spring  should  perish 
with  the  Rose,"  he  managed  to  tell  us  something 
about  the  Persian  climate,  for  after  spring  the 
weather  becomes  torrid  and  most  of  the  country 
is  burned  dry.  Spring,  then,  was  and  is  a  very 
precious  season  to  the  Persians.  Of  course  Roses 
grow  on  the  poet's  grave.  They  have  been  identi- 
fied as  Rosa  centifolia,  one  of  the  parents  of  our 
Moss  and  Cabbage  Roses. 


Backgammon  To  WlN.  This  is  the  title, 
Backgammon  to  Win,  of  Vanity  Fair's  guide  to 
our  latest  indoor  sport.  Its  author  is  Georges 
Mabardi,  an  Egyptian,  born  in  Alexandria  and 
educated  at  the  Sorbonne.  He  has  been  playing 
Backgammon  since  childhood  and  is  considered 
the  most  informed,  scientific  and  sound  exponent 
of  the  game.  The  book  includes  twenty-seven 
diagrams  in  color,  and  has  two  chapters  by  Clare 
B.  Brokaw,  associate  editor  of  Vanity  Fair.

Chinese   Plants  to   China.   Around    the 

figure  of  "Chinese"  Wilson  the  legends  already 
are  growing  thick,  but  the  pleasantest  we  have 
heard  is  that  China  is  desirous  of  having  a  great 
botanical  garden  and  in  order  to  stock  it  properly 
has  sent  to  the  Arnold  Arboretum  in  Boston  for 
plants  discovered  in  China  by  Mr.  Wilson. 

It  is  also  diverting  to  learn  that  the  American 
Rose  Society  has  sent  to  the  newly-crowned  kin<_r 
of  Abyssinia  a  Rose  garden.  Though  His 
Majesty's  domain  lies  on  the  equator,  his  capital 
is  in  the  mountains  where  a  moderate  climate 
makes  for  good  Rose  growing. 


Modernism   and  Sing  Sing.  Though  our 
acquaintance    with    prisons    in    general    and    Sin lt 

Sing  in  particular  is  very  limited,  yet  we  never 
see  photographs  of  new  German  modernist  apart- 
ments and  workingmen's  houses  without  thinking 
of  jails.  Something  about  the  uniformity,  the 
stern  utilitarian  ranges  of  galleries  and  porches 
is  disagreeably  reminiscent  of  a  cell  block.  To 
!i  we  prefer  the  English  laborer's  cottage  and 
his  little  dooryard  garden  and  the  garden  cities 
that  have  sprung  up  in  England. 


Dark  Backgrounds.  It  may  come  as  a  sui 
prise  to  some  that  several  decorators  today  are 
using  dark  backgrounds  in  rooms.  Of  course  the 
room  paneled  in  pine  or  oak  is  relatively  dark 
and  has  always  found  popular  acceptance.  This 
use  of  dark  painted  walls,  however,  is  new.  Its 
appearance  may  be  explained  by  two  reasons — 
that  decorators  have  tired  of  creating  rooms  with 
light  walls  and  that  furniture  is  not  so  prominent 
against  a  dark  wall.  The  piece  that  is  not  so  good 
fades  into  the  dark  background,  whereas  against 
a  light  wall  its  defects  are  glaring.

His  work  in  the  parks  of  Paris 
and  his  later  creation  of  gardens  in  the  south  of 
France,  in  Cuba  and  South  America  brought  him 
international  fame.  He  was  author  of  Jardins, 
a    book   of   garden    designs. 


ANGELICA  KAUFFMANN.  The  credit  for  be- 
ing the  original  woman  decorator  would  doubt- 
o  to  Angelica  Kauffmann  (1741-1807). 
Her  career  in  that  line  began  in  1766,  when  she 
arrived  in  London,  made  an  immediate  name  for 
herself,  was  received  at  Court,  attracted  the 
adulation  of  such  men  as  Garrick,  Goldsmith 
and  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds  and  helped  found  tin- 
Royal  Academy.  It  seems  that  her  life  was  em- 
bittered by  her  marriage.  In  that,  too,  she  seems 
to  set  the  pace.  Alas,  the  beginnings  of  all  too 
many  excellent  decorators  seem  to  start  that  way. 
Among  students  of  furniture  she  is  remembered 
for   Ivr   painted   panels.

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Dark   Backgrounds  —  A   Dramatic 
Note   In   Decoration

■  HERE  are  many  deeply  rooted  but 
unfounded  prejudices  against  dark  colored 
walls  and  woodwork,  most  of  which  can  be 
combated  only  with  actual  examples  of  the 
success  of  such  treatment.  Aside  from  the 
quiet,  peaceful  quality  of  a  dark,  richly 
toned  background,  a  quality  increasingly 
important  in  the  hectic  life  of  any  city,  there 
is  the  added  virtue  of  practicality;  the  in- 
evitable grime  of  the  city  serves  to  add,  in 
time,  a  bloom  which  no  amount  of  painter's 
antiquing  can  approach. 

We  all  know  the  beauty  of  old  wood 
paneled  walls  but  in  this  era  of  temporary 
quarters,  their  rarity  and  consequent  pro- 
hibitive cost  make  them  unfeasible.  Plaster 
walls  can  be  amazingly  grained  to  simulate 
wood  paneling,  but  there  remains  always 
the  effect  of  thinness,  a  lack  of  the  depth 
inherent  in  wood  that  makes  this  method  ol 
treatment  unsatisfactory,  even  barring  the 
always  legitimate  objection  to  imitation. 

What  better  solution  then,  than  a  i  lankly 
painted  surface,  giving  the  painter  his  due 


by  letting  him  experiment  in  the  production 
of  darker,  richer  tones  than  are  now  cus- 
tomary, and  enjoying  the  soothing  result  of 
a  really  dark  background? 

In  approaching  any  problem  of  decora- 
tion there  are  two  methods  of  procedure. 
First  there  is  the  more  usual  one  of  select- 
ing the  color  scheme  of  background,  cur- 
tains and  Moor  coverings,  with  the  follow-up 
system  of  furniture  ami  incidental  objects 
chosen  with  agonizing  care  to  fill  the  re- 
quired spaces  and  uses.  A  fairly  quick 
method,  this,  capable  of  completion  in  six 
weeks,  with  luck  and  infinite  badgering  of 
painters  and  upholsterers.  'Idle  results  can 
be  calculated,  alas,  far  ahead;  you  know 
what  you  .ire  getting  both  figuratively  and 
actually.  We  know  all  beforehand,  ami 
therein  lies  the  sole  disadvantage.  The  room 
is  comfortable  and  pleasing;  it  is  standard- 
ized and  innocuous;  in  good  taste  and  im- 
personal. We  can  exist  in  it  comfortably 
enough  until  we  have  a  restless  notion  that 
perhaps  if  the  silk   window   hangings  were 


d  for  more  cheerful  chintz  the 
might  be  more  "individual."  Or  wi 
more  completely  irritated  and  "go  modern" 
with    great   gusto. 

I  he  second  and  less  convi  ntional  ( 
is  that  of  arranging  a  room  around  an  al- 
ready acquired  collection  of  furniture  and 
objects  which  seem  to  fill  all  the  require- 
ments of  comfort  and  utility.  In  this  case, 
although  tlie  color  scheme  comes  first,  it 
must  be  governed  so  absolutely  b\  the  char- 
acter of  the  existing  collection  that  it  at 
once  takes  on  a  secondary  importance.  Old 
furniture  and  ornaments  with  their  inevi- 
table patine  demand  for  best  effect  a  back- 
ground as  mellow  as  themselves.  Except  in 
the  case  of  darkly  colored  pieces  of  im- 
peccable line,  the}-  do  very  badly  when 
silhouetted  against  the  light-colored  walls 
of  the  average  apartment. 

In  all  the  rooms  illustrating  this  article, 
dark  walls  are  the  outstanding  feature  of 
the  decorative  schemes.  .And  in  every  in- 
stance the  somber  background  is  not  only

VIOLET-BROWN 

A  collector  of  old  English  porcelain 
chose  violet-brown  tor  a  small  sitting 
room,  as  dark  walls  seemed  the  most 
restful  solution  on  account  of  the  nu- 
merous accessories.  Added  to  the 
cream,  red-violet  and  salmon  tones  of 
the  Wedgwood,  Leeds  and  Crown 
Derby,  old  French  furniture  of  white 
painted  wood,  yellow  silk  curtains  and 
an  Aubusson  carpet  in  claret,  green 
and  cream  are  greatly  benefited  by 
this  background.   Poynton,   decorators 
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distinguished  and  different  from  the 
ubiquitous  pale  tints,  but  in  each  case  pro- 
vides a  flattering  setting  for  both  furniture 
and  accessories.  Particularly  is  this  the  case 
of  the  room  illustrated  on  pages  56  and  57, 
where  such  colors  as  beige,  tan,  brown,  pale 
pink  and  white  have  been  used  in  a  setting 
of  tete  de  negre  walls.  This  room  with  its 
assortment  of  old  furniture  in  mellow  wood 
tones,  its  varied  accessories  mainly  in  brown, 
pinkish  beige  and  off-whites,  its  accents  of 
gleaming  mirrors  and  its  pale  pink  ceiling, 
is  vastly  enhanced  by  the  rich  deep  brown 
of  the  walls  which  lends  dignity  and  rich- 
ness to  the  scheme  without  detracting  from 
the  necessary  light. 

In  the  case  of  the  living  room  shown  at 
the  bottom  of  page  54,  dark  walls  seemed 
the  only  solution  on  account  of  the  numer- 
ous accessories.  This  room  has  existed  in  its 
present  state  and  color  for  upwards  of  three 
years  and  the  crowded  aspect  is  due  entirely 
to  the  collecting  mania  of  its  owner.  And 
while  it  has  frankly  far  too  many  things  in 
it,  it  does  illustrate  the  qualities  of  restfulness 
and  dignity  found  in  dark  walls. 

The  background  was  painted  with  a  flat 
coat  of  violet-brown  tinged  with  gray  as  a 
setting  for  a  collection  of  Wedgwood 
Queen's  ware  and  Leeds,  two  signed  Louis 

XV  fauteuils   and   four  oval-seated   Louis 

XVI  side  chairs  painted  old  white.  The 
fauteuils  are  covered  in  old  velvet,  the  re- 
mains of  a  full-skirted  18th  Century  coat 
in  plum  ami  blue-green  stripe,  and  the  side 
chairs  have  their  original  silk  and  wool 
needlework  seats,  now  silvery  gray  with 
age.  The  curtains  of  heavy  cream-yellow 
silk,  narrowly  self-striped,  are  held  back 
by  bands  of  antique  English  needlework  in 
dull  colors  on  a  brown-black  ground  bor- 
dered by  yellow  wool  fringe.  Four  Regency 
side-chairs  and  a  similar  armchair  are  of 
beech  and  walnut  with  cane  backs  and  seats. 

As  this  room  is  only  1 2  by  18  feet,  mak- 
ing it  necessary  for  the  larger  pieces  to  be 
so  covered  that  they  melt  into  the  back- 
ground, a  Victorian  sofa  is  covered  in 
brown-black  satin.  A  large  grisaille  painting 
in  fawn  and  brown,  a  Viennese  18th  Cen- 
tury pastel  portrait  over  the  sofa  in  ivory, 
pink  and  mauve,  and  a  Louis  XVI  embroi- 
dered panel  on  old  ivory  satin  also  look  their 
best  against  this  dark  background.  Porce- 
lains and  potteries  range  from  the  cream 
and  red-violet  of  the  Wedgwood  to  a  pale 
salmon  pink  found  in  a  group  of  Crown 
Derby  cups  and  saucers.  Lamps  shaded  in 
translucent  taffetas — pale  green,  lemon  yel- 
low and  gray-pink — continue  the  accents 
of  delicate  color  and  give  at  night  a  pleasing 
and    subdued    light.    An    Aubusson    carpet

carried  out  in  claret  color,  pale  green  and 
cream  makes  a  sufficiently  dark  floor. 
The  recent  vogue  of  blue  in  decoration 
Stressed  the  pale  and  medium  tones  such  as 
hydrangea,  del  and  a  delicate  French  blue, 
and  the  greenish  blues  of  aquamarine  and 
turquoise.  Newer  than  an)'  of  these  and  a 
distinguished  medium  for  a  city  living  room 
is  a  deep,  bright  blue,  on  the  tone  of  a 
sapphire.

Although  patterned  with  a  deli- 
cate vine  design  in  dull  gold 
with  touches  of  red,  this  mod- 
ern wall  paper  produces  the  el- 
fect  of  dark  walls,  as  the  hack- 
ground  is  black  shading  into 
gray.  Wood  trim  is  black  with 
gray  moldings  and  the  desk  is 
gray  with  a  black  bakelite  top 
and  chromium  supports.  The

Another  living  room  distinguished  In  a 
dark  wall  treatment  appears  on  page  54. 
This  was  painted  a  dark,  rich  green,  with 
no  hint  oi  the  ubiquitous  blue-green  so  fre- 
quently seen  in  apartment  house  foyers.  As 
a  foil  for  Italian  Empire  armchairs  and  sofa 
painted  cream  and  gold,  and  a  wide  shal- 
low Empire  mahogany  commode,  no  better 
choice  could  have  been  made.  The  curtains 
oi  yellow  moire  match  the  yellow  Empire 
damask  of  sola  and  chair  seats,  and  a  small 
Aubusson  carpet  ol  baroque  design  in  reds, 
yellow-greens  and  claret  color  supplies  the 
required  amount  of  bold  pattern.  A  rococo 
Italian  mirror  of  carved  and  gilded  wood 
atones  for  the  severity  of  a  white  marble 
\  ictorian  mantelpiece  in  this  room,  while 
crystal  appliques  of  Waterford  design  re- 
lieve the  plainness  of  two  otherwise  unorna- 
mented  wall  spaces.  Old  paintings  in  dull 
gilt  frames  and  a  long  mirror  in  a  gilded 


frame  on  a  white  painted  panel  occupy 
other  spuis,  and  panels  from  a  Louis  \\  1 
paper  screen  decorate  three  doors. 

An  interesting  variation  of  the  dark  wall 
treatment  has  been  achieved  in  a  dining 
room  by  painting  the  walls  in  a  typical  18th 
Century  Chinoiserie  pattern  in  white  on  a 
green  ground.  While  lighter  in  feeling  than 
an)  ol  the  preceding  rooms,  the  effect  is  basi- 
cally the  same,  with  cream-colored  Leeds 
and  Wedgwood  used  for  decorative 
value,  and  Sheraton  mahogany  chairs  with 
(lowered  wool  chintz  seats  providing  dark 
accents.  The  silvery  quality  of  the  white 
and  green  walls  is  a  perfect  foil  for  a  collec- 
tion of  Sheffield  plate  and  delicately  flowered 
Rockingham  with  gray  and  gold  scrolls. 
The  windows  are  left  uncurtained  save  for 
white   Venetian   blinds  to   temper   the   light. 

The  effect  of  a  dark  background  can  be 
obtained  with  wall  paper  as  it  is  possible  to 
find   interesting   designs  on   dark   grounds. 


An  example  of  this  appears  on  page  5  5.  The 
background  shades  from  black  to  dark  gray 
and  dominates  the  delicate  vine  pattern  in 
gold  and  red. 

With  various  and  endless  discussions 
raging  about  the  value  of  what  is  called 
personality  in  decoration,  it  might  be  wise 
to  pause  for  a  bit  to  consider  that  the  ap- 
proach to  such  problems  is  always  varied, 
and  that  personality  as  such  is  an  incidental 
rather  than  an  absolute  quality  in  the  re- 
sulting equation.  The  most  beautiful  rooms 
in  my  experience  have  been  those  which 
were  composed  by  persons  who  gave  little  or 
no  thought  to  the  resultant  effect  of  color 
and  theatrical  climax;  by  persons  who  fol- 
lowed rather  their  own  dictates  of  suitability 
and  affection  for  certain  things.

The  Ancient  Marks  Of  The  Atlze 


Time-toned  timbers,  still  bearing  the  ancient

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■iXOTIC  and  colorful  woods  have 
interested  the  cabinet  maker  from  the  dawn 
'  r\ .  J  oday  when  we  hear  such  fan- 
ciful names  as  amaranth,  palisander,  grana- 
dilla,  jarrah,  padouk  and  thuja,  thev  at  once 
to  mind  fantastic  tales  and  visions  of 
far  off  lands.  And  as  no  story  is  so  strange 
as  fact,  so  the  facts  and  folklore  connected 
with  woods  are  tull  of  romance  and  godly 
personages.  Simple  walnut  and  oak,  which 
do  not  stir  our  imaginations  today,  were 
sacred  to  the  gods  of  mythology.  Walnut 
was  known  as  the  "Nuts  of  Jupiter."  Oak, 
cred  to  [upiter,  in  later  years  was 
pped  by  the  Druids.  The  prominent 
part  which  oak  played  in  the  minds  of  the 
people  of  the  middle  ages  is  suggested  by 
the  phrases  "King's  oaks,"  "Queen's  oaks," 
"1  hor's  oaks,"  and   "haunted   oaks." 

The  deodar  is  revered  in  India  and  has 
become  associated  with  our  burying  grounds 
because  the  Hindus  planted  these  trees 
among  the  graves  ol  their  dead.  This  wis 
done  not  so  much  to  protect  the  graves,  but 
to  protect  the  sacred  deodar  trees.  Simple 
holly,  which  was  used  extensively  in  the  in- 
lay  of  early   English  furniture,  was  credit- 


ed with  magical  powers,  and  newborn 
children  were  baptised  in  water  which  had 
ned  in  a  stump  of  hollv. 

In  Egypt  from  the  earliest  dynasties  the 
incidents  of  history  and  mythology  were 
carved  in  wood.  Among  the  woods  used  bv 
the  Egyptians  were  sycamore,  tamarisk, 
deal,  cedar,  ebony  and  certain  rare  woods 
from  the  East. 

I  he  principal  material  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  Greek  and  Roman  furniture 
was  wood.  Homer  mentions  olive  wood  and 
Theocritus,  cedar.  Beds  and  tables  were 
made  of  maple,  willow  and  juniper.  Citron 
was  especially  prized  for  table  tops  because 
of  its  color  and  fine  grain.  Cypress  and 
h  were  usually  preserved  for  chests.  In- 
deed, the  chest  of  cypress  has  become  a  tra- 
dition and  since  early  times  has  served  as 
the  coffins  for  Popes.  Yew,  cedar,  oak,  fir, 
alaternus,  holly,  lime  and  zygia  were  also 
used  for  chairs,  stools  and  beds.  Pliny  speaks 
of  the  vogue  for  rare  figured  woods  among 
the  Roman  plutocrats.  Among  these  exotic 
woods  used  for  veneers  were  thuja,  persea, 
box  and  terebinth  and  ebony. 

The  innate  qualities  of  woods  suggest 
the  shapes  and  decoration  of  furniture  to  be 
constructed  from  them,  and  woodworkers 
are  always  bound  by  the  limitations  of  the 
particular  wood  at  hand.  In  the  Renais- 
sance, because  of  the  abundance  of  native 
and  walnut,  these  became  the  important 
.  Also,  because  they  were  found  to  be 
excellent  surfaces  for  carving,  carving  be- 
came the  principal  method  of  decoration. 
If  the  majority  of  pieces  of  furniture  of  this 
od  are  decorated  with  carving,  it  is  be- 
cause carving  seemed  more  suitable  than  any 
other  decoration.  Also,  in  spite  of  the  exist- 
ence of  certosina  and  intarsia  on  Italian 
furniture  and  some  Spanish,  French  and 
English  pieces,  there  was  a  scarcity  of  ebony, 
Sox,  white  poplar  and  holly,  the  woods  used 
for  this  inlay. 

To  the  character  of  the  wood  may  also 

traced  the  variance  in  the  carving.  En- 
Renaissance  furniture,  since  it  is  mainly 
constructed  of  oak,  has  crude,  well  defined 
carving  executed  in  sharp  cut  relief,  while 
the   carving  on  the   walnut  pieces  of  Italy 
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and  France  is  much  more  suave,  mure  fin- 
ished and  more  sculpturesque. 

The  17th  Century  saw  the  beginning  of 
the  heyday  of  inlay  and  marquetry.  The 
oak  and  walnut  furniture  of  the  Louis 
XIV  was  inlaid  and  veneered  with  ebony 
and  wine-red  amaranth.  In  fact  so  much 
ebony  was  used  at  this  time  by  Boulle  and 
others  that  the  traditional  name  of  French 
cabinetmakers  dating  from  this  epoch  is 
ebenisics.  To  lie  sure,  Boulle  had  other 
woods  to  use.  There  were  hornbeam,  holly 
and  chestnut  for  white;  cherry  and  yew 
for  red;  yellow  olive  wood  and  acacia  for 
yellow;  walnut  tor  gray  and  brown;  and 
violet  wood  lor  a  beautiful  violet  brown. 
Then  there  were  always  the  much  less  ex- 
pensive native  fruit  woods  that  could  be 
Stained  the  color  desired. 

The  age  of  walnut  in  England  was  also

Four   Rooms   Furnished   And   Decorated   In  The   Biedermeier   Taste 
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MN  August  1928,  House  &  Garden,  in 
a  comprehensive  article  on  Biedermeier  fur- 
niture, prophesied  a  revival  of  interest  in 
this  style.  That  was  the  beginning.  Not  long 
after,  several  enterprising  decorators  began 
featuring  Biedermeier  furniture,  extolling 
its  adaptability  and  suggesting  its  use  in  both 
Empire  and  modern  schemes.  Such  an  in- 
teresting development  in  decoration  was  not 
overlooked  by  progressive  New  York  de- 
partment stores,  a  number  of  which  were 
soon  exhibiting  excellent  examples  of  Bied- 
ermeier design.  So  grew  an  interest  and 
appreciation  of  this  decorative  style  which 
reaches  its  latest  development  in  the  house 
illustrated  on  this  and  the  opposite  page. 

Biedermeier  furniture,  so  named  for 
"Papa  Biedermeier",  a  purely  fictitious 
character  enlivening  the  pages  of  the 
Fliegende  Blatter  in  the  early  part  of  the 
19th  Century,  is  the  German,  Dutch  and 
Scandinavian  expression  of  Directoire  and 
Empire  styles.  The  pieces  are  a  trifle  heavier 
than  their  French  prototypes,  more  simple 
in  contour  and  less  elaborate.  If  much  Bied- 
ermeier furniture  seems  to  lack  the  delicacy 
and  aristocratic  grace  of  its  French  ances- 
tors, this  omission  is  atoned  for  by  a  vigor 
and  freshness  of  design  and  by  a  brilliant 
use  of  contrasting  woods.  Outstanding  in 
Biedermeier  furniture  is  the  employment  of 
ebony  or  black  details  with  light  woods.

Systems   For   Country   Homes

SHINING  cylinders  of  high-powered 
gases  make  it  possible  for  the  country  dweller 
to  use  one  oi  the  alluring  new  models  in 
cflii  irnt  gas  ranges,  water  heaters,  refrigera- 
tors, laundry  equipment,  radiant  heaters 
and  even  lighting  systems.  While  for  those 
who  spend  their  summers  on  the  water  this 
wonder  fuel  is  put  up  in  more  compact  form 
tn  make  yacht  or  houseboat  a  rival  of  home 
in  completeness  ot  kitchen  comfort. 

I  here  is  a  formidable  list  oi  gases  to  per- 
plex the  seeker  after  the  most  suitable  sort 
for  liis  ust-,  and  the  matter  of  local  service 
will  often  he  the  determining  fact >r  in 
(hour  between  many  satisfactory  varieties. 
The  simple  equipment  required  consists  of 
two  steel  cylinders,  snugly  fitted  into  a 
locked  steel  cabinet  which  is  mounted  on  a 
concrete  base  located  outside  the  house. 

OPER  \TION 

These  cylinders  contain  the  concentrated 
fuel  i  product  ol  natural  gas,  refined, 
purified  and  compressed.  Most  of  the  tanked 
Liases  are  in  gaseous  form  at  room  tempera- 
ture and  the  fuel  is  drawn  from  the  top  ol 
tie  cylinder  through  a  reducing  valve  which 
cuts  the  pressure  down  to  the  amount  re- 
quired h\  the  appliance  it  is  serving.  Safety 
di  vi<  i  pi!  vent  the  building  up  ol  too  nigh  a 
pressure  in  the  house.  Direct  from  cylinder 
to  the  appliance  the  fuel  is  piped,  exactly  the 
^ame  as  city  gas.  Indeed,  should  urban  ser- 
vice become  available,  the  pi  pi  hit  is  reach  for 
the  transfer.  When  one  cylinder  has  yielded 
up  its  contents,  the  turn  ol  a  switch  con- 
nects with  the  second  container  and  a  call 
to  the  sen  ice  man  brings  a  fresh  cylinder  to 

tile    door. 

(  )ther  ^ases  are  liquid  and  draw  from  the 
bottom  of  the  tank,  first  reducing  from  high 
to  low  pressure  and  then  to  gas,  or  demand- 
ing a  special  pre-heating  burner  to  gassify 
the  fuel.

ting  equipment.  A  slight  change,  however, 
is  necessan  in  the  burner  to  allow  of  a 
greater  air  supply.  For  the  bottled  gases  on 
account  of  their  extreme  heat  and  purity 
need  nearly  seven  times  the  amount  of  air 
necessary  tor  tie  combustion  of  ordinary 
gas.  In  the  new  appliances  this  adaptation  is 
made  at  the  factory  and  in  ordering  any 
equipment  lor  these  fuels,  the  name  of  the 
Lias  to  be  used  should  always  be  ■ 
Where  an  older  stove  or  water  heater  is  to 
be  equipped  with  the  new  gas,  the  service 
man  who  installs  the  system  will  make 
the  change  and  no  one  else  should  he  allowed 
to  have  a  hand  in  this  adjustment. 

With  a  perfect  balance  between  LMs  and 
air,  the  flame  will  have  a  bright  blue  inner 
i  one,  sharp  and  clear,  with  an  almost  invisi- 
ble edge  of  pale  violet.

Sometimes  this  yellow-tipped  flame  is  merely 
an  indication  that  there  are  only  a  few  hours 
of  fuel  left  in  the  cylinder.  Too  much  air 
causes  flame  to  lift  away  from  burner. 

EQUIPMENT  ADVICE 

A  few  of  the  manufacturers  sell  the,r 
equipment  only  in  units  with  range  com- 
plete, in  otaler  that  the  most  satisfactory  re- 
sults may  be  obtained.  For  there  is  no  doubt 
that  sometimes  blame  is  placed  on  the  fuel 
when,  in  reality,  leaky  joints  or  too  great 
radiation  may  be  causing  waste  of  gas  and 
poor  results.  ( )ther  companies  cooperate 
with   the   manufacturers  of  equipment  and 


maintain  services  to  advise  on  which  equip- 
ment will  best  suit  individual  needs.  For  in- 
stance, a  simple  arrangement  of  a  water 
heater  has  been  devised  which  is  economical, 
gives  hot  water  quickly  for  kitchen  use,  and 
if  operated  for  a  longer  period  will  heat  the 
contents  of  a  tank.  A  great  saving  of  fuel 
is  effected  by  the  insulation  of  the  tank. 

Laundry  equipment  such  as  mangles, 
ironers  and  clothes  dryers,  all  come  within 
the  scope  of  bottled  gas  service.  Radiant 
heaters  send  out  their  grateful  rays  at  the 
advent  of  a  cold  snap.  And  where  the  old- 
time  servant  still  insists  on  a  perpetually  boil- 
ing tea  kettle  and  a  constant  fire,  there  are 
the  combination  coal  and  gas  ranges  to  sup- 
plement the  comfortable  coal  range  with 
the  more  flexible  fuel. 

GAS   REFRIGERATOR 

Then  there  is  the  newest  comer  in  the 
gas-served  field,  the  gas  refrigerator,  carry- 
ing on  its  silent  benefactions  through  a  tiny 
constant  point  of  gaslight  and  a  trickle  of 
water.  Here,  too,  the  kind  of  gas  should  be 
specified  when  ordering  a  refrigerator,  for 
the  burner  must  be  closed  down  to  consume 
much  less  Lias  than  is  required  with  the 
manufactured  product. 

It  is  difficult  to  estimate  the  cost  of  com- 
fort, of  speed  and  of  complete  cleanliness, 
all  of  which  are  provided  by  efficient  gas 
devices  served  by  bottled  fuel.  Even  the 
comparative  cost  in  dollars  and  cents  can 
only  be  roughly  computed.  For  no  two 
families  do  the  same  amount  of  cooking.  In 
one  home,  canning  and  jelly  making  may 
he  part  of  the  routine,  with  long  time  roasts 
and  puddings  to  satisfy  a  large  family's  ap- 
petite. In  another,  efficiency  in  operating 
may  be  the  chief  consideration.  In  still  an- 
other family  there  may  be  a  prodigal  cook 
at  work  who  lavishes  goodies  and  gas  with 
the  same  generous  hand. 

In  comparing  bottled  gas  with  the  cost 
of  city  Lias,  an  old  hill  will  give  the  number 
of  cubic  feet  used  in  a  month.  One  cylinder 
of  this  particular  gas  equals  approximately 
5,000  cubic  feet  of  city  gas,  so  the  monthly 
i  ost  is  easily  computed.

A   Glossary   For   Collectors

.\  I  ALSE  impression  is  prevalent  that 
Orientals  did  nut  and  do  not  use  silver  for 
domestic  purposes,  especially  for  tableware 
as  is  done  in  Europe  and  Amerk  a.  'I  he  fa<  t 
that  complete  table  services  of  either  silver, 
gold,  <>r  jade  were  in  vogue  in  China  in  the 
Ch'ien  Lung  period  (1736-96),  quite  as 
distinctly  as  in  Georgian  England  or  18th 
C  Vntiu  \  ['Vance,  com  cts  this  impression 
permanently.  Doubtless  tin-  distribution  of 
silver  plate  was  less  wide  than  in  Europe  or 
even  in  America,  just  as  the  distribution  of 
all  luxuries  in  the  Orient  has  been  lor  a .■< 
1 1  mil  ned  to  royalty,  the  nobility,  and  the 
few    notable    families    that     have    acquired 

wraith. 

(  h'iental  silverware  of  such  varied  prov- 
i  nance  as  Persia,  China,  and  India,  can  be 
grouped  together  as  rational!)  as  can  that  ol 
Continental  Europe,  and  lor  more  than  one 
1 1  a  ,(iii,  Tin  art  ol  eai  h  (  ounti  \  touched  that 
of  the  others  vn\  anciently,  and  Chinese 
on  dallions  and  Persian  arabesques  were  in- 
terchanged. Religion,  too,  plaj  ed  a  con- 
spicuous pari,  L-speciall)  Taoism,  Huddhism 
and  Mohammedanism.  Each  had  it-^  care- 
full)  preserved  symbolic  motifs  and  modes 
of  decoration,  and    religious  ornament   and 


symbolism    were    not   considered    unfit   for 
articles  of  household  use. 

Much  less  is  known,  as  a  matter  of  gen- 
eral information,  of  Oriental  silver-work 
ili  in  ol  Occidental.  It  is  as  a  whole  some- 
what extraordinary  to  Western  taste,  large- 
ly because  of  its  lavish  ornament.  Not  that 
"grotesque  and  extravagant  fantasy"  are- 
natural  to  the  Oriental  craftsman,  as  is 
claimed,  but  tradition  and  symbolism — re- 
ligious, philosophical  and  literary — are 
essentials  of  decoration  and  so  must  he  in- 
terwoven and  enriched  in  the  ornamental 
design.  Symbolism  is  often  outstanding  in 
China  and  Japan;  hidden  in  cryptic  mean- 
I  tiir,  and  flowers  in  Persia;  and 
either  bold  or  cunning  in  the  script-adorned 
metal-work  oi  the  Sunns.  As  to  th 
-,  there  is  such  an  assemblage  oi 
howls  as  is  undreamed  of  in  our  Western 
World,  for  the  howl  in  the  Orient  is  often 
plate,  dish  and  i  up  combined.  Cups,  tumb- 
lers, shallow  saucers,  plates,  jars,  jugs, 
ewers,  vases  or  carafes  of  many  forms,  with 
or  without  handles,  goblets,  tazzes,  buckets, 
basins,  rose-water  sprinklers  and  above  all 
the  suave  outline  of  the  boat-shapes  rival 
tin    often    more    hasty    work   of   the   West.

Decorative  processes  include  refousse  ham- 
mered work,  chiseling,  chasing,  enamel 
and  filigree,  inlaying  or  damascening  on 
other  metals  and  work  in  the  round  for 
statuettes. 

When  Oriental  silver  objects  are  brought 
home  from  Asia,  bought  at  home  from  a 
dealer  or  at  an  art  auction,  all  too  rarely 
does  any  definite  information  change  hands 
with  the  object.  Orientals,  if  we  except  the 
Japanese,  are  not  forward  in  volunteering 
such  information  to  a  casual  purchaser,  but 
to  any  one  with  what  they  deem  "an  un- 
derstanding soul"  they  will  give  of  the  riches 
of  their  ancient  knowledge  with  a  magnifi- 
cent gesture.

W  III  N  ill  his  been  said  and  done, 
Nature  is  the  greatest  ol  landscape  archi- 
tects. Her  colors  never  clash,  her  composi- 
tions are  marvels  ol  design.  From  an 
overwhelming  wealth  ol  material  she  selects 
wisely,  planting  sparsely  lure  and  lavishly 
there.  I' torn  tallest  tree  to  lowliest  creeper, 
each  is  fitted  perfectly  into  its  place.  Her 
effects  are  as  varied  as  the  materials  which 
enter  into  them,  but  of  them  ill  perhaps 
none  is  more  successful  than  that  achieved 
with  ground-cover  plants. 

What  a  varied  company  they  are,  these 
broad  plant  carpets  spread  across  otherwise 
lun  -round!  T railing-arbutus,  Bearberry, 
Wintergreen,  Buttercup,  Violet,  Clover, 
Daisy,  Goldenrod,  Aster,  Dwarf  Blueberry, 
Iroutli'U,  Anemone — running  the  whole 
gamut  of  colors  and  forms.  Their  splendid 
example  may  well  be  taken  to  heart  by  us  in 
planning  our  gardens. 

lo  be  sure,  in  some  ways  we  are  more 


exacting  than  Nature;  wc  want  a  more 
lasting  effect  than  mam  ol  the  native  wild- 
flowers  offer  us.  We  want  e\  ersjrecn  ell ects, 
attractive  all  the  year  round,  or  perhaps  a 
blanket  ol  flowers  and  attractive  foliage. 
1  he  design  ol  the  garden  may  demand 
ground  covers  o|  even  height  in  some 
places;  in  others  a  billowy  effect  may  be 
sought.  1  he  color  of  flowers  and  foliage 
must  si. md  ,i  severe  test;  some,  beautiful 
In  themselves,  lose  their  charm  when  shown 
in  masses.  Dead  flower  stems  or  unsightly 
remnants  of  plants  are  ruled  out.  The 
plants  must  be  able  to  stand  tramping  upon 
so  that  we  ma\  pick  weeds  if  necessary  and 
keep  them   in   shape. 

We  need  ground  covers  some  of  which 
will  grow  in  dense  shade,  others  in  full  sun- 
light and  others  again  in  partial  shade.  They 
must  be  long-lived;  once  planted,  they 
should  be  beautiful  and  useful  for  a  suc- 
cession of  years.  If  empty  spaces  occur,  the 


plant    itself    is    i  xpected    to    fill    them    am! 
crowd  out  presumptuous  weeds. 

1  oo  seldom  are  conditions  created  that 
are  favorable  for  the  plants  to  develop  all 
these  qualities.  We  will  select,  if  we  know 
or  are  properly  advised,  the  right  kinds  for 
shady  or  sunny  places,  but  as  to  soil,  most 
people  go  to  very  little  trouble.  In  many 
instances  the  plants  must  be  contented  with 
mediocre  soil,  be  it  light  or  heavy  or  sandy. 
To  obtain  the  best  results,  proper  care 
must  be  taken  of  the  soil  before  planting.  It 
should  be  well  plowed  unless  the  roots  of 
existing  trees  prevent  such  treatment.  Es- 
pecially in  low  places  the  soil  must  be 
plowed  or  spadeil  deep,  to  secure  the  proper 
drainage.  If  large  spaces  are  to  be  covered 
with  ground  covers,  it  is  advisable  to  sow 
a  crop  of  Cow  Peas  or  Hairy  Vetch  or 
Oats,  in  order  to  supply  humus  to  the  soil 
and  at  the  same  time  destroy  many  weeds; 
very  few  need   fertilizers. 
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Ground  covers  are  particularly  useful 
where  grass  refuses  to  grow,  as  under  big 
trees  and  in  shady  places,  near  steps  and 
stone  walls  and  fences  or  other  places  in- 
accessible to  the  lawn  mower.  They  are 
of  value  as  a  border  between  the  lawn  anil 
the  house  or  between  our  hedges  and  the 
walks;  as  well  as  next  to  our  evergreen 
groups  or  rock  garden.  In  all  these  places 
grass  may  be  just  as  beautiful  but  the 
proper  care  of  grass  in  such  places  takes  a 
great  deal  of  time,  where. is  tlie  proper 
ground  cover  will   not  need  any  attention. 

In  larger  gardens  ground  covers  are  an 
element  of  beauty.  An  embankment  planted 
with  them,  a  clearing  between  the  woods 
covered  with  a  sheet  of  flowers  in  spring  or 
summer,  accompanied  by  lovely  foliage,  is 
very  beautiful.  Separate  groups  of  conifers 
or  shrubs,  not  too  far  away  from  each  other, 
may  be   effectively    joined   in   one   planting 


by  a  suitable  ground  cover.  An  edge  of 
ground  covers  of  different  greens  and  flow- 
ers, between  the  lawn  and  the  woods,  en- 
hances the  design  and  color  of  the  garden. 

J  here  are  several  other  places  where  the 
skilk  '  landscape  architect,  knowing  ground 
covers  well,  can  plant  them  successful!)  ; 
by  doing  so  he  will  take  the  garden  out  of 
the  class  of  standardized  types.  Nature  cer- 
tainly does  not  standardize,  and  gardens 
should  not;  the  available  material  to  make 
them  is  too  rich  to  justify  such  action. 

Which  are  the  plants  answering  the 
many     requirements     outlined     thus     far: 


For  a  moderately  formal  year- 
round  effect  there  is  much  to  be 
said  in  favor  of  English  Ivy. 
Grown  as  a  ground  cover,  and 
protected  with  leaves  or  a  few 
evergreen  boughs  in  winter,  it  is 
hardy  well  up  into  New  England 


There  are  too  many  for  all  to  be  mentioned. 
Some  are  now  extensively  used,  like  Pachy- 
sandra  terminalh,  the  Japanese  Spin 
is  almost  as  indispensable  as  urass.  Others 
are  used  here  ami  there  but  they  are  always 
beautiful  if  used  right.  To  give  a  compre- 
hensive view  of  the  principal  ground  covers 
they  may  be  divided  in  two  groups,  those 
which  are  evergreen  or  nearly  so  anil  those 
which  are  not.  This  classification  will  render 
it  possible  to  make  an  intelligent  choice.  Let 
us  first  consider  evergreens. 

Arctostafhylos  uva-ursi,  Bearberry,  i^mt 
of  the  most  interesting  ground  covers  we 
have;  it  is  widely  spread  in  America  and 
the  Highlands  of  Scotland  and  Wales  are 
covered  with  it.  It  is  a  low  trailer,  forming 
a  dense  mat  of  dark  green,  leather)  foliage, 
blooming  with  small  clusters  of  pink  flow- 
ers from  April  until  Jul)'.

complish in  one  season  the  complete 
cycle  of  their  existence.  The  only

Hut — and  there  must  always  he  main

annuals  may  he  used  with  the  greatest 
propriety  in  the  rock  garden,  even  a 
quite  exclusive  one.  They  may  he  used 
to  repair  the  ravages  of  an  unusually 
savage  winter  season,  or  to  fill  blanks 
among  the  lulls  while  the  toe  of  one  s 
stocking  is  filling  with  tin-  wherewithal 
to  buy  good,  durable — il  expensive — 
perennial  -.

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garden  as  there  is  in  the  level  beds  and  bor- 
ders of  the  main  garden.  But — and  this  is 
a  very  large  but,  indeed — not  just  any  an- 
nuals of  dwarf  stature  will  do  by  any  means. 

Certain  low-growing  annuals,  by  reason 
of  an  appearance  of  finish  or  sophistication 
-an  appearance  more  readily  sensed  than 
described — or  because  of  their  association  in 
our  minds  with  the  ordinary  border  world, 
are  not  suitable  for  use  in  the  rock  garden. 
There  is  of  course  no  hard  and  fast  rule 
governing  the  use  or  exclusion  of  certain 
annual  plants  in  the  rock  garden ;  it  is 
merely  a  matter  of  taste,  a  sense  of  fitness 
that  admits  some  and  shuts  out  others.  For 
instance,  it  seems  very  plain  to  me  that 
dwarf  forms  of  Zinnias,  Marigolds,  Snap- 
dragons, Ageratums  and  the  like  should  be 
banned,  and  likewise  such  naturally  low- 
growing  plants  as  Sweet  Alyssum,  Candy- 
tuft, annual  Pinks,  Dwarf  Morning  Glories, 
Mignonette,  Phlox  drummondiy  Nemesias, 
Nasturtiums,  Petunias,  Verbenas,  Lobelias 
and  so  forth.  These  belong  essentially  to  the 
larger  masses  of  the  borders. 

On  the  other  hand  there  are  numerous 
plants  that  look  at  home  among  the  stones 
of  the  rock  garden  and  among  its  small 
citizenry.  But  few  books  on  rock  gardens 
identify  them  for  us.  Mention  may  be  made 
of  one  or  two,  seldom  more.  I  have  been 
searching  out  and  experimenting  with  these 
small  annuals  for  many  years  and  the  in- 
formation that  follows  is  the  result  of  these 
experiments.  No  one  will  want  to  grow 
them  all  in  one  season;  indeed  it  is  not 
possible  to  find  them  all  in  seed  lists  every 
year.  They  come  and  go.  But  main'  of  them 
have  great  charm  and  it  is  interesting  to 
make  the  acquaintance  of  a  few  each  season 
until  it  is  known  which  will  best  fill  our  re- 
quirements. Many  of  them,  it  will  be  noted, 
are  California  wildflowers  and  among  these 
are  some  of  the  very  prettiest. 

As  in  the  case  of  all  annuals,  the  chief 
necessity  of  the  dwarf  kinds  is  plenty  of  air 
and  elbow  room.  They  should  be  thinned 
out  drastically  as  soon  as  they  are  of  a  size 
to  begin  crowding  each  other,  and  again  if 
later  they  seem  not  to  have  full  space  for 
healthy  development.  They  must  be  water- 
ed, weeded  and  kept  from  seeding  if  a  long 
season  of  bloom  is  sought.  Some  it  is  best 
to  start  indoors  or  in  a  frame,  transplanting 
them  outside  when  settled  weather  arrives; 
some  will  self-sow  and  be  on  hand  for  years 
once  they  are  admitted;  nearly  all  require 
full  exposure  to  the  sun ;  some  are  sweet- 
scented  and  therefore  doubly  welcome.  All 
those  named  below  justify  admittance  be- 
cause of  some  charm  or  for  the  gaiety  of 
their  blooms.  A  few  biennials  are  included.

IT  is  difficult  tn  understand  why  the 
Pentstemons  are  so  little  known  in  Amer- 
ican gardens.  Like  the  fabled  rainbow's  end 
that  leads  us  risjlit  back  to  our  own  door- 
\ard,  many  oi  them  are  brought  back  to  us 
from  European  nurseries,  though  they  are 
all,  with  tin-  one  Russian  and  Rocky  Moun- 
tain exception  of  /\  jrutcscens,  strictly 
American    plants. 

Pentstemons  resemble  the  rainbow  not 
onl\  in  tin-  end,  but  also  in  their  brilliant 
ranije  of  color — no  more  striking  true  blues, 
reds,  violets  and  purples  are  found  in  the 
plant  world.  There  arc  also  n  few  whites, 
creams  and  golden  yellows.  I  heir  season  oi 
bloom  is  long  and  conns  to  its  greatest  best 
late  in  summer  and  on  through  fall.  High 
summer's  heat  seems  only  to  call  forth  a 
fuller  burst  of  jjlory  so  great  sometimes 
that  weaker  plants  die  with  tin-  effort, 
though  leaving  seeds  that  may  be  smui  for 
a  goodly  progeny  to  follow. 

There  are  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty 
American  species,  besides  the  splendid  race 
of  horticultural  hybrids.  Among  them  are 
so  many  differing  habits,  forms  and  colors 
that  we  can  use  them  all  the  wa\  from  tiny 
rock  garden  crevice  to  largest  bonier.  One 
thing  they  do  ask  for  is  sun.  The  hybrid 
gloxinia  varieties  and  some  oi  the  Mexican 
types  need  considerable  winter  protection 
in  coldest  gardens;  but  when  this  is  not 
readily  available,  they  ma)  In-  treated  as 
annuals  by  sowing  seed  indoors  or  in  a 
I  tame  dining  early  March. 

The  taller  border  types,  particularly  the 
hybrid  forms,  do  best  in  rather  a  deep,  rich 
soil.  I  be  lower  lM'owhil:  high  mountain 
forms  are  often  more  pleasing  when  given 
rather  spartan  treatment.  In  nature  main1 
oi  tin  in  come  from  talus  slopes  and  other 
stony  bonus  oi  meager  fare.  Too  rich  a 
diet  tends  to  leafage  rather  than  bloom. 
Main  of  the  rock  garden  kinds  have  a 
shrubby  evergreen,  or  semi-evergreen,  pros- 
trate or  low  habit,  such  as  Pentstemon  bar- 
rettae,  P.  nrwberryi,  P.  ruf'icola  and  P. 
f/u'tiz'iesi.  Others  grow  more  after  the  man- 
ner of  the  Harebells.  Then  among  the 
larger  border  plants  are  several  goodly  sized 
shrubs,  the  golden  yellow  Snapdragon  Pent- 
stemon  (  P.  aniirrh'ino'ides)  reaching  some- 


times five  feet  with  considerable  spread. 
I  here  is  one  climbing  type  in  the  vermilion 
Heartleaf  Pentstemon  (  P.  cordijolius  ),  that 
flings  itself  about  much  after  the  Honey- 
suckle manner. 

For  a  medium  tall  border  or  bedding  out 
plant,  probably  none  can  surpass  the  hybrid 
strain  built  up  largely  from  P.  hartwegi 
and  P.  cobaea.  Sensation  is  a  good  varan 
among  these.  The  beautiful  Gentian-blue 
plant  that  some  nurseries  offer  as  P.  hcter- 
ophyllus  would  make  a  splendid  edging  ami 
is  much  hardier  than  the  foregoing.

perhaps  tread  upon  one  of  the  real  reasons 
win  Pentstemons  are  not  better  known  in 
gardens.  Not  only  do  no  two  nurseries  seem 
quite  to  agree — no  two  botanists  are  ap- 
parently willing  to  bestow  the  same  name 
upon  the  same  plant.  They  use  the  same- 
names  and  the  same  plants,  but  they  just 
seem  to  shake  the  bag  all  up  again  and  take 
a  fresh  drawing.  I  believe  one  reason  for  this 
is  that  the  Pentstemons  are  widely  spread 
through  our  western  mountain  ranges  anil 
are  prolific  seed  bearers,  making  numerous 
natural  crossings;  then  climbing  to  dizzy 
heights,  descending  to  salt  water,  or  creep- 
ing over  interior  deserts,  each  of  them  will 
breed  just  a  little  different  form  and  color 
and  habit.  Where  possible,  choose  your  plants 
after  seeing  the  blooming  ones  in  the  nurse- 
ry.  Otherwise  read  the  description  of  your 
own  dealer  carefully  to  be  sure  you  are 
really  getting  the  plant  you  wish. 

It  is  not  a  hard  and  fast  rule  by  any 
nnans,  but  I  have  noticed  that,  generally 
speaking,  the  true  blues  come  from  the 
North  or  from  glacial  moraines,  and  the 
brilliant  reds  and  brightest  yellows  from 
Southern  California  and   Mexico.  The  lav- 
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enders  and  purples  seem  rather  intermediate, 
or  extending  principally  north  with  con- 
siderable mountaineering  wanderlust.  It  is 
rather  a  rough  guide  for  garden  hardihood. 
The  true  alpine  forms  will  of  course  prove- 
quite  hardy. 

Pentstemons  are  very  easily  raised  from 
seed  sown  in  the  usual  way.  The  more 
tender  ones  may  be  wintered  over  in  a 
frame.  They  may  also  lie  grown  from  late 
summer  cuttings,  or  in  many  cases,  from 
fall  division.  Seeds,  however,  are  the  more 
usual  method  of  propagation.

Characteristics   Of   The   Spanish 
Style   Interpreted    For  America 


Gerald  K.  Goerlings 


"BfO  wonder  you  told  us  we  might 
see  Spain,  but  not  her  houses!  It  is  a  con- 
tinuous fiesta  for  all  five  senses.  And  such 
.1  medley  of  colorful  life — or  should  I  write, 
lively  color?  It  is  exactly  what  you  pre- 
dicted: the  family  is  always  being  so  much 
engrossed  by  what  happens  that  they  never 
observe  the  background.  In  the  morning 
we  are  always  getting  mixed  up  in  traffic 
i  of  goats  in  the  streets  as  they  try  to 
evade  being  milked.  Burros  with  huge  pan- 
niers and  lounging  owners  atop,  shunt  us 
from  one  side  of  a  narrow  street  to  the 
other.  The  approved  spot  for  several  chairs 
draped  with  all  manner  of  clean,  soiled  and 
amazing  clothing  is  on  the  street  in  front 
of  the  doors,  unless  several  good  wives  are 
seated  on  them  for  energetic  gossiping 
duties.  When  occasionally  we  remember  to 
concentrate  on  walls  we  are  too  fascinated 
by  the  hits  of  posters  depicting  the  carniv- 
orous qualities  of  past  bull  fights.  ...  1  he 
glimpses  in  the  patios  at  Cordova  were 
tantalizing,  and  looked  as  though  they 
would  fit  our  purse  and  taste.   But  the  big 


show  places  that  are  open  to  the  public, 
like  the  Alcazar  gardens  at  Seville,  are 
much  too  rich   for  our  blood.  .  .  ." 

A  perfectly  natural  letter  coming  back 
from  a  friend  touring  Spain  in  quest  of  ideas 
for  a  new  home.  Spain  is  baffling.  Even  to 
the  trained  architect  prepared  for  a  galaxy 
of  life  and  color,  it  creates  a  pattern  so  en- 
grossing  that  the  architectural  background 
seems  only  incidental.  In  England  life  flows 
by  so  placidly  that  its  hedges  and  buildings 
allow  themselves  to  be  photographed  by  the 
retina,  but  in  Spain  the  kaleidoscope  requires 
ad  analytical  motion  picture  camera  which 
will  record  what  can  be  reviewed  later  at 
leisure,.  To  the  traveler  (in  person  or  in 
books)  Spain  is  like  the  tempting  restaurant 
which  offers  such  an  array  of  appetizing 
hors-fParuvre  that  sampling  all  of  them 
leaves  no  capacity  for  the  more  nourishing 
courses  which  follow.  The  result  in  our 
American  adaptation  has  often  been  to  build 
a  box-like  shell,  encrusted  by  several  dozen 
imaginative  motifs.  If  these  have  usually 
lacked   unity  and   charm  it  is  certainly  but 
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little  wonder,  for  they  have  not  been  con- 
ceived in  the  atmosphere  nor  surrounded 
by  the  environment  of  the  originals. 

The  problem  of  the  modern  house  in 
America  inspired  by  Spanish  tradition  must 
be  approached  from  another  angle.  The 
modern  trend  in  architecture  follows  the 
lead  of  sound  sense  and  economics,  namely, 
to  insist  on  forms  having  usage,  and  an  ap- 
pearance which  bespeaks  its  purpose.  There 
is  a  point  in  the  design  of  every  house  where 
there  must  be  a  nicety  of  discrimination  be- 
tween decoration  which  is  genuine  and 
helpful,  and  ornamentation  which  is  pure- 
affectation,  whether  it  be  excused  on  the 
grounds  of  archaeological  accuracy  or  not. 
(ust  as  m  modern  women's  dress  inspired  by 
historic  costumes  it  is  adaptation  of  line 
rather  than  insistence  on  discomfort,  so  too 
in  the  design  of  a  house  there  should  be 
employment  of  those  motifs  winch  will  add 
to  the  beauty  of  the  house  only  if  they  are 
likewise  suited  to  modern  comfort,  require- 
ments and  materials. 

Probably  not  since  the  Renaissance  has  a 
people  been  as  zealous  to  discover  new  forms 
of  forgotten  architectural  lore.  When  the 
recent  interest  in  the  Southeast  was  in  full 
swing,  almost  overnight  a  Spanish  stage  set 
was  created  on  a  grand  scale.  California  has 
for  some  years  been  enriched  by  entire  com- 
munities built  in  this  style  by  talented  archi- 
tects. But  in  other  sections  of  the  country, 
except  for  an  occasional  isolated  example 
(there  is  such  a  one  in  Milwaukee  on  Pros- 
pect Avenue),  it  has  been  felt  that  the  Style 
has  been  inappropriate.  If  the  site  be  relative- 
ly small  and  hemmed  in  by  homes  in  other 
st\  Us,  it  is  epiite  right  that  Spanish  inspira- 
tion should  have  been  discarded.  Hut  if  one's 
plot  has  a  width  of  seventy-five  feet  or 
more,  and  one  be  more  interested  m  erect- 
ing an  imaginative  house  at  a  reasonable 
cost  than  in  assembling  a  series  of  bona  fide 
details,  there  is  every  reason  to  investigate 
the  architectural  possibilities  ottered  to  us 
by   the   Iberian   peninsula. 

The  Spanish,  like  the  Italian,  is  a  style 
which  depends  more  upon  mass  and  sim- 
plicity than  expensive  roof  and  details.  Even 
though  one  decide  to  "go  modern"  with  a 
Carbusier  sort  of  domicile,  it  would  still  be 
worth  while  to  browse  through  photographs 
of  Spanish  houses.  While  in  Italy  there  are 
a  certain  classic  restraint  and  a  subconscious 
feeling  for  arrangement  in  even  the  humble 
architecture,  the  Spanish  seems  to  have  been 
done  with  more  abandon  and  dash.  The 
most  monumental  edifices,  when  compared 
to  similar  ones  in  Rome,  seem  never  to  take 
themselves  too  seriously,  but  have  a  way  of 
winking  at  you  as  though  to  say,  "I  know 
I  should  behave  punctiliously  but  it  is  such

sport  to  experiment  with  life."  Domestic 
work  is  even  more  jovial.  Some  evening  if 
one  craves  entertainment  of  a  new  variety, 
let  him  play  hide-and-seek  with  all  the 
amusing  pranks  which  the  well-known  firm 
of  architects,  Chance,  Time  &  Necessity, 
have  built  into  Spanish  houses.  There  are 
several  gorgeous  hooks  by  Alfred  Byne  and 
Mild  led  Stapley,  one  by  Winsor  Soule  and 
two  by  Austin  Whittlesey,  which  offer  ma- 
terial sufficient  to  compete  with  almost  any 
divertissement  illuminated  by  footlights. 
Some  of  the  drawings  on  page  83 — as  well 
as  the  one  on  the  bottom  of  page  82 — in- 
dicate only  very  sketchily  how  adept  the 
Spanish  would  be  in  lending  itself  to  mod- 
ern conditions.  On  the  level  plot  or  the 
irregular  slope  it  can  so  ingratiate  itself  that 
envious  relatives  will  say,  "Of  course,  with 
a  Spanish  house  you  could  take  advantagi 
id  the  site.  Now  with  our  house  we 
couldn't.  .  .  ." 

'I  he  material  for  the  exterior  of  the  mod- 
ern house  which  is  hast  expensive  and  which 
yet  offers  the  most  imaginative  possibilities, 
is  plaster.  While  all  Spain  is  not  stuccoed 
oyer,  it  conns  very  near  to  covering  the  vast 
majority  of  houses,  except  for  the  stony 
sections  in  the  West  and  Northwest.  Yet 
even  in  the  provinces  which  are  built  of  half- 
timber  (as  the  Basque  country)  or  stone, 
plaster  often  steps  in  to  fill  the  role  more 
than  adequately.  The  plastered  walls  of 
Spain  have  seemingly  been  whitewashed  as 
a  ritual  at  least  once  a  year,  giving  them  the 
,  ra<  kled  appearance  of  old  parchment  when 
viewed  under  a  microscope.  A  new  house 
cannot  secure  a  corresponding  mellowed  ef- 
fect  overnight,  yet  one  possibility  for  lend- 
ing variation  to  the  color  is  to  mix  the 
ingredients  with  the  plaster.  This  can  be 
done   with   shades  of  yellows  and   browns. 

It  is  often  true  that  plaster  on  veteran 
houses  abroad  is  improved  by  vertical 
streaking  due  to  weathering,  or  a  number 
of  other  causes  which  prevent  uninterrupted 
areas  from  seeming  monotonous  and  dull. 
To  provide  against  such  a  condition  de- 
tracting from  a  new  wall,  there  are  various 
solutions  suggested  in  the  drawings  on  this 
and  the  opposite  page.  The  doorway  detail 
adjacent  to  the  wall  fountain  (left)  has  a 
dark  painted  base  of  the  same  height  as 
the  top  of  the  fountain  tile.  In  the  same 
illustration  the  introduction  of  tile  around 
the  window  and  door  occurs  unexpectedly, 
and  in  the  case  of  the  window,  it  is  a  sub- 
stitute for  flowering  color  during  the  cold 
months.  So-called  "offsets"  (surfaces  re- 
cessed or  projecting)  in  the  plaster,  as  those 
surrounding    the    dormer    window    to    the 
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n'o-ht,  and  between  the  windows  of  the 
patio  drawing  below,  are  helpful  in  making 
openings  relate  to  each  other. 

Wrought  iron  is  the  pride  of  every  Span- 
ish house — in  Spam.  Over  here  we  are  apt 
to  think  of  it  as  an  extravagance  which  can 
he  added  only  when  stocks  and  bonds  re- 
act favorably.  But  this  need  not  necessarily 
;  be  the  case.  If  the  balconies  and  grilles  are 
designed  with  simplicity  in  mind,  the  hum- 
blest  house   could    be   artistically    enriched. 

With  intelligent  design  even  the  iron 
members  which  make  up  the  utilitarian  fire- 
escape  can  be  so  handled  that  it  becomes  an 
asset.  Alternating  bars  square  in  section  with 
others  rectangular  or  circular,  and  giving 
variety  to  their  spacing,  can  make  of  the 
so-called  "stock"  liars  a  creditable  balcony. 
It  is  better  in  a  matter  of  that  character  to 
pay  a  first-rate  architect  or  designer  liberally 
for  a  good  design  which  can  be  economically 
executed,  rather  than  to  pa)'  for  expensive 
but  inartistic  wrought  iron,  on  the  design 
of  which  no  trained  thought  or  specialized 
study  was  expended.  A  good  designer  ami  a 
good  craftsman  can  create  more  beauty  with 
an  expenditure  of  twenty-five  dollars  than  a 
poor  designer  and  poor  craftsman  can  for 
one  hundred.  If  there  is  no  outstanding  local 
talent  available,  it  is  economy  in  the  long 
run  to  conduct  a  mail  campaign  and  have 
the  work  created  by  a  first-class,  though 
distant,   forge. 

The  successful  Spanish  house,  be  it  in- 
digenous or  transplanted,  is  not  to  be  con- 
sidered as  a  thing  apart  from  its  planting. 
Its  charm  may  be  due  to  only  the  arrange- 
ment of  potted  plants  ami  a  climbin"  vine, 
or  any  other  simple  scheme  in  order  to 
silhouette  green  leaves  against  a  light  back- 
ground. On  Spanish  streets  these  agencies 
do  not  exist,  it  is  true,  but  in  that  case  it 
is  the  "local  color"  of  the  inhabitants  and 
their  manner  of  living  which  act  as  a  sub- 
stitute in  supplying  color  contrast. 

For  the  home  owner  it  will  be  a  saving 
financially  and  a  gain  esthetically  to  conceive 
of  house  and  garden  as  a  single  unit.  One 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  wisely  distributed 
foliage  will  do  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars  spent  on  architectural  ornament  in 
making  the  ensemble  the  genial  delight  he 
intends  his  home  to  be.  It  is  only  when  potted 
plants,  climbing  vines,  simple  water  basins, 
sympathetic  shrubs  and  trees  create  a  human, 
intimate  atmosphere  that  the  householder 
will  be  able  to  say  contentedly  to  himself, 
"There,  by  Jove!  No  goats,  burros,  oxen 
carts,  bull  fight  posters  or  colorful  clothes 
out  to  air — and  yet  it  can  hold  up  its  head 
with  the  first  cottage  in  Andalusia!"

Where  a  large  amount  of  cooking 
is  done  or  where  the  range  operates 
for  long  periods  of  time,  coal  is  prob- 
ably less  expensive.  But  the  cost  of 
maintaining  a  coal  fire  all  day,  when 
probably  it  is  used  only  for  several 
hours,  makes  the  comparison  a  favor- 
able one  toward  the  gas  fuel. 

Where  supervision  of  the  kitchen 
routine  is  possible  or  where  bottled 
gas  is  in-tailed  in  the  "self  operating" 
cottage  or  bungalow,  there  are  many 
ways  in  which  the  use  of  unnecessary 
fuel  may  be  avoided.  Not  only  should 
burners  be  kept  carefully  adjusted  but 
they  must  be  meticulously  clean,  for 
clogged  burners  are  the  principal  cause 
of  poor  heating  and  wasted  gas.  The 
burners  should  be  washed  about  oner  a 
month  in  a  boiling  solution  of  sal 
soda,  i  a  re  being  taken  that  they  are 
thoroughly  dry  before  being  lighted 
again.  If  the)  are  badly  clogged,  they 
may  he  put  in  the  hot  oven  tor  twenty 
minutes,  then  cooled  slow  ]y  and  tapped 
all  over  with  a  knife  to  dislodge  the 
dried  residue  Then  there  are  gas  sav- 
ing precautions  which  can  easily  be 
worked  into  the  routine  so  that  the 
smallest  possible  amount  of  fuel  is 
consumed  tor  the  results  obtained.  A

Katilfussia  ameloides  is  a  free-flow- 
ering South  African  annual  bearing  a 
profusion  of  lavender-blue  Daisies 
with  a  deeper-toned  disc.  It  likes  sun 
and  to  be  sown  where  it  is  to  flower. 
Ha nly.  Nine  inches. 

Layia  elegans,  Tidy  Tips,  another 
California!!  growing  a  foot  tall  with 
yellow  Daisy  flowers,  sometimes 
white    tipped.    Foothills   and   plains. 

Leptosip/ion  hvbridus,  tiny  three- 
inch  plants  thickly  studded  with  bril- 
liant small  blossoms  of  various  colors. 
L.  aureus  is  similar  in  type  but  bears 
yellow  flowers.  L.  androsaceus  grows 
taller,  nine  inches,  and  is  a  profuse 
blooming  plant  bearing  large  heads  of 
lilac  and  white  flowers.  These  arc 
hardy  annuals  and  may  be  sown  early 
where  they  are  to  bloom. 

Limnanthes  douglasi,  Meadow 
Foam,  is  a  charming  Californian 
Poppywort,  with  slender  half  trailing 
stems  carrying  many  large,  trad 
"Poppies"  that  are  white  with  a  yel- 
low base.  It  is  a  vigorous  plant  and 
should  not  be  placed  in  the  choicest 
positions.   Self-sows. 

Linaria  alpina,  a  delightful  little 
biennial  with  small  brilliant  lipped 
(lowers  in  orange  and  purple  freely 
borne  on  half  trailing  plants  and  neat 
gray-green  foliage.  Blooms  all  sum- 
mer and  autumn.  Self-sows.  Some- 
times considered  perennial  but  has 
never  been  so  in  my  garden. 

Mi  sembrianthentiim  tricolor  is  a 
dwarf  half-hardy  annual  that  fhrives 
in  arid  sunny  situations.  It  grows  only 
three  inches  tall  and  bears  large  rose- 
colored  flowers  with  a  dark  center. 

Mimulus  fremonti,  Pink  Monkey 
Mower,  is  a  four-inch  annual  with 
lather  large  bright  pink  flowers,  [t 
likes  a  sandy  soil. 

Nemop/iila  insignia,  the  well  known 
Californian  annual  railed  Baby  Blue 
Eyes  by  reason  of  the  soft  blue  hue  of 
its  flowers,  grows  well  in  dampish 
places  and  in  partial  shade.  Four  to 
six  inches  tall.  A',  metadata  is  a  little 
plant  of  spreading  habit  with  white 
flowers  each  petal  of  which  « 
purple  spot.   Also  thrives   in  shade. 

Nolana  frostrata,  the  Chilian  Bell- 
flower,  is  a  vigorous  plant  from  South 
America  with  trailing  stems  that 
makes  a  good  ground  cover  in  sunny 
places.  The  blossoms  are  like  small 
lavender  .Morning  (dories.  It  is  too 
vigorous  for  choice  situations  but  may 
be  used  as  a  ground  cover  over  strong 
growing  bulbs.  It  does  not  transplant 
well  so  is  best  sowed  in  places  where 
it    is    to   bloom. 

Nycterinia  selaginoides,  a  half- 
hardy  annual  with  pale  blue  and  white 
flowers,  is  delightfully  fragrant  to- 
wards evening.  N.  capensis  with  white 
flowers  is  also  attractive. 

Oenothera  tricliocalyx,  a  Califor- 
nian biennial  that  flowers  the  first 
season.  The  large  blossoms  are  white 
and  remain  open  all  day  and  are 
sweetly  scented.  It  grows  about  eight- 
een inches  tall  and  is  bushy  in  habit, 
so  requires  space. 

Omp/talodes  linifolia,  Venus'  Navel- 
wort,  a  dainty  and  graceful  little  plant 
producing  a  cloudy  effect  with  its  pro- 
fusion of  milk-white  blooms  and  soft 
gray  leafage.  It  grows  about  ten  inches 
high  and  any  sunny  place  will  suit  it. 

P/iacelia  campanularia,  sometimes 
called    the    Gentianette,    is    one    of    the 


most  beautiful  of  the  Calif  on 
flora.  Its  flowers  are  bell-shapei 
pendent  clusters  and  of  the  most  l 
ly  blue,  brilliant  and  pure,  and 
duced  in  a  long  succession.  It  gi 
from  eight  inches  to  a  foot  high 
forms  neat  little  bushes  of  light  g 
green  foliage.  Prefers  light,  warm 
w  ith  lime.

Saponaria  calabrica,   related   to 
roadside  Bouncing  Bett,  is  half  trai 
in    habit    and    bears   masses   of    bri 
pink  blossoms  the  summer  through 
likes  a  sunny  situation. 

Sedmn  caeruleum,  annual  men 
ol  this  almost  wholly  perennial  fa 
ly,  is  one  of  the  most  precious  of  sn 
treasures.  It  grows  only  an  inch  or 
high  and  bears  small  pale  blue  flow 
on  gray-green  mounds  of  leafage 
is  a  very  pretty  plant  for  small  chc 
crevices  in  soil  that  is  on  the  side 
dampish.  It  comes  from  the  regi 
about  the  Mediterranean.  Sow  wh 
it  is  to  bloom.  The  two  bien 
Sedums,  5.  sempervwoides  and  S.

follows  the  flower  and  seems  to  be  a 
delicacy  for  hears.  The  plant  is  easily 
established,  grows  as  well  in  the  sun 
as  in  the  shade,  thrives  in  any  soil  and 
dues  well  at  the  seashore. 

Aspidium  acrostichoides,  the  Christ- 
mas Fern,  is  another  good  one.  Its  deep 
green  fronds,  twelve  to  fifteen  inches 
high,  stand  up  through  the  severest 
winter.  Magnificent  plantings  have 
been  made  with  it;  it  should  be  planted 
one  foot  apart  in  good  garden  soil  and 
be  grown  in  the  shade. 

Euonymus,  Wintercreeper.  The  fol- 
lowing varieties  are  desirable:  The 
well  known  Radicans ;  Actttui  with 
hmg  narrow  leaves,  white  veined  and 
purple  underneath;  Carrierei,  with 
larger  and  greener  leaves  than  RaJi- 
<  tins-,  Minimus  or  Keivensis,  called  the 
Kiby  Wintercreeper,  a  daintv  trailer 
with  tiny  leaves  tor  small  plots,  and 
the  now  well  known  Vegetus.  They 
unfortunately  are  easily  attacked  by 
scale  insects  and  need  spraying;  their 
fine  green  foliage,  however,  warrants 
extra  care.  The  fruit  of  all  Euony- 
mus is  very  ornamental.  They  will 
grow  in  any  soil  but  are  happiest  in 
the  sun. 

Hedera  helix.  English  Ivy.  The 
small-leaved  varieties  are  perhaps  the 
most  suitable;  some  of  them  are  not 
too  hardy  but  are  excellent  in  sections 
where  the  winter  is  not  too  severe  or 
where  snow  will  cover  them  with  a 
protecting  blanket.  In  the  spring  the 
leaves  must  be  1  tit  oH  and  in  the  ium- 
iner  the  plant  needs  trimming,  in 
order  to  have  an  even  carpet.  All  Ivies 
require  good  soil  and  they  should  not 
be  planted  under  trees  which  root  at 
the  surface.  Shade  as  well  as  sunny 
places  suits  them. 

Juniperus.  There  are  three  varieties 
which  I  recommend  for  ground  covers: 
Jump,  nil  .  om munis  depressa,  the  1' ros- 
trate Juniper;  Juniperus  horizontalis, 
also  called  Juniperus  wbina  prostrata, 
known  by  the  common  n. ol  Creep- 
ing Savin  and  Juniperus  horizontalis 
douglasi,  known  as  the  Waukeegan 
Juniper.  All  three  form  a  dense  mat, 
grow  rapidly  and  are  especially 
ni  ipted  for  slopes  and  terraces.  I  hev 
will  grow  in  liLiht  or  heavy  soils  but 
do  not  tin  iv  e  w  ell   in  the  shade.

Lonieera.  Two  varieties  can  be  use  I

not  evergreen  in  the  north;  in  Minne- 
sota   tllev     Ileeil    pl'otei  t  loll. 

Like  the  Woodbine,  they  are  inde- 
structible but  are  not  happy  in  dense 
shade.  They  will  gtow  in  any  soil;  in 
fact,  the  poorer  the  soil,  the  smaller 
the  leaves  and  the  better  the  effect; 
they  do  not  flower  when  they  trail. 
Being  rapid  growers,  they  can  not  be 
us  cl    in   small   spaces.

By  F.  F.  Rock- 
well. New  York:  The  Macmillan 
Company. 

M.F  the  author  had  only  the  pen 
of   a   ready  writer — and  that  he  has — 
even   with  his  extraordinary  versatility 
in    tin'   fields   of    the   growing  and   the 
handling  of  plants  for  all  purposes,  he 
would     certainly     have     run     amuck 
among  the  bulbs.  But  in  this  little  book 
he  has  apparently  all  of  them,  and  they 
ere    more    than    most    gardeners,    even 
professional   gardeners,  have  any  idea 
of;  he  has  not  only  found  them  but  has 
also   become    familiar   with   them.   Yet 
In    u  is  not  content  with  bulbs  proper; 
he  had  to  put  into  this  volume  of  less 
than   three  hundred   (not  large)    pages 
all  kinds  of  Irises,  along  with  the  bul- 
bous   ones,    and     Peonies    anil    Dahlias. 
With  thi-  latter  two  subjects  he  succeeds 
fairly   well,   it  might  be  said,  in  view 
of  his  limitations  of  space,  fortunately 
his  permission  to  us,-  manure  and  bone- 
meal    tor   Peonies  and   liases  in  general 
'      not    availed    of    by    many    gardeners 
these  days'    But   his  treatment  of   Irises 
is  particularly  sketchy,  and  yields  only 
a     Very     faint     idea    of    what    treasures 
have    been    acquired    among    the    tall, 
bioled    varieties.    Refreshing    indeed 
it    is,   however,    to    find    cl  ar   and    ac- 
tually   practical    points    to    observe    in 
planting    and    managing    bulbs,    with 
most    gratifying    emphasis     upon     the 
led   ,,f    providing   bulbs   with   proper 
soil   for  them  to  send  their  loots  into. 
Anothi  r   great    mei  it    is  his  prudent 
ad\  ice    about    the    possibility   of    using 
bulbs    successfully    for    all    seasons    of 
the    year,    as    possessing    more    advan- 
tages than  any  other  class  ot  flowering 
plants.    I  here  is  proper  emphasis  upon 
the  need  of  allowing  the  sap  to  return 
I  loin   the   foliage  into  the'  bulbs  before 
they  are  harvested;  but  he  seems  to  go 
too   tar   in  advocating  that  practically 
all  of  the  Tulip  bulbs  should  be  taken 
up  annually,   for   the   now  so  popular 
l!ie,kr,   Cottage   and   Darwin   Tulips 
generally    do    very    well   a   second    and 
often   a   third   year   without   being   re- 
el. There  is  suitable  appreciation 
of    the   rising  popularity   of   Daffodils 
and  of  the  many  minor  bulbs,  most  of 
which    precede   even    the    Daffodils   as 
"bright    heralds   of    Spring's   entrance 
into  the   garden."   Ami  in   the   part  de- 
voted   to   the   half-hardy   and    spring- 
flowering  bulbs,  the  book  is  again  par- 
ticularly   serviceable, — as    it     is     most 
satisfying    in    telling,    in    a    clear    and 
eminently  sensible  manner,  how-  to  ob- 
tain bloom  from  bulbs  in  winter.  How 
Ivst    to   manage   bulbs    for   cut    flower 
purposes,  how  to  propagate  them  and 
how  to  cure  the  few  diseases  that  they 
arc     occasionally     afflicted     with,     are 
other    topics    that    round    up    the    wide 
range  of  this  commendable  little  book.

Brush    burning,    winter 

and  snow-covered  ground  make  ideal 
conditions  for  setting  fire  to  that 
brush-pile  which  you  were  afraid  to 
light  last  tall  because  of  the  pre- 
dominant drought  conditions.  1  here 
need  he  no  fear  of  the  blaze  getting 
out  of  control  now — the  woods 
couldn't  be  set  afire  if  you  wanted  to. 
It  the  pile  is  wet,  don't  be  dis- 
couraged. A  bunch  of  old  newspapers 
pushed  under  it  and  a  quart  of  kero- 
sene sprinkled  around  on  top  will  cre- 
ate conditions  which  a  single  match 
can  transform  into  a  regular  Election 
Night    bonfire. 

APRICOTS.  For  some  strange 
reason,  relatively  few  people  grow 
.Apricots,  though  they  may  have  plenty 
of  Apples,  Cherries,  Plums  and  maybe 
Peaches.  Yet  the  Apricot,  properly  rip- 
ened, is  a  delicious  fruit  and  is  not  at 
all  common  in  the  average  fruit  stores. 
April  ots  are  no  more  difficult  to 
grow  than  Peaches,  and  can  be  planted 
wherever  the  latter  are  practical.

such  a  gentle,  innocent  looking  little 
beast,  the  cottontail  rabbit  is  provoca- 
tive of  more  damage  and  profanity 
among  garden  people  than  any  other 
four-footed  creature,  unless  it  be  the 
mole.  In  the  winter  especially  he  evinces 
an  inordinate  fondness  for  young  fruit 
tree  bark,  and  in  a  single  night  can  do 
a  job  of  girdling  and  pruning  which 
very  often  means  the  death  of  the  tree. 
There  is  just  one  sure  means  of 
guarding  against  this  damage,  so  far 
as  we  know:  a  protecting  circle  of 
wire  netting  around  each  tree.  Let  it 
be  of  \"  mesh  and  at  least  _'  high  (  3' 
is  better,  in  regions  of  deep  snow). 
For  really  young  trees  with  branches 
close  to  the  ground,  the  diameter  of 
the  guard  should  be  great  enough  to 
enclose  all  the  twigs,  as  these  tender 
growths  aie  especially  appealing  to 
bunnies.  Where  it  is  merely  a  case  of 
protecting  the  trunk  hark,  the  wire 
does  not  need  to  stand  more-  llim  an 
inch  or  so  away  from  the  wood.

frames  where  alpine  or  other  peren- 
nial seeds  were  sown  last  fall,  and 
allow  the  Hakes  to  bury  the  planted 
area.  When  the  storm  is  over  the  sashes 
are  replaced  and  left  with  one  end 
raised  an  inch  or  so  for  ventilation. 
The  principle  hack  of  this  proceed- 
ing is  simple  enough.  What  it  amounts 
to  is  merely  the  creation  of  idealized 
natural  conditions — cold,  a  blanket  of 
snow,  and  freedom  from  destructive 
washouts  if  a  thaw  conies  or  a  heavy 
rain  arrives  to  bring  havoc  to  unpro- 
tected things.  The  results  are  a  high  per- 
centage of  seed  germination  in  the  early 
spriti','-,  and  a  stand  of  healthy,  robust 
young  plants  that  should  make  excel- 
lent   growth    throughoul     the    season. 

Plant  supports.  Adequate 

stakes  or  other  means  of  support  for 
those  kinds  of  plants  which  require  it 
are  essentials  in  every  well  managed 
garden,  and  there  is  no  point  in  trying 
to  get  along  with  poor  ones.  The 
initial  extra  cost  of  good  supports  is 
more  than  offset  by  their  durability, 
the  ease  of  managing  them  and  the 
improvement  they  make  in  the  appear- 
ance  of   the   garden. 

Two  types  of  wide  and  thoroughly 
practical  application  are  available  in 
all  the  better  supply  stores.  The  first 
iimsists  of  a  heavy  hardwood  stake  on 
which  a  stout  wire  loop  or  ring  is  so 
attached  that  it  can  easily  be  fixed  in 
a  horizontal  position  at  any  desired 
height.  The  stakes  range  from  three  to 
six   feet  in  height,  and  are  intended  for 


such  relatively  tall,  slender  plants  as 
Delphinium,  Foxglove,  Hollyhock,  etc. 

For  more  bushy,  spreading  plants, 
tile  second  device,  known  as  a  Peony 
or  Tomato  support,  is  excellent.  'I  his 
consists  of  two  or  more  heavj  wire- 
stakes,  depending  upon  the  space  to  be 
covered  by  the  support,  each  of  which 
is  bent  anil  curved  at  the  top  so  that, 
when  fitted  together,  they  form  a  ring 
entirely  enclosing  the  plant. 

In  both  of  the  i  i  the  supports 
give  the  necessary  protection  against 
flopping  over  and  breakage,  while  si  ill 
allowing  the  plants  to  make  normal, 
graceful  growth. 

Grow  your  own.  if  we 

had  our  way  about  it,  every  garden  in 
the  land  would  have  at  least  a  small 
area  devoted  to  vegetables.

This  is 
valuable  in  inducing  long  stems  and 
checking  the  development  of  the  flow- 
ers until  height  lias  been  attained.

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HE  new  garden  furniture  is  both  good  to  look  at  and 
extremely  practical.  What  with  all  the  waterproof  and 
sunfast  fabrics  that  are  available,  the  cushions  are  now  as 
durable  as  the  framework  itself.  Ruth  Collins  has  recently 
developed  a  number  of  pieces  for  porches  ami  gardens  that 
incorporate  many  features  of  contemporary  design.  1  he 
framework  of  one  of  the  chairs  which  she  is  featuring  is 
of  iron  and  in  the  surface  of  hack  and  arms  has  been  cut  an 
effective  thistle  design.  The  seat  is  of  reed,  woven  in  an  open, 
square  pattern  that  prevents  the  retention  of  moisture — a 
desirable  feature  in  any  furniture  to  be  used  out-of-doors, 
d'o  match  the  chair  there  is  a  glass-topped  table  which  may 
be  had  in  three  shapes — round,  square  or  hexagonal.  This 
set  can  be  finished  in  any  desired  color,  with  the  chair  seats 
of  natural  reed.  The  pieces  we  saw  were  a  particular!)  good 
shade  of  green.  Another  product  of  the  same  establishment 
is  an  observation  bench  for  use  beside  the  tennis  court  or 
swimming  pool.  It  is  made  in  three  sections,  which  may  be 
fitted  together  to  form  a  single  bench  or  used  separately,  and 
seats,  m  all,  seven  persons.  Removable  cushions  covered  in  a 
waterproofed  material  which  may  be  had  in  any  desired  color 
fit  snusrly  into  the  iron  framework.

takable.  I  he  Sam  returns  your  gaze  squarely,  honestly  and 
without  trace  of  calculation.  Having  nothing  to  conceal,  he 
is  straightforward  and  sure  of  his  position.  There  is  a  deal 
of  the  "wide  open  spaces"  about  him,  yet  he  is  by  no  means 

an  unlettered,  crude  backwoodsman. 

Closer  examination  clinches  these  first  impressions.  Lay 
your  hand  on  the  dog's  shoulders,  press  down  on  his  hack, 
feel  the  breadth  and  bone  of  skull,  chest  and  legs,  and  you 
realize  that  underneath  that  gorgeously  thick,  springy  coat 
are  a  power  and  a  balance  of  weight  that  are  no  less  than 
perfect.  Clearly,  it  is  another  case  of  a  fine  physique  serving 
as  the  background  for  an  equally  notable  character.  And  the 
strange  part  of  it  all  is  that  the  more  intimately  you  know  a 
Sam  the  mure  convincing  do  all  these  qualities  become. 

I  have  heard  it  said  by  strangers  to  the  breed  that  the 
Samoyede's  color  is  against  him — that,  whereas  he  is  uniquely 
handsome  when  freshly  washed,  he  would  show  dirt  un- 
speakably. It  may  not  sound  reasonable,  but  the  facts  of  the 
case  are  quite  otherwise.  There  is  about  tin's  dog's  coat  a 
peculiar  smooth,  icy  surface  which  does  not  pick  up  dirt  like 
the  hair  of  other  breeds,  and  quite  thoroughly  clears  itseli 
of  wdiat  soiling  does  take  place.  Give  a  mud-covered  Sam  a 
bundle  of  straw  to  roll  in,  and  he'll  come  out  of  it  almost 
as  white  as  ever.  Which  is  a  very  real  point  to  consider. 

Again,  some  inexperienced  people  feel  that  such  a  thick 
coat  must  entail  a  lot  of  suffering  in  hot  weather.  Wrong 
again.  For  one  reason,  because  Nature  automatically 
substitutes  a  lighter  overcoat  every  spring.  And  for  an- 
other, because  a  body  covering  like  this  is  just  as  good  an 
insulator  to  keep  heat  out  in  summer  as  it  is  to  keep  cold

out  in  the  winter.  It  has  been  proved  beyond  a  shadow  of 
doubt  that  the  Samoyede,  Arctic  dog  though  he  is,  can 
withstand      hot      weather      with      remarkable      equanimity. 

The  question  is  often  asked  what  role  this  dog  plays  in  his 
native  land — which,  by  the  way,  is  that  part  of  Siberia's 
northern  coast  which  is  peopled  by  the  Samoyede  tribe.  Well, 
up  there  he  does  just  about  everything  that  any  breed  could 
be  expected  to  do,  and  then  some  more.  He  is  an  invaluable 
help  in  guarding  and  tending  the  great  herds  of  reindeer 
which  the  Samoyede  folk  maintain,  and  when  he  isn't  doing 
that  he  may  be  pulling  a  sledge,  hunting  with  his  master  or 
taking  care  of  the  baby  at  home.  In  the  truest  sense  of  the 
term  he  is  the  tribesman's  best  friend.  .Ami  since  the  Samoyede 
people  follow  peaceful,  rather  pastoral  ways,  it  is  natural 
that  their  dogs  should  follow  in  their  footsteps.  In  other 
words,  the  primitive  harshness  which  one  might  expect  in 
both  man  and  dog,  as  a  result  of  the  elemental  quality  of  their 
lives  and  surroundings,  is  actually  subordinated  to  kindliness 
and  the  ways  of  friendship. 

It  is  characteristic  of  real  men  and  women,  I  believe,  to 
seek  and  respond  to  Mich  traits  .as  honesty,  wholesome  cour- 
age, understanding  and  friendliness,  wherever  friendliness  is 
deserved.  Perhaps  this  is  partly  the  reason  that  the  Samoyede 
has  won  so  many  supporters.  Every  breed  has  its  admirers  who 
champion  it  against  the  field,  but  those  who  have  gathered 
under  the  banner  of  the  Samoyede  are  all  but  militant  in  their 
loyalty.  Frankly,  I  don't  blame  them  a  Int.

Originally  designed  as  an  imaginative,  dream-compelling 
gilt  for  youth,  this  \V  hitman  assortment  has  become  the 
favorite  with  many  as  their  personal  choice  among  all  the 
VV  hitman    chocolates.

This  item  we  would  place  first  if  we  ever 
wrote  a  book  on  Garden  Manners.  To  it  we 
would  add  the  suggestion  that  a  good  gardener, 
however  soiled  and  clumsy  a  person  he  may 
appear  to  be,  is  often  worthy  of  respect.  Gar 
deners  perhaps  suffer  from  the  fact  that,  except 
for  an  occasional  apron,  the  craft  has  no  distinc- 
tive livery.  The  jockey  wears  his  master's  colors, 
the  maids  have  their  uniforms,  the  chauffeur 
is  clothed  according  to  his  rank,  but  the  gardener 
is  happy  in  baggy  pants  and  an  old  coat.  We  must 
respect  him  for  his  intelligence  and  love  for 
green  growing  things. 

Three  of  a  Kind.  When  an  architect  de- 
signs a  type  of  house  that  strikes  the  public  fancy, 
there  is  no  telling  where  its  repetition  will  stop. 

Two  years  ago  we  published  a  house  designed 
by  J.  Floyd  Yewell  to  our  specifications.  Shortly 
thereafter  we  had  the  pleasure  of  passing  Mr. 
YewelPs  address  along  to  a  reader  who  liked  the 
design.  The  house  was  built.  Some  time  after 
this  a  passer-by  became  enamored  of  it  and  he, 
also,  went  to  Mr.  Yewell.  Now  we  learn  that 
history  has  repeated  itself  and  the  architect  is 
doing  the   residence   for   the   third   time. 

Easier  Trundling.  At  last  the  inventive 
mind  has  turned  its  attention  to  the  humble  wheel- 
barrow. It  can  now  be  obtained  made  of  wattles, 
so  light  that  a  child  can  move  it  without  strain. 
For  lawn  work,  where  you  want  to  avoid  making 
ruts,  there  is  a  wheelbarrow  that  is  propelled  by 
a  caterpillar  belt  instead  of  a  wheel.  And  now 
the  summit  of  ease  is  reached  by  a  rubber  company 
offering  one  with  a  pneumatic  tire  on  the  wheel. 

The  Nuremburg  Stove.  Although  Ameri- 
cans pick  and  choose  at  will  in  the  various  fields 
of  furniture  and  decoration,  one  item  they  appear 
to  have  overlooked:  the  German  stove.  Because  we 
first  associate  it  with  a  folk  fable  about  Nurem- 
burg, that  name  has  always  clung  to  it  in  our 
memory.  A  massive  affair,  this,  its  generous  tianks 
glistening  with  colorful  tiles.  It  was  the  palpitat- 
ing center  of  Papa  Biedermeier's  world.  Why  not, 
since  we  are  adopting  Biedermeier  wholesale,  take 
up  his  stove?  Where  rooms  are  large  enough — and 
many  of  our  houses  afford  adequate  area — this 
stove  might  prove  quite  a  decorative  ami  interest- 
ing feature.  Either  in  plain  white  tiles  or  in  the 
colored,  it  is  available  in  many  desirable  shapes;

Tin  Green  Thumb.  There  are  some  peo- 
ple— often  very  humble  people — who  seem  gifted 
above  others  in  their  capacity  for  making  plants 
thrive.  In  the  past  century  Max  Leichtlin  of 
Baden-Baden  bore  .this  reputation:  when  all  the 
experts  failed,  the  seeds  and  plants  were  sent 
to  him,  and  invariably  he  made  them  grow.  This 
gift  has  its  own  quaint  name:  you  say  of  a  man 
uho   can   do  this,   that  he  has   "the   green   thumb." 

ALABASTER.  Among  the  popular  materials 
now  being  used  tor  lamp  bases,  cigarette  boxes,  ash 
trays  and  such,  is  alabaster.  Since  the  Egyptian 
and  other  ancient  people  found  it  useful,  we  can 
scarcely  call  it  new.  What  sources  of  the  stone 
they  tapped,  it  is  difficult  to  say;  most  of  the 
world's  supply  now  comes  from  Volterra  in  Italy, 
and  Pisa  and  Florence  are  also  centers  of  the 
industry. 

Art  From  Iran.  London  has  just  been 
going  through  the  throes  of  a  Persian  Exhibition, 
and  what  may  come  of  this  new-born  enthusiasm 
in  the  way  of  taste  cannot  yet  be  said.  To  Ameri- 
cans, Persian  art  seems  a  trifle  off  their  orbit  to 
enjoy  with  keen  appreciation,  and  yet,  once  the 
fancy  is  caught  by  it,  one  rarely  loses  the  spell, 
fie  collector  of  Persian  miniatures  and  the  col- 
lector of  Persian  manuscripts  alike  feel  this  per- 
sistent fascination. 

There  never  was  any  writing  in  the  world  so 
beautiful  as  Persian.  It  has  a  decorative,  fluid 
quality  that  even  the  noblest  font  of  type  fails  in 
convey.  For  the  Persian  raised  calligraphy  to  a 
superb  art.  A  sheet  of  old  Persian  writing  framed 
and  hung  on  the  wall  has  even  more  decorative 
qualities  than  many  an  etching. 

rhere  are  many  other  phases  of  Persian  art 
worth  collecting  and  studying — fabrics,  silver- 
ware, and  wood  carving  among  them.  'I  hey  offer 
endless  suggestions  to  the  designer  of  fabrics  and 
wall  papers.  Perhaps,  in  time,  we  shall  feel  pul- 
sations of  this  Persian  show  in  the  decorative  art 
of  America. 


i  PROPHECY.   The  current  popularity 

of  Cactus  both  as  a  house  and  apartment  plant 
and  in  the  garden  is  beginning  to  attain  its  zenith. 
Consequently  House  &  Garden  looks  back  on  its 
prophecy  with  paternal  affection.  In  October  192  3 
•  d,  "Since  we  are  reviving  the  mid-Vic- 
torian and  cease  to  shudder  at  wax  flowers  and 
kindred  manifestations  of  its  vogue,  why  not  ex- 
tend our  interest  to  those  super  examples 
Seventies,  the  potted  Cactus?" 

Seven  years  ago  this  prophecy  was  made.  Now 
we  venture  to  make  another.  Not  only  will  hardy- 
Cactus  be  grown  in  gardens,  but  the  interest  will 
soon  extend  to  all  forms  of  succulents — Sedums, 
Sempervivums,  Aloes  and  such — and  the  succulent 
garden  in  more  favored  climates  may,  eventually, 
attain  some  of  the  popularity  now  enjoyed  by 
Alpine  gardens. 

The  appearance  of  Dr.  Houghton's  The  Cac- 
tus Book  is  an  indication  of  the  movement.  Hav- 
ing read  his  pages,  one  vows  forthwith  to  start 
Cactusing.  England's  Cactus  Society  was  founded 
as  far  back  as  1S95,  at  which  time  there  were 
in  the  British  Isles  2  11)  collectors  and  grov 
these  plants.  But  even  before  that,  in  the  '40's  and 
'50's,  Cacti  were  favorite  plants  with  amateur 
gardeners. 

Butterflies  Indoors.  The  Modernist 
seized  on  the  Cactus  because  of  its  strange  shape, 
and  in  Germany,  where  the  Modernist  movement 
in  architecture  and  decoration  appears  to  thrive 
the  indoor  winter  garden  of  Cactus  and  succu- 
lents is  a  commonplace.  It  is  usually  a  large  glass 
case  filling  the  sunny  end  of  a  room,  with  the 
potted  plants  placed  on  glass  shelves. 

Now  these  worthy  Teutons  have  gone  in  for 
raising  butterflies  in  their  winter  gardens,  and 
the  lovely  creatures  flutter  from  plant  to  plant 
in  a  highly  decorative  fashion.  It  is  not  difficult 
to  raise  them  from  cocoons.  A  new  book,  Farfalla, 
tells  all  about  it.  Perhaps  this,  too,  will  become  a 
domestic  sport  in  America. 

BaILEY  and  FARRER.  To  the  desirable  gar- 
dening books  add  the  titles  of  Hortits  by  L.  11. 
Bailey,  a  splendid  and  handy  gardening  diction- 
ary; Rainbow  Fragments,  a  garden  book  of  Iris, 
by  J.  Marion  Shull;  and  The  Plant  Introduc- 
tions of  Reginald  Farrer,  edited  by  E.  M.  Cox. 
Farrer's  writings  are  constantly  in  demand,  and 
this  memorial  volume  is  a  worthy  addition  to 
Farreriana.  In  it  are  reproductions  of  some  of 
Farrer's  own  flower  paintings,  for  he  was  an 
artist  first,  then  a  novelist,  then  a  plant  explorer. 

The  Gardening  Guide.  Toward  the  end 
of  this  issue  the  reader  will  find  eleven  pages  of 
tallies  into  which  has  been  packed  about  all  the 
gardening  information  necessary.  Mr.  Rockwell 
selects  plants  suitable  for  all  sections  of  the  coun- 
try. A.  D.  Taylor,  landscape  architect,  sets  down 
in  his  columns  the  work  of  ten  years'  i 
and  correspondence,  presenting,  with  his  text,  the 
extremely  valuable  feature  of  an  all-American 
planting  table.  Beyond  this,  Mr.  Andrew  Wilson 
tabulates  plant  diseases  and  their  prevention  or 
cure — the  first  of  a  series  of  three  such  charts 
which  are  being  prepared  tor  House  lS.  Garden 
under  his  direction. 

Each  of  these  tables  required  vast  investigation 
and  constant  checking-  by  authorities.  As  now 
presented,  they  represent  the  most  authentic,  de- 
pendable- and  easily-used  survey  ol  garden  infor- 
mal on  ever  offered. 

A  Working  Garden  Library.  Tin-  Horti- 
cultural Society  ot  New  York  is  taking  great 
pride  in  the  development  of  its  library.  Here  in

Constantly  in  his  writings  the 

late  Ernest  H.  Wilson  applied  the  word 
"aristocrat"  to  certain  trees  and  shrubs.  In 
doing  so,  he  gave  us  a  new  standard  by 
which  to  judge  them.  Into  this  classification 
he  placed  many  new  kinds,  just  now  hem.; 
made  available,  and,  surveying  his  various 
writings,  we  find  that  countless  of  the  old 
familiar  kinds  he  accepted  also  as  of  the 
aristocracy. 

Something  of  this  same  strict  classifica- 
tion is  required  for  perennials.  Mere  new- 
ness of  a  variety  does  not  necessarih  w  ir- 
rant  its  election  to  this  Social  Register  oi 
Plantdom.  In  fact,  discerning  gardeners 
apply  many  points  of  judgment  to  both  tin- 
new  and  the  old — color,  form,  individual 
beaut}'  and  display  value  in  the  garden  be- 
ing among  them.  Of  recent  years  two  other 
desirable  qualities  are  being  stressed — 
daintiness  and  fragrance.  Let  us  consider 
these  points. 

The  fault  in  man}'  a  garden  arrange- 
ment lies  not  in  the  plants  themselves  but 
in  misplacing  them,  and  their  inherent 
beauty  is  lost.  Many  an  Iris,  beautiful  in 
the  hand,  lacks  the  penetrating  value  of 
color  even  when  massed  in  the  garden,  con- 
sequently its  garden  use  is  limited  to  front- 
of-the-border    positions    where    its    delicate 


beauty  may  be  appreciated.  We  do  not  ex- 
pect it  ever  to  make  a  crashing  effect. 

I  he  wind  "form"  brings  up  a  whole 
gamut  of  points — habit  of  growth,  shape  of 
foliage,  kind  of  flowering,  height  and  gen- 
eral health.  There  is  the  bush}'  growth  of 
tlie  Lupine  and  the  fountain-sprays  oi 
Siberian  Iris,  the  low  sprawling  of  Candy- 
tuft, the  airy  grace  of  Columbines,  the  spires 
of  Delphiniums,  Foxgloves  and  Verbas- 
cums.  Each  of  these  has  its  own  character- 
istic leafage,  each  its  own  way  of  flowering, 
its  height,  and  some  are  easier  to  maintain 
in  health  than  others.  These  are  points  al- 
wa\  s  to  be  kept  in  mind. 

In  the  flowering  especially,  those  who 
know  garden  aristocrats  when  the}'  see  them 
are  more  and  more  demanding  daintiness  of 
form    and,   where   possible,    fragrance. 

This  trend  of  taste  can  he  marked  in  the 
new  appreciation  of  single  as  against  double 
flowers.  The  single  Hollyhock  is  often  vast- 
ly preferable  to  the  double.  The  single  Rose 
is  fast  winning  a  deserved  support.  The 
light  grace  of  Di-lphuuiun  belladonna  can 
well  challenge  the  tight  poles  of  Delphini- 
um stalks  that,  in  recent  years,  have  been 
so  popular.  Compared  with  the  Japanese 
and  single  types,  how  vulgar  can  some  oi 
our  great  bomb  Peonies  become!  The  world 


of  alpines  offers  a  great  diversity  of  dainti- 
ness. Perhaps  the  growing  interest  in  them 
has  awakened  some  of  this  desire  for  light- 
ness ami  grace  of  form. 

Fragrance  would  seem  almost  a  neces- 
sary quality — and  yet  we  have  tome  to  the 
pass  where  often  we  have  to  demand  it.  Loss 
of  fragrance  is  one  of  the  lates  that  dog  the 
footsteps  of  the  hybridist.  Can  we  call  a 
Rose  perfect  if  it  lacks  perfumer  Does  a 
longer  stem  and  a  larger  flower  make  tin- 
Sweet  Pea  more  valuable  if,  in  the  process 
oi  acquiring  these,  it  has  lost  its  fragrance? 
1  rue,  some  flowers  never  could  boast  fra- 
grance, and  it  is  folly  to  expect  it  of  them, 
but  certainly  we  should  require  it  oi  those 
that  were  fragrant  In  nature. 

The  really  great  aristocracy  of  the  world 
is  characterized  by  a  s:mplicit\  oi  manner 
and  a  gracious  presence.  So  are  tin-  aristo- 
(  rats  among  the  perennials. 

However,  like  aristocrats  even,  somi 
plant  families  have  their  ups  and  downs, 
some  their  crowded  hour  of  popularity,  some 
their  period  oi  neglect.  In  this  countn  we 
ma)  tail  to  accept  a  plant  family  because  of 
the  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  plants  (an  or- 
phan that  might  well  be  left  on  the  door-step 
oi  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board  which 
has  so  ardently  fathered  plant  quarantines), 
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(Above)  Scabiosa — S.  caucasica — is  available 
in  a  good  white.  Another  type  shades  through 
from  light  to  deep  blue,  another  in  violet  blue 
and  variously-named  strains  have  combinations 
of  these  tints.  Scabiosa  is  one  of  the  best 
cutting  flowers  in  the  border

single  Peonies  the  delicate,  feathery  beauty  of 
a  bird's  wing,  and  the  great  gold  heart  of  many 
(it  them  ia  worn  like  a  jewel.  Mrs.  Edward 
Harding,  whose  selection  is  printed  elsewhere, 
considers  that  Ama-na-sode  is  still  the  best 
pink  Jap  and  Isami'jishi  still  the  unsurpassed 
white.

(Left)  Because  of  the  red  in  them,  we  may 
need  an  acquired  taste  to  enjoy  Gaillardias. 
They  have  been  subjected  to  successful  hybri- 
dising of  late.  Portola  hybrids  produce  bronzy 
red  flowers  with  gold  tipped  petals.  There  are 
also  a  tangerine,  self-colored  kind  and  one  al- 
most as  pale  as  sulphur.  Copper  crimson  cen- 
ter-   and    orange   margins    characterize    others 


or  it  may  be  due  to  limited  knowledge  about 
those  plants  or  difficulty  in  growing  them 
due  to  our  limited  knowledge.  Consider 
some  of  these  great  groups. 

There  are  vast  quantities  of  Primulas 
about  which  we  have  to  learn  a  meat  deal 
before  they  can  be  grown  here  successfully; 
nevertheless  persistent  amateurs  and  com- 
mercial growers  are  advancing  in  their  ex- 
periments. The  Hellebore  tribe,  with  its 
many  hybrids,  deserves  support  and  wider 
distribution.  We  are  fast  learning  the  deli- 
cate beauty  of  Alyssum  saxatile  citr'inum — a 
softer  tone  than  the  old  yellow  Comfiactum. 
The  Fall  Anemones  or  Japanese  \\rmil- 
flowers,  once  grown,  will  thereafter  be  part 
of  the  garden  family,  although  some  gar- 
deners find  them  reluctant  growers.  The 
Astilbes  are  now  offered  in  a  range  of  deli- 
cate tints  well  worth  considering.  Nor 
should  we  overlook  the  silvery  effects  <>f 
the  ancient  Artemisia  lactiflora. 

When  one  comes  to  the  Bellflowers  the 
choice  is  difficult  to  make,  but  one  can  rare- 
ly go  wrong  on  some  of  the  Telham  hybrids. 
Of  late  I  have  been  deeply  impressed  by 
that  tall  Snakeroot,  Cimicifuga  raccmosa 
Simplex.    The    shrubby    Clematis — Dauid- 


Because  they  are  common  to  our 
New  England  roadsides  and  mea- 
dows we  have  neglected  the  gar- 
den value  of  Michaelmas-daisies. 
England,  however,  has  hybridized 
them  and  often  gives  over  whole 
borders  to  their  line  autumn 
beauty.  They  require  plenty  of 
room  and  an  abundance  of  food 
and  should  be  very  carefully  Staked 


tana  especiall) — offers  a  sturdy  type  of 
growth  and  its  tiny  Hyacinth-like  flowers 
have  a  penetrating  scent.  Even  our  best 
amateurs  have  still  to  plunge  into  that  deep 
pool  of  experiment  and  beauty  offered  by 
the  Eremurus  family.  By  this  time  Gyp- 
sophila  Bristol  Fairy  lias  gained  the  begin- 
ning of  the  popular  distribution  it  deserves 
— much  more  lies  ahead.  We  can  also  show 
discernment  by  growing  some  of  the  newer 
Hemerocallis  hybrids. 

Amateurs  might  well  start  a  revival  ol 
interest  in  the  hardy  grasses.  These  great 
LjTeen  fountains  have  too  long  lain  under 
the  interdict  of  association  with  institu- 
tional planting:  thoughts  oi  Pampas  Crass 
bring  with  them  thoughts  of  prisons,  hos- 
pitals and  homes  for  the  aged,  yet  these 
grasses  have  both  delicate  and  noble  beauty

and   main    of  them   can   be    well   used   for 
the     enrichment     of     herbaceous     borders. 

To  select  the  best  Tall-Bearded  Iris  to- 
day is  a  bewildering  course.  Stiffer  and  stif- 
fer  become  the  judging  standards  oi  the 
.American  Iris  Society,  and  meantime  the 
market  is  awash  with  new  offerings.  Cer- 
tainly the  price  of  the  new  kinds  is  no  indica- 
tion of  their  merit.  We  can  follow  the  rating 
given  by  the  Society,  tempered,  of  course, 
by  our  own  observations  of  the  Ins  grown 
at  nurseries  and  other  gardens.  My  present 
Iris  interest  is  veering  toward  the  smaller 
and  earlier  types — Crtstata  and  the  Pumila 
hybrids,  with  a  longing  eye  cast  at  some  ol 
the  Regio  and  Oncocyclus  hybrids,  accom- 
panied by  an  unwavering  devotion  to  the 
Siberians.  Japanese  Iris  I  am  raising  this 
year  in  large  pots,  which  is  a  custom  ol 
the    Japanese   exhibitors. 

While  almost  anyone  can  succeed  with 
the  ordinary  blue,  white  or  pink  herbaceous 
Lupines,  the  seed  catalogs  here  anil  abroad 
are  now  offering  an  annoying  arraj  ol 
tawny  colors  and  interesting  combinations 
that  seem  to  resent  our  usual  ways.  Some  of 
our  experts  say  that  these  Lupines  should  be 
starved  and  some  surest  treating  them  as

biennials  and  stuffing  them  with  stimulants 
like    a    Strassburg    goose    being    fattened. 

Among  tall  Phloxes  there  are  a  few  new 
kinds  worth  trying,  although  one  feels  that, 
somehow,  the  advancement  is  not  deeply 
marked.  Perhaps  what  we  need  are  not 
newer  Phloxes  hut  Phloxes  better  grown 
— free  of  red  spider  and  mildew. 

Three  more  kinds,  and  then  this  catalog- 
ing must  stop.  Thalictrum,  Trollius  and 
the  Torch  Lilies  or  Tritomas.  Few  flowers 
otter  such  a  light  touch  of  leafage  and  bloom 
to  the  bonier  as  can  the  Meadowrues — 
and  they  are  easily  grown  in  the  normal 
border  soil.  Globe  Flowers  or  Trollius  can 
make  the  front  of  the  border  unforgettable, 
if  well  grown.  Besides,  they  are  as  lovely 
and  lasting  in  the  vase.  Of  the  Tribe  of 
Tritoma  there  is  sealed  almost  the  Biblical 
ten  thousand,  vet  how  few  of  them  we 
grow  here  in  American  gardens!  They  arc 
as  easj  to  grow  from  seed  as  Onions.  In 
hardy  climates  they  require  deep  winter  pro- 
tection or  removal  to  a  frost-proof  cellar 
— no  more  trouble  than  Dahlias — and  their 
range  of  colors  in  the  sulphurs,  yellows, 
oranges  and  reds,  their  variations  of  height 
and  their  seasons  of  blooming  certainly  well 
repay  this  little   trouble. 

But  why,  the  beginning  gardener  may 
protest,  all  this  palaver  about  aristocracy? 
.Aren't  all  flowers  beautiful?  Undoubtedly 
— more  or  less.  So  are  all  homes  homes  and 
cars  cars.  '1  In-  person  really  interested  in 
gardening,  however,  wants  his  or  her  place 
to  be  more  than  the  average.  Just  as  you  can 
judge  a  woman  by  the  linen  on  her  table 
and  a  man  by  the  motor  he  drives,  so  you 
can  judge  a  gardener  by  the  flowers  he 
grows.  A  on  need  not  even  see  the  flowers 
in  bloom — vmi  need  only  walk  around  the 
place  anil  read  the  plant  labels — and  you 
will  soon  know-  it  that  gardener  is  among 
the  aristocracy.  If  he  is  satisfied  with  the 
common  old  roadside  Hemerocallis  you  set 
him  down  as  that  kind  of  gardener,  but  if 
his  label  reads  "Hemerocallis  Sir  Michael 
Fester"  <>r  "H.  Ophir,"  you  know  he  "be- 
longs." A  gardener  is  known  by  the  flower 
i  ompanj   he  tries  to  keep.

sible and  replanting  them  later  in  the  sea- 
son il  their  rearrangement  is  called  for. 
Madonna  Lilies  are  lust  moved  in  August 
and  should  be  replanted  preferably  in  a 
fresh  locality.  If  there  are  shrubs  in  the 
border  they  will  probably  require  only  to 
he  thinned  out  and  to  have  the  soil  about 
them  dug  and  enriched. 

Where  the  border  is  verj  extensive  and 
labor  none  too  plentiful,  it  is  advisable  to 
attempt  only  half  of  it,  or  even  less,  at  a 
time.  A  section  may  be  chosen  for  renova- 
tion each  season,  but  that  section  should 
be  done  thoroughly.  The  work  should  be 
carried  on  as  quickly  and  expeditiously  as 
possible  so  that  the  plants  will  not  be  out 
of  the  ground  longer  than  is  absolutely  nec- 
essary. The  most  thorough  way  is  to  take 
all  the  plants  out  of  the  portion  of  the  bor- 
der that  is  to  be  overhauled,  label  them 
and  cover  them  with  canvas  or  burlap  to 
keep  the  wind  and  sun  from  drying  out  the 
roots.  Then  attack  the  empty  expanse  with 
a  spade,  turning  out  the  soil  section  by  sec- 
tion to  a  depth  of  at  least  eighteen  inches 


— twenty-four  would  be  better — and  add- 
ing a  heavy  dressing  of  cow  or  horse  ma- 
nure. If  the  soil  is  light  and  warm  cow 
manure  is  the  lust  to  use  and  it  should  he- 
worked  down  deeply  where  it  will  help  to 
maintain  cool  rooting  conditions  for  the 
plants;  if  inclined  to  be  heavy,  rather 
straw  \  stable  manure  will  give  it  a  better 
texture  and  a  little  sharp  sand  may  be  add- 
ed. Any  manure  used  at  this  season  must 
be  well  rotted.  In  the  autumn  fresher  stuff 
may  be  employed  with  safety.  Many  good 
gardeners  employ  a  peat  moss  and  bone 
meal  mixture  in  place  of  manure. 

A  majority  of  plants  are  decidedly  the 
better  for  division  every  three  years.  Of 
these  are  such  border  favorites  as  Phlox, 
J\  re  thrums,  Michaelmas-Daisies,  Heleni- 
ums,  tall  Achilleas,  hardy  Salvias,  Helian- 
thus,  Delphiniums,  Campanula  lactiflora, 
Heucheras,  Shasta  Daisies,  Japanese  Irises 
and  so  on.  Peonies,  Japanese  Anemones, 
Fraxinella,  Platycodon,  Funkias,  Christ- 
mas Roses,  Hemerocallis,  Gypsophila  and 
Trollius,  on  the  other  hand,  if  they  are 
thriving,  may  be  left  to  themselves  for  a 
longer  time.  Chrysanthemums  are  best  di- 
vided every  year.  Columbines  divide  poor- 
ly and  it  is  best  to  raise  them  frequently 
from  seed,  thus  maintaining  a  youthful 
stock  to  draw  from.  They  are  not  long 
lived.  Nor  is  it  worth  while  to  divide  Holly- 
hocks save  to  preserve  some  exceptionally 
fine  variety.

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A  Review   Of  Water   Supply   Systems 
For   The   Country   Home

BATHS  upstairs,  downstairs;  run- 
ning water  for  the  garage  and  the  garden; 
the  swimming  pool;  the  wall  fountain — 
few  realize  how  many  gallons  of  water 
flow  under  the  mill  of  the  gods  of  comfort. 
Favored  arc  they  who  can  tap  a  living 
spring  high  on  a  hill  and  run  water  into  the 
house  by  gravity.  But  the  great  majority  of 
homes  must  look  to  the-  depths  of  the  earth 
for  water  via  the  deep  or  shallow  well.  So 
to  meet  the  need  for  a  dependable  home 
supply,  on  which  so  much  of  the  joy  of  coun- 
try living  depends,  modern  engineering  ha 
developed  lor  our  use  highly  efficient  pump- 
ing and  storage  systems  to  raise  the  water 
and  hold  it  against  our  needs. 

DEEP-DRILLED  WELL 

The  so-called  "Artesian"  well  taps  the 
water  flowing  far  below  the  earth's  surface, 
tin-  powerful  hit  of  the  well  driller  boring 
down  seventy-live,  a  hundred,  three  hun- 
dred, even  eight  hundred  hit  before  the 
supply  is  found.  Fame  will  indeed  crown 
the  seer  who  will  some  day  develop  an  un- 
erring instinct  for  finding  the  spot  winch 
will  yield  water  at  a  reasonable  depth — 
under  one  hundred  feet.  For  drilling  a  well 
costs  somewhere  between  lour  and  a  hall 
and  eight  dollars  for  every  foot  tin-  drill 
goes  down.  At  the  present  time,  the  only 
safeguard  against  too  high  expense  is  to 
selei  t  a  driller  of  known  reputation  lor  fair 
dealing,  who  will  not  go  deeper  than  is 
necessary  to  secure  an  adequate  flow.  .Archi- 
tects who  have  limit  homes  in  the  neighbor- 
hood often  know  who  can  best  do  the 
work.  The  performance  and  past  record 
of  one  who  is  more  casually  selected  can 
always  be  checked  up  by  getting  in  touch 
with  his  references. 

Usually  the  man  who  sinks  the  well  does 
not  install  the  system  which  is  to  raise  the 
water.  He  secures  the  flow  and  insures  it 
against  the  admixture  of  surface  water  by 
sinking  a  casing  down  to  bed-rock  and  mak- 
ing this  protecting  pipe  water-tight  with 
concrete.  He  tests  for  the  water  yield  per 
minute,  giving,  in  his  report,  the  depth  of 
the  testing  pump  in  the  well  shaft.  This 
work   done,   he   moves  out  of  the   picture.

Until  the  water  is  actually  secured  and 
measured,  it  is  not  possible  to  select  the 
water  system  to  he  used  in  the  Artesian 
well.  There  are  two  general  types — the 
deep  well  [lump  and  the  shallow  well  pump. 
When  released  by  the  drill,  the  water  in 
the  well  immediately  seeks  and  holds  the 
level  of  its  origin,  perhaps  thousands  of  miles 
away.  It  ma)-  bubble  up  right  to  the  surface 
so  that  the  shallow  well  pump  with  its 
simpler  machinery  can  Ik-  employed.  Or  it 
may  lurk  deep  down  at  some  point  below 
the  22  foot  level,  which  is  the  satisfaction 
limit  for  this  type  of  equipment.  In  the 
latter  case,  the  more  costly  deep  well  pump 
will  have  to  he  installed,  with  its  cylinder 
down  deep  in  the  water  and  its  pump  direct- 
ly over  the  well  shaft.  The  deeper  the 
cylinder  must  he  set,  the  more  power  will 
lie  needed  to  operate  it. 

SURFACE  WELL 

The  "surface  well"  employs  an  entirely 
different  principle  from  the  Artesian  or 
deep-drilled  well.  For  the  former  draws 
on  the  water  contained  in  the  soil  above  the 
rock  foundation  of  the  earth.  In  sandy  land 
near  the  sea,  or  where  expense  is  a  factor 
that  must  be  given  great  consideration, 
the  shallow  driven  well  can  give  real  satis- 
faction, provided  the  water  is  frequently 
tested  by  a  skilled  bacteriologist  for  the  dan- 
gerous colon  bacillus,  which  only  too  often 
renders  surface   water   unfit   for   drinking. 

In  making  a  shallow  well,  the  "water 
sand"  is  tapped  by  sinking  a  casing.  A  small- 
er pipe  is  lowered  into  this.  At  the  lower 
end  of  the  inner  pipe  is  a  ten  foot  strainer, 
coarse  for  a  gravelly  soil,  fine  for  a  sandy 
one.  Now  the  larger  outside  pipe  is  drawn 
up  until  the  full  length  of  the  strainer  can 


function.  The  shallow  well  pump  will  be 
used  here,  as  it  is  when  the  brook  is  put 
to  work  or  a  spring  becomes  the  water 
source.  This  type  of  pumping  system  will 
operate  with  satisfaction  wherever  the  water 
is  within  approximately  22  feet,  straight 
down,  of  the  surface.  Unlike  the  deep  well 
pump,  which  must  be  set  directly  over  the 
well,  the  shallow  well  equipment  can  be 
set  in  the  cellar  of  the  house,  or  wherever 
desired,  although  the  storage  tank  should 
be  set  as  near  the  pump  as  possible  to 
eliminate  friction  losses  in  power. 

SELECTION  FEATURES 

Many  companies  manufacture  both  the 
deep  ami  shallow  types  of  pumping  equip- 
ment, employing  electricity  or  gasoline  as 
piower  medium.  By  selecting  a  well  estab- 
lished company  of  unquestioned  integrity 
the  equipment  is  not  likely  to  be  orphaned 
while  there  may  still  be  need  of  replace- 
ments. For  even  a  deep  well  pump,  with 
the  wear  it  receives,  should  give  at  least 
fifteen  years  of  service,   with  proper  care. 

The  experts  of  the  company  selected  will 
advise  on  the  size  and  type  of  equipment 
best  suited  to  individual  requirements.  They 
can  also  be  consulted  after  the  pump  is  in- 
stalled, should  any  additional  points  need 
explanation.  These  specialists  strongly  sug- 
gest that  the  pump  be  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  handle  future  demands  upon  it.  Where 
the  demand  for  water  is  intermittent  and 
for  short  periods,  it  is  more  economical  to 
put  in  a  relatively  small  pump  with  tank 
large  enough  to  supply  these  short  period 
demands.  The  peak  requirements  are  es- 
timated and  tank  and  pump  are  selected 
whose  combined  capicity  will  meet  these 
demands.  If  there  are  no  peak  demands  on 
the  system,  it  is  customary  to  estimate  the 
total  daily  requirements  and  then  select  a 
pump  with  a  capacity  in  gallons  per  hour 
equal  to  one-half  and  a  tank  with  a  total 
capacity  of  one-half  the  estimated  daily  re- 
quirements. For  the  gasoline  driven  outfit, 
the  same  size  pump  should  be  used  but  the 
tank  should  have  a  total  capacity  equal  to 
two  times  the  total  daily  requirements.

The  fine  detailing  so  noticeable  on  the  exterior  of  Mrs.

As  modern  as  its  location  on  a  narrow  terrace  in  tl 
arc  the  furniture  and  decorations  of  this  sky  verandah 
outside  a  New  York  city  apartment.  On  the  wall  side  is  a 
semi-circular  fountain  of  fluted  concrete  lined  with  p.de 
green  tiles  and  embellished  with  red  and  black  mosaics, 
laid  herringbone  fashion.

Planting   And   Seeding  Seasons 
Throughout  The   lulled   States 


Allien  II.  Tavlor 


I  III  study  of  planting;  seasons  is  a 
most  fascinating  story.  In  our  great  coun- 
try, covering  approximately  3,000,000 
square  miles  and  measuring  approximately 
1,600  miles  from  north  to  south,  there  is  a 
wide  variety  of  topography,  ar.d  a  difference 
in  elevations  from  sea  level  to  mountain 
ranges  averaging  14,000  feet.  There  is  no 
single  country  in  the  world,  with  the  possi- 
ble exception  of  Russia,  which  enjoys  such 
a  wide  variation  in  climatic  conditions.  Our 
plant  enthusiasts  may  enjoy  the  variations 
in  plant  materials  ranging  from  those  adap- 
ted to  the  southernmost  part  of  Florida  in 
the  tropical  zone,  to  the  very  hardy  trees 
and  shrubs  adapted  to  the  cold  climate  of 
Minnesota  and  North  Dakota  in  the  Cana- 
dian zone.  If  we  shall  venture  beyond  the 
border   and    into   Canada,   we   will  find   an 


even  greater  range  of  planting  problems. 
Climate  with  its  wide  variations  in  sea- 
sons naturally  bears  very  directly  on  prob- 
lems o|  planting  which,  with  few  excep- 
tions, is  normally  done  during  the  dormant 
season  or  during  the  "resting  period"  in 
plant  growth.  The  majority  of  our  plant 
materials  have  a  period  of  very  active 
growth  followed  by  a  period  of  ripening 
and  this  period  is  followed  by  a  "rest  peri- 
od" known  as  the  "dormant  condition."  In 
addition  to  the  direct  effect  of  climate  upon 
planting  problems,  we  further  find  that 
seasons  for  planting  are  affected  bv  local 
conditions  of  soil,  rainfall,  snowfall,  sud- 
den local  changes  in  temperature,  condi- 
tions of  exposure,  relative  elevations  from 
lowland  to  mountain  country,  and  prox- 
imity to  large  bodies  of  water. 


The  information  contained  in  this  arti- 
cle has  been  accumulated  over  a  period  of 
approximately  ten  years.  During  this  peri- 
od the  author  has  verified  and  checked, 
through  as  many  sources  as  possible,  the 
conditions  relating  to  lengths  of  planting 
and  seeding  seasons  in  various  parts  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada.  Much  credit  is 
due  to  the  many  individuals,  too  numerous 
to  mention,  who  have  cooperated  in  this 
important  work  and  who  have  given  to  the 
author  the  benefit  of  their  definite  experi- 
ence in  the  localities  where  they  have  been 
working.  In  connection  with  each  of  the 
stations,  representative  of  the  general  condi- 
tions in  the  surrounding  territory  shown 
on  the  map  of  planting  zones,  as  mam- 
opinions  as  practical  have  been  obtained. 
Where  these  opinions  concerning  the  length 
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of  the  planting  and  seeding  seasons,  or  the 
location  of  the  dividing  lines  between  the 
different  sections  of  the  map,  varied  to  any 
marked  degree,  the  author  has  carefully 
checked  with  the  sources  of  information 
and  with  new  sources  of  information  to 
make  certain  that  the  average  normal  sea- 
son has  been  selected.  The  information  has 
been  collected  from  landscape  architects, 
park  superintendents,  estate  superinten- 
dents, gardeners,  nurserymen,  experiment 
station  workers  and  other  people  who  cus- 
tomarily plant  large  quantities  of  ornamen- 
tal plants  each  year. 

The  stations  from  which  information 
has  been  secured  were  selected  so  as  to  cov- 
er, as  nearly  as  possible,  the  centers  of 
greatest  activity  in  each  of  the  different  cli- 
matic zones  shown  on  the  accompanying 
map  of  planting  zones.  The  primary  inten- 
tion is  to  make  this  information  available 
and  of  real  value  for  those  places  where 
the  largest  volume  of  ornamental  planting 
occurs,  or  is  likely  to  occur. 

The  value  of  the  charts  is  very  great  as 
a  guide  to  those  who  have  given  little  study 
to  average  planting  seasons  ami,  especially, 
to  those  who  may  have  occasion  to  solve 
planting  problems  in  parts  of  the  country 
other  than  where  they  have  been  living. 
The  charts  make  a  most  interesting  study 
in  relative  seasons  as  one  goes  from  the 
north  to  the  south  or  from  ocean  level  to 
mountainous  country.  They  show  some  un- 
usual facts  concerning  planting  seasons,  as 
explained  in  the  following  paragraphs,  and 
concerning  which  only  careful  study  reveals 
the  real  conditions. 


The  data  collected  at  many  important 
stations  throughout  the  United  States  has 
been  plotted  on  the  charts,  in  a  sequence 
largely  based  upon  the  length  of  the  plant- 
ing seasons  for  deciduous  plants.  These 
charts  show,  first,  how  the  total  number  of 
available  planting  days  in  a  year  is  reduced 
very  materially  along  the  northern  bound- 
ary by  the  long  and  unfavorable  winter 
season  which  creates  well-defined  short 
spring  and  fall  planting  seasons,  and,  sec- 
ondly, how  the  reduction  in  the  length  of  the 
unfavorable  winter  season,  as  one  follows 
the  stations  southward  or  toward  the  coasts, 
does  not  very  materially  increase  the  total 
number  of  available  working  days  except 
in  a  few  locations,  until  the  winter  season 
becomes  the  working  season. 

These  charts  have  been  prepared  to  cover 
the  most  important  general  classifications 
of  plant  materials  used  in  landscape  work, 
namely  evergreens,  deciduous  hard  wooded 
material,  and  lawn  grasses  commonly 
grown  from  seeds.  Opposite  each  of  the 
stations  listed  in  these  charts  for  the  plant- 
ing seasons  are  shown  graphically  the  av- 
erage opening  and  closing  dates  for  plant- 
ing in  that  locality,  and  one  may  assume  that 
normal   planting   operations   may   continue 


The  charts  on  this  and  the  fol- 
lowing pages  show  graphically 
the  planting  seasons  in  various 
parts  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  number  of  days  during 
which  conditions  are  likely  to 
he  favorable.  They  are  the  re- 
sult of  ten  years'  careful  investi- 
gation by  one  of  America's 
foremost    gardening    authorities 
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at  any  time  within  those  limits.  The  aver- 
age total  number  of  planting  days  in  each 
year  is  also  shown.  This  covers  the  actual 
number  of  days  for  planting  operations,  de- 
ductions having  been  made  for  Sundays. 

It  is  obviously  impossible  in  any  tabula- 
tion or  chart  covering  the  United  States  to 
give  detailed  consideration  to  the  many  ex- 
ceptions to  the  normal  planting  and  seeding 
seasons  which  are  caused  by  small  varia- 
tions in  altitude,  conditions  of  soil  and  ex- 
posure, and  methods  of  handling  stock. 
Wherever  important  exceptions  to  the  gen- 
eral ideas  underlying  the  chart  and  map 
have  occurred,  the  author  has  endeavored 
in  this  article  to  note  some  of  them. 

Information  such  as  is  compiled  in  this 
article  is  often  too  technical  and  not  ar- 
ranged in  a  way  which  is  of  practical  value 
to  the  average  home  owner.  For  those  who 
have  not  studied  a  tabulation  such  as  is  con- 
tained in  the  charts,  the  following  explana- 
tion may  be  of  assistance. 

If  one  desires  to  determine  the  length  of 
a  planting  season  for  deciduous  plants  such 
as  Lilacs,  Viburnums,  etc.,  under  Cleve- 
land conditions  (Station  21  ),  he  will  note- 
on  the  chart  that  the  line  indicating  the 
average  length  of  the  spring  planting  sea- 
son begins  at  approximately  the  end  of  the 
last  week  in  March  ami  ends  with  the  close 
of  the  third  week  in  May.  Since  no  one  can 
definitely  determine  in  advance  planting 
seasons  which  are  so  dependent  upon  the 
varying  weather  conditions  from  year  to 
year,  the  length  of  these  seasons  as  shown 
by  these  tabulations  must  be  considered  as

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Informal   French   Houses   Give   Hints 


To   American  Architects 


0<m*;iI«I  K.  I»>«»rliii»s 


FHERE  are  some  architectural  styles 
which  are  so  archaeological  that  on  meeting 
iln  owner  coming  forth  one  feels  inclined 
to  exclaim,  "But  mj  dear  fellow,  where 
arc  your  cavalier  boots,  your  ruff,  and  the 
plume  in  your  hat?"  And  there  arc  some 
others  which  have  become  so  dried  up  and 
hackneyed  that  to  their  owners  one  can  only 
mentally  mumble,  "Poor  chap!" 

Quite  naturally  one  does  not  feel  the 
urge  to  build  a  house  of  either  type.  Even 
though  one  had  the  funds  to  recreate  a 
maison  de  Jacques  Occur,  the  feeling  is  that 
a  house  must  be  a  part  of  one's  workaday 
wear  and  not  a  museum  exhibition  piece. 
Turning  to  the  French  sector  of  possibilities 
there  arc  ideas  aplenty  from  all  provinces 
— perhaps  too  many,  for  the  abundance  has 
led  many  a  house  to  cut  capers  with  de- 
tails hail  1112  from  Provence  to  Brittany.  La 
belle  France  has  such  a  coquettish  and  con- 
vincing way  of  making  every  cottage  and 
grande  maison  seem  the  very  thing  for  your 
.American  home,  that  the  temptation  is  to 
throw  discretion  to  the  winds  and  assemble 
from  lure,  tlure  and  everywhere,  lint  if 
your  architect  can  catch  the  spirit  rather 
than  the  letter,  he  will  be  able  to  fashion  you 
a  house  which  will  be  as  American  as  your- 
self, yet  with  such  a  cultural  background 
that  u  will  serve  rather  to  make  it  gracious

A  modern  house  adapted  from 
the  informal  French,  with  open 
forecourt  and  garage  in  front, 
small  enclosed  garden  at  the  rear, 
and  a  kitchen  yard.  It  may  be  en- 
larged by  stages,  provides  cross' 
ventilation  in  the  main  rooms  and 
affords     a    picturesque    grouping 
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and  intimate  than  "correct"  and  stiff-necked. 

It  is  as  difficult  to  draw  complete  repre- 
sentative compositions  and  details  of  the 
informal  French  house  adapted  to  Ameri- 
can needs,  as  it  would  lie  to  delineate  in- 
formal attire.  Where  to  begin,  where  to 
end,  what  to  select?  It  is  impossible  to  cover 
the  field.  However,  it  is  feasible  to  select  a 
single  golfing  costume,  another  for  sailing, 
one  for  lounging  about  and  another  for 
street  wear.  And  similarly  in  the  accom- 
panying illustrations,  there  are  houses  for 
the  flat  plot  and  the  sloping,  various  solu- 
tions for  the  garage  and  garden  problems, 
and  sundry  details  of  roof,  dormers,  chim- 
neys, doors  and  windows.  There  are  certain 
to  be  others  just  as  good  or  even  better, 
as  with  any  strict  ensemble  which  milady 
might  select,  but  at  least  they  indicate  the 
general  cut  which  is  safe,  economic  and 
sensible  to  follow. 

It  is  not  national  borders  which  separate 
one  architectural  style  from  another,  but 
climate,  indigenous  building  materials  and 
prosperity.  So  it  is  but  little  wonder  that  in 
the  south  of  France  the  architecture  should 
be  similar  to  Northern  Italian  or  Northern 
Spanish,  and  in  Normandy  to  be  closely  akin 
to  the  half-timber  work  of  Southern  En- 
gland. There  is  therefore  a  variety  of  mass- 
ing and  details  which  runs  the  entire  gamut, 
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(Above)  This  suggested  mod' 
em  house  on  a  flat  plot  pro- 
vides a  garage  runway  at  the 
right,  reaching  the  garage  at 
the  street  level,  while  a  per- 
gola-covered  walk  leads  to  the 
house  up  two  short  (lights  of 
steps.  Ascending  two  terraci 
each  distinctive,  always  adds 
to  the  genet  al  interesl .  The  kit- 
chen is  above  the  garage  and 
connected  to  it  by  rear  stairs 


The  informal  French  house 
adapted  to  modern  needs  is 
especially  suited  to  building  in 
stages.  At  the  upper  right  is 
a  house  which  might  well  have 
begun  with  only  the  central 
two-story  portion  and  tower. 
Additions  to  right  and  left 
could  have  been  made  at  dif- 
ferent times.  The  houses  at  the 
bottom  emphasise  the  vertical 
and  the  horizontal,  re  ;  e<  ti\  i  I . 
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and  a  usage  of  materials  embracing  stone, 
brick,  plaster  and  half-timber.  Yet  withal 
the  well-built  houses  of  the  French  bour- 
geoisie and  peasants  are  the  same  in  essen- 
tials from  one  boundary  to  another:  they 
were  built  to  serve  a  purpose — not  erected 
for  mere  picturesque  effect.  They  were  built 
with  a  craftsman's  directness  and  simplic- 
ity so  that  they  have  outlived  the  centuries 
probably  better  than  those  produced  in  any 
other  country. 

So  well  have  French  houses  been  con- 
structed that  many  which  were  originally 
Gothic  half-timber  have  since  been  plas- 
tered over  in  the  manner  of  the  Transitional 
or  High  Renaissance,  if  not  in  some  sub- 
sequent period.  Having  undergone  and  sur- 
vived successive  periods,  many  of  them  of- 
fer excellent  suggestions  which  point  the 
way  at  this  time  when  the  vogue  rightly 
favors  simplicity  and  frank  expression  of 
utility.  To  build  well  is  more  sound  real 
estate  sense  than  we  appreciate,  we  who 
build  a  house  to  last  only  for  fifteen  years 
and  then  move  into  another  new  one.  In- 
stead of  a  decreasing  valuation  after  the 
first  ten  years,  were  we  to  build  as  well  and 
artistically  as  in  France,  the  mellowing  and 
weathering  and  planting  would  serve  us 
as  profitably  as  the  staunchly-built  and  now 
highly-prized  houses  of  the  Colonial  high- 
tide,  and  more  than  offset  any  necessary 
plumbing  or  heating  renovations. 

When  we  see  a  colorful  or  picturesque 
French  feature  it  is  only  natural  to  like  it 
to  the  extent  of  wanting  to  duplicate  it. 
I  o  do  so  seems  such  a  simple  matter.  The 
architect  lias  only  to  repeat  dimensions,  ma-

The  simpler  the  roof  details 
the  better  they  are.  At  the  left 
in  the  drawing  is  a  stone  dor- 
mer, with  a  gutter  which  is 
the  only  roof  projection  be- 
yond the  wall.  A  gentle  curve 
Marts  the  roof's  upward  swing. 
lo  the  right,  a  wooden  dor- 
mer with  full  length  French 
doors     and     divided     shutters 
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tcrial  and  color.  But  the  result  is  likely  to 
be  as  much  like  the  original  as  any  stuffed 
bird  in  a  glass  case  is  like  its  relatives  still 
singing  in  their  native  haunts.  What  looks 
natural  to  a  French  house  is  due  in  part  to 
its  perfect  relationship  to  everything  else 
around  it.  But  take  it  bodily  to  your  taxi- 
dermist, surround  it  by  sawed  off  branches 
and  a  painted  scenic  background,  and  you 
will  not  get  the  color,  the  luster  or  the  music 
you  expected.  Preferable  by  far  is  it  to  ask 
your  architect  to  begin  by  giving  you  the 
number  of  rooms  which  you  require,  laid 
out  conveniently  and  in  such  manner  that 
additional  ones  may  readily  be  added.  Do  it 
as  imaginatively  as  possible,  and  if  there  be 
a  job  which  can  be  given  to  a  tower,  em- 
ploy it — otherwise  not.  If  it  works  out  so 
that  a  garage  can  be  at  a  lower  level,  with 
interior  stairs  as  well  as  exterior  terraces 
leading  up  to  the  main  living  floor,  all  to 
the  good.  If  the  garage  must  be  at  the  living 
floor  level,  try  to  make  it  deserving  of  its 
proximity  by  some  such  forecourt  means 
as  those  that  are  suggested  in  the  accom- 
panying  drawings. 

In  any  case,  even  though  the  style  your 
house  adopts  is  not  informal  French,  it  is 
well  to  remember  that  the  more  private 
your  house  is  to  the  outside  world,  the  more 
inviting  it  is  to  anyone  who  enters  its  outer 
compass.  The  house  which  stands  by  itself 
on  stilts  in  the  middle  of  the  most  valuable 
one-thousand-acre  site  will  not  look  as  much 
like  a  "home"  as  the  one  which  is  sur- 
rounded by  genial  planting  and  forecourt 
walls  on  the  smallest  and  meanest  plot  in 
{Continued  on  fage  114)

esque asset  when  it  adjoins  a 
stair  tower  Entrance  to  the 
house  may  be  by  interior  door 
to  the  tower,  exterior  door 
at  court  level,  or  exterior  stair 
to  living  room.

\  POPULAR  insulating;  material  has 
been  combined  with  a  metal  plaster  base  in 
such  a  way  that  both  may  be  installed  as  one 
unit.  The  diamond  mesh  lath  serves  as  a 
permanent  ami  rigid  base  fur  plaster,  yet  no 
plaster  comes  in  contact  with  the  insulating 
material  to  impair  its  value.  This  metal  in- 
sulating lath  is  supplied  in  24  by  48  inch 
sheets  which  are  to  be  butted  together,  the 
fibers  interlocking  and  forming  a  continuous 
insulating  sheet.  The  lath  may  be  either 
nailed    or  stapled    into  place. 

LIGHTED    MIRROR 

A  MIRROR-FACED  bathroom  cab- 
inet, or  merely  a  mirror  il  preferred,  has 
slots  along  its  vertical  edges  in  which  are 
<lei  trie  light  brackets  that  slide  up  or  down 
to  a  desired  point.  Lights  can  be  placed  just 
where  needed  lor  best  illumination. 

There  is  no  exposed  wiring,  no  clips,  nuts 
or  adjustments,  nothing  to  take  care  of, 
nothing  to  cause  trouble.

I  lu-^e-  edge  lighted 
cabinets  come  completely  wired  and  as- 
sembled. Installation  is  simple  and  inexpen- 
sive. Put  a  single  outlet  is  required. 

STEEL  JOISTS 

lO  MEET  the  demand  for  economi- 
cal, lightweight  and  fireproof  floors,  an  open 
truss  steel  joist  has  been  developed.  So  made 
as  to  have  high  resistance  to  buckling  strains, 
pressure  electric  welding  is  used  to  make 
positive  connections  at  all  joints.  Under- 
slung  design  permits  maximum  head  room 
under  supporting  girders.  The  open  web  al- 
lows the  passage  of  pipes  anil  conduits  of 
any  number  and  in  any  direction. 

Suited  to  use  in  all  residences,  economy  is 
gained  through  light  weight  and  rapid  erec- 
tion. A  concrete  slab,  giving  the  very  im- 
portant fireproof  floor  construction,  is 
usually  laid  over  the  tops  of  these  joists. 
Wood  nailing  strips  are  embedded  in  the 
concrete    and    wood    floors    may    be    nailed

BUILDING  PAPER 

Modern  thought  has  convened 

building  paper  into  a  much  more  vital  factor 
m  building  economy.  This  product  now 
serves  main'  purposes  and  is  so  strong  it  can 
hardly  be  torn.  Two  layers  of  kraft  paper, 
two  of  asphaltum  and  non-elastic,  untwisted 
crossed  fibers  are  formed,  by  heat  and  pres- 
sure, to  produce  a  product  so  waterproof  it 
will  bold  water  for  months  and  so  rtl 
we  are  told,  no  weather  will  affect  it. 

Careless  application  will  not  damage  tins 
new  paper;  it  is  applied  without  battens. 
Thus  in  walls  and  under  roofs  unbroken 
protection  is  secured,  entrance  of  moisture 
and   infiltration  of  cold  air  are  stopped. 

Under  hardwood  floors,  this  paper  is  bent 
up  four  inches  about  the  base  and  the  base- 
board brought  down  over  it.  This  provides 
a  cold  air  stop  and  also  a  stop  against  dust, 
smoke,  gases  and  vermin.  As  moisture  is 
prevented  from  coming  up,  a  major  cause  of 
cupping  and  buckling  in  floors  is  eliminated. 

Flexibility  is  such  that  builders  can  carry 
it  around  the  heads,  sills  and  jambs  of  all 
openings  for  frames.  It  can  also  be  carried 
around   corner  posts  both   ways,  over   roof 


ridges   and    to   the    bottom    of   roof   valleys. 

Curing  sidewalks  and  basement  floors  is 
another  use  for  this  paper;  here  it  assures 
strength,  density  ami  hardness,  and  at  the 
same  time  protects  against  stains,  construc- 
tion dirt  ami  abrasions. 

If  the  tennis  court  is  covered  with  it  in 
fall,  the  ground  will  not  abseirb  so  much 
moisture  during  the  winter,  and  heaving  of 
the  earth  when  frost  comes  out  will  be  far 
less.

HANDY  DRAINER

appliance  for  making  easy  the  filling  or 
emptying  of  washing  machines.  When  it  is 
attached  to  laundry  faucets,  one  may  run 
mixed  cold  and  hot  water  into  the  tubs  or, 
through  a  separate  hose,  into  a  washing  ma- 
chine. After  adjustment,  when  water  is  sent 
directly  into  the  tub  the  side  hose  becomes 
a  syphon  that  empties  the  machine.  The 
device  does  not  have  te>  be  changed  about 
from  one  faucet  to  another.  There  are  no 
moving  parts;  it  will  wear  for  a  lifetime. 
'I  here  is  also  a  faucet  adapter  that  con- 
verts  any  smooth  faucet  into  a  standard 
threaded  type  in  order  te>  permit  easy  at- 
t.u  linient    of   the    drainer   or   other    device. 

RADIATOR    CONTROL 

A  THERMOSTATIC  device  is  of- 
fered for  automatically  and  individually  con- 
trolling the  steam  supply  to  each  radiator  on 
two-pipe  systems.  This  good  looking  little 
unit  gives  temperature  control  to  each  room. 

As  long  as  an  adequate  heating  system  is 
in  operation,  the  elderly  occupant  of  one 
room  may  bask  in  a  temperature  of  80  de- 
grees, while  the  young  son  may  keep  himself 
"hard"  in  a  room  where  the  thermometer 
registers  6S  degrees.  An  atmosphere  at  a 
predetermined  constant  is  always  main- 
tained regardless  of  changes  in  pressure  or 
variations  in  outside  temperature. 

This  device,  small  and  easily  regulated, 
is  designed  to  control  the  difficult  times  when

Dooryard   Gardens 
Bring   Charm   To 
House   Entrances 

L.  &  J.  Bush-Brown 


»»  E  hear  a  great  deal  these  days 
about  the  better  planning  of  the  suburban 
lot.  Everyone  will  agree  that  the  present 
practice  of  placing  the  house  near  the  street 
and  allowing  as  much  space  as  possible  in 
the  rear  which  may  be  used  as  a  garden 
area  is  infinitely  preferable  to  the  old  meth- 
od. A  generation  ago  and  even  a  few  de- 
cades ago,  it  seemed  to  be  a  generally  ac- 
cepted fact  that  tlie  only  possible  future  for 
any  ground  in  the  rear  of  the  house  was 
that  of  being  a  backyard.  And  what  a 
dreary  prospect  it  was  for  any  piece  of  land 
— just  to  be  a  backyard,  filled  with  clothes- 
lines and  ash  cans,  with  perhaps  a  bit  of  a 
vegetable  garden  or  a  fruit  tree  or  two  as 
redeeming  features!  Today  we  have  come 
to  realize  the  great  advantages  of  the  house 
so  planned  that  the  kitchen  and  concen- 
trated service  area  are  toward  the  street 
anil  the  living  quarters  open  upon  the  gar- 
den at  the  rear.  Fortunate  indeed  are  those 
of  us  who  dwell  in  such  a  home  or  who 
have  been  able  to  convert  our  old-fash- 
ioned back  yards  into  pleasant  outdoor  liv- 
ing quarters. 

There  are  thousands  of  houses,  how- 
ever, scattered  throughout  the  country, 
built  according  to  plans  which  are  far  from 
this  ideal,  and  in  many  cases  it  seems  an 
almost  hopeless  undertaking  to  attempt  to 
do  much  of  anything  with  their  backyards. 
Since  the  advent  of  the  automobile,  the 
garage  and  driveway  have,  in  many  in- 
stances, cut  a  considerable  slice  off  the  yard 
area  in  the  rear  and  with  the  kitchen  and 
cellar  doors  opening  out  upon  it,  it  often 
seems  wiser  to  let  it  serve  its  humble  and 
utilitarian  function  of  producing  a  few  veg- 
etables or  providing  a  play  area  for  the 
children  rather  than  to  attempt  to  convert 
it  into  a  garden  spot.  Where  circumstances 
of  this  sort  exist  one  wonders  where  one 
can  Lrrow  a  few  flowers  in  order  to  have  a 


The  dooryard  garden  is  naturally 
associated  with  houses  of  a  cottage 
character,  for  it  is  an  essentially 
intimate  sort  of  planting.  One  of 
its  best  expressions  is  found  along 
such    entrance    walks   as    this    one

Dooryard  gardens  in  the  old  days  were 
enclosed  by  fences  or  walls,  chiefly 
for  reasons  of  protection.

hit  of  bloom  and  color  during  the  summer 
months,  and  the  dooryard  garden  seems  to 
fill  this  great  need. 

In  England  these  little  dooryard  gardens 
are  to  be  seen  everywhere.  Most  of  them 
are  very  simple  and  unpretentious  and  yet 
they  are  perfectly  charming.  Throughout 
the  rural  districts  every  little  cottage  has 
something  in  the  way  of  a  garden  and  in 
the  villages,  even  though  there  be  but  the 
space  of  a  few  feet  between  the  dwelling 
and  the  street,  it  is  filled  with  flowers. 
Many  of  these  little  gardens  look  today 
very  much  as  they  must  have  looked  in  the 
day  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  for  they  are  filled 
with  old-fashioned  flowers  and  they  pos- 
sess a  quaint,  romantic  charm.  They  give 
one  the  impression  that  they  have  remained 
unchanged  through  the  passing  years.  In 
the  little  Cotswold  village  of  Bibury-on- 
Coln  there  is  a  row  of  picturesque  stone 
cottages,  separated  from  the  village  street  by 
hardly  more  than  a  foot  of  ground,  and 
yet  before  each  cottage  door  there  is  a  bit 
of  garden.  In  this  country,  where  we  have 
been  so  profligate  with  land,  we  would  not 
have  thought  such  a  trifling  strip  worth 
bothering  with,  but  not  so  in  England. 
There,  naplot  of  ground  is  too  small  to  be 
thought  of  in  terms  of  a  garden. 

When  our  forefathers  came  to  this  coun- 
try from  England  they  brought  with  them 
this  inherent  love  for  gardening  and  old 
records  tell  us  that  hardly  had  their  homes 
been  established  in  the  wilderness  of  the 
New  World  before  there  were  flowers 
growing     in     their     dooryards.     Naturally 
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enough  these  ancestors  of  ours  planted  gar- 
dens  here  similar  to  those  which  they  had 
known  and  loved  in  their  native  England 
and  so  it  came  to  be  that  one  of  the  earli- 
est expressions  of  garden  design  in  the  Col- 
onies was  the  dooryard  garden.  It  was  the 
simple,  logical  outpouring  of  a  love  for 
flowers  and  for  the  beautiful.  In  the  early 
days  of  the  Colonies  there  was  little  time 
for  anything  save  the  struggle  for  a  bare 
existence  and  yet  many  a  good  housewife 
must  have  found  a  few  moments  during 
her  busy  day  to  spend  in  her  garden.  To  be 
sure,  it  was  but  a  tiny  plot  beside  her  door, 
filled  with  Gillyflowers  and  Mignonette 
anil  a  few  spicy  herbs  for  flavorings,  and 
yet,  what  must  such  a  garden  have  meant 
to  the  one  who  tended  it!  It  must  some- 
times have  seemed  the  only  link  between 
her  life  in  the  old  world  and  the  new.  The 
pungent  fragrance  of  the  flowers  must  have 
helped  to  keep  fresh  the  memory  of  the 
garden  where  she  had  played  as  a  child  in 
some  English  village. 

To  this  day  we  almost  invariably  asso- 
ciate the  dooryard  garden  with  the  Colo- 
nial. The  very  words  bring  to  mind  a  pic- 


Thc  English  have  a  way  of  making 
delightful  little  gardens  in  places 
which  we  in  America  would  neg- 
lect. They  have  developed  door- 
yard planting  to  its  highest  degree, 
as  exemplified  by  these  old  stone 
cottages   beside   a    Cotswold    street 


ture  of  some  little  Cape  Cod  cottage  with 
its  trim  green  shutters  and  neat  picket  fence 
enclosing  a  tiny  garden,  or  of  a  more  state- 
ly dwelling  on  some  Elm-shaded  village 
street  with  flowers  along  the  path  leading 
to  the  door.  Practically  all  of  the  gardens 
of  Colonial  times  were  enclosed  by  a  fence 
which  was  in  those  days  considered  more 
of  a  necessity  than  an  ornament.  In  the 
early  days  of  the  settlement  of  this  coun- 
try, cattle  and  animals  of  all  kinds  were  al- 
lowed to  roam  at  will  and  in  order  to  pro- 
tect one's  home  it  was  necessary  to  have 
a  fence  or  a  barrier  of  some  kind.  Many  sec- 
tions of  the  country  required  it  by  law. 

But  as  time  went  on  and  the  country  be- 
came more  thickly  settled,  laws  were  en- 
acted which  forbade  people  to  allow  their 
livestock  to  roam  at  large  and  there  was  no 
longer  the  actual   need   for  a    fence   about 


one's  home  or  garden.  And  with  the  pass- 
ing of  the  fence  came  the  passing  of  the 
dooryard  garden  as  it  had  existed  in  Co- 
lonial times.  Also,  as  is  so  often  the  case, 
the  pendulum  swung  to  the  other  extreme 
and  for  years  fences  or  barriers  of  an)'  kind 
were  quite  out  of  fashion.  One's  lawn  and 
dwelling  lay  open  to  the  public  view  and 
people  in  the  villages  and  small,  towns  anil 
suburbs  seemed  content  to  sit  upon  their 
front  porches  watching  the  world  go  by. 
The  vast  majority  of  houses  built  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  last  century  were  of 
this  type. 

Fortunately,  however,  a  reaction  has  set 
in  and  the  present  tendency  is  to  again  give 
the  home  something  in  the  way  of  privacy 
anil  seclusion.  Indeed,  these  seem  such 
priceless  attributes  that  one  wonders  how 
our  parents  and  grandparents  could  will- 
ingly have  sacrificed  them.  With  the  re- 
turn of  this  ideal  we  are  beginning  again 
to  have  properties  bounded  by  walls  or  neat 
picket  fences  or  In'  hedges  of  living  green 
and  we  are  again  coming  to  realize  the 
possibilities  of  the  dooryard  garden.  So

Coffin:  English;  crust-mold  for 
meat-pie. 

Collecting:  Little  interest  in  old 
pewter  until  20th  Century;  few  col- 
lectors, and  little  known  of  it.  Nota- 
ble museum  ami  private  collections 
now  being  made.  English:  Guildhall 
Museum,  large  vessels  ami  fine  table 
plate,  from  16th  Century;  Victoria 
and  Albert  Museum,  massive  pieces, 
some  silvered;  many  private  collec- 
tions by  members  of  the  Pewter  Col- 
lectors' Society  ami  otters.

Chapnet,  English,  17th  (.'cntury,  small 
vessel.  Scotch  communion  tokens, 
about  1  inch  diameter,  stamped  round 
or  hexagonal;  17th  Century — larger 
with  date  and  monogram;  ISth  Cen- 
turj minister's    initials    occasional. 

Ecuelle:  French  eared  broth  bowl 
or  vegetable  dish.

Body,  cylindrical,  tapering, 
bulbous  at  bottom,  or  pear-shaped. 
English,  Irish,  and  Scotch  variants 
with  C-shaped  or  other  handles;  lids, 
finials,  and  thumb-pieces  varied. 

Florentine  dish:  English,  1  Sth  Cen- 
tury and   Liter;  serving  dish   for  meat.

Goddard:  English;  from  French 
godet ;  tankard,  two  sizes,  largest  size 
w  ith  dolphin  ears. 

Guilds:  English;  1  34S — earliest 
record  of  Pewterers'  Company  "Ordi- 
nances," London.  147  3 — "The  Craft 
of  Pewterers."  1612 — "Company  of 
Pewterers."  "Worshipful  Company  oi 
Pewterers,"  London,  supreme  in  in- 
fluence throughout  England.  Other 
guilds  at  York  and  Edinburgh.  Irish 
pewterers  included  in  Guild  of  Smiths, 
Dublin,  and  Society  of  Goldsmiths, 
Cork.  London  Company  regulated 
pewterers'  work  strictly;  the  regula- 
tions similar  in  essentials  to  those  of 
Paris,  Limoges,  and  Rouen.  No  night 
w ork,  pewterers  must  serve  full  ap- 
prenticeship to  become  masters  in  the 
Company,  weight  of  articles  fixed, 
different  alloys  for  different  vessels, 
the  alloys  tested  by  standards  kept  at 
Pewterers'  Hall;  all  plates  must  be 
finished  around  the  booge  by  ham- 
mering, to  strengthen  them.

finer  metal  probably  marked  earlier.

a  sheet  of  metal  kept  at  Pewterers' 
Hall,  London,  on  which  the  pewter- 
ers' touches  were  stamped  for  verifica-  j 
tion.

one  thousand  counties.  It  is  the  deft 
touch  which  produces  melodious  music, 
not  the  force  of  the  impact — and  in 
house-making  you  have  only  to  seek 
1-  icnch  examples  for  proof.  The  illus- 
trations show  various  means  of  enclos- 
ing n  part  of  the  plot  immediately  sur- 
rounding the  house  within  a  wall,  low 
or  high,  or  a  hedge.  Instead  of  having 
to  pay  for  the  landscaping  costs  of  an 
entire  site  at  the  outset  (when  the 
building  contractor's  unpaid  balance  is 
likely  to  be  already  too  high  ) ,  it  means 
that  the  hous  ■  itself  can  be  made  to 
look  a  part  of  the  plot.  Such  is  the  case 
of  the  house  shown  at  the  bottom  of 
page  86  and  sit  the  top  of  page  87, 
while  the  upper  drawings  on  pages 
SS  and  89  both  indicate  inexpensive 
means  of  plantfng  around  the  house 
itself  which  will  make  it  look  "as 
though   it  belonged". 

Ideally  the  architect  and  the  land- 
scape architect  will  confer  and  collab- 
orate from  the  very  earliest  stages  of 
the  planned  house.  Even  though  the 
owner  may  not  consider  the  sen  ices  of 
the  latter  an  actual  necessity  for  such 
a  small  operation  as  a  house,  it  usually 
is  one  of  the  best  investments  which 
can  lie  made.  N'o  house  is  as  agreeable 
to  live  in  or  as  easy  to  sell  profitably 
as  the  one  which  has  charm  and  a  sense 
of  being  rooted  to  the  soil — and  no 
house  ha  rren  of  judiciously  planted 
shrubs  and  trees,  vines  and  flowers  is 
likelv  to  have  those  qualities.  Also 
tlere  is  the  i  onsideration  of  what  and 
where  to  do  the  planting,  and  how 
much  can  he  bought  for  the  sumllest 
urn.  \  landscapist  can  lay  out  a  pro- 
gressive schedule  which  will  create 
the  best  effect  at  the  end  of  each  stage 
for  the  least  outlay,  an  item  which 
automatically  saves  more  than  the  cost 
of  the  fee  in  the  long  run. 

COBBLE    STONES 

Apropos  of  forecourts  is  the  sugges- 
tion of  manv  French  ones  which  use 
cobble  stone,,  some  large  hut  general- 
ly small.  I  hese  are  shown  on  page  89, 
laid  out  with  divisions  of  flagstones 
around    the    outer   perimeter   as   well    as 

intersecting  the  held.  Anyone  who  has 
seen  cobble  stones  used  in  this  maimer, 
with  tufts  oi  "lass  growing  between 
them,  or  occasional  clumps  of  flowers, 
knows  how  engaging  the  effect  can  be. 
Particularly  is  it  valuable  on  a  slope 
where  grass  is  apt  to  be  washed  awav, 
or  tor  building  up  wide  terrace  steps 
of  something  other  than  solid,  unsym- 
pathetic  masonry. 

As  to  materials,  the  locality  will  de- 
termine what  is  most  readily  available, 
and  one's  budget  can  make  the  choice 
from  that  point  on.

A  succession  of  bloom 
throughout  the  season,  attractive  col- 
or combinations,  and  a  pleasant  group- 
ing of  plants  according  to  height  are- 
all  points  which  should  be  given 
thoughtful  consideration.  With  such 
a  wealth  of  plant  material  as  there  is 
available,  selections  should  be  made 
with  (are.  In  a  tiny  garden,  such  as 
a  dooryard  garden  is  apt  to  be,  each 
individual  plant  counts  for  so  much 
that  one  feels  one  can  afford  to  have 
only  the  best.

seed  and  young  plants  are  far  more 
disease  resistent  than  the  old  ones. 
The  old  plants  should  be  pulled*  out 
and   burned. 

Certain  plants — Heucheras,  Violas 
and  Campanula  persicifo/ia,  for  in- 
stance— are  easily  pulled  apart  into 
tufts  with  tin-  fingers;  heavy  roots  of 
Phlox,  Michaelmas-Daisies,  Heleni- 
uins  or  Peonies  will  require  more  dras- 
tic measures.  A  good  method  with 
plants  of  this  type  is  to  insert  two 
strong  hand  forks  back  to  back  well 
down  in  the  ilinnp  below  the  crown 
and  to  wrench  them  strongly  out- 
wards in  opposite  directions.  It  the 
clump  is  very  old  and  matted,  a  sharp 
pruning  knife  may  be  resorted  to  to 
di\  ide  it  inti  >  neat  se<  t  ions.  A  spade 
is  too  harsh  an  implement  to  use  in 
( I : \  iding  plants. 

In  all  this,  ol  course,  rejuvenation 
is  the  end  we  are  working  towards. 
For  this  reason  the  best  and  most 
\outhtul  divisions  only  should  be  re- 
tained   for    replanting;    these    will    be 

detached  front  the  outer  edges  of  the 
clump  and  each  should  be  provided 
with  an  adequate  root  system.  I  he  old 
and  spent  portions  from  the  crowded 
center  of  the  clump  should  be  ruth- 
lessly thrown  away.  In  dividing  old 
plants,  as  in  Inning  new  ones,  it  is 
well  to  hear  in  mind  what  someone 
has  .ailed  the  fallacy  of  the  big 
clump.  A  vigorous  stripling  plant, 
fresh  and  full  of  pep,  is  capable  of 
giving  far  more  satisfaction  than  a 
middle-aged  clump,  appearances  and 
our  greedy  eves  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. Two  shoots  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  allow  such  plants  as  Phlox, 
1  leleniums,     Michaelmas  Daisies,     As- 

tilbeS;  one  to  Bohemias,  Aconites, 
Chrysanthemums. 

Now  that  we  have  the  plants  all 
OUt    ol     the    border    we    may    seize    the 


opportunity  to  correct  some  of  its  un 
satisfactory  features — and  these  ar 
commonly  not  few.  Contrary  to  th 
belief  generally  subscribed  to,  ther 
is  no  phase  of  garden  practice  so  diffi 
cult  to  carry  out  effectively  or  to  main 
tain  in  beauty  as  the  so-called  hard 
border.  Compared  to  it,  a  rock  gar 
den,  a  rose  garden,  or  any  othe1 
whatever,  is  a  simple  matter.  Ye 
there  is  no  horticultural  enterpris 
more  rashly  and  readily  and  univer 
sally  embarked  upon.  The  beginnin 
gardener  feels  that  if  he  can  have  irrj 
thing  at  all  he  can  have  a  hardy  bor 
der  .\nd  it  is  only  after  several  season 
id  disappointment  and  disillusionmen 
that  he  realizes  the  scope  of  the  problen 
he   has   so   blithely  set   out   to   master: 

What  is  ordinarily  attempted  in 
hardy  border  is  continuous  bloom  fo 
at  least  five  months  of  the  year,  frop. 
the  first  of  May  say,  through  Sep 
tember.  This  alone  is  difficult  enougl 
in  our  hasty  climate  where  the  plant 
are  rushed  from  bud  to  bloom  ami 
on  to  seedhood  almost  in  the  twink 
ling  of  an  eye.  But  if  the  border  is  t< 
be  a  really  satisfactory  accomplish 
inent,  more  than  continuous  bloom  i 
required;  there  must  be  continuouil 
foliage  as  well  to  support  it,  and  thill 
is   less  often   taken   into   consideration 

The-  tree  use  of  plants  having  fine 
and  lasting  foliage  is  of  the  utmost 
value  in  preserving  freshness  of  as-; 
pect  and  contours  of  pleasing  full- 
ness. Among  such  plants  ma;  1"  men

The  border  maker  must  indeed 
know  his  material.  As  he  begins  to 
replace  the  freshly  divided  plants,  and 
probably  to  add  new  ours,  many 
things  must  be  kept  in  mind  concern- 
ing them,  lie  should  know  when  they 
bloom,  how  long  they  continue  to 
bloom,  their  height,  color,  tin'  char- 
acter of  their  foliage  and  general  hab- 
it of  growth,  as  well  as  how  they 
carry  themselves  after  the  blossom- 
ing period  is  past.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered, too,  that  in  border  gardening  it 
is  not  the  individual  plant  ;hat  counts 
but  the  mass.  Here  the  collector's  urge 
must  be  subordinated  to  the  point  of 
view  of  the  artist,  he  must  not  play- 
favorites  but  plant  ;ilu,i\s  with  a  view 
to  the  ultimate  effect.  To  this  end 
the  planting  should  be  done  in  groups 
or  drifts,  the  number  of  plants  in  the 
groups  depending  upon  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  border,  and  the  effect  will 
be  most  satisfactory  when  no  uni- 
formity of  line  is  attempted.  Some 
tall  things  may  be  brought  towards 
the  front  of  the  bonier  and  lower 
growing  kinds  allowed  here  and  there 
to  run  back  into  the  interior  so  that 
a  gently  undulating  effect  is  created. 
Plants  giving  the  longest  service  in 
bloom,  or  possessing  fine  and  lasting 
foliage,  are  wisely  vouchsafed  the 
greatest  prominence,  with  the  more 
ephemeral  kinds  used  .is  delightful  in- 
cidents. When  it  conies  to  color,  as 
the  border  is  to  be  viewed  as  a  whole, 
harmony  is  more  pleasing  than  Con- 
trast, though  the  colors  employed  may 
be  as  brilliant  as  desired.  Hut  contrast 
of  form,  either  in  flowers  or  foliage, 
is  always  desirable.  Thus  plants  oi 
such  contrasting  character  as  Lupines 
and  Bearded  Ins,  Gypsophila  and 
Poppies,  Hollyhocks  and  Bocconia, 
Veronica  spicata  and  Eryngiums,  Del- 
phiniums and  Thalictrums,  Lava/era 
olbia  and  Salvia  sclarea,  set  each  other 
off   uncommonly.

Many  a  border  appears  well  fur- 
nished until  after  tin-  tall  stalks  of 
the  Delphiniums  have  been  cut  down 
in  July  when,  unless  the  planting  has 
been  done  with  knowledge  anil  dis- 
cernment, it  begins  to  have  a 
and  unkempt  appearance.  In  prevent 
this  lamentable  lapse  oi  seemliness  we 
should  in  replanting  die  border  dis- 
tribute the  groups  of  plants  so  that 
they  will  hide  each  other's  imper- 
fections and  defections,  as  well  as  en- 
hance e.u  It  other's  beauty.  In  front  of 
Delphiniums,  Anchusas  and  Thermop- 
sis,  for  instance,  whose  tall  stems  are 
cut  down  after  flowering,  leaving  un- 
sightly blank  places,  there  should  be 
placed  some  plant  of  enduring  foli- 
age and  good  form.  Thus  T/talictrum 
glaucum,  set  in  front  of  Delphiniums 
not  only  gives  us  pleasure  by  min- 
gling its  feathery  yellow  plumes  with 
the  blue  spires,  but  later  forms  an 
effective  screen  when  the  latter  must 
be  cut  down.  Bushy  plants  of  the 
taller  Michaelmas-Daisies  set  in  gen- 
erous groups  in  front  of  Hollyhocks 
will  hide  their  shabby  aftermath  and 
bring  a  later  blossoming  to  this  sec- 
tion  of  the  border.  Baptisia  auslralis 


may  be  used  for  the  same  purpose 
And  blooms  before  the  Hollyhocks. 
At  the  trout  of  the  border  Nepeta 
mtissilli  serves  as  a  most  useful  screen 
for  low  growing  Lilies  whose  da}  is 
short,  as  well  as  providing  them  withl 
a  becoming  setting  at  the  time  of  tl.ivv 
ermg.  The  low  broad  bulk  of  \stet 
Mauve  Cushion  is  also  good  for  this 
purpose. 

No  one  will  want  to  forego  the 
pleasure  id  foxgloves  or  Canterbury- 
Bells  in  the  borders,  yet  these  famou 
biennials  leave  us  sadly  in  the  lurcbj 
when  their  blossoming  period  is  past. 
I  o  get  around  this  embarrassment 
they  may  be  intcrplanted  with  Gladi- 
oli or  Galtonia  to  bloom  later,  or  set! 
m  narrow  drifts  between  plants  that 
will  later  mask  their  departure.  Mich- 
aelmas-Daisies of  bushy  habit,  such 
as  Aster  acris  or  A.  ericoides,  may  be 
planted  behind  them  and  the  slender, 
spray-like  branches  later  drawn  down 
to  meet  the  low  growing  plants  in 
front  of  them.  All  plants  of  narrow, 
slender  growth,  such  as  Aconites, 
many  Mulleins,  especially  the  slen- 
der creamy  Miss  Willmott,  Pentste- 
mon  barbatus  and  the  like,  should  have 
a  rather  bushy  foreground  planting 
— Chrysanthemum  nippontcum  in 
front  of  the  Aconiter,  perhaps;  thej 
rose  Loosestrife  in  front  of  the  Ver- 
bascum  Miss  Willmott;  Erigeron 
Quakeress  in  front  of  the  Pentstemon. 
Gysophila  set  behind  Oriental  Poppies 
or  Campanula  persicifolia  is  a  famous 
aid  in  distracting  our  attention  from' 
their  lost  charms,  and  if  the  lov 
growing  Heath-like  Aster,  Peggy 
Ballard,  is  placed  in  front,  the  gap  is 
completely  filled.

Border  ends  should  be  especially 
well  turned  and  neatly  planted.  Very 
effective  for  an  end  planting  is  a  gen- 
erous grouping  of  the  large-leaved 
Saxifraga  cordifolia,  with  Gypso- 
phila Bristol  Fairy  massed  behind  il 
and  behind  this  again  a  generous 
planting  of  Veronica  spicata.  Or  in 
place  of  the  Saxifrage  the  Blue  Plan- 
tain Lily,  lloj/,i  caerulea,  may  be 
used  and  behind  it  a  spreading  mass 
of  Geranium  sanguineum  album. 
which  liolds  its  nicely  rounded  form, 
once  it  is  established,  long  after  its 
bloomingr  is  over.  Back  of  this  there 
might  be  a  solid  planting  of  Hemero- 
callis,  or  the  blue-spiked  Salvia  vir- 
gata  nemorosa. 

A  few  well  shaped  stones  placed  at 
irregular  intervals  along  the  edge  of 
the  border  will  break  its  severe  length 
and  provide  reason  for  introducing 
mats  of  Aubrietia,  Arabis,  Creeping 
Phloxes  and  other  rock-loving  plants. 
Alternating  groups  of  white  Pinks  and! 
Xepeta  make  a  border  verge  of  great; 
charm  and  one  that  is  fresh  and  seem- 
ly throughout  the  season.  Another! 
good  edging  combination  that  has  to 
recommend  it  a  very  long  period  of 
blossoming  is  Viola  Jersey  Gem,  Heu^ 
chera  (one  of  the  brilliant  hybrids)! 
and  mats  of  blue  and  white  Campanu- 
la carpatica.  It  is  important  to  estab- 
lish  a  few  late-flowering  perennials 
near  the  front  of  the  border  and  foi 
this  purpose  none  are  better  than  As- 
ter Mauve  Cushion,  Aster  Peggy  Bal-j

Planting  And    Spelling'    Seasons 

(Continued   from   page    I  !8) 


.k  the  time  of  transplanting.  When: 
logs  oi  cur  or  the  air  is  naturally  moist, 
such  as  in  west  Oregon,  Washington 
and  north  California,  the  deciduous 
plants  may  often  be  moved  when 
partly  in  leaf  or  they  may  be  stripped 
ut  leaves  wholly  or  in  part;  hut  gen- 
erally their  planting  season  is  covered 
l>\  the  periods  when  they  are  not  in 
leaf  and  when  the  soil  is  in  favorable 
condit  ion. 

Different  parts  of  the  country  use 
different  kinds  of  lawns.  In  the  north, 
lawns  are  usually  made  of  Blue  Grass, 
Fescues,  Bents,  or  hardier  Grasses 
which  are  sown  from  seed.  During 
recent  years,  Creeping  Bent  lawns 
propagated  by  vegetative  methods  have 
been  much  used.  Most  northern  Grasses 
ma)  !)■  planted  at  any  time  after  the 
growing  season  opens  until  hot  dry 
weather  begins,  or  in  the  fall  after 
hot  weather  is  past  and  until  the  ap- 
proach of  cold  weather  renders  the 
probability  of  successful  growth  un- 
likely. Grass  seed  sown  so  late  in  the 
tall  that  it  does  not  germinate,  cus- 
tomarily lies  dormant  until  spring 
without  any  harm,  and  this  results  in 
a  very  early  start  for  the  plants  from 
this  seed.  1  his  explains  some  of  the 
late  planting  seasons  shown  on  the 
ihart  at  Stations  8  and  10,  espeeialh 
where  the  young  Grass  plants  or  un- 
sprouted  seed  are  covered  by  a  blanket 
of  snow  in  winter.  Spring  sown  seed 
must  not  be  sown  too  late  or  the  in- 
tense sunshine  will  "cook"  the  young 
plants.  Even  a  large  amount  of  water- 
ing cannot  successfully  overcome  this 
disadvantage  except  in  some  of*  the 
northernmost  States,  such  as  Mon- 
tana, where  winter  drought  and  defi- 
cient sunlight  at  other  seasons  make 
summer  sowing  of  Grass  an  exception 
to  the  generally  preconceived  rule. 
Grass  seed  must  be  sown  in  the  fall 
sufficiently  early  to  allow  for  some 
growth  of  the  grass,  otherwise  the 
partially  developed  >  ed  w  ill  be  w  intei  - 
killed.  The  end  of  the  suggested 
seasons  for  sow  in:;  seed  in  different 
parts  of  the  t  ountry  takes  this  fai  l 
into   consideration. 

NORTH     li  \k<>l  \ 

The  charted  locality  having  the 
shortest  planting  season  is  North 
Dakota.  Here,  because  of  strong  win- 
ter w  i  nds  and  the  rigors  of  the  cli- 
mate, fall  planting  of  evergreens  or 
deciduous  material  is  inadvisable, 
Proceeding  east,  west  .ind  south 
of  this  State,  one  first  .finds  a  winter 
season  of  five  months  when  planting 
operations  are  impossible.  This  winter 
season  gradually  shortens  with  the 
lengthening  of  both  the  fall  and 
spring  seasons,  until  one  finds  a  con- 
tinuous planting  season  during  the  en- 
tire year  except  for  the  hottest  nths 

of  the  summer;  and  finally,  in  the  far 
South,  one  finds  an  almost  unbroken 
planting  season  through  the  whole 
year.  1  hus  we  have  in  reality  two 
distinct  portions  of  the  country.  In 
the  northern  portion,  the  dormant  or 
winter  season  is  divided  into  two  parts 
by  unfavorable  cold  and  freezing 
weather,  and  in  the  southern  one  the 
possibility  of  planting  throughout  the 
whole  year  is  interrupted  by  an  un- 
favorable slimmer  drought. 

The  charts  and  the  map  also  show 


how  the  nearness  of  large  bodies  of 
water  influences  the  length  of  th, 
planting  seasons  \<\  decreasing  th. 
severity  of  the  w  inters.  I  his  is  es- 
peciallj  well  shown  b\  the  diffi  rem 
between  eastern  Washington  (Statio 
27  )  and  the'  Puget  Sound  and  Wil 
lamette  Valley  or  western  portion  of 
the   same   State    (Station   4SJ.   The  in- 

fluence  of   the  (ire-. it   Lakes  upon  all 
shores    except    Bruce    Peninsula    ant- 
Georgian  Bay  territories  is  also  shown 
Few  places  in  the  United  States  hava 
more    difficult    planting    and    seedin 
problems     than      the     North      Dakol 
plains.    On    account    of    light   snow  fall 
and    extremely    cold,    dry    winters,    all 
fall   planting  of  evergreens  and  deci 
duous   mate  rials    is   likely    to    be    Unsui 
cessful  except  in  a  wet  season  or  whet 
the  plants  receive  constant  and  copioui 
watering  until  fro/en  in  for  the  win 
ter.   Winter-killing  is  a  very  commoi 
occurrence    even    amongst    the    nam 
trees  such  as  Cottonwoods.  Lawn 
ing  is  successful   only   during  a    raitn 
season  and  when  done  in  normal  seasoi 
from   April    15    to  June    15   and  froti 
August   1  5   to  September  7.  Later  seed 
ing  is  always  doubtful  and  inadvisable 
while  seeding  during  the  period  fron 
June   15   to  August   15   is  generally  in 
.id\  isable  even  under  irrigation. 

MONTANA 

In  Montana  (  Station  2)  drough 
again  makes  fall  planting  of  deciduou 
trees  verj  inadvisable  because  the)  d 
not  bee  nine  sufficiently  well  estab 
lished  to  withstand  the  severe  winters 
whereas  evergreens,  which  can  b 
moved  before  deciduous  plants  becom 
dormant,  are  more  successful.  Lawn 
are  successfully  seeded  from  April 
through  July,  if  enough  water  i 
available.  Seeding  of  lawns  durin: 
Vugusl  or  September  is  not  advisabl 
because  of  winter-killing  where  gras 
is  not  well  established. 

In  tin-  upper  Mississippi  Valley  (  St 
tion    9  )    the   beginning  of   the    sprit 
planting  season  varies  greatly,  depem 
ing    upon    the   date   when   the   ice  anj 
snow   begin  to  melt  or  break  up.  Lawr: 
can   be  successfully  seeded  all  summe 
if    water   is  available.    Fall  seeding 
not    so    successful    unless    sowed    afte 
October   25   to  lie  dormant  all   w  intei 

In  Iowa  (Station  18)  only  tli 
hardiest  plants  should  be  moved  in  th 
fall,  but  lawns  succeed  best  from  fa! 
sow  mg  when  properly  watered  an 
established  before  winter  weather. 

About  Detroit  (Station  16)  the  fa 
planting  of  evergreens  has  proved  ver 
unsatisfactory  and  considerable  w intei 
killing-  occurs  in  all  fall  planting,  e;| 
pecially  in  those  fall  seasons  followin 
a  dry  summer.  No  lawns  should  b 
seeded,  as  a  rule,  after  September  3( 
unless  seed  is  sowed  just  before  free? 
ing  weather  and  allowed  to  lie  doi 
main  over  winter. 

Severe  fall  and  winter  climates  mak 
lawn  seeding  along  the  Maine  coas 
and  evergreen  planting  about  Pitt; 
burgh,  very  risky  and  unsuccessful  ij 
the  fall.  About  Buffalo,  also,  sprin 
planting  ot  evergreens  is  considere 
much  more  likely  to  be  successful,  e; 
pecially  if  done  as  soon  as  indie. itioi 
of  new  growth  appear.  August  an 
September  seeding  ot  lawns  in  th 
section  has  been  very  satisfactory  whe

carefully  done  and  .ill  spring  seeding 
requires  constant  sprinkling  except  in 
a  rarely  wet  season. 

In  eastern  Washington,  June  ami 
July  are  the  hist  season  lor  lawn  see-l- 
ing. In  this  section,  irrigation  is  neces- 
sary tor  the  most  successful  results 
and  midsummer  sowing  of  Grass  seed 
avoids  the  necessity  of  combating  an- 
nual lawn  weeds  which  appear  in  early 
spring  sowing  and  which  mature  dur- 
ing the  first  growing  season  and  cause 
much  difficulty. 

Eastern  Oregon  has  not  been  classi- 
fied on  the  map  or  charts  but  may  be 
roughly  divided  as  follows:  The  cen- 
tral portion  of  this  part  of  the  State 
has  almost  desert  conditions  with,  a 
short  planting  season  in  April.  North 
of  this  portion  there  lies  an  area  where 
irrigation  makes  planting  feasible,  but 
only  in  early  March.  In  the  south- 
eastern part  of  the  State,  there  is  a 
cold  and  dry  area  where  a  short  plant- 
ing season  is  found  in  April.  Conifers 
anil  broad-leaved  evergreens  are  sel- 
dom  used  throughout  the  eastern  por- 
tion of  this  State,  excepting  the  native 
Pine  anil  Juniper. 

In  northern  California,  lawns  arc 
usually  most  successful  when  they  are 
planted  in  the  fall.  This  part  of  the 
State  has  two  growing  portions,  (a) 
the  coastal  plain  and  (b)  the  interior 
valley.  Along  the  coast  from  San 
Francisco  northward,  in  the  fog  belt, 
properly  "hardened  off"  evergreens 
can  be  planted  during  August  very 
tullv,  and  in  the  environs  o,f 
San  Francisco  they  may  be  planted 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  year. 

In  \\  ashington,  D.  C,  w  hile  it  is 
possible  occasionally  to  continue  plant- 
ing operations  through  the  whole 
winter,  during  most  winters  work  must 
be  suspended  dm  ing  Dei  emb  r  and 
January. 

In  \  i  izona,  evergreens  may  be 
planted  dining  October,  November, 
February  and  March;  but  in  New 
Mexico  fall  planting  of  any  sort  is 
inadvisable  on  account  of  wind  and 
very  early   t  rosts. 

In  Nova  Si  itia,  Prince  Edward 
Island,  Cape  Breton  and  Newfound- 
land, broad-leaved  evergreens  may  be 
planted  in  the'  spring  beginning  a  little 
later  than  the  coniferous  evergreen 
planting  season  and  ending  about  June 
ID.  It  is  not  considered  advisable  to 
plant  broad-leaved  evergreens  in  the 
fall  in   thes     four  provinces. 

The  following  notes  are  given  as 
the  probable  explanations  of  three  or 
four  instances  where  the  map  divisions 


do  not,  at  first  glance,  coincide  with  a 
logical  arrangement. 

I  he  short  season  /one  of  the  l  tro- 
Una  coastal  plain  (Station  38)  ami 
central  Georgia  (Station  45)  is  ex- 
plained by  the  necessity  of  all  the 
planting  being  normally  done  during 
a  single  short  winter  season  each  year. 

The  relatively  large  numbei  ol 
planting  days  in  the  zone  in  which  lie 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.  (Station  25)  and  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio  (Station  5s)  is  undoubt- 
edly due  to  the  effect  of  the  I 
upper  valley  of  the  Ohio  River.  Cen- 
tral Kentucky  (Station  34),  which 
lies  immediately  south  of  this 
lacks  this  influence  and  has  a  longer 
period  of  winter  inactivity. 

Southern  Maryland  and  southern 
Delaware  (Station  24)  have  a  rela- 
tively short  planting  season  becausl 
they  have  a  long  growing  season  anj 
a  long  winter,  while  Long  Island 
(Station  3i)  has  abnormally  long 
planting  seasons  due  to  a  normal 
growing  season  and  a  very  long  hut 
comparatively  open  winter. 

I  he  divisions  on  the  map  correspond 
in  a  general  way  to  the  life  zones 
shown  on  the  map  published  in  Bulle- 
tin 1 0  of  the  Division  of  Biological 
Survey,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture, entitled  Life  Zones  and  Crop 
Zones,  by  C.  Hart  Merriam,  which 
gives  an  additional  check  upon  the  prob- 
able correctness  of  the  divisions  shown 
on  the  accompanying  map.  The  life 
zones,  in  the  bulletin  noted,  were  ar- 
rived  at  by  plotting  the  periods  of 
physiological  activity  in  plants,  where- 
as the  zones  sh  nin  on  the  accompany! 
ing  map  were  plotted  from  the  data 
sent  in  by  competent  observers  of  the 
dormant  period,  which  is  the  reverse 
of  Merriam's  method  but  arrives  at 
almost  identical  conclusions. 

I  he  division  lines  between  the  dif- 
ferent portions  of  the  map  are  at  best 
only  approximate,  and  in  some  in- 
stances are  hypothetical.  Thus  the 
line-  dividing  Florida  into  two  parts 
and  dividing  the  California-Oregon 
mm  id   plain  are  instances  of  this  sort. 

The  study  of  planting  and  seeding 
seasons  is  extremely  interesting.  This 
study  points  to  so  many  interesting 
variations  in  planting  conditions  that 
the  possibility  of  exactly  defining  the 
reasons  governing  planting  and  seed- 
ing seasons  in  all  localities  seems  re- 
mote. The  author  welcomes  from 
readers  of  this  article  any  suggestions 
which  may  add  to  the  fund  of  infor- 
mation compiled  to  this  time  upon 
this  important  subject.

the  living  room  of  the  dud.'  ranch  or, 
in  his  play  room,  feeds  the  imagina- 
tion of   a   small  boy. 

Clipper  ships  and  rakish  buccaneers 
ride  on  iron  waves  across  mica  lamp 
shades.  An  extremely  attractive  treat- 
ment tor  the  rough,  bare  walls  of  a 
sun  porch  or  the  exterior  walls  of  a 
pent  house  takes  the  form  of  a  climb- 
ing, gracefully  interlaced  vine  with 
supports  for  small  flower  pots  project- 
ing from  it  at  intervals.  Wild  animals 
can  peer  at  you  from  a  vast  jungle, 
or  monkeys  scamper  gaily  across  a 
palm-fringed  shore  on  the  walls  of 
your  cellar  game  room.

HOCK  PHOSPHATE.  Phos- 
phoric acid  is  one  of  the  essentials  in 
a  well  balanced  diet  for  plants,  yet 
tests  in  several  parts  of  the  East,  es- 
pecially, have  shown  that  very  often 
the  garden  soil  is  noticeably  deficient 
in  it.  In  such  cases  the  benefits  of  add- 
ing the  chemical  in  proper  form  have 
been  marked  and  gratifyingly  long- 
lasting.  In  fact,  some  of  the  best  re- 
sults have  been  with  perennials  ami 
other  permanent  plantings,  rather 
than    with   short-time   crops. 

One  of  the  best  ways  of  adding 
available  phosphoric  acid  is  the  use 
of  what  is  known  in  the  garden  supply 
stoies  as  acid  or  rock  phosphate.  It 
costs  about  }2  a  hundred  pounds.  An 
area  100'  x  100'  can  well  be  given 
2nd  pounds. 

'I  he  method  of  applying  rock 
phosphate  is  simple.  It  is  simply  scat- 
tered on  the  surface  and  dug  in,  as 
would  be  done  with  any  other  ferti- 
lizer. Mixing  it  thoroughly  with  the 
soil,  of  course,  is  important  for  best 
results. 

Spring  planting,  it  is  a 

well  established  fact  that  spring  plant- 
ing of  practically  all  kinds  of   w Iv 

plant  material — trees  and  shrubs, 
evergreen  anil  deciduous — if  properly 
done  is  just  about  as  successful  as 
planting  in  the  fall.  In  almost  every 
instance,  though,  it  should  be  done  be- 
fore active  top  growth  starts  and  must 
be    followed    by    an    abundant    supply 


of  water  throughout  the  first  grow- 
ing season. 

The  best  time  for  spring  planting 
of  the  majority  of  these  things  comes 
as  soon  as  the  frost  is  out  sufficiently 
to  permit  digging.  If  the  stock  can 
be  secured  with  good  balls  of  earth 
around  the  roots,  so  much  the  better. 
Let  the  holes  be  amply  large  and  deep 
to  accommodate  all  the  roots  without 
crowding  and,  if  there  is  an  underly- 
ing layer  of  hardpan  or  other  unfavor- 
able soil,  break  it  up  with  a  pick  so 
that  the  roots  can  work  down  into  it 
more  easily  as  they  grow.  The  soil 
below  and  around  the  roots  had  bet- 
ter be  enriched  with  ground  bone,  spe- 
cial tree  food  or  some  othee  safe  stim- 
ulant that  is  in  quickly  available  form. 

Before  setting  the  stock  in  place, 
soak  the  roots  with  water  and  let"  the 
filling-in  soil  be  (lamp  but  not  soggy. 
Work  it  in  well  around  the  routs  so 
as  to  exclude  all  air  spaces,  and  tramp 
down  firmly.  It  will  help  conserve  the 
soil  moisture  if  the  top  two  or  three 
inches  are  left  untamped.  Better  still, 
lav  a  good  mulch  of  litter,  leaves  or 
Other  light  material  over  the  whole 
surface  of  the  finished  planting.

Spreading'  it  out  flat  beside 
the  scene  of  operations,  you  pile  the 
waste  stuff  on  it  as  it  accumulates, 
dragging  the  canvas  from  place  to 
place  as  occasion  requires  until  its  load 
is  sufficient  for  you  to  lay  hold  upon 
the  four  ropes,  pull  the  corners  to- 
gether and,  slinging  the  bundle  over 
your  shoulders  (or  the  hired  man's), 
lug  it  away  to  some  suitable  disposal 
spot. 

Obviously,  this  is  simpler,  easier 
and  productive  of  a  neater  job  than 
the  conventional  wheelbarrow  can 
boast.  Also,  it  will  not  make  wheel 
marks  on  the  lawn  or  cut  deeply  into 
the  soil  of  the  most  carefully  culti- 
vated garden.  In  other  words,  the  leaf 
scavenger  is  one  of  those  handy  helps 
to  conscientious  gardeners  which  ought 
to  have  been   invented  ages  ago.

coldframe  or  hotbed  should  be  con- 
stantly- on  the  watch  for  a  number  of 
things,  and  really  ought  to  be 
thing  of  a  weather  prophet.  With  at- 
mospheric and  temperature  conditions 
changing  as  radically  as  they  gener- 
ally do  during  March  and  April  it 
requires  considerable  attention  to  keep 
tlii-  seedlings  under  glass  from  suf- 
fering from  too  much  heat  or  cold, 
too   much  air  or  not  enough. 

Especially  to  be  guarded  against 
arc  the  uncontrolled  ardor  of  midday 
sun  and  the  equally  inconsiderate 
drop  in  temperature  which  often  fol- 
lows the  advent  of  darkness.  A  clear 
March  sun  beating  down  on  a  cold- 
frame  sheltered  from  the  wind  will 
raise  its  inside  temperature  to  an  as- 
tonishing degree  unless  the  sashes  are 
raised  enough  to  let  the  hot  air  es- 
cape. No  good  comes  of  letting  a  cold- 
frame's  temperature  go  above  80°, 
and  75°  is  a  safer  maximum  if  you 
don't  want  the  young  plants  to  be  un- 
duly  forced. 

But  the  sashes  must  be  closed  again 
before  sunset,  especially  if  the  night 
promises  to  be  chilly.  You  know  how 
much  human  discomfort  would  be 
caused  bv  a  temperature  drop  of  40° 
or  50°  in  a  few  hours;  how  much 
greater  would  be  the  shock  to  any- 
thing  as   delicate   as   a   seedling   plant! 

So  try  to  keep  the  night  tempera- 
ture in  a  coldframe  up,  ami  its  day 
temperature  down.  Of  the  two,  the 
former  is  the  more  difficult,  and   may

jPEACH  LOCATIONS.  Espe- 
cially toward  the  northern  parts  of 
their  range,  Peaches  and  Apricots  are 
most  satisfactory  when  planted  in  lo- 
cations which  arc  what  gardeners  call 
"late" — in  other  words,  where  the  ex- 
posure is  such  that  the  beginning  of 
spring  growth  is  retarded.  I  he-  worst 
places  t"i"  th,s,-  trees  are  a  southward 
facing,  protected  slope,  or  a  valley 
shut   off    from   cold   w  inds. 

The  reason  for  this  situation  is  per- 
fectly simple.  Both  Peaches  and  Apri- 
cots blossom  early,  before  their  leaves 
come  out.  If  they  are  planted  in  a 
place  where  this  early  tendency  is  stim- 
ulated, there  is  more  danger  that  the 
blossoms  will  develop  enough  to  be 
injured  bv  a  subsequent  frost,  and  the 
i  rop   for  that   year  lost. 

A  "late"  location,  on  the  other 
hand,  is  no  more  subject  to  a  belated 
freezing  than  is  an  "early"  one.  Nat- 
urally, the  blossoms  of  trees  growing 
in  such  a  spot  are  less  developed  at 
the  time  a  cold  snap  comes,  and  con- 
sequently are  much  mure  likeh  to  sur- 
vive   it    w  ith    little    or    no    damage.

TOOLS.  A  carpenter  is  known  by  his 
chips,  the\  sav,  and  su  is  a  gardener 
to  lie  identified  l>\  the  quality  of  Ins 
soil.     If    it     is     in     good     tilth — friable, 


rich  and  well  cultivated — you  can  be 
pretty  sure  that  the  person  who  takes 
care  of  it  has  the  proper  tools,  keeps 
them  in  good  condition  and  uses  them 
correctly. 

The  list  of  tools  essential  to  the 
making  and  maintenance  of  a  first- 
class  moderate  sized  garden  is  neither 
lengthy  nor  appallingly  expensive. 
First  of  all  we  would  specify  a  spade 
— a  well-made,  standard  sized  one  that 
will  do  a  real  job  of  digging.  Sec- 
ondly, the  implement  known  in  the 
trade  as  a  spading  fork — a  broad- 
tined  affair  that  is  invaluable  for  dig- 
ging in  mulches,  turning  over  culti- 
vated soil,  and  so  forth.  Third  and 
fourth,  a  standard  steel  rake  and  a 
first-class  trowel.  Fifth,  a  big,  substan- 
tial, he-man  watering  can  fitted  with 
a  fine  rose.  Sixth,  a  long-tined  hand 
weeder.  And  to  round  out  a  well  bal- 
anced list,  pruning  shears,  grass  clip- 
pers, garden  line,  compressed  air 
sprayer  and  a  narrow  steel  rake  which 
will  enable  you  to  work  close  around 
plants  without  bending  over. 

In  a  vegetable  garden,  of  course,  a 
wheel-hoe  with  full  set  of  attachments 
is  an  absolute,  fundamental  necessity; 
it  saves  much  time  and  energy,  and 
does  a  perfect  job  of  cultivating  and 
is  useful  in  many  other  ways.  It  can 
well  be  supplemented  with  an  old- 
fashioned  hoe  of  the  common  or  gar- 
den variety,  a  tool  which,  despite  all 
the  efforts  of  a  machine  age,  still  has 
a  great  deal  to  be  said  in  its  favor.

For    labeling    plants. 

Plant  labels  for  garden  use  are  a  puz- 
zling problem — they  always  have 
been,  and  perhaps  will  always  contin- 
ue to  be  so.  To  be  wholly  satisfactory 
they  must  be  dm  tble,  easily  marked 
and  attai  lied,  legible,  not  too  con- 
spicuous, and  as  inexpensive  as  possi- 
ble, so  that  large  numbers  can  be 
used  without  running  up  too  sizable 
a  bill.  I  hese  are  difficult  requirements 
to  meet,  especially  when  you  consider 
that  the  conditions  of  exposure  are 
such  as  to  put  a  severe  test  upon  any 
kind  of  manufactured  product. 

One  of  the  best  types  of  plant  label 
so  far  produced  is  made  of  celluloid, 
on  which  the  designation  of  the  plant 
is  written,  with  a  protective  transpar- 
ent cover  which  keeps  the  writing 
legible    for   years. 

Another  label,  especially  designed 
not  hmg  ago  for  rock  garden  use 
where  durability  and  inconspicuous- 
ness  are  equally  required,  is  particu- 
larly noteworthy.  It  is  of  green  cel- 
luloid on  which  a  steel  stylus  will 
write  the  name  in  white.  The  effect 
is  neat  and,  as  his  b  en  said,  is  really 
weatherproof    and    long-lasting. 

Most  of  the  better-class  garden  sup- 
ply stores  carry  both  these  labels  in 
a   variety   of   sizes.   If  vou   have   diffi- 


culty in  locating  them,  a  letter  to  us 
will  bring  you  the  name  of  the  manu- 
facturer. 

Home  nurseries,  in  urg- 
ing every  gardener  to  equip  his  home 
with  a  small  but  practical  nursery  we 
are  thinking  of  one  for  plants,  not  for 
the  \oung  of  the  human  species.  In 
other  words,  we  are  not  taking  sides, 
one  way  or  the  other,  on  the  ques- 
tion of  companionate   marriage. 

1  he  uses  of  a  home  garden  nursery 
are  numerous.  Such  a  place  is  ideal 
for  taking  care  of  those  odd  plants 
of  every  conceivable  sort  which  we 
all  accumulate  every  year  by  gift, 
theft  or  chance  purchase.  Seedling  or 
rooted  cutting  evergreens,  young 
shrubs  of  any  kind,  Gladiolus  bulb- 
lets,  seedling  Lilies,  individual  plants 
that  need  a  change  of  air,  perennial 
divisions  too  small  to  put  in  the  regu- 
lar  border — the   list   is   lung   indeed. 

And  the  soil  and  other  requirements 
af  such  an  area  are  not  difficult. 
Whether  the  space  be  ten  feet  square 
or  ten  hundred,  let  its  soil  be  light, 
well  drained,  moderately  rich  in  both 
plant  food  and  humus  material,  and 
open  to  the  sun  for  at  least  half  the 
day.  The  character  of  a  good,  pro- 
ductive vegetable  garden  is  the  thing 
to  aim  for  in  the  nursery  plot. 

As  for  the  arrangement  of  the  plant 
occupants,  simply  put  them  in  rows 
spaced  according  to  the  requirements 
of  the  various  kinds  represented.

Under  the 
usual  circumstances  of  wear,  though  the  silver  be  constantly 
used,  I'alladiant  will  remain  in  perfect  condition.  For  cleans- 
ing, ordinary  washing  alone  is  required.

THE  Annual  Exhibition  of  Contemporary  Decorative  Art  by 
'  members  of  the  Art  Alliance  of  America  held  recently  at  the 
Art  Center  was  less  insistently  modern  than  the  similar  ex- 
hibitions which  have  preceded  it.  This  may  be  taken  as  a 
gauge  of  the  increasing  moderation  characteristic  of  the  best 
expression  in  the  field  of  modern  decoration.  In  the  present 
exhibition,  this  trend  is  especially  noticeable  in  the  furniture 
and  decorative  accessories  which  were  contributed  by  Alex- 
ander Kachinsky,  Donald  Deskey,  Margaret  Kay,  Hugo 
Gnam,  Gilbert  Rohde,  Wolfgang  and  Pola  Hoffmann,  Ruth 
and  William  Gerth  and  Russell  Wright. 

A  Victorian  room  designed  by  Christoph  Castou  is  the  out- 
standing decorative  unit  of  the  exhibition.  While  Victorian,  it 
uses  Victorian  motifs  as  an  inspiration  for  original  ideas  and 
bears  as  little  resemblance  to  the  antimacassar  beaded  arm- 
chair period  as  the  present  day  romantic  fashions  in  women's 
dress  reproduces  the  bustles  and  ruchings  of  the  costumes 
worn  at  that  time.  Using  a  scheme  of  oyster  white,  gray  and 
raspberry  with  accents  of  flesh  pink  and  china  blue,  Mr.  Cas- 
tou achieves  an  effect  of  elegant  sophistication.  Miss  Isabel 
Whitney  lias  painted  floral  motifs  on  the  white  walls  and 
James  Lindsey  McCreery  has  carved  a  formal  flower  motif  mi 
file  chaise  longue  which  contributes  a  distinctive  and  original 
note  to  the  decorative  scheme. 

DECAUSE  of  such  structural  exigencies  as  juts,  beams  and 
'-'  difficult  window  platings  in  modern  apartments,  hand- 
painted  walls  which  can  make  of  these  defects  actual  features 
have  been  increasingly  returning  into  popular  favor.  Also, 
unique  mural  effects  have  become  something  of  a  fad,  and  even 
when  room  proportions  and  other  factors  make  for  ease  in 
dei  oration  many  people  today  prefer  painted  walls  to  any 
other  types  of  treatments. 

To  facilitate  the  layman's  search  for  the  proper  artist  to 
execute  various  kinds  of  murals,  provide  the  artists  with 
cooperation  in  business  arrangements  and,  where  needed,  help- 
ful supervision  of  masters  in  the  field,  a  number  of  prominent 
architects,  decorators  and  editor-  have  formed  what  is  known 
as  "The  Bureau  For  Mural  Decoration",  located  at  424 
Madison  Ave.,  New  York  City.  This  bureau  is  in  a  position 
to  furnish  original  designs  from  either  eminent  or  little-known 
artists.  Charges  depend  solely  on  the  amount  of  work  to  be 
done,  the  intricacy  of  the  work,  plus  the  original  cost  of  the 
design.  Mr.  Paul  Domville,  a  member  of  the  National  Society 
of  Mural  Painters  will  act  as  a  consultant  for  the  bureau.

Wolf  hunting  used  to  be  the  great  national  sport  of  Russia, 
and  for  that  the  Borzoi  was  developed  long  ago.   Wolves 

rd  there  much  as  hares  are  today  in  England,  and 
iture  them  there  was  needed  a  dog  with  great  speed, 
and  courage — enough  not  only  to  run  them 
down,  but  to  kill  them  when  they  had  been  overtaken.  The 
hounds  were  kept  in  leash  until  a  wolf  was  sighted,  and  then 
released.  They  followed  their  prey  by  sight  rather  than  scent. 
In  early  days  the  breed  was  royally  exclusive,  being  kept 
solely  by  the  Czar  and  Grand  Ducal  families. 

Although  built  decidedly  on  the  lines  of  the  English  Grey- 
hound, the  Borzoi  differs  materially  from  that  breed.  His 
coat,  of  course,  is  moderately  long  instead  of  short — a  neces- 
sary protection  against  the  weather.  He  is  bigger,  too,  and 
much  more  powerful.  His  head  is  unique — extremely  long 
and  strong  in  the  muzzle,  with  very  narrow  and  relatively 
short  skull  that  shows  no  "stop"  at  the  eyes.  Small  ears, 
small  dark  eyes,  very  deep  chest  and  long,  well  feathered 
tail  whose  drooped,  curved  carriage  bears  out  the  sloping  lines 
of  the  loins  are  other  distinguishing  characteristics.  It  has  been 
well  said  by  an  English  authority  that  "The  Borzoi  in  his 
build  and  architecture  seems  to  be  an  exaggeration  of  every- 
thing, and  this  is  what  should  be  aimed  at — great  size,  with 
great  elegance  and  a  total  absence  of  coarseness." 

It  is  not  as  a  sporting  dog,  though,  that  we  in  America 
have  taken  up  the  Borzoi,  except,  perhaps,  in  those  sections  of 
the  West  where  he  is  used  to  a  certain  extent  for  ridding 
the  ranches  of  coyotes  and  wolves.  Somehow,  with  us,  he 
seems  more  at  home  parading  loftily  down  Park  Avenue  at 
the  fashionable  hour  or  gracing  the  terraces  and  broad  lawns 
uf  some  spacious  country  estate.

You  might  expect  a  successful  wolf  hunter  to  be  rather 
too  fierce  in  disposition  for  a  peaceful  family  life,  but  this 
is  not  at  all  the  case  with  the  Borzoi.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
he  has  been  bred  for  companionship  and  bench  showing  to 
so  great  an  extent  since  his  first  appearance  in  an  English 
ring  back  in  1872  that  he  lias  been  thoroughly  domesticated. 
Those  who  are  really  familiar  with  him  today  know  him  as  a 
dignified,  gentlemanly  companion. 

Some  excellent  Borzois  are  being  produced  in  this  country, 
though  the  number  of  kennels  specializing  in  them  is  small 
as  compared  with  those  given  over  to  some  of  the  more 
widely  popular  breeds.  In  this  very  restriction  of  breeding, 
perhaps,  is  found  one  of  the  arguments  in  favor  of  owning 
one  of  these  great  hounds:  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry  haven't 
gone  and  done  likewise. 

As  a  guide  in  the  selection  of  a  good  specimen,  the  follow- 
ing description  from  the  official  standard  will  be  of  value: 

Head,  long  and  lean.  Skull  very  slightly  domed  and  nar- 
row, stop  not  perceptible,  inclining  to  Roman  nose.  Head 
so  fine  that  the  direction  of  the  bones  and  principal  veins  can 
be  clearlj  seen.  Long,  deep  and  notably  powerful  jaws. 

Ears  small  and  fine  in  quality,  not  too  far  apart.  Eyes  dark, 
intelligent  and  expressive,  sot  somewhat  obliquely. 

Neck   slightly   arched,   continuing   the   line   of   the   back,

Shoulders  clean,  sloping  well  back, 
fine  at  the  withers  and  free  from  lumpiness.  Great  depth  of 
brisket,  rather  narrow. 

The  back  should  rise  in  a  nice  arch,  rather  bony  and  free 
from  any  cavity.  Loins  broad,  very  powerful.  Long,  well 
developed  thighs.  Lean  and  straight  forelegs.  Feet  rather 
long,  toes  close  together  and  well  arched. 

Coat  long  and  silky,  flat,  wavy  or  rather  curly.  Short  and 
smooth  on  head,  ears  and  front  of  legs,  frill  on  neck  profuse 
and  rather  curly,  forelegs  and  chest  well  feathered,  feathering 
long  and  profuse  on  hindlegs  and  tail.  Tail  long,  well  feather- 
ed and  carried  low.  Dogs  should  stand  29"  or  more  at  the 
shoulders;  bitches,  from  27"  upward. 

In  selecting  a  pup  from  two  to  four  months  old,  look  for 
these  points:  Phenomenally  long  head,  rather  Roman  in 
shape  of  muzzle,  well  filled  up  under  the  eyes.  Small  eyes 
set  obliquely,  very  narrow  skull  with  occipital  bone  well  de- 
veloped, powerful  neck,  very  narrow  shoulders,  long,  straight 
forelegs,  very  deep  chest,  arched  loin  and  graceful  outline.

When  the  work- 
men broke  away  the  brick,  they  found  the  original 
arch  of  the  old  doorway,  and  the  new  frame 
fitted  into  that  hidden  arch  like  a  hand  sliding  into 
a  glove! 

E.ITERARY  FlRJ  .To  the  pleasant  domestical- 

ities  worth  adopting  we  suggest  the  following 
custom  of  a  household  in  Hingham,  Mass.  It  has 
two  kinds  of  fires — after  dinner  fires,  which  are 
of  wood,  and  "literary  fires" — short,  quick-burn- 
ing conflagrations  tor  those  few  minutes  when  the 
family  assembles  before  breakfast.  I  he  latter  con- 
sists merely  of  yesterday's  newspapers  rolled  into 
loose  logs.  An  old  servant,  who  considers  all  forms 
of  the  printed  word  as  literature,  gave  the  fire  its 
unique  name.  Would  that  some  magazines  and 
books  burned  as  easilv   as  newspapers' 

Testing  Vegetable  Sffd.  The  New  York 
State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  has  recently 
been  conducting  some  tests  of  vegetable  seed  that 
gardeners  can  help  in  by  demanding  higher  stan- 
dards. Of  the  sealed  packets  of  vegetable  seed 
offered  for  sale  in  New  York  State  in  1929  and 
1930,  nearly  one-half,  or  \hc',  .  fell  below  the 
reasonable  standards  set  for  comparison. 

The  experiments  proved  that  certain  seedsmen 
consistently  put  out  high  grade  seed  stocks  in 
sealed  packages,  while  others  just  as  consistently 
packet  inferior  or  worthless  stocks. 

These  tests  have  proven  that  reliable,  long- 
established  seed  houses  in  New  York  and  other 
States  can  be  depended  on  to  sell  trustworthy  seeds 
and  that  the  gardener  is  wasting  his  money  if  he 
accepts  seeds  that  do  not  come  up  to  the  standards 
set  by  these  organizations.

I\  A  Rom  \\  Gardi  n.  Whereas  we  are  apt 
to  think  that  French  gardeners  first  began  the  cus- 
tom of  growing  flowers  together  with  vegetables, 
Romans  did  it  originally.  Plutarch  tells  how  Leeks 
and  Onions  were  grown  side  by  side  with  Roses 
anil  Violrts. 

I  he  Roman  garden  consisted  of  two  parts — the 
Gestatio  and  the  Hippodromus.  The  former  con- 
sisted of  a  w  ide  path  edged  with  Box  or  Rose- 
mary not  unlike  a  double  herbaceous  border,  along 
which  the  owner  and  his  guests  took  their  exer- 
cise. The  Hippodromus  was  a  wilder  place,  of 
informal  paths  and  drives,  along  which  horses 
could  be  ridden.  In  the  garden  was  usually  a  sum- 
mer house  containing  rest  rooms  and  a  banquet 
hall.  Before  it  was  a  terrace  or  XystUS. 

And  if  it  makes  your  life  any  richer  to  know 
it,  the  Roman  name  for  a  tennis  court  was 
Sphaeristerium. 

JUDGING  a  House.  Thanks  to  the  energies 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce 
there  has  recently  appeared  a  valuable  pamphlet 
called  Hoiv  To  Judge  A  House.  It  specializes  on 
the  utilization  of  wood  ami  is  a  complete  survey 
in  that  field.  Much  of  its  advice  is  equally  applica- 
ble to  houses  built  of  other  materials.  The  pam- 
phlet can  be  obtained  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Documents  at  Washington  for  ten  cents.

IN  many  houses  the  chilli's  room  for- 
merly represented  the  last  stopping  place  for 
furniture  en  route  to  the  attic.  Unused 
wedding  gifts,  pieces  handed  down  the  line 
from  master's  room  to  guest  chamber 
eventually  found  their  way  to  the  nursery. 
So  that  very  often  children  were  forced  to 
associate  with  furnishings  not  only  inappro- 
priate but  downright  dilapidated. 

Of  course,  parents  were  justified  in  be- 
lieving that  elaborate  furniture  had  no  place 
in  a  child's  room  for  the  reason  that  it  is  not 
only  unsuitable  but  impractical.  Neverthe- 
less, they  overlooked  the  fact  that  a  child 
living  in  harmonious  surroundings  is  much 
happier  than  one  who  is  forced  to  spend  his 
days  with  had  taste  and  ugliness — with 
things  he  may  eventually  grow  to  like  if  he 
is  not  taught  otherwise  at  a  tender  age. 

When  planning  to  decorate  a  child's 
room,  the  first  step  is  consideration  of  the 
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Ships,  lighthouses  anJ 
tropical  islands  on  a  sun' 
shine  yellow  ground  deco- 
rate  the  walls  oi  this  mod' 
ern  nursery.  The  wood' 
work  is  cobalt  blue  and 
the  fabrikoid  covering  oi 
the  seats  and  box  pleated 
valance,  which  conceals 
toy  cupboards,  is  in  the 
same  blue,  hound  in  lac- 
quer red.

A 
sunny  room  because  of  its  brightness  and 
cheer  should  be  selected  whenever  possible. 
In  modern  apartments,  however,  the  extra 
room  which  generally  goes  to  the  child  is  not 
large  and  often  does  not  face  south.  There- 
fore, an  effect  of  sunlight  must  be  gained  by 
painting  the  walls  a  light  warmth-giving 
color  such  as  yellow,  not  necessarily  pure 
yellow,  hut  something  of  which  yellow  is  a 
component  part  such  as  peach  or  an  apricot 
tone.  We  can  also  use  a  gay  paper  with  not 
too  large  a  pattern,  on  a  light  ground.  Mod- 
ern German  and  Austrian  papers  in  quaint 
and  naive  designs  are  particularly  adaptable 
to  nurseries  and  playrooms.  Wall  paper  is 
now  a  thoroughly  practical  treatment  as 
there  are  certain  preparations  which  when 
applied  to  walls  make  them  washable.  More- 
over, we  have  permatex,  fabrikoid,  salubra 
and  sanitas,  all  waterproof  wall  coverings 
and  ideal  for  children's  rooms.  In  painting

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the  woodwork,  wc  can  use  a  contrasting 
color  in  a  large  room  and  preferably  a  har- 
monious one  where  doors  are  many  or  the 
space  small. 

Next  to  be  planned  for  is  the  floor  which 
must  be  comfortable  and,  preferably,  of  some 
material  that  can  be  easily  cleaned.  Lino- 
leum is  good,  also  cork  and  rubber,  as  these 
are  easy  to  keep  clean,  ami  absorb  noises. 
Beside  the  crib  or  bed  it  is  advisable  to  have 
a  small  rug.  There  is  a  washable  woven  rag 
rug  in  wide  color  range  called  Catalogue 
which  comes  in  thirty-inch  strips  that  can  be 
sewn  together  to  make  a  carpet  any  desired 
size.  This  may  be  had  in  plain  tones  or  in 
striped  or  plaid  effects. 

After  the  background  of  walls  and  floor 
has  been  decided  upon  comes  the  problem 
of  the  furniture.  The  crib  or  bed  must  be 
comfortable  from  the  child's  standpoint  as 
well  as  from  that  of  the  mother  or  nurse. 
It  is  difficult  to  take  care  of  a  child  when  the 
crib  stands  too  close  to  the  floor.  The  essen- 
tial furniture  comprises  a  small  chest  of 
drawers  or  wardrobe  for  the  child's  clothes, 
a  low  comfortable  chair  for  the  mother  or 
nurse,  and  a  small  table  and  chair  for  the 
child  to  play  at  as  he  grows  older.  There 
should  be  a  cupboard  or  built-in  shelves  for 
toys  and  a  series  of  steps  to  enable  the  child

GRAY  IN  DECORATION.  Although  gray  has  heen 
neglected  of  late,  the  whole  country  having  gone  green  and  peach 
mad,  this  dove-like  hue  gives  every  sign  of  returning  to  favor. 
It  took  the  modernists,  with  their  lovely  silvery  schemes,  to  remind 
us  that  gray  can  lie  used  with  thrilling  results  in  subtle  gradations 
of  several  times,  or  as  a  foil  for  more  vivid  effects. 

Nor  is  this  color  confined  to  modern  decoration.  Recently  we 
saw  two  tradition. tl  rooms  done  in  gray  that  were  illuminating 
examples  of  how  effective  this  hue  can  be  when  used  with  distinc- 
tion. In  a  tiny  reception  room  the  entire  background  was  a  dark 
French  gray  -walls,  wood  trim  and  Venetian  blinds;  even  the 
curtains  of  old  embroidered  mull  were  dyed  to  match  the  walls. 
In  spite  of  this  somber  setting  there  was  no  lack  of  life  and  color 
as  the  ceiling  was  brilliant  lemon  yellow  and  the  linoleum  floor 
was  painted  dark  gray  decked  with  yellow.  Yellow  fabrics  wire 
used  on  the  furniture. 

The  other  was  a  dining  room  which  might  well  have  looked 
out  upon  the  Grand  Canal.  Walls  were  hung  in  suit  folds  of  gray 
Fortuny  cloth  printed  m  silver  and  edged  with  gold  bullion 
fringe.  1  he  curtains  were  a  paler  gray  taffeta  over  gra)  \  cnetian 
blinds.

WHITE  FLOWERS.  The  use  ,,f  white  accessories,  and 
particularly  of  white  flowers,  artificial  if  they  can't  be  real,  is 
among  the  most  charming  notes  in  decoration.  Even  il  you  arc 
not  able  to  achieve  an  entire  white  scheme,  white  lamps  and 
shades,  white  porcelain  accessories,  and  especially  white  flowers, 
will  do  wonders  lor  a   tired   room. 

Among  the  man)  varieties  oj  artificial  blooms  available  in  white 
are  some  new  paper  flowers  extraordinarily  well  made.  Of  these 
Rhododendrons  and  Calla  I. dies  defy  detection  when  placed 
among  real  Laurel  leaves.  In  the  same  medium  .ire  Dogwood, 
Cosmos,  Narcissus  and  Magnolia  blooms,  the  last  f.imtlv  touched 
with  pink.  Prim  whiti  Hyacinths  made  of  wax  and  placed  in 
mirrored  pots  along  a  window  sill  are  delightful  notes  in  a  mod- 
ern room.  And  finally,  Apple  Blossoms,  small  Lilies  and  'I  uhps 
mirnculousl)  made  of  feathers,  with  feather  leaves,  bring  a  veritable 
spring   garden   into  the   house. 

ENSEMBLING  THE  KITCHEN.  What  with  colored 
cooking  utensils  of  all  kinds,  the  many-hued  oil  cloths  and  shelv- 
ings,  some  excellent  new  linoleum  designs  and  recently  a  variety 
of  electric  clocks  in  color,  kitchens  have  become  the  most  enter- 
taining room  in  the  house  to  decorate.  Now  the  ensemble  idea 
bis  -one  a  step  further.  In  order  that  your  kitchen  curtains  may 
be  harmonious  with  the  last  of  the  equipment,  a  number  of  new 
fabrics  have  recently  been  created  to  harmonize  in  tone  with  a 
popular  kitchen  enamel  ware  that  comes  in  various  colors.  Among 
these  is  a  delightful  polka  dot  print  on  a  green,  blue,  red  or  yellow 
ground.  Made  into  curtains  and  combined  with  harmonizing  wall 
coverings,  linoleum  and  colorful  pots  and  pans,  this  fabric  is  guar- 
anteed to  keep  any  cook  contented. 


METAL  AND  MODERNISM.  Thanks  to  the  modernists 
we  have  much  interesting  furniture  and  many  decorative  and 
useful  household  objects  made  of  metal.  Newer  than  monel  and 
chromium  is  the  use  of  copper,  brass  and  pewter  for  furniture 
and  accessories.  The  latest  development  is  a  number  of  small 
tables  with  bases  'made  of  .1  combination  of  copper  ami  brass.  And 
doubtless  inspired  by  the  lovely  furniture  of  Sweden,  which  uses 
pewter  so  dramatically,  several  modern  designers  are  featuring 
pewter  for  table  tops  combined  with  white  holly  or  ebony.  And 
the  smartest  backgammon  board  we  have  seen  in  a  long  time 
had  a  frame,  dice  cups  and  box  for  markers  made  of  pewter.  The 
board  section  was  covered  in  snakeskin  leather  with  black  and 
white  points  ami  the  markers  were  of  black  glass  and  crystal. 

Trimmings  to  the  fore.  Fringe,  braid,  wood  and 

crystal  drops;  tassels,  cords,  bandings;  ribbon,  pleating  and  ready- 
made  welting — all  the  frills  and  fluffs  of  furnishing  are  with 
us  this  season,  indicating  pretty  forcibly  the  path  decoration  is 
tikiiiL!    towards   a    greater    elegance    and    sophistication. 

Smart  as  well  as  labor-saving  are  the  new  ready-made  trim- 
mings of  glazed  chintz  which  may  he  bought  by  the  yard.  Among 
these  are  adorable  two-inch  knife  plcatings  in  three  shades,  as 
well  as  plain-tone  pleating  headed  by  contrasting  pipings,  par- 
ticularly gay  being  the  combination  of  cocoa  color  and  lacquer 
red.  Very  desirable  ilso  are  the  one  and  two-inch  plcatings  edged 
in  contrasting  color  and  trimmed  with  tiny  rick-rack  braid.  These 
and  the  fl.it  chintz  bandings  in  luscious  tones,  scalloped  at  the 
edges  or  piped  in  contrasting  hue,  are  a  godsend  if  you  are  con- 
templating  having   your  curtains  made   at    home. 

Trends  in  table  linens,  in  spite  of  the  distinc- 
tion of  white  and  ivory  toned  damask  for  formal  entertaining, 
the  newest  table  linens  are  as  colorful  and  varied  as  a  summer 
garden.  Color  is  nine  emphasized  than  ever,  with  a  leaning 
towards  softer,  paler  shades  and  smaller,  more  delicate  designs. 
What  clever  hostess  with  a  collection  of  charming  glass  and  china 
can  ignore  so  valuable  an  ally  as  pastel-tinted  damask — a  shim- 
mering cloth  of  cool  Nile  green,  the  contrast  of  an  apricot  or  coral 
background,  the  lure  of  dimmed   yellow? 

Among  the  exciting  new  damasks  is  a  table  cloth  which  may 
be  bought  by  the  yard.  'Ellis  has  a  simple  and  very  smart  design 
of  three  wide  stripes  through  the  center  and  a  border  of  big 
squares  formed  by  narrow  lines.  It  comes  in  luscious  colors  and 
can  be  cut  to  fit  any  size  table  without  destroying  the  pattern.  Other 
new  damask  cloths  are  patterned  in  beguiling  flower  motifs — Lotus, 
Phlox,  Daffodils  and  Dogwood — in  a  number  of  effective  colors.

MnE  exotic  forms  ol  succulent  plants 
have  long  fascinated  the  horticulturist,  but 
it  is  only  within  the  past  few  years  that  the 
succulent  has  become  a  decorative  feature 
of  the  house,  and  only  recently  lias  its  charm 
appealed  to  the  designer  of  fabrics  and  wall 
papers.  A  few  years  ago  Western  gardens 
began  to  have  nooks  with  the  various  species 
of  Cacti,  Aloes,  and  small  succulents;  soon 
after  a  New  York  decorator  specializing  in 
modernist  design  introduced  their  austere 
forms  as  a  finishing  touch  to  his  interiors. 
He  placed  them  in  pots  and  set  them  where 
their  peculiar  contours  would  make  dark 
shadows  upon  the  plain  surfaces  of  walls 
and  furniture.  Not  long  after  this  florists 
began  featuring  strange  Cacti  in  small  dec- 
orative jars  and  then  we  found  that  Cactus 
window  gardens  would  add  color  and  in- 
terest to  almost  any  room. 

About  this  time  a  boat  of  the  German 
navy  was  making  a  world  tour.  Imagine 
my  surprise  when,  invited  on  board,  I  found 
a  potted  succulent  garden  the  treasured 
possession  of  each  officer.  Cacti  from  Ger-

So  Europe  had  started  this  modern 
note  in  decoration  while  here,  in  the  desert 
mesas  of  Arizona,  New  Mexico,  Colorado 
and  California,  the  home  of  the  majority 
of  known  Cacti,  their  decorative  value  had 
been  overlooked  until  the  suggestion  came 
from  abroad.  However,  I  believe  that  we 
can  credit  the  American  designer  of  textiles 
with  the  introduction  of  these  exotic  succu- 
lents into  the  fabrics  of  today. 

In  their  frantic  search  for  inspiration, 
modern  designers  have  dui:  in  the  tombs  of 
Egypt,  hunted  the  forests  of  South  Africa, 
.md  s.iiled  to  barbaric  tropical  islands;  the 
portfolios  of  the  past  have  contained  sug- 
gestions derived  from  China,  Greece,  and 
Persia  and  India  and  almost  all  species  of 
flora  and  fauna  the  world  over  have  been 
used.  Yet  after  all  tin's  search,  the  present- 
day  designer  has  found  no  more  appropriate 
motifs  for  the  modern  interior  than  the 
native  growths  on  the  deserts  at  his  doorstep. 

These  indigenous  plants  furnish  vitality, 
diversity  and  originality  to  present  day  de- 
sign.

The  Cactus  designs  of  the  prints  and 
cottons  shown  on  this  page  suggest  a  wealth 
of  possibilities  for  the  modern  interior.  The 
varied  and  grotesque  shapes,  spherical, 
cylindrical  or  angular,  definite,  bold,  am 
unornamented  by  veins,  make  the  succulents 
peculiarly  appropriate  motifs  for  fabrics  to 
be  used  with  modern  furniture.  Those  who 
do  not  admire  contemporary  design  will  say 
that  Cacti,  like  the  furniture,  are  wanting 
in  beauty  and  remarkable  only  for  their 
curious  form.  To  be  sure  they  are  not  grace- 
ful, nor  do  they  possess  Romantic  or  Classic 
curves.  Instead,  their  spirit  is  one  of  m 
ernism  and  their  strange  beauty  is  based 
upon  the  basic  fundamentals  of  design. 
What  could  be  more  fanciful  and  decora- 
tive, for  instance,  than  the  column-like

Collectors  of  old  pewter  are 

not  always  aware  of  just  how  old  pewter 
may  be.  A  few  American  Colonial  plates, 
an  old  French  broth  bowl,  an  English  18th 
Century  porringer  and  a  pair  of  19th  Cen- 
tury Chinese  candlesticks  do  not  compass 
the  subject  of  pewter.  Nor  do  the  elaborate 
pieces  which  Briot  patterned  in  the  16th 
Century  give  any  idea  of  the  extent  of  this 
interesting  study.  An  exquisitely  engraved 
Persian  bowl  decorated  with  applied  silver 
and  red  copper,  comes  nearer  to  giving  an 
dea  of  what  a  master  workman  can  do 
even  with  a  humble  metal.  For  pewter  has 
long  been  considered  kitchen  stuff,  and  only 
in  recent  years  has  it  found  its  way  into 
dining  rooms  of  any  pretension  above  that 
of  farm  house  or  cottage. 

Not  until  the  20th  Century,  in  fact,  did 
collectors  turn  an  appraising  eye  upon  the 
work  of  the  pewterer.  But  interest  has 
spread  all  the  more  rapidly  for  its  long 
neglect,  and  to-day  we  are  in  danger  of 
overestimating  simple  unadorned  surfaces,

THERE  is  a  family  of  four  water 
softeners  for  freeing  hard  water  of  its  trou- 
blesome lime  and  magnesium.  Hand  oper- 
ated units  come  in  six  sizes;  capacities  from 
four  to  16  gallons  a  minute.  Semi-auto- 
matic types,  eliminating  frequent  saltings, 
are  obtainable  in  five  sizes  with  capacities 
ranging  from  six  to  20  gallons  per  minute. 
Rapid  flow  models  may  be  had  in  three  sizes 
with  capacities  from  five  to  12  gallons. 
Fully  automatic  softeners  are  in  four  sizes 
with  high  capacities.  For  old  or  new  houses, 
any  one  of  these  equipments  may  be  in- 
stalled, usually  in  the  basement,  and  directly 
connected  with  the  water  system.  Deliver- 
ing fresh,  pure,  softened  water,  these  de- 
vices protect  health,  fabrics  and  plumbing. 

OLD  HOUSE  INSULATION 

A  METHOD  has  been  perfected  for 
blowing  insulation  into  the  walls  of  old 
houses.  This  type  insulation  is  made  of  rock 
that  has  been  melted  and  then  blown  into 
shreds;  it  is  everlasting  and  proof  against 
fire  and  vermin. 

Pneumatic  application  is  carried  on  from 
outside  the  house  with  no  injury  to  lawn 
or  plantings.  Holes  are  made  through 
shingles,  siding,  stucco  or  brick  veneer;  the 
space  between  studs  is  then  blown  full  of 
the  material,  and  the  holes  closed  and  re- 
finished  so  no  sign  of  the  work  remains.

A  board  here  and  there  in  the  attic  floor 
is  lifted  and  the  ceiling  of  the  top  floor  is 
quickly  treated  to  a  thorough  insulation.  In 
this  way  the  entire  house  will  be  enclosed 
in  a  blanket  which  not  only  keeps  out  cold 
and  heat,  but  also  acts  as  fire  stop  and  an 
efficient  sound  deadener. 

Experience  has  shown  that  quite  aside 
from  the  comfort  gained,  the  cost  of  in- 
sulating old  houses  in  this  way  is  quickly 
paid  for  in  fuel  savings  and  increased  prop- 
erty value.  Several  home  owners  report  that 
rooms  which  were  long  untenantable  be- 
cause they  could  not  be  adequately  heated 
have  become  entirely  comfortable  since  this 
insulation  was  applied. 

NEW  GAS  STOVE 

Although  measuring  but  4054 

inches  wide,  the  latest  type  gas  stove  has 
cooking  and  baking  capacity  adequate  to 
allow  thorough  meal  preparation  for  ten 
persons.  A  new  and  very  practical  idea  is 
the  elimination  of  all  protruding  bolt-heads 
in  exposed  places — those  always-difficult- 
to-keep-clean  spots.  A  folding  cooking  top 
cover  drops  down  to  conceal  the  burners 
when  they  are  not  in  use;  when  it  is  raised, 
this  cover  becomes  a  back  splasher. 

The  cooking  top  is  about  33  J  j  inches 
from  the  floor,  with  the  oven  projecting  but 
nine  inches  above  so  leaving  the  top  practi- 
cally free  from  shadows.  An  improved  style 
of  burner  tray  conceals  burners  and  pipes, 
except  the  small  burner  heads,  improving 
appearance  ami  promoting  case  in  keeping 
burners  clean.  Broiling  pan  requires  no  rack 
as  broiling  is  done  directly  on  the  ribbed 
surface  of  the  pan,  which  is  arched  so  as  to 
drain  away  the  fat.  When  it  is  reversed,  the 


broiling  pan  makes  an  excellent  roaster. 
Decorative  handles  well-insulated  against 
the  heat  are  another  distinctive  feature  of 
this  stove.  The  oven  is  completely  insulated. 
Doors  may  be  shut  without  making  a  harsh 
metallic  sound.  All  oven  corners  are  round- 
ed to  make  cleaning  easy.  Gas  ports  of 
burners  open  on  the  sides  so  that  spill-overs 
will  not  close  up  the  holes.  Each  burner  is 
either  a  simmering  burner,  an  ordinary 
burner  or  a  giant  burner,  as  may  be  desired. 
Gas  valves  lock  when  turned  off;  there  is 
no  danger  of  their  being  opened  by  chil- 
dren. In  design  and  in  appearance,  we  are 
told,  this  stove  establishes  a  new  style  and 
a  new  beauty. 

EFFICIENCY   SINK 

A  WIDE  integral  ledge  in  the  back 
of  the  sink,  serving  as  a  handy  shelf,  is  one 
of  several  new  ideas  embodied  in  an  ef- 
ficiency sink,  just  announced.  The  ledge 
extends  across  the  entire  fixture,  giving  it 
a  thoroughly  modern  line,  and  supports  the 
chromium-plated  all-metal  fittings. 

Another  innovation  is  a  disappearing 
spray  hose  for  rinsing,  conveniently  at  hand 
yet  out  of  sight  beneath  the  sink  when  not 
in  use.  A  curved,  swinging  spout  of  new 
design  gives  the  necessary  height  so  that 
tall  dishes  may  he  readily  filled.  This  unit 
is  equipped  with  a  double  strainer  drain  con- 
trol and  vitreous  china  swing  arm  garbage 
and  utensil  containers.  It  is  available  in 
black,  white  and  a  number  of  colors. 

ACOUSTICAL  CORRECTION 

3IADE  of  cork,  a  sound  absorbing 
material  that  is  also  a  very  effective  insu- 
lator is  designed  to  correct  the  common 
acoustical  defects  including  excessive  rever- 
beration, echo,  "loud"  spots,  "dead"  spots 
and  interference. 

Offending  wall  and  ceiling  surfaces  in 
music  anil  other  rooms  may  be  covered  with 
this  material  so  as  to  control  the  reflection, 
absorption  and  transmission  of  sound  waves 
with  mathematical  precision.

Manner   For   Anieriea

■HE  first  two  courses  of  an  informal 
dinner  had  gone  smoothly.  While  await- 
ing the  third  the  hostess  remarked  that  the 
new  cook,  from  a  remote  corner  of  Europe, 
seemed  to  he  a  "find."  Of  course,  there 
had  been  the  first  day's  difficulties  because 
she  understood  neither  English  nor  French. 
But  so  far  so  good. 

The  ensuing  course  was  accompanied  by 
a  dish  containing  a  sodden  red  mash.  The 
host  jovially  opined  it  might  be  a  Soviet 
surprise.  No  one  could  quite  decide  what 
it  was.  Perhaps  a  new  European  vegetable? 
No,  the  hostess  knew  nothing  about  it.  How- 
ever, when  finally  the  iced  watermelon 
failed  to  appear,  a  trip  to  the  kitchen  re- 
vealed that  it  had  been  pared  and  boiled 
like  any  other  good  vegetable,  and  served 
with  the  roast. 

Architecturally,  a  great  many  French 
type  houses  in  this  country  are  not  so  dis- 
tantly removed  from  the  boiled  watermelon. 
Their  designers  had  been  equally  unwill- 
ing to  let-well-enough-alone.  They  pared 
and  boiled  and  fussed  until  the  result  bore 


A  medium-sized  house  adapted 
from  the  French  to  an  American 
urban  site  is  shown  at  the  left  as 
it  might  appear  from  the  street.  At 
the  bottom  of  the  opposite  page  is 
a  view  from  the  side  and  rear 
While  all  the  motifs  of  this 
house  arc  traceable  directly  to  the 
period  following  Louis  XIV,  cer- 
tain simplification  has  taken  place.

The  kitchen  service  wing  of  the 
house  at  the  bottom  of  these  pages 
could,  without  affecting  the  design, 
be  extended  or  contracted  accord- 
ing to  individual  needs 

The  garden  face  of  this  wing  is  a 
blank  wall  relieved  by  an  orna- 
mental wall  fountain.  Screened  on 
both  sides  by  high  hedges,  the  dry- 
ing and  service  yard  lies  directly 
to   the   rear  of   the  service  section 
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little  if  any  resemblance  to  the  original 
houses  in  France,  from  whence  came  their 
inspiration.  Just  as  it  must  have  seemed 
shirking;  duty  to  the  cook  merely  to  cut  a 
melon  into  slices  and  serve,  so,  to  the  over- 
conscientious  architect,  it  is  sometimes  ap- 
parently not  permissible  to  profit  by  decades 
of  experimentation  in  France,  and  simply 
create  an  American  adaptation.  Yet  from 
the  most  distant  provincial  town  to  the  Place 
de  l'Opera  there  are  endless  examples  of 
employing  a  formal  alignment  of  motifs 
simply,  effectively  and  economically. 

In  passing,  it  may  be  in  order  to  acknowl- 
edge that  to  discuss  French  houses  as  being 
either  formal  or  informal  does  not  make  for 
archaeological  accuracy.  However,  the 
modern  American  house  should  not  rigidly 
pursue  any  one  style  to  the  nth  molding  and 
become  merely  a  cold  copy.  Many  French 
houses  built  in  one  period  were  altered  ac- 
cording to  the  fashion  of  successive  styles, 
and  at  present  are  still  more  than  satisfac- 
tory— except  in  the  matter  of  accurate 
pedigrees.  Therefore,  within  the  compass 
of  a  few  pages  it  seems  more  important  to 
consider  the  main  underlying  characteristics 
of  formal  French  houses  in  general,  rather 
than  to  split  hairs  and  sort  them  out  ac- 
cording to  the  reigns  of  the  Louis',  the 
Napoleons,  etc.  And  simply  because  a  house 
is  said  to  be  formal  in  architectural  treat- 
ment does  not  in  the  least  imply  that  it  can- 
not be  gracious,  or  have  a  roof  mass  which 
varies  in  height,  but  rather  that  when  differ- 


Many  distinct  types  all  come  under  the  general  head  of  French 
formal  architecture.  The  formal  French  style  itscll  is  based 
on  the  Italian.  In  the  sketch  above  are  four  distinct  variations 
of  the  French  manner  and  countless  others  are  possible.

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ences   occur   they    be   symetricallj    massed. 

On    walking    down    any    French    street 

lined  with  walls  to  the  very  pavement,  the 

houses  may  not  seem  to  be  intimately  related 

to  their  sites.  But  that  is  merely  because  the 
laniL1  rooms  of  the  house  are  toward  the 
enclosed  rear  garden — for  French  houses 
never  wear  their  hearts  on  their  sleeves.  No 
matter  how  forma]  they  may  be,  there  is 
always  a  means  of  relating  house  to  garden, 
and  of  not  disclosing  everything  at  a  glance. 
There  are  forecourts,  terraces,  clipped  rows 
of  trees  or  shrubs  which  lead  the  eye  into 
a  pleasing  variety  of  vistas.  Rather  than 
perch  a  house  in  the  middle  of  a  plot,  as  we 
are  so  apt  to  do  in  America  (like  the  central 
drawing  on  page  88  ),  it  is  arranged  so  that 
only  part  may  be  seen  at  a  time.  It  is  as 
though  the  ensemble  had  a  personality 
which  said,  "Yes,  come  through  this  gate- 
way ami  a  row  of  poplars  will  lead  you  to 
the  vine-covered  terrace.  On  your  way 
don  t  be  surprised  if  suddenly  you  come 
upon  a  little  wall  fountain.  Or  would  you 
rather  turn  to  the  right  to  see  the  flower 
beds:  If  you  like  flowers  you  will  enjoy 
the  prt'itr  Versailles  garden  laid  out  on  the 
axis  of  the  sun  room — it  lies  just  beyond  that 
high  clipped  hedge."

The  type  nl  French  house  sketched  at  the 
right  is  particularly  applicable  to  America, 
both  because  ol  the  use  ol  plaster  and  the 
simplification  to  which  the  various  details 
will   lend  themselves 

The  entrance  is  suggested  by  one  at 
Saint  Vigor,  Viroflay,  and  window  with 
surmounting  balcony  horn  Sablon,  It  is  not 
fai  removed  from  the  sort  held  in  esteejn 
by  modernists:  the  splayed  jamb  is  a  means 
nl   escaping  the  hackneyed 

If  raised  plaster  panels  prove  too  expen- 
sive, a  means  o)  achieving  a  similar  effect 
would  be  to  score  the  plain  plaster  sur- 
face with  two  oi   mure  incised  parallel  lines 
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exceedingly  simple  or,  if  not,  v\  i!l  not  suffer 
by  being  made  so.  Build  a  Gothic  house 
without  all  the  requisite  trimmings  and  it 
becomes  a  pitiable  thing.  But  with  a  house 
surfaced  with  plaster  and  depending  upon 
proportion,  restraint  and  good  taste,  rather 
than  upon  costly  carving  and  materials — 
what  more  can  be  required? 

For  both  practical  and  esthetic  reasons 
horizontal  band  courses  are  important  ele- 
ments. Since  there  must  be  window  sills  in 
any  case,  it  does  not  cost  considerably  more 
to  make  them  continuous — consequently 
they  are  not  an  extravagance.  Furthermore, 
plaster  sometimes  cracks,  and  the  latter  will 
be  easier  to  repair  if  halted  by  a  band  course. 
Frequently  vertical  streaking  caused  by  rain 
coursing  down  adds  to  the  picturesque  qual- 
ity, but  more  often  the  owner  wants  to  see 
his  house  looking  trim.  The  usefulness  of 
band  courses  comes  at  this  point,  for  there 
can  be  a  drip  molding  at  each  horizontal 
course,  which  will  cause  the  water  to  drip 
down  instead  of  running  down  the  wall 
from  roof  to  grade.  Esthetically  the  value 
of  horizontal  emphasis  cannot  be  over-es- 
timated. The  entire  house  is  given  dignity 
and  repose,  it  appears  close  to  the  ground 
and  the  eye  is  satisfied  by  the  obvious  rela- 
tion of  one  window  to  another. 

For  the  home  owner  who  feels  that  our 
Colonial  has  been  somewhat  overdone  and

THE  garden  writer  of  ancient  times 
who  thought  commendable  an  adequate 
adjective  to  use  in  describing  the  Columbine 
obviously  had  no  prescience  of  the  heights 
the  simple  flower  was  one  day  to  attain, 
but  judging  from  its  portrayal  in  old  garden 
books,  it  was  suitable  enough  for  the  vari- 
eties known  and  grown  at  that  early  period. 
In  Parkinson's  Paradisus  are  numerous  fi<j- 
ures  of  Columbines,  the  fat  double  forms 
that  were  in  those  days  the  most  favored, 
and  very  dull  and  stodgy  they  appear,  with 
their  short  hooked  spurs,  beside  the  surpass- 
ing grace  of  the  beautiful  streamline  flower 
of  our  modern  gardens.  When  Parkinson 
wrote  his  Paradisus  he  was  not  acquainted 
with  any  of  the  .American  species  but  in  his 
later  work,  the  Theatrum  Botanicum, 
1640,  he  describes  and  figures  our  little  wild 
red  and  yellow  Columbine,  Aquilegia  cana- 
densls,  as-among  the  plants  that  were  sent 
home  to  England  by  John  Tradescant  from 
Virginia. 

Soon  other  American  Columbines  found 
their  way  to  the  Old  World  and  it  is  the 
blood  of  our  long  spurred  species  that  in- 
spires the  modern  garden  varieties,  with 
their  incomparable  beauty  of  line  and  grace 
of  carriage.  Crossed  with  the  sturdier  Euro- 
pean species  there  has  resulted  a  noble  race 
oi  Columbines,  reliable  of  constitution,  tall 
and  strong,  with  beautiful  foliage  and  flow- 
ers in  many  hues,  from  white  to  scarlet, 
from  pale  blue  to  purple,  ami  many  tones 
of  yellow  and  orange,  besides  some  of  these 
hues  in  combination. 

How  lovely  they  are,  the  Columbines  in 
our  gardens  today!  Their  blossoming  marks 
the  beginning  of  summer,  and  every  garden 
should  be  full  of  them.  Planted  in  generous

groups  between  earlier  and  Liter  flowering 
plants  they  uphold  the  beauty  of  the  border 

at  a  season  which  is  apt  to  be  scantily 
clothed.  Set  among  plantations  of  bulbs  their 
beautiful  foliage,  which  starts  into  life  very 
early  in  the  year — long  before  Phlox  and 
Helenium  have  thought  of  stirring — creates 
a  lovely  setting  for  the  gay  blossoms  of 
Tulip  or  Daffodil.  They  belong  in  the  front 
ranks  of  our  border  plants  and  are  orna- 
mental throughout  the  season. 

Columbines  are  not  commonly  long 
lived.  Some  of  the  species  indeed  are  con- 
sidered as  biennials,  but  the)  are  so  easily 
raised  from  seed  that  it  is  not  a  difficult 
matter  to  keep  a  frame  full  of  vivacious 
youngsters  coming  along  to  replace  their 
elders  that  gradually  drop  out.  If  we  gather 
our  own  seed  and  are  looking  for  the  per- 
petuation of  any  special  variety  we  ma)-  ex- 
pect disappointment,  for  these  gay  creatures 
intermarry  with  such  facility,  not  to  say 
eagerness,  that  from  any  garden,  indeed 
from  any  locality,  innumerable  variations 
and  intermediate  forms  are  bound  to  occur. 
It  is  wisest  to  buy  fresh  seed  from  a  reliable

The   Second   Transformation 


Of  An   18th   Century   Residence 


The  original  house,  from  winch  that  shown  above  final' 
ly  evolved,  probably  dates  from  the  last  ten  years  o( 
the  18th  Century.  It  comprised  about  two-thirds  oi  the 
central  portion  of  the  residence  as  it  now  stands.  In  the 
latter  part  of  the  19th  Century  the  wing  at  the  left  was 
added  and  a  porch  developed  across  the  front  m  the  typ- 
ical General  Grant  mode  of  the  period.  Photographs  and 
a  first  floor  plan  of  the  house  at  this  sta<;e  are  given  on 
the  following  page.  The  latest  alterations  have  provided 
much  additional  space  and  brought  the  whole  residence 
back  to  the  original  spirit.  It  is  now  the  home 
of     Mr.      Morgan     Parker     .it      Katonah,      New     York 
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The  plan  to  the  upper  left  and  the  photographs  above 
present  Mr.  Parker's  house  just  before  the  architect  be- 
gan  work  on  the  last  transformation.  A  comparison  of 
thi  original  plan  with  the  new  plans  below  it  will  show 
the  extensive  alterations 

The  right  wall  of  the  dining  room  was  an  outside  wall 
of  the  old  house.  The  whole  service  section  with  the 
exception  of  one  maid's  room  is  entirely  new.  The  par- 
tition between  dining  room  and  kitchen  in  the  old 
structure  has  been  torn  out  and  the  two  rooms  thrown 
into  one.  to  make  the  present  living  room.  A  fireplace 
is  centrally  located  in  the  end  wall  and  bookshelves  are 
built  in  at  each  side.  A  covered  porch  has  been  sub- 
stituted  for  the  shed   at  the   rear 

Small  but  adequate  windows  have  been  cut  through 
just  below  the  cornice  of  the  main  house  and  dormers 
have  been  put  in  the  left  wing,  to  give  sufficient  light  to 
the  upper  story.  Here  extensive  alterations  have  been 
made  and  two  large  bedrooms  with  fireplaces,  a  nursery, 
one    small     bedroom     and    two     baths    are    the    result

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Although  most  of  the  house  was  clapboarded  when  Mr. 
Spalding  began  his  work,  one  side  still  retained  enough 
of  the  original  .shingled  wall  to  give  a  clue  as  to  the 
proper  type  to  use.  Much  thought  was  put  into  design- 
ing details  that  would  have  the  spirit  of  the  rather  un- 
finished  yet   soft   effect   of   the    early   craftsmen's   work 

The  small  modern  chimneys  were  replaced  by  large 
ones  of  the  sort  probably  used  in  the  original  house. 
Brick  around  fireplaces  and  in  the  chimneys  was  softened 
on  the  edges  and  carefully  selected.  The  principal 
entrance,  shown  in  the  view  at  the  right,  is  from  an  early 
house  at  North  Haven,  Conn.  Shingles  have  been 
scraped  and  are  finished  in  a  light  gray  weathered  tone. 
All  window  and  door  trim  have  been  painted  a  clear 
white.  The  old  floors,  as  originally  laid  over  the  hewn 
cellar  beams  are  retained  with  all  their  unevenness  and 
sagging.  Some  of  the  old  paneling  in  the  house  and  a 
great  deal  of  other  old  paneling  is  incorporated  in  the 
living  room,  dining  room  and  other  places 

The  photograph  at  the  top  of  the  opposite  page  com- 
pared with  the  one  above  gives  an  idea  of  the  remodel- 
ling the  rear  has  undergone.  Carrying  roofs  over  porch 
and  the  wing  in  long  sweeping  curves  has  established  a 
relationship  between  house  and  contour  of  site.  A  real 
Early    American    spirit    pervades    the    whole    structure 
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This  residence,  the  home  oi  Mrs.  Mary  B. 
Roberts  .it  Scarsdale,  N.  Y.,  was  designed 
as  a  free  interpretation  of  the  French  pro- 
vincial type  cil  Brittany.  While  no  attempt 
lias  been  made  tn  follow  the  precedent 
literally,  the  architect  aimed  to  gain  the 
general  character  ol  Breton  work  without 
using  expensive  ornament  and  detail  that 
aie  often  quite  meaningless 

Walls  are  white  stucco  textured  to  give 
something  ol  the  effect  of  whitewashed 
stone.  The  root  is  black  slate,  with  the 
dates  laid  in  a  slightly  irregular  manner. 
The  chimney  is  faced  with  local  stone. 
Above  is  the  front  facade.  The  rear  view

The  Continental 
and  Oriental  pewterers  with  theii  u 
perior  artistic  training  and  skill  were 
not  unaware  of  this. 

Few  English  and  American  pewter 
nun,  if  any,  knew  enough  about  dec- 
orative ornament  to  apply  it  to  their 
pewter  ware,  for  which  the  devotee 
of  simple  form  lnmlly  and  sometimes 
ignorantly  expresses  gratitude.  With 
equal  emphasis  does  the  ardent  col- 
lector voice  the  fact  that  pewter  is 
of  noble  and  even  regal  lineage,  and 
assure  us  that  it  had  an  honored  place 
in  palace  and  mansion,  being  rele- 
gated to  the  kitchen  only  when  china 
came  into  common  use  in  the  late  I  8th 
Century.  But  the  early  pewter  ware 
which  found  favor  with  the  rich  had 
its  share  of  ornamental  beauty.  This 
the  Continent  and  the  Orient  never 
allow  us  to  forget. 

/Indent:  Greek,  Etruscan  and  Ro- 
man. .Many  Roman  dishes,  plates,  etc., 
ornamented  with  incised  lines,  dug  up 
m  Britain;  the  dishes  are  sometimes 
I  5    inches    in    diameter. 

Articles:  A  greater  variety  made  on 
the  Continent  than  in  England  and 
America,  notably  decorative  pieces; 
rose-water  ewer  and  basin,  guild  tank- 
ard, standing  cup  and  various  bottle 
and  pitcher  tonus.  Large  nails  or 
pins,  anciently  used  for  safety-pins, 
and    studs    for    decorating    leather. 

Art  Nouveau:  Vogue  for  pewter 
revived  in  France  by  Jules  Brateau, 
etc.,  1890-1910  in  the  restless  curving 
outlines  peculiar  to  the  style. 

Bijouterie:  Small  articles — spoons, 
etc.  « 

Bowl:   Two-handled   type   in   com- 
'nion    use   throughout   France,   Nether- 
lands, and  England.  Bowl  with  swing 
handles  for  broth  and  soup,  especially 
Su  iss. 

Box:  Many  uses — herb,  patch,  pep- 
per, pounce,  powder,  salt,  snuff,  spice, 
sugar,  tobacco,  etc.  Many  forms — - 
cylindrical,  rectangular,  cut  or  shaped 
corners.  Lids — flat,  domed,  shaped  like 
body;  with  or  without  finial;  often 
decorated.  Excellent  workmanship  on 
Dutch,  French,  and  German  snuff- 
boxes. 

Chinese:  Pewter  possibly  a  Chinese 
invention,  doubtless  as  old  as  bronze 
an  I  as  skilfully  worked.  Forms  fol- 
low those  of  bronze  through  the  dif- 
ferent periods.  Traditional  shapes  re- 
tained for  over  2000  years.  Many 
Cli'ien  Lung  (1736-96)  pieces  beau- 
tifully ornamented — engraving,  chas- 
ing, lacquer,  painting  gilding,  jewel 
work;  brass  and  copper  inlaying;  the 
ornament  us  d  with  respect  to  the 
integrity  of  the  material.  Jade  often 
decoratively  inlaid.  Temple  and  palace 
garnitures;  pair  of  pricket  candle- 
sticks, pair  of  flower  vases  and 
sacrificial  urn  or  jar  with  handles; 
frequently  elaborated  with  extremely 
nice  moldings  and  with  a  keen  dis- 
cernment of  the  type  of  form  and 
ornament  suitable  to  the  rich  maleable 
quality  of  the  metal  itself.  Charming 
floral  and  foliage  decoration,  either 
engraved  or  inlaid  with  brass,  on 
bowls,  trays,  tea-pots,  jars  and  boxes. 
Carved  horn  cups,  pewter  lined.  Many 
19th  Century  candlesticks,  lamps,  rose 
jars,  cups,  trays  and  ornaments  pro- 
curable.

Continental:  Pewter  made  on  Eu- 
ropean  Continent;  often  called  Eu- 
ropean in  England.

Centuries.  17th  Century  applique 
scrollwork  and  inlay,  notable.  Lamps 
— various.  Louis  XIV  type  favorites 
in  coffee-pots,  etc.;  Louis  XV,  in 
ewei  .  A  milk  jug  typically  shaped 
like  a  cow,  as  in  silver.  Art  Nouveau 
period,  prolific,  with  chunks  of  imi- 
tation turquoise,  pearl  plaques,  etc., 
inset.  Pewter  lids  often  used  or,  mod- 
ern  glass  and  pottery  tankards. 

Guilds:  Medieval  and  later  periods, 
in  France,  Flanders,  Germany,  etc., 
formed  to  preserve  a  standard  of 
lie  lal  and  craftsmanship;  notably  at 
Paris,  Limoges,  Rouen,  Mons,  Ghent, 
Bruges,  and  Nuremberg. 

Inlay  and  Marquetry:  Occasional 
use  in  sheet  and  wire  inlay  for  French 
Boulle  work,  17th- 18th  Century. 
Sheet  pewter  used  as  foundation  for 
elaborate  marquetry. 

Inkstand:  Many  forms  and  sizes; 
simple  cylindrical  pot  or  elaborate 
jar;  sometimes  on  feet  or  a  tray,  with 
two  or  more  receptacles,  one  for  sand 
box.  19th  Century — typically  a  minia- 
ture cabinet  with  drawers  for  wafers 
to  seal   the   letters. 

Italian:  Excellent  quality  of  metal, 
carefully  made  and  well  finished.  Lit- 
tle used  in  14th  and  15th  Centuries. 
Renaissance  examples  finely  worked. 
Beautiful  classic  ovoid  type  of  rose- 
water  ewer,  the  surface  completely 
covered  with  classic  designs  in  relief; 
the  basin  similarly  decorated.  Large 
fonts  and  wine  coolers,  decorated  or 
plain  surfaced  but  with  addition  of 
some  bit  of  classic  ornament.  Inkstands 
and  other  occasional  pieces  well  de- 
signed. Renaissance  sculptors'  models 
made  in  pewter  for  goldsmiths'  work. 

Japanese:  Composition  of  metal 
about  the  same  as  English  14th  Cen- 
tury. Early  examples  imported  from 
China.  7  16 — possession  of  any  pewter 
was  a  penal  offense  because  of  edict 
prohibiting  counterfeit  coin.  765-770 
— reign  of  Empress  Shotoku;  pew-ter 
uti  nsils  and  vessels  were  largely  used; 
spoons  made  about  784,  now  in  treas- 
ury of  temple,  Todaiji,  at  Nara.  10th 
Century — ornamental  mounts  for  lac- 
quer boxes,  later  for  inlaying  on  lac- 
quer. Articles  often  plain.  Decoration 
— chased,  pierced;  inlaid  with  copper, 
bronze,  gold,  etc.;  rarely  decorated  in 
relief.  Pewter  less  used  for  decorative 
articles  than  bronze.  Cast  in  clay 
molds,  never  polished,  but  rubbed  oc- 
casionally with  silk  or  cotton  cloth, 
producing  a  patina  on  old  pewter 
much  valued  by  collectors — a  gray 
ground  with  darker  patches  of  green 
rust.  Bowls  beautifully  shaped,  some- 
times like  flowers;  the  handles  carved 
in  form  of  a  pine,  body  decorated  with 
plum  blossoms,  feet  like  pine  cones. 
Openwork  censers,  the  covers  formed 
like  written  characters.  Boxes,  differ- 
ent shapes,  etched  with  designs  of 
flowers  and  birds.  Modern  use — 
mostly  for  candlesticks  and  tea-jars — 
caddies,  with  double  covers,  the  artist's 
name  frequently  stamped  on  bottom. 
A  notable  caddy  by  Iwami,  about 
1700;  one  by  Susuya,  about   1800. 

Jug:  Vessel  with  handle.  Frencfl 
cider  jug.  Toast  and  water  jug,  really 
an   ale   jug.  See   Measure.

Measure:  A  sort  of  jug  or  pitcher 
with  handle;  uncovered,  or  covered 
with  thumb-piece;  body — cylindrical, 
pear — baluster  shape.  Lid — frequently 
heart-shaped  to  cover  lip-spout.  Long 
in  general  use  on  Continent  as  liquid 
or  dry  measure;  various  sizes.  French 
type— cylindrical,  with  lip-spout  pro- 
jecting or  raised  vertically  above  rim. 
Netherlands — baluster  typical,  as  on 
Channel    Isles — Jersey   and   Guernsey. 

Medieval:  Pewter  largely  tin, 
known  as  "fine"  pewter;  an  important 
craft  on  Continent.

Modernistic:  Occasional  use  for 
decorative  vases  and  statuettes.  Utili- 
tarian pieces  in  modernistic  forms. 

Oriental:  Characteristically  inlaid 
with  brass,  silver,  etc.;  beautifully  en- 
graved;  repousse  ornament.  Used  to 
mount  and  decorate  knife  and  dagger 
handles  and  sheaths  of  bone,  etc.  See- 
Chinese,  Japanese,  Persian. 

Persian:  Typical  forms;  engraved 
and  inlaid  ornament.  Designs — floral 
and  foliage  arabesques,  birds,  and  hu- 
man figures.  1  8th  Century — exquisitely 
decorated  bowls,  etc.;  de-signs — en- 
graved and  inlaid  with  reel  copper,  in- 
corporating busts  in  medallions,  birds 
facing  each  other  in  pairs  amid  ara- 
besques as  in  ancient  Sassanian  art.

Grading   Arountl    Trees 


MMLLING  in  around  trees,  espe- 
cially in  the  case  of  grading  opera- 
nt uis,  is  nearly  always  incorrectly 
done.  Many  are  killed  every  year  be- 
cause the  grade  around  them  has  been 
ins., |  without  taking  proper  precau- 
tion to  preserve  the  foot)  and  moisture 
to  which  the  roots  are  accustomed. 
Many  trees  are  so  weakened  by  this 
that  they  are  subject  to  every  disease 
that  comes  their  way  and  eventually 
succumb.  The  reason  is  diagnosed  as 
blight,  borers  or  insect  infestation,  al- 
though these  conditions  were  brought 
about  originally  because  of  the  fact 
that  tin-  tree  was  weakened  by  im- 
proper filling  in  around  the  root  area. 

Some  trees,  such  as  the  Locust  and 
Catalpa,  will  stand  a  great  deal*  of 
maltreatment  in  grading  and  not  re- 
al t  badly,  while  others,  like  the  Maple, 
Oak.  .\nt\  Linden,  can  not  stand  the 
shock  at  all.  The  Maples  and  Lindens 
must  have  their  roots  near  the  surface. 
Fhe  evergreens  do  not  like  to  be  cov- 
ered  too  deeplv,  but  will  not  react 
as  badly  as  tin-  Maples.  But  taking  the 
trees  all  in  all,  the  grade  around  them 
should  never  be  changed  unless  it  is 
properly  done. 

Filling  in  over  the  natural  root  area 
of  a  tree  does  two  serious  things;  it 
changes  the  normal  soil  water  table 
.u\d  smothers  the  roots,  shutting  off 
their  natural  food  and  moisture.  As  a 
grade  is  changed  and  made  higher, 
ill.-  water  table  risrs  with  it  and  the 
roots  below  suffer  from  lack  of  this 
moisture  and  air  which  they  must  have. 

If  it  is  necessary  to  make  a  fill  of 
any  considerable  depth  (say,  for  ex- 
ample, three  feet)  most  people  just 
build  a  wall  in  a  circle  around  the 
trees,  carrying  it  out  from  two  to  six 
feet  from  the  trunk,  and  feel  that 
the  job  has  been  well  done.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  on  a  Maple  tree  two  feet 
in  diameter,  the  feeding  roots  are 
never  closer  thin  fi\--  to  sj\  feet  from 
the  trunk;  only  a  very  few  roots  come 
this  close.  A  tiii-  of  that  size  will  have 
a  spread  of  perhaps  forty  to  fifty  feet, 
and  most  of  the  fine  feeding  roots  will 
be  out  near  the  root  tips,  in  a  circle- 
about  equal  to  the  spread  of  the  tree. 


Therefore,  the  well  that  is  built  in  a 
six  toot  circle  arountl  the  stem  can  do 
very  1  ittle  good. 

These  wells  are  dangerous  and  un 
sightly.  Even  a  few  inches  of  fill  is 
dangerous,  unless  it  is  done  an  inch  at 
a  time.  Where  it  is  necessary  to  fill 
over  six  tret,  unless  the  trees  are  ex- 
ceptionally fine,  one  had  better  con- 
sider  their    removal    entirely. 

Where  trees  are  worth  while  and 
cannot  be  lifted  to  the  grade  because, 
ot  their  si/e,  the  filling  should  be  done 
as  follows : 

Build  a  dry  wall  in  a  circle  (  n< 
cement),  about  a  foot  away  from  the 
tree  trunk.  This  will  give  room  for 
growth  for  many  years.  It  must  be 
well  laid  without  a  foundation,  a; 
you  cannot  dig  into  the  ground  at  thie 
point  because  of  the  large  root,  which 
must  not  be   cut. 

After  the  wall  is  built  up  to  the 
height  of  the  finished  grade,  start  fill 
ing  in  back  of  it  with  large  stone: 
about  the  size  that  a  man  can  lift,  oi 
a  little  smaller,  out  to  and  a  little  be 
yond  the  spread  of  the  branches;  the 
tart  her  out  the  better.  Bring  these 
stones  up  to  within  twelve  to  fifteen 
inches  ot  the  surface;  then  fill  in  thi 
spaces  on  top  of  them  with  smallei 
stone,  which  will  help  level  the  sur- 
fate.  After  this  is  done,  lay  a  mat  oi 
peat  moss  two  inches  deep  over  the 
entire  area,  being  careful  not  to  lei 
it  drop  into  and  stop  up  the  air  space 
between  the  stones.  This  peat  will  ae 
as  a  wick  and  hold  the  moisture. 

After  that  comes  the  top  soil  up  tr 
the  finish  grade.  Insert  from  four  tc 
eight  pieces  of  pipe,  about  four  inchei 
in  diameter,  down  into  the  stones  ir 
different  places  around  the  area  undei 
the  spread  of  the  tree.  These  will 
c.iri\  down  the  water  and  air,  and  a; 
we  have  a  dry  wall  around  the  tree 
and  spaces  large  enough  between  the 
stones,  the  air  will  circulate  all 
through  them  and  the  pipe  will  carrx, 
the  water  and  air  down.  This  can  be 
done  at  very  little  cost  and  save  the 
trees  .md  get  rid  of  a  big  ugly  well 
hole.

Desert   Comes   To    Decoration

gray-green  leaves  and  its  dull  Vermil- 
lion flowers,  as  shown  in  the«print  on 
page  75.  This  material  comes  in  vig- 
orous desert  colorings.  One  nunfber  is 
printed  in  three  tones  of  brown  and 
two  of  orange  upon  a  tan  ground, 
while  another  is  blue-green,  yellow- 
green  and  orange  upon  a  pale  Nile 
green  ground,  and  still  another,  yel- 
low, gray  and  brown  upon  a  char- 
treuse ground.  This  fabric  would  he 
delightful  as  curtains,  coverings  for 
chair  seats,  or  as  wall   hangings. 

Opuntia  Cactus,  with  its  yellow  and 
blue-green  leaves  and  its  brilliant  red 
and  yellow  blooms  forms  the  design 
of  a  new  hand-blocked  linen.  A  small 
spiny  Cactus  plant  and  the  sun  arrang- 
ed in  a  modernistic  stripe  pattern,  in- 
spired a  new  printed  voile  in  shades 
of  yellow,  green  and  tan  with  rust, 
peach  or  Nile  .predominating,  the 
whole  design  having  delightful 
rhythm  of  straight  and  diagonal  lines. 
Still  another  fabric  has  for  its  motif 
the  vanilla-flavored  flowers  of  the 
night  blooming  Cereus;  cream  "blos- 
soms tinted  with  deep  green  and  blue- 
green  leaves  on  a  black  ground.  It 
also  comes  in  tones  of  brown,  tan,  and  ' 
dull  orange  and  a  bit  of  light  tur- 
quoise blue. 

Wall  papers  in  designs  inspired  by 
the  dese'-t  are  a  delightful  and  new 
note  in  interior  decoration.  I  found  a 
charming  Salubra  paper  in  horizontal 
cloud  lines  of  blue,  blue-green  and 
grav-lavender  that  would  be  an  ex- 
cellent background  for  a  room  using 
the  print  of  the  night  blooming  Cereus 
design.  It  is  a  purely  abstract  pattern, 
but   suggests   the    cloud    effects   so   pe- 


culiar to  our  Southwest  which  have 
often  been  depicted  by  the  Indians  in 
their  own   designs. 

Another  unusual  wall  paper  called 
"Sand,"  because  of  its  simple  lines  ,mi| 
dot  pattern,  has  a  pah-  tan  ground  and 
dull-orange  lines  and  would  serve  as 
a  charming  background  for  any  of  the 
fabrics  mentioned.  There  are  othei 
wall  paper  patterns  derived  from  Palm 
leaves,  Magnolias  and  small  Cacti  in 
pots,  which  suggest  the  influence  of 
the  desert  upon  modern  designers.  Yet 
the  possibilities  are  far  from  ex- 
hausted. A  striking  wall  stencil  of 
Edith  Hamlin  gives  an  idea  of  the 
broad  scope  of  these  desert  motifs. 
Here  the  wax-white  Yucca  dominates 
the  scene,  which  includes  blooming 
Cacti  of  several  varieties,  Echeverial 
with  pale  green  and  lavender  tinged 
leaves,  Aloes,  and  desert  animals  in- 
cluding the  rabbit,  the  squirrel  and  the 
quail.  As  a  background,  the  low  hori- 
zontal mounds  of  sand  and  the  distant 
clear-cut  purple-blue  vistas  of  moun- 
tains give  a  scenic  quality  worthy  of 
enlargement  as  the  complete  decora^ 
tion  of  a  room,  either  as  a  mural  or 
adapted  to  a  scenic  wallpaper. 

If  American  wall  paper  manufac- 
turers, following  the  excellent  exam- 
ple of  the  fabric  designers,  would 
create  such  a  paper  for  the  present  day 
market,  it  would  be  one  step  further 
towards  the  establishment  of  American 
supremacy  in  the  field  of  modern  in- 
dustrial design.  Ro'bert  Locher  has 
already  used  the  desert  motifs  in  de- 
lightful wall  decorations  of  New 
York  homes  and  more  recently  in  a 
ballroom  ot  a  hotel  in  Cuba.

too  often  hackneyed,  the  houses  illus- 
trated will  lend  themselves  to  a  treat- 
ment not  distantly  related,  yet  with  a 
refreshing  tang.  If  plaster  be  used  it 
need  not  necessarily  be  white  or  yel- 
low ochre,  but  pale  pink,  green  or 
blue  will  enliven  its  morale  consider- 
ably. Instead  of  plaster,  flush  siding 
would  give  an  interesting  texture, 
with  window  trim  moldings  painted  a 
slightly  contrasting  color  to  the  wall 
itself.  In  France  where  grapevines  are 
grown  on  lattice  against  the  houses, 
the   light   walls  take   on   the   color  of 


the  copper  sulphate  solution  used  in 
spraying  the  vines.  Instead  of  being  a 
disadvantage  it  seems  rather  a  colorful 
asset,  particularly  in  the  winter  when 
that  shade  of  green  is  so  deplorably 
lacking   in   nature. 

I  he  roof  pitch  need  not  be  steep  on 
the  formal  French  house — which  is 
another  way  of  stating  that  it  will  not 
be  expensive.  It  can  appropriately  in- 
cline at  about  the  same  angle  as  that 
used  on  our  town  typical  Southern 
Colonial  residences,  if  the  remainder 
of  the  house  be  designed  accordingly.

cocoa  color,  raisin  and  the  lacquer 
and  Pompeiian  reds.  Blue  continues  to 
grow  in  popularity  and  brown  is  ex- 
tremely good.  A  new  development  is 
chintz  designs  printed  on  low-lustre 
rayon.  This  gives  a  more  formal,  so- 
phisticated appearance  than  the  glazed 
cotton  fabric,  but  lacks  the  crisp  fresh- 
ness that  is  so  charming  a  part  of  the 
latter    material.

source,  and  even  then  the  unexpected 
must  sometimes  be  expected.  It  is  this 
easy  marrying  proclivity,  of  course, 
that  has  made  the  Columbine  such 
plastic  material  in  the  hands  of  the 
hybridizers. 

In  the  garden  borders  Columbines 
like  a  rich,  lisht  soil,  one  that  does 
not  cake  in  wet  weather,  yet  in  which 
is  incorporated  enough  humus  to  hold 
a  certain  amount  of  moisture.  It  is 
not  generally  realized  how  cruelly 
Columbines  suffer  during  drv  weather. 
They  should  always  be  freely  watered 
during-  any  periods  of  drought.  My 
neighbor  across  the  way  grows  them  in 
great  quanitity  and  supremely  well; 
lie  keeps  them  blossoming  nearly  all 
of  the  summer  by  removing  promptly 
e\  erv  spent  blossom. 

Many  fine  strains  of  long-spurred 
Columbines  are  on  the  market  today 
and  while  these  are  unquestionably  the 
most  beautiful,  some  of  the  short- 
spurred  forms  of  Aquilegia  vulgaris 
in  good  clear  colors  have  a  certain 
quaint  attractiveness  which  makes 
them  worthy  of  inclusion  in  any  gar- 
den, though  they  should  not  be  placed 
in  competition  with  the  beauties  of 
modern  invention.  A  very  beautiful 
old  white  Columbine  is  known  as 
Munstead  White  (syn.  nivea  granJi- 
flora).  It  grows  from  eighteen  inches 
tu  two  feet  tall  and  a  planting  of  it 
at  the  edge  of  a  woodland  path,  or  in 
a  shaded  border  among  Foxgloves, 
Striped  Grass  and  Cowslips  is  well 
w  oi  th   the   making". 

Nortli  America  is  rich  in  Columbines 
and  they  are  the  loveliest  that  the 
world  has  to  offer.  One  kind  or. an- 
other is  to  be  found  in  almost  everv 
state  in  the  Union,  and  it  has  long 
been  a  candidate  for  National  blower. 
Some  nt  the  beautiful  western  species 
that  would  grace  our  gardens  or  rock 
gardens  are  still  difficult  to  secure  but 
this  state  of  affairs  is  being  rapidly 
remedied  through  the  efforts  of  col- 
lectors. The  cheerful  red  and  yellow 
blossoms  of  Aquilegia  canadensis 
flutter  oxer  rocky  wooded  hillsides 
t  mm  t  'an  ol. i  to  the  C  'arol  inas  and 
westward  to  Texas  and  Arkansas,  up 
through  the  Central  West  and  out  to 
the  Dakotas.  There  are  numerous 
forms  of  it  slightlv  varying  the  fa- 
miliar theme.

One  of  the  best  is  A.  elegantula, 
from  the  mountains  of  Colorado, 
Arizona  and  New  Mexico.  A  minia- 
ture form  is  known  as  A.  r.  nana.  It 
has  recently  been  given  a  place  in  my 
rock  garden  and  looks  diminutive 
enough  so  far.  Red  and  \ellow  is  a 
favorite  color  scheme  ainong  Ameri- 
can Columbines.  One  of  the  prettiest 
to  wear  it  is  A.  Sleinneri,  from  the 
mountains  of  Mexico,  a  beautiful  and 
distinct  plant,  quite  hardy  in  the 
neighborhood  of  New  York  if  given 
a  light  sharply  drained  soil  and  a  pro- 
tected situation.  It  grows  from  one  to 
two  feet  tall,  the  flower  nodding,  the 
sepals  greenish  yellow  and  the  pale 
red  spurs  very  long  and  straight  and 
sharply  tapering.  Red  and  yellow  also 
is  A.  truncata  (syn.  eximia  and  cali- 
fornica),  the  tall  handsome  species 
found   in  the   foothills  and   river  bot- 


toms of  the  Northwest.  Its  sepals  at 
smartly  spreading  and  the  spurs  o: 
medium  length;  it  grows  nearly  threi 
feet  tall  and  makes  a  handsome  bog 
der  plant. 

Aquilegia  chrysantlia  is  found  in  tin 
mountains  of  the  Southwest  of  Cob 
orado,  New  Mexico  and  Arizona 
where  it  is  said  to  haunt  deep  ravines 
This  is  one  of  the  finest  of  all  Colurn. 
bines,  both  from  the  standpoint  oi 
border  fitness  and  of  personal  appear- 
ance. It  is  a  striking  beauty,  carrying 
its  streaming  blossoms  with  incoinpar 
able  grace  and  continuing  to  flowei 
almost  throughout  the  summer.  It  i| 
hardy,  longer  lived  than  most  Col 
umbines.  tall  and  stately — at  its  best  i; 
glows  to  be  three  feet  tall — and  is  al 
together  one  of  the  most  wholly  satis. 
factory  of  the  border  plants.  And  i 
appears  to  come  quite  true  from  seed 
Its  influence  is  felt  in  many  of  thi 
modern  border  strains.  Crossed  witl 
■/.  caerulea  and  .7.  truncata,  such  fin' 
strains  as  Haylodgensis  and  Jat  n  h 
kani  have   resulted.

Tin 
beautiful,  erectly  carried  flowers  art 
deep  blue,  the  long  and  tapering  spur 
are  a  paler  blue,  the  laminae  white.  V 
is  daintiness  personified,  vet  full  oi 
i  haracter.  I  hough  found  in  most  ol 
the  Rocky  Mountain  states  it  is  sah 
to  reach  its  highest  development  ii 
Colorado.  "I  here  among  the  aspens 
spruces  and  firs,  it  is  not  uncommot 
to  see  a  hillside  meadow-  so  complete 
Iy  covered  with  Aquilegia  caerulea  a 
to  hide  all  other  vegetation  and  tc 
make  it  seem  a  fairyland  of  hug!

Sadly  enough,  it  has  to  be  admittct 
that  the  enchanting  caerulea  is  : 
chancy  and  some  what  mifFv  plant  ii 
eastern  lowland  gardens.  It  come: 
readily  from  seed  which  is  easily  pro- 
cured fresh,  but  even  the  consideration: 
of  acid  soil  and  a  hillside  situation  ii 
the  rock  garden — considerations  thai 
should  satisfy  it,  not  to  mention  tin 
prayers  of  the  devout — are  not  enough 
It  seldom  tarries  long.  But  to  have  itj 
bloom  in  your  garden  for  even  one 
season  is  an  experience  not  easily  for- 
gotten, a  memory  to  be  cherished.  And 
when  it  takes  wing  and  is  gone,  one 
feels  that  it  was  more  spirit  than  flesh. 
anyway  more  of  another  world  than] 
this.

II.YBV  DAHLIAS.  European 
growers,  particularly  English  plant 
breeders,  have  taken  the  Dahlia  in 
hand  and  instead  of  the  huge  types  so 
popular  with  American  gardeners  are 
developing  it  downward  in  stature 
and  size  of  bloom  to  brilliant  and 
easily  grown  bedding  f-  pie  I  he  fore- 
runner of  this  series  was  the  Coltness 
hybrid,  now  fairly  well  known,  as 
easily  grown  as  a  Zinnia,  coming  into 
bloom  early  even  when  planted  outside 
on  May  1,  and  giving  a  wealth  of 
single  flowers  of  fair  size  in  a  brilliant 
range  of  colors. 

The  original  Coltness  strain  has 
been  greatly  improved  by  selection  so 
that  it  is  now  one  of  the  finest  of 
bedding  annuals.  There  are  quilled 
types  resembling  the  Cactus  Dahlias 
anil  English  firms  also  offer  for  the 
first  time  a  dwarf  growing  Peony- 
flowered  type  for  which  great  things 
are  claimed.  This,  however,  is  yet  to 
be  tested  in  American  gardens. 

Why  not  try  a  packet  of  Coltness 
Dahlias  this  year?  Colors  that  you  wish 
to  keep  and  propagate  may  be  saved, 
as  these  dwarf  annual  Dahlias  form 
tubers  just  as  do  the  larger  types  and 
may  be  kept  over  and  divided  in  pre- 
cisely the  same  way.

There- 
is  now  available  in  this  country  a 
good  selection  of  the  trained  dwarf 
fruit  trees,  or  espaliers,  which  are  so 
effectively  grown  against  the  walls  of 
English  and  Continental  cottages  and 
gardens.  Apples,  Cherries,  Nectarines, 
Peaches  ami  Pears  are  all  to  be  had  in 
a  considerable  number  of  varieties, 
and  there  are  five  types  of  training 
which  range  from  the  single  vertical 
cordon  to  the  spreading  six-armed 
palmetto. 

Whether  as  fruit  producers  or  mere- 
ly for  unusual  ornamental  effect  these 
espalier  trees  are  abundantly  worth 
while.  Properly  handled,  they  are  en- 
tirely adaptable  to  American  climatic 
conditions,  either  growing  against 
walls  or  trained  along  trellises  or 
formal  fences.  Very  few  nursery- 
men have  them  in  good  quality  and 
variety,  so  if  you  have  difficulty  locat- 
ing them,  write  us  and  we'll  tell 
you    where    to    go. 

Paper    mulch,    in    recent 

years  there  has  been  much  interest  in 
the  use  of  paper  mulch  in  the  garden. 
This  mulch  consists  of  laying  down 
strips  of  specially  prepared  paper  un- 
ited with  asphalt,  between  tie- 
rows  of  vegetables  or  flowers,  the 
plants  growing  in  the  line  between 
the  lengths  of  paper.

vigor  of  the  plants.  In  case  of  ,-,,; 
the  water  is  shed  between  the  r,l 
the  mulch,  going  directly  to  the  rool 
of  the  plants.  It  is  sufficiently  stron<;  i 
texture  so  that  it  may  be  walked  o 
without    damage.

While  the  simplest  method  of 
it  is  between  rows,  spaced  to  accommi 
date  the  use  of  mulch,  it  is  also  ei 
tirely  practicable  to  cut  holes  in  th 
paper  at  any  intervals  desired  and  t 
transplant  into  these  spaces.  In  sue 
cases  the  mulch  surrounds  the  plant  i 
all  sides,  leaving  adequate  space  f< 
water  to  reach  the  roots.

In  my  cold  frame  I  have  a  few 
plants  of  Aquilegia  coerulea  albiflora, 
a  white  flowered  form  of  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Columbine,  the  seed  of 
which  was  sent  me  by  that  ardent 
collector  and  gardener,  Mr.  Ben  John- 
son of  Utah.  Whether  it  will  prove  as 
captious  as  coerulea  only  time  will  tell. 
This  species  is  said  to  have  a  more 
western  range  than  the  type,  spreading 
out  through  the  mountains  of  Wy- 
oming, Nevada,  Utah  and  Idaho. 
Other  American  species  th.it  would  un- 
doubtedly prove  interesting  could  we 
proi  lire  the  seed  are  A.  flavescens, 
sometimes  considered  a  form  of  our 
eastern  Canadensis,  which  ranges  the 
mountains  of  the  Northwest,  A. 
Tracyii  .lepson,  a  Southern  California 
species  of  curious  structure,  and  A. 
longissitna,  a  yellow-flowered  species 
allied  to  c//rysant/ia,  but  with  extraor- 
dinarily long  spurs,  said  to  flower  in 
the  autumn.  This  would  indeed  be  an 
addition.  It  grows  in  the  mountains 
of  Texas  and  Mexico  and  possibly 
might  not  be  hardy  in  the  North.  Of 
this  species  the  Standard  Cyclopedia  of 
Horticulture  savs:  "The  seeds  must  be 
obtained  from  the  wild  plants  as  those 
cultivated  usually  fail  to  produce 
seed."  But  where  are  we  to  procure  the 
seed — any  at  all?  Up  to  this  time  I 
have  never  seen  it  offered. 

FOREIGN    SORTS 

Foreign  born  Columbines  are  many 
and  captivating.  Most  of  them  are 
mountain  plants  and  the  safest  place 
for  them  is  in  the  rock  garden.  My 
favorite,  because  it  is  easy  to  grow  as 
well  as  charming,  and  moreover, comes 
true  from  seed,  is  /.  flabellata,  a  squat 
little  Japanese  with  shallow  waxen 
blooms  the  color  of  thick  cream  with 
round  lilac  sepals  and  bluish  foliage 
of  substantia]  texture.  It  grows  only 
.1  fool  tall  and  there  is  a  somewhat 
dwarfer  form  known  as  A.  f.  nana. 
Of  flabellata  Mr.  Farrar  says:  "It  is 
perfectly  easy,  sure,  permanent  and 
true, — a  neat  and  tidy  species  early 
blooming  and  of  special  loveliness." 
So  I  have  found  it.  A.  Helenae  is  the 
result  of  a  marriage  between  this  fetch- 
ing Japanese  and  our  lovely  coerulea 
— a  substantial  gift  of  generous  gods, 
this,  to  the  rock  garden,  repeating  the 
exquisite  color  and  the  grace  of  its 
American  parent  and  inheriting  the 
good  constitution  and  solid  virtues  of 
its  Oriental  progenitor. 

Aquilegia  alpina  is  a  splendid  Euro- 
pean species  but  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  get  it  true  from  seed.  "The  flowers 
dam  ing  high  on  airy  stems  are  of 
enormous  size,  most  exquisitely  and 
daintily  balanced  and  of  a  soft  melt- 
ing blue  quite  impossible  to  describe 
— a  color  deep  yet  gentle,  brilliant  yet 
modest,  perfectly  clear  and  yet  not 
flaunting."  Thus  Mr.  Farrar.  High 
praise  and  doubtless  deserved  but  I 
have  never  been  able  to  realize  this 
beauty  in  my  garden.  Over  and  over 
again  I  have  purchased  seed  from  the 
most   reliable  sources,   and  plants  too, 


and  always  a  dingy  stalwart  with 
distinction  or  grace  has  been  m\ 
ward.  More  success  has  been  met  w 
in  the  pursuit  of  A.  pyrenaica  wh 
graces  the  rocks  and  debris-stre 
slopes  of  the  French  and  Spat! 
P\  renees.  1  he  stem  of  this  species  n 
real  h  a  height  of  twelve  tin  hes,  \ 
slender  and  almost  naked,  and  cm 
two  or  three  fragile  blue  flowers 
good  si/e,  though  smaller  than  nlf- 
is  reported  to  be. 

Another  desirable  mountain  spot 
is  /-  renter!  of  the  woods  and  m 
sub-alpine  slopes  of  the  We 
Maritime  Alps,  that  bears  its  i 
clear  blue  flowers  in  a  narrow  pantfl 
It  is  reported  as  growing  natural!] 
"poor  soil,  in  desperately  hard  . 
stony  places — often  hovering  in 
out  of  light  Piiws  montana  scr 
where  its  vivid  coerulean  stars  sh 
cool  in  company  with  the  flaming  m 
let  Turks'  Caps  of  Lilium  pompom; 
waxed  and  glossy."  What  pictures  } 
Farrar  calls  up  for  our   delight! 

And  then  there  is  Aquilegia 
losa.  It  is  among  my  failures — den 
desired   but   never  attained.   It   is 
mittedly  a  difficult  plant  and  certai 
lowland  conditions  are  not  to  its  mi 
Pictures  show   it   to   be   a   huge 
flower,     flat     and     with     short    spi 
hooked   sharply  in.   The  color  of 
sepals  is  pure  blue,  the  laminae  crea. 
white.   A.  jucunda  is  almost  the  id 
tieal  of  glandulosa  and  perhaps  sot 
what  less  cantankerous — though  I  h; 
no  great  tale  of  success  to  report  fr 
my    own    garden.    But    if    there    W 
nothing    left    to    strive    for    garderi 
would  cease  to  be.

It  had  no  showv  qualities  to  reco 
mend  it  but  its  curious  greenish  flow 
was  oddly  decorative  and  it  had  a  pi 
suit  elusive  fragrance — an  uncomn 
gift  in  a  Columbine,  though 
chr\santha  has  it  also.  I  am  speaki 
of  A.  viridiflora  a  species  (accordi 
to  Nicholson)  from  Siberia.  It  is  w 
worth  a  trial  by  those  who  love  t 
curious  and  interesting  in  the  pi; 
world. 

All   this   is  to  say  little   enough 
Columbines.  There  is  much  more  tl 
might   be  said.  Take   Mr.   Correvo :. 
list    and   you   will   be  intrigued   to 
much  farther  with  them.

A  scheme,  easy  to  use,  that  offers 
.i  basic  help  to  memory  should  be  of 
considerable  value  to  the  amateur  and 
beginner  in  gardening,  and  if  that 
scheme  also  shows  adaptability  to  some 
oi  the  needs  of  the  expert,  it  demon- 
si  i  .Hes  its  prai  i  icalitv. 

One  has  not  progr  ssed  far  into 
horticultural  lure,  before  one  realizes 
that  must  eulti\  ated  plants  are  indi- 
viduals requiring  widely  varying 
treatment  for  best  results.

lapping  petals  like  the  shingles  on  a 
roof,  ami  the  Dahlia-flowered  form, 
with  its  cupped  petals,  resembling  a 
decorative  Dahlia.  Both  of  these  may 
he  used  fur  backgrounds,  for  they 
grow  to  a  good  height,  producing 
long-stemmed  flowers  that  are  most 
desirable  for  cutting  purposes. 

Then  there  is  the  Elegans,  especially 
desirable  for  betiding  and  massing 
effect  in  the  garden.  Its  flowers  are  .it 
medium  size  with  long  slender  stems. 
And  finally,  the  latest  addition  to  the 
Zinnia  family,  the  lilliput  or  pompon 
variety.  This  last  is  of  compact  form, 
usually  growing  to  a  height  of  two 
feet.  You  can  have  it  in  a  gorgeous 
array  of  color,  very  charming  for  vase 
or  howl  decoration.  All  Zinnias  should 
he  cut  with  long  stems — hack  to  the 
leaf  pair  nearest  the  main  stalk.  This 
will  not  only  provide  long-stemmed 
flowers,  hut  it  will  also  prolong  the 
blooming  season  of  the  plant,  giving 
successive  flowers  of  good  quality. 

Zinnias  grow  prolifically  in  prac- 
tically all  sections.  Seeds  sown  in  cold 
soil  are  slow-  to  germinate  ami  if  they 
lie  there  too  long  without  germinating 
they  may  decay.  Better  give  Zinnia 
plants  plenty  of  room  to  branch  and 
they  uill  reward  you  with  grateful 
bloom. 

They  are  so  easily  grown  that  the 
seed  may  be  sown  in  the  open  ground, 
moist,  freshly  turned,  ami  without 
surface  sprinkling.  However,  they  may 
abd    be    transplanted    if     you    prefer.

A  GOOD  HOSE  REEL.  For 
some  reason  which  we  have  never  been 
quite  able  to  fathom,  good  new  gar- 
den gadgets  are  rare  discoveries.  Per- 
haps the  manufacturers  don't  realize 
their  sales  potentialities;  possibly  the 
inventor  type  of  mind  just  naturally 
turns  in  other  directions.  In  any  ease, 
it  is  something  of  an  event  to  find  a 
really  useful  novelty  to  add  to  the 
garden   equipment   list. 

We  have  lately  come  across  one, 
though,  which  ought  to  gain  wide 
popularity  wherever  artificial  water- 
ing has  to  be  done  on  the  grounds 
around  the  house.  It  is,  in  effect,  a  hose 
reel  permanently  installed  in  the  base- 
ment in  such  a  way  that  the  hose  can 
be  easily  drawn  out  through  a  special 
plate  set  in  the  house  wall  and,  when 
the  watering  job  is  finished,  will  be 
wound  back  on  the  reel  by  the  action 
of  springs.  The  hose  remains  attached 
at  all  times  to  an  interior  faucet,  so 
there  is  no  fussing  with  leaky  con- 
nections. The  reel  holds  lull  feet  of 
hose  and  the  whole  device  is  easily 
and    quickly    managed. 

The  advantages  of  a  scheme  like 
this  are  obvious.  It  eliminates  all  the 
old-time  hose  objections — kinking, 
muddy  clothes,  laborious  dragging 
and  the  list.  Furthermore,  the  hose 
itself  will  last  much  longer  than  if  it 
vvei  ■  subji  i  led  to  the  old  conditions 
ot    use  ,in,|   storage.

HANDY  SPRINKLING.  An- 
other recently  developed  watering  de- 
vice that  looks  good  is  a  set  of  spray 
heads  designed  to  be  inserted  at  in- 
tervals in  an  ordinary  hose  line,  there- 
by producing  an  effect  comparable  to 
the  more  expensive  permanent  under- 
ground systems  which  are  so  success- 
ful for  lawn  sprinkling.  Such  a 
spraying  line  is  as  flexible  and  mov- 
able as  an  ordinary  hose,  so  the 
spray  heads  can  be  disposed  at  any 
desired  distance  from  each  other. 
They  are  sold  in  sets  oi  tour  and, 
being  made  of  brass  throughout,  nick- 
eled and  with  a  substantial  steel  base 
to  prevent  tipping,  are  very  dura- 
ble. 

These  sprayers  are  so  constructed  as 
to  throw  the  water  in  a  fine  mist,  not 
as  drops.  Each  of  them  covers  a  wide 
area  thoroughly,  without  flooding  or 
beating  down  the  most  delicate  plants. 
As  with  the  preceding  device,  we  will 
be  glad  to  forward  the  manufacturer's 
name  on  request. 

Ornamental  vegeta- 
ble GARDENS.  Fitting  the  vege- 
table garden  into  the  decorative 
grounds  as  part  of  an  integral  scheme 
ot  beauty  is  perfectly  feasible  even  in 
this  era  of  ornamental  gardening. 

Many  vegetable  gardens  have  been 
abandoned,  particularly  on  small 
places,    hei  uis'    oi    thru-    tagged    and 


unkempt  appearance  from  midsum- 
mer on.  This  is  entirely  unnecessary 
but  if,  through  force  of  circumstances, 
it  is  a  condition  that  seems  bound 
to  prevail,  that  need  not  deter  any- 
body. By  setting  off  the  vegetable  gar- 
den with  attractive  and  concealing 
boundaries,  this  objection  can  be  over- 
come. 

First  of  all  it  may  be  enclosed  with 
shrubbery  that  will  conceal  it  as  the 
season  advances.  Or  it  may  be  sur- 
rounded with  an  ornamental  fence 
of  some  type,  to  be  draped  with 
flowering  or  even  perennial  woody 
vines. 

Again,  you  may  make  a  combina- 
tion vegetable  and  cutting  flower  gar- 
den in  such  proportion  that  the  color 
of  the  blooming  annuals  takes  atten- 
tion away  from  maturing  vegetable 
crops.  Alternating  rows  of  annual 
flowers  and  vegetables  are  one  suc- 
cessful   scheme. 

Then,  too,  and  most  important  of 
all,  the  vegetable  garden  given  the 
care  that  is  given  the  flower  garden 
will  go  a  long  way  to  solve  tin'  prob- 
lem. The  beds  should  be  laid  out 
ai  i  ording  to  a  planned  design  it  orna- 
mentation is  to  be  taken  into  considera- 
tion. This  is  especially  necessary  when 
it  is  not  possible  to  have  concealing 
boundaries.  Paths  neatly  edged  with 
herbs  of  ornamental  quality  such  as 
Paisley,  Chives  and  Sage  may  be 
employed  to  outline  the  different 
patches  ot  vegetables.

Few  properties  are  so  laid  out  that 
they  provide  an  ideal  vegetable  garden 
site,  because  of  shade  trees,  the  prox- 
imity of  other  buildings,  the  placing 
of  the  house  on  the  ground  space  or 
other  reasons.

I  here  is  only  one  absolute  w 
in  selecting  the  garden  location,  and 
that  is  sunlight  for  at  least  a  portion 
of  the  due,  the  longer  the  garden  may 
have  the  sun,  the  better.  However, 
good  gardens  are  id  ten  seen  in  city 
backyards  which  receive  only  a  few 
hours  of  sunlight  daily.  If  the  planted 
area  can  have  sun  from  nine  in  the 
morning  until  three  in  the  afternoon 
any  of  the  common  vegetables  can  be 
grown  successfully.  Many  of  the 
standard  sorts  can  be  grown  with  even 
less  than   this. 

Ideal  soil  is  not  often  found.  'lake 
the  soil  as  you  find  it  and  proceed  to 
build  it  up.  This  is  no  great  task.  The 
one  feature  to  avoid  is  a  low-lying 
position  that  is  always  soggy  and  in 
which  water  is  bound  to  stand  after 
rains.  This  is  one  feature  which  pre- 
cludes a  good  vegetable  garden  until 
some  artificial  drainage  has  been  pro- 
\  I  d  to  carry  off  the  excess  amount 
of  water. 

A  vegetable  garden  50'  by  100' 
will  furnish  an  adequate  supply  for 
a  family  of  six.  Smaller  families  need 
smaller  gardens,  and  when  the  space 
is  very  limited  it  is  best  to  select  and 
specialize  on  s :  one  favorite  vege- 
table.

Greyhound,  Master  McGrath,  for  years — long  before  the  Irish 
Terrier  came  into  fashion — always  kept  and  bred  the  variety, 
and,  I  am  told,  there  was  no  getting  one  from  him.  1  am  also 
informed  the  coats  of  his  Terriers  were  rather  inclined  to  curl, 
and  that  the  dogs  themselves  were  undeniably  game." 

Thus  one  of  the  early  authentic  records  of  the  Kerry  Blue 
Terrier  as  a  breed.  How  much  farther  back  his  origin  might 
be  dated  none  can  say  with  any  certainty,  though  there  are 
those  who  believe  him  to  be  an  older  type  than  that  other  note- 
worthy Celt,  the  Irish  Terrier.  It  was  not  until  ten  or  twelve 
years  ago  that  the  Kerry  came  to  the  front  as  a  show  dog  and 
took  hold  so  well  that  clubs  for  his  advancement  were  soon 
formed  in  Ireland  and  England. 

But,  to  apply  one  of  his  own  native  Hibernianisms,  may 
the  devil  fly  away  with  all  questions  of  the  Kerry's  antiquity! 
'Tis  the  clog  himself  that  counts,  and,  by  the  powers,  he  counts 
like  an  adding  machine,  no  less! 

In  the  whole  Terrier  group  there  is  none  with  more  natural, 
all-around,  hard  bitten  ability  than  this  same  Kerry  Blue.  In 
brains,  strength,  hardihood,  courage  and  general  appearance 
he  ranks  at  least  with  the  best.  Which  is  saying  a  good  deal. 

He's  a  big  fellow,  as  Terriers  go.  There  is  perhaps  a  ten- 
demy  in  this  country  to  breed  him  too  large,  thereby  sacrificing 
some  of  the  true  Terrier  lire  and  dash  which  he  should  have. 
But  even  across  the  water,  where  they  watch  such  things 
closely,  a  full-grown  male  ideally  weighs  from  thirty-three  to 
thirty-five  pounds,  and  a  female  somewhat  less.  This  means 
a  dog  standing  about  eighteen  inches  high  at  the  shoulder. 

Blue  in  coat  the  Kerry  is,  as  his  name  indicates,  but  not 
when  lie  first  comes  into  the  world.  As  a  pup  he  is  generally 
as  black  as  a  cloudy  night  over  the  fen-lands,  and  gives  no 
intimation  of  the  color  change  which  maturity  brings.

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BULLETIN  BOARD 


For  garden  clubs.  Tn  February,  1916,  Mrs 
Francis  King  wrote  an  article  for  House  & 
Garden  on  "How  To  Form  A  Garden  Club  In 
A  Small  Town."  This  we  have  reprinted  sevei  il 
times  and  distributed  hundreds  of  copies.  Il  has 
doubtless  proven  an  influential  factor  in  the  rise 
and  development  of  the  small  club.  We  will  now 
suggest  each  month,  on  the  Bulletin  Board,  topics 
for  papers  and  discussions  that  might  aid  those 
who  make  programs  for  garden  clubs,  to  give 
variety  and  added  interest  to  the  meetings. 

Personalities  in  programs.  While,  to  be 
of  genuine  service  to  its  members,  the  garden  club 
program  should  be  kept  practical,  it  can  be  light- 
ened now  and  then  with  personalities.  Say  one 
personality  each  month.  Here  are  four — Jean  de 
la  Quintinye,  1626-1700,  the  greatest  fruit  and 
kitchen  gardener  who  ever  lived;  William  Robin- 
son, the  grand  old  man  of  English  gardening,  who 
led  us  out  of  the  slough  of  carpet  bedding  to  the 
delights  of  the  mixed  herbaceous  border;  Bertrand 
Farr,  the  merchant  in  musical  instruments,  who 
became  so  captivated  by  flowers  that  he  abandoned 

his  business,  established  a  nursery,  and  during  his 
Li',  i  career  hybridized  some  outstanding  Irises; 
Kaempfer,    the    German    physician    who   gave    the 

world    its    fust    glimpse   of   Japanese    plants. 

Take  up  one  personality  at  each  meeting,  and 
the  members  will  more  easily  survive  the  urns- 
sary    but    often    dreary    papers   on    plant    diseases. 

Heating  rumors.  The  ingenuity  of  manu- 
facturers of  building  materials  and  of  gadgets  and 
mechanisms  to  make  home  life  and  work  easier 
seems  inexhaustible.  Each  month  we  have  been 
describing  them,  and  each  month  more  appear. 
The  rumors  are   legion  ! 

The  most  startling  rumor  we  have  heard  is  con- 
cerned with  a  revolutionary  heating  process  that 
is  still  in  its  swaddling  clothes  of  experimenta- 
tion. The  metal  base  on  which  wall  plaster  i^  laid 
may  eventually  provide  wiring  for  a  heating  system. 
Heat  would  come  from  the  warm   walls, 

Country  place  names.  We  often  wonder 
how  the  English  find  the  delightful  names  they 
give  their  country  places.  Many  are  the  quaint  re- 
mains of  old  words.  The  word  "field" — an  ancient 
word — gives  them  Oakfield,  Rushfield,  1'athfield, 
Broadfield  and  Badger  Woodfield.  Sometimes  they 
make  it  plural,  as  in  Beechfields,  or  reduce  it  to 
Little  Elmfields.  From  the  old  word  "Leaze,"  mean- 
ing a  pasture,  they  get  Crooked  Leaze  and  Hazel 
Leaze.  Tyning,  which  means  a  hedged  field, 
creates  such  names  as  Upper  Tyning,  Lintyning 
(a  flaxficld),  or  they  tag  on  the  owner's  name  and 
have  Robin's  Tyning.  Croft,  an  enclosure,  gives 
them  Moorcroft,  and  Bicroft,  meaning  two  fields. 
Other  old  words  are  Acre,  Gore,  Mead,  Furlong. 
Barton  and  Lons.  A  Barton  is  an  enclosure  for 
hayricks  and  a  Lons  is  a  forest  glade.

Widened  and  repaired,  the  crown  of  the  old  dam 
embankment  on  the  Miller  place  now  serves  as  a 
pleasant  walk  from  which  one  can  look  far  up 
the  wooded  pond  toward  the  boathouse.  The  low 
split  sapling  fence  at  the  left  serves  alike  as  a 
screen    and    a    guard    against    the    steep    declivity 
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Jn  the  year  1788  a  certain  small  stream 
that  chuckled  seaward  among  the  pleasant 
hills  and  valleys  of  lower  Connecticut  took 
unto  itself  a  new  importance  and  became  a 
part  of  the  official  records  of  those  days. 
Neighborhood  folk  had  long  been  familiar 
with  it — doubtless  had  taken  many  a 
speckled  trout  from  out  its  clear  waters — 
yet  until  then  none  had  thought  of  it  as 
having  tangible  legal  value. 

But  times  were  changing  and  streams 
were  beginning  to  assume  the  dignity  of 
property,  with  all  the  responsibilities  that 
pertain  thereto.  So  the  little  river  became 
the  subject  of  discussion  and  in  due  course 
men  sought  and  obtained  by  constituted 
authority  the  right  to  utilize  its  waters  for 
such  purposes  as  might  be  granted  them. 
Thus  there  came  into  being  a  dam  that 
deepened  the  brook  to  a  sizable  pond,  and 
a  mill  rose  beside  the  overflow  so  that  on 
quiet  days  you  could  have  heard  from  the 
nearby  valley  road  the  busyness  of  primitive 
machinery  grinding  grain.  There  came,  too, 
the  first  wood-turning  lathe  in  the  history 
of  the  State,  and  a  little  iron  foundry — three 
simple  industries  beneath  the  single  roof. 

Local  history  does  not  record  the  ulti- 
mate adversities  of  that  old  mill,  but  the 
framework  of  the  picture  is  not  hard  to  re- 
construct— the  shift  of  population  and  oc- 
cupation, the  advent  of  newer  and  more 
efficient  machinery,  finally  the  abandonment 
of  the  building  as  a  commercial  enterprise. 
Slowly,  then,  the  dam  weakened,  the  sturdy 
wood  of  the  mill  gave  way  before  the  dual 
forces  of  time  and  the  elements,  and  at  last 
little  was  left  save  an  abandoned  ruin  and, 
among  some  of  the  old  farmers  round  about, 
recollections  of  a  brighter  past. 

Such  were  the  conditions  when  Mr. 
Miller,  the  present  owner  of  the  old  land- 
mark, came  upon  the  scene  a  few  years  ago 
and  saw  in  it  the  opportunity  for  which  he 
had  been  searching.  Of  what  that  opportu- 
nity was,  and  how  successfully  Mr.  Miller 
developed  it  into  reality,  the  illustrations  on 
these  pages  are  convincing  evidence. 

In  his  restoration  plans  the  new  owner 
determined  to  adhere  strictly  to  the  lines 
and  dimensions  of  the  original  building, 
recapturing  as  fully  as  might  be  the  feeling 
of  the  mill  in  its  prosperous  days  and  at  the 
same  time  creating  a  thoroughly  livable, 
modern  and  year-round  home.

So  the  first  step  was  to  make  a  complete 
set  of  measurements,  for  which,  fortunately, 
enough  of  the  old  structure  still  stood.  So 
far  had  disintegration  progressed  that  not 
a  single  timber  of  the  original  building  was 
sound  enough  to  use  in  the  new;  even  the 
foundation  had  to  be  fully  rebuilt.  But  with 
the  detailed  measurements  and  photographs 
of  the  neglected  structure  and  its  surround- 
ings as  guides  Mr.  Miller  got  the  work  under 
way,  literally  from  the  ground  up. 

rODAY,  as  you  turn  off  from  the  old 
valley  road  (a  concrete  highway,  now,  with 
motor  ears  rushing  past  at  fifty  miles  an 
hour)  and  follow  the  winding  track  to  the 
mill  the  transition  is  almost  startling.  With- 
in a  hundred  yards  you  are  in  the  back 
country — as  well  a  thousand  miles  from 
Xew  York  as  the  sixty  or  so  which  the 
speedometer  shows.  Quiet  trees,  bird  songs, 
and  suddenly,  on  the  right,  the  soothing, 
incomparably  peaceful  sound  of  water  drop- 
ping from  a  dam  into  a  shaded  pool. 

That  is  the  all-pervading  spirit  of  the 
Miller  place — the  voices  of  the  waterfall. 
As  they  spelled  the  very  soul  and  being  of 
the  mill  a  hundred  years  ago,  so  today  they 
are  the  gently  dominating  background 
against  which  the  whole  picture  is  painted. 
In  the  quiet  of  the  lofty  beamed  living  room, 
on  the  terrace  and  among  the  neat  borders 
of  the  garden,  at  breakfast  there  where  once 
men  labored  over  their  iron  castings  and 
again  on  the  Iris-edged  walk  which  tra- 
verses the  crown  of  the  old  pond  embank- 
ment— everywhere  is  that  friendly,  homely, 
reassuring  sound.  Through  it  the  measured 
cathedral  chiming  of  the  tall  corner  cloik 
upstairs  comes  like  a  benediction. 

MuRNlNG  an  ancient  mill  into  a  house 
generally  means  losing  most  of  the  old  spirit 
or,  if  that  is  saved,  creating  what  is  at  best 
a  makeshift  home.  Hut  Mr.  Miller  avoided 
both  these  errors  with  conspicuous  success 
He  resorted  to  no  such  obvious  devices  as  a 
more  or  less  faithfully  copied  but  utterly 
useless  mill-wheel  stuck  on  the  end  of  the 
building  and  artificial  cobwebs  built  into 
the  corners.   Rather  are  his  effects  achieved 


by  the  accuracy  of  line  and  proportion  in  the 
structure  itself,  the  universal  use  of  natural 
wood  inside  and  out,  the  simplicity  of  the 
planting  and,  perhaps  more  than  any  other 
one  factor,  by  the  striking  appearance  of  age 
which,  within  only  two  years,  the  roof  and 
exterior  walls  have  assumed.  By  using  ex- 
ceptionally heavy  hand  split  shingles,  with 
all  their  inherent  surface  irregularities 
caused  by  grain,  knots,  etc.,  a  close  approx- 
imation of  warping  was  obtained.  When 
exposure  has  completed  their  weathering 
they  will  have  all  the  textural  appearance  of 
very  old  shingling,  with  none  of  its  defects. 
Xo  paint  or  stain  has  been  used  anywhere 
on  the  exterior,  so  that  when  the  elements 
have  finished  their  coloring  it  will  be  uni- 
versally harmonious. 

On  the  side  of  living  comfort  and  con- 
venience, every  facility  has  been  provided. 
The  house  has  a  vacuum  heating  system 
utilizing  oil  as  fuel,  and  it  is  completely 
electrified  throughout.  A  filtering  system 
handles  the  abundant  water  supply  which 
i-  drawn  from  the  pond. 

Mr.  Miller  was  his  own  architect  and 
decorator,  and  throughout  the  house  he  has 
given  full  expression  to  his  love  of  wood  as 
an  intrinsically  beautiful  material.  In  the 
living  room  especially  an  extremely  pleasing 
eftei  t  has  been  achieved  with  exposed  beams, 
pine  walls  and  oak  floors,  accented  by  a 
black  walnut  mantel  of  unusual  beauty  and 
simplicity.  The  leaded  casement  windows 
here,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  house,  were 
copied  from  an  old  set  exhibited  in  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art. 

The  restfulness  and  wholesome  ease  so 
apparent  indoors  are  but  a  Reflection  of  the 
surroundings  in  which  this  unusual  home 
has  grown  up.  From  an  informal  flagged  ter- 
race at  the  rear  one  looks  out  across  a  little 
square,  immaculately  kept  garden  to  deep 
woods  through  which,  here  and  there,  a 
vista  opens  to  the  calm  waters  of  the  pond. 
To  the  west  the  hills  rise  shelteringly,  friend- 
ly as  only  Connecticut  hills  can  be.  They 
seem  to  look  down  with  approval  on  this 
rebirth  of  the  old  mill  which  they  watched 
so  long.

On  the  opposite  page  is  the  fireplace 
end  of  the  living  room  in  this  home  of 
Nathaniel  L.  Miller  at  Ridgefield,  Conn. 
The  owner  of  the  place  was  his  own 
architect  and  decorator  and  has  invi  sted 
the  whole  place  with  a  quite  unique 
personality.  Pine  and  oak  for  walls  and 
floor   were   used   here   with   telling  effect

3iusr  reliable  barometer  of  a  nation'-  prosperity  is  the 
widespread  building  of  new  homes.  The  home  is  the  basis  oi 
our  national  ei  onomy,  and,  next  to  agriculture,  the  building  of 
homes  is  tin-  most  fundamental  of  all  our  basic  industries, 
(."pon  it  depend  scores  of  building  trades  and  the  sales  vol- 
ume of  hundreds  of  manufacturers.

Suppose  the  newspaper  editors  sounded  the  <  rv,  week  in  and 
week  out,  "Now  is  the  time  to  build",  and  the  further  cry, 
"I. ei  ii-  do  everything  possible  to  make  building  easy  for 
voung  pei  pie  iii  our  town.''  Suppose  the  bankers  let  it  be 
known  that  families  of  good  repute  who  wished  to  build  would 
be  accorded  long  time  i  redits,  on  easy  terms.  Suppose  the  de- 
partment -lore  owners  featured,  in  their  window-  and  in  their 
advertising,  the  merchandise  suitable  for  the  furnishing, 
equipping,  and  decoration  of  home-,  and  added  their  voices 
to  the  "build  Now"  campaign.  Suppose  builders  moderated 
their  prices  in  order  to  stimulate  a  larger  volume  of  business. 
Suppose  contractors  geared  themselves  to  a  period  of  smaller 
profits  in  the  interests  of  a  larger  volume  oi  work  — all  to  their 
ultimate  advantage.  Suppose  builders  and  contractors  and  real 
e-tate  operator-  granted  easy  term-  to  those  eager  to  buy  or 
build  houses. 

Suppose,  further,  that  newspaper  editors,  women's  clubs, 
chambers  of  commerce  and  service  clubs  of  all  sorts  and  city 
officials  joined  with  the  more  directly  interested  elements  in 
making  the  "Build  Now"  movement  a  civic  crusade  in  the 
interests  of  the  common  good.  What  would  result  ?

\\<\  i  \iri'i\c  with  Veronii  as  has  re- 
sulted in  almost  one  hundred  percent  satis- 
faction. A  few  kinds  are  weedy  and  indigent, 
certain  of  them  arc  not  hardy  in  my  climate, 
hut  for  the  most  part  lasting  Friendships 
have  hcen  made. 

Blue  flowers  have  a  strong  appeal  for 
must  of  us  and  among  the  flowers  o!  this 
genus  hlue  is  the  favorite  color.  While  is 
worn  bv  them  frequently  and  while  it  is 
occasionally  a  very  pure  and  fleecy  white, 
it  is  frequently  indefinite  and  not  quite  <  lean 
in  quality.  Rose  appears  now  and  then,  hut 
hlue  a  rather  soft  and  hazy  hlue,  as  a  rule, 
hut  quite  pure     is  most  often  found. 

These  flowers  belong  to  the  order  Si  rophu 
lariaceae,  whii  h  means  they  are  related  to 
the  Mulleins,  the  Snapdragons,  the  Pent- 
stemons,  the  Linarias,  the  Foxgloves,  the 
Turtleheads,  the  Synthyrises  and  numerous 
other  garden  plants  in  good  standing.  The 
genus  is  a  large  one,  comprising  more  than 
one  hundred  and  sixty  species  ranging  from 
the  mo>t  inconsiderable  and  self-effacing 
mat  makers  through  perennial  herbs  of  all 
heights  and  values  to  shrubs  and  almost 
trees.  The  last  two  (lapses,  however,  are 
fitted  for  life  only  in  mild  climates  or  for 
greenhouse  <  ulture. 

What  we  wish  to  consider  here  are  the 
kinds  suitable  for  use  in  the  hardy  borders 
and  nuk  gardens — even  of  these  there  are 
a  vast  number,  more  than  can  he  packed  into 
a  single  article.  The  characteristic  inflores- 
cence is  a  terminal  raceme,  but  occasionally 
flowers  are  borne  in  the  axils  of  alternate 
floral  leave-.  All  the  kinds  that  we  shall 
here  consider  are  hardy  in  the  neighborhood 
of  New  York  and  probably  as  far  north  as 


Montreal,  unless  otherwise  indicated,  and 
are  of  perennial  duration.  In  most  cases 
Veronicas  prefer  pretty  good  tare  for  their 
root-  and  sunny  situation-. 

In  our  country  walks  we  frequently  pass 
indifferently  some  of  our  native  Veronicas, 
or  those  that  have  escaped  from  culture  and 
made  a  home  for  themselves  in  the  wild. 
i  he  pretty  Bird's-eye  is  one  of  these,  V. 
chamaedrys,  which  I  like  to  entourage  in  a 
corner  of  my  rotk  garden  for  the  sake  of  its 
bright  hlue  fleeting  blossoms;  the  tiny  V. 
srrpyllifolia  is  another  which  is  vouchsafed 
a  corner,  though  it  is  apt  to  be  grasping  be- 
yond it-  deserts;  the  European  Brooklime, 
I'.  beccabunga,  not  quite  good  enough  for 
'/ardin  u-e,  and  I-.  officinalis,  the  prevalent 
and  modest  little  ornament  of  dry  hills  and 
open  woods  all  along  the  Atlantic  seaboard, 
and   far  westward,  the  common  Speedwell. 

I  ike  Gilliflower,  Speedwell  is  an  old 
tlower  name  that  lingers  pleasantly  in  the 
memory,  calling  up  visions  of  quiet  gardens 
where  quaint  tlower  names  are  born  of  affec- 
tion and  understanding.  Speedwell,  Dr. 
Prior  says,  was  first  applied  to  Veronica 
chamaedrys  ex  lusively  "from  its  corolla 
falling  off  and  flying  away  as  soon  as  it  is 
gathered,  'Speedwell!'  being  equivalent  to 
'Farewell!' — 'Good-bye!'  a  common  form  of 
valediction  in  old  times."  Now  the  name 
applies  impartially  to  most  Veronicas  and 
lends  to  them  all  a  certain  warm  friendliness. 

If  we  consider  first  the  kinds  of  Veronica 
most  suitable  for  border  culture  there  at 
i  me  .nine-  to  mind  that  splendid  summer- 
flowering  hardy  perennial.  V.  longifolia,  in 
its  superior  form  subsessilis.  It  is  one  of  the 
best  of  border  plants  with  strong  rich  '>  liage 


^Id-i  engaging  of  the  Veronicas  is  the 
species  repens,  a  little  flat  creeper  with 
tiny  green  leaves  and  very  pale  blue  flow- 
ers. It  i-  ii"i  always  easy  to  maintain, 
sometimes  failing  to  withstand  the  winter. 
Its  best  chance  is  well  down  in  the 
rock     garden,     within    reach     of    moisture 


and  beavv  -pikes  of  deep  hlue  flowers.  A 
form,  maritima,  is  said  to  be  taller.  1".  longi- 
folia is  one  of  the  plants  that  mercifully 
ameliorate  the  overpowering  rosiness  of  the 
Phlox  season  and  happily  serves  to  break 
its  effect  of  wheel-like  regularity.  The 
Spiked  Speedwell,  V.  spicata,  blooms  earlier, 
just  after  the  Iris  season  and  in  time  to 
make  an  attractive  twosome  with  certain 
Lemon  Lilies,  Hemerocallis  thunbergi,  for 
one,  or  //.  citrina,  or  to  spire  up  slimly  be- 
hind a  rounding  mass  of  Geranium  san- 
guineum  album  (one  of  the  best  of  hardy 
plants),  and  continues  to  bloom  long  enough 
to  companion  the  Mulleins,  Oenotheras  and 
some  of  the  Eryngiums.  If  the  spent  spires 
are  cut  it  seems  to  bloom  almost  indefinitely. 

Veronica  spiral  a  alba  is  a  considerably 
more  dwarf  and  compact  plant  than  the 
type,  a  really  fine  thing  for  the  front  ranks 
of  the  border,  or  a  bold  situation  in  the  rock 
garden.  V.  spicata  rosea  is  dwarfer  still,  ap- 
pearing like  a  trig  little  Heather,  with  slen- 
der ,-pike-  of  soft  rose  color.  Still  more  in- 
considerable i-  V.  spicata  nana,  rising  no 
more  than  five  or  six  inches  tall,  born  to  ex- 
clusive circles  of  the  rock  garden,  though  not 
as  definite  in  its  blueness  as  might  be  liked.

C'UAUHXUAC,  "Near  the  Woods",  was 
the  Xahuatal  name  of  the  ancient  capital  of 
the  Tiahiucas  and  their  most  important 
place  in  wealth  and  population.  At  the  time 
of  the  Conquest  it  was  tributory  to  the  Az- 
tecs, who  kept  a  garrison  within  its  walls. 
It  was  captured  liy  the  Spaniards  under 
Cortez  in  1521,  and  as  a  reward  tor  his 
success,  Charles  V  included  it  in  the  thirty 
cities  he  gave  Cortez.  Finding  the  name 
diffii  nit  to  pronouni  e,  the  Spaniard-  changed 
it  to  Cuernavaca.  I  or  centuries  it  has  been 
the  playground  of  the  aristocracy  of  Mexico. 
The  Spanish  Couijuisladorcs  soon  discover- 
ed that  tlic  low  altitude  and  warm  climate 
were  benefit  ial,  after  the  extreme  height  and 
crisp  weather  of  Mexico  City,  and  built 
their  quintan  there.  These  houses  still  re- 
main among  the  finest  examples  of  Spanish 
colonial  architecture  in   Latin  America. 

In  iei  ent  years,  the  diplomatic  ( orps  has 
again  turned  to  ( !uernava<  a  for  rest  and  re<  - 
reaticn  and  several  o!  its  members  have 
purchased  lovely  old  places  and  furnished 
them  with  the  exquisite  things  oi  the  period. 
The  aviditv  of  the  collective  connoisseur  has 
taken  possession  of  them  and  their  pursuit 
of  Spanish  colonial  antiques  is  equalled 
onlv  bv  that  of  their  brethern  in  New  En- 
gland for  Americana.  But  in  Mexico  this  is 
onlv  a  re<  ent  activity.

PATIO

Minister  to  Mexico,  was  the  leader  in  the 
present  migration  to  Cuernavaca.  He  chose 
the  most  enchanting  place  in  this  beautiful 
little  city.  In  restoring  it  so  that  it  would 
be  suitable  for  modern  living  requirements, 
lie  was  guided  by  a  rare  and  keen  apprecia- 
tion of  its  possibilities  and  the  gardens-and 
furnishings  reflect  a  thorough  understand- 
ing and  critical  judgment  of  the  best  in 
Sp  mish   colonial   thing-. 

I  lining  a!  fresco  in  a  moonlit  garden  of 
Cuernavaca,  with  the  sound  of  native  music 
and  dripping  fountains,  so  characteristic  of 
the  place,  the  exotic  perfumes  and  rare  beau- 
ty of  its  patio-  with  their  profusion  of  Gar- 
denias, Camellias,  ( > range  blossoms  and  Or- 
chids, is  not  just  a  romantic  dream,  but  an 
actual  daily  possibility  in  this  enchanted 
little  city,  and,  what  is  more,  within  four 
days'  railway  journey  of  Xew  York! 

Cuernavaca  has  charmed  all  the  genera 
lions  who  have  had  the  good  fortune  to 
know  her.  Cortez  in  15  25  made  it  his  home; 
In-  palace  i-  still  in  use  for  governmental 
purposes.  Diego  Rivera  painted  a  huge 
mural  in  its  corridor,  a  departing  gift  from 
Ambassador  Morrow  to  the  city. 

The  winter  of  1866  the  Emperor  Maxi- 
milian went  to  Cuernavaca  and  from  there 
wrote  to  In-  old  friend,  the  Baroness  Binzer: 
"In  this  happy  valley,  a  few  hour-  from  the 
i  apital,  we  dwell  in  the  midst  of  a  luxuriant 
garden  in  a  plea-ant  unpretending  quinta. 
It  is  an  old-fashioned  garden,  dotted  with 
splendid  arbours  of  dark  foliage,  covered 
with  everblooming  tea  roses.  Innumerable 
fountains  diffuse  their  freshness  beneath  the 
shady  canopies  of  orange  and  mango  trees. 
On  the  upper  corridors,  running  the  length 
of  our  room-  and  shaded  by  portals  having 
our  fine  hammocks,  we  lull  ourselves  in 
sweet  dream-  to  the  song  of  gaily  colored 
bird,-.  Here  at  Cuernavaca,  for  the  first  time, 
we  lead  a  real  tropical  life." 

Certainly  the  magical  charm  of  Cuerna- 
vaca is  enhanced  by  its  glorious  views,  some 
of  which  are  the  most  majestic  in  Mexico. 
Snow-capped  volcanoes  across  tremendous 
expanses  of  tropical  valleys.  They  are  seen 
best  I  rem  the  mir adores  which  rise  high  above 

the  flat  roof-  and  terraced  garden. and,  as 

old  devices  sometimes  offer  the  best  sugges- 
tions for  meeting  new  problems — I  have 
used  the  mirador  as  the  basis  for  designing 
various  penthouse  terraces  in  this  country. 
For  the  word  mirador  means — "the  place 
from  which  one  looks" — and  as  more  of  our 
apartment  buildings  take  on  the  character  of 
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CORRIDOR 


the  step] led  skyscrapers  of  our  big  cities,  the 
penthouses  and  the  terraces  with  their  re- 
freshing breeze  and  far  view-  have  become 
the  most  popular  and  sought-after  feature 
of  the  modem  apartment  house. 

The  mirador  is  an  indispensable  feature 
of  the  gardens  of  Latin  America,  which,  be- 
c  ause  they  are  completely  walled  in  and  sur- 
rounded by  the  house,  offer  no  outside  view. 
It  is  arranged  either  on  the  flat  roof  or  built 
above  the  angle  of  the  garden  walls.  In  either 
case  it  i-  reached  by  an  outdoor  stairway 
which  adds  to  it  architecturally,  particularly 
as  it  offers  so  advantageous  a  place  for  the 
use  of  lovely  hand-wrought  iron,  and  the 
beautiful  Talavera  tiles.  The  mirador  is  the 
heart  of  the  Spanish  colonial  garden.  Its  pur- 
pose, to  arrange  the  acme  of  comfort  and  the 
greatest  possible  esthetic  beauty  as  to  view- 
that  the  location  may  afford  and  the  gather- 
ing here,  for  close  inspection  and  enjoyment, 
of  the  most  exquisite  and  rare  flowers  that 
bloom  in  the  vicinity. 

The  illustration  of  the  penthouse  dining 
terrace  which  I  designed  -hows  frankly  an 
adaptation  of  the  Mexican  mirador  with  cer- 
tain of  the  features  of  their  corridors  in- 
cluded. In  its  plan  it  offers  many  points 
which  make  it  practical  for  our  modern 
American  city  requirements. 

The  three  walls  are  sheltered  by  the  stuc- 
co walls  of  the  penthouse.  The  back  is  solid. 
the  other  three  arched,  looking  out  over  the 
city.  The  roof  was  an  adjustable  roll  of  lire- 
proofed  awning,  but  a  permanent  roof,  suit- 
able to  the  construction  material  of  the 
building  would  be  equally  good,  and  indis-

For  a  family  of  three  or  four,  a  kitchen- 
ette five  by  seven  feet  is  adequate  in  size. 
This  amount  of  .--pare  will  accommodate  the 
customary  features,  including  an  electric 
dish  washer.  Near  the  -ink,  a  three-burner 
electric  or  gas  stove  with  oven  and  heat  regu- 
lator above,  takes  tare  of  the  looking  unit. 
If  the  let's  of  the  stove  are  removed,  a  cup- 
board (an  be  built  underneath.  This  impor- 
tant space  may  be  used  for  cooking  utensils. 
Along  the  opposite  wall  are  a  miniature 
kiti  hen  cabinet  of  the  table  type  and  a  low 
refrigerator.  Over  these  are  two  single  cabi- 
nets with  sufficient  spate  between  for  a  cook 
hook  shelf.  To  complete  the  equipment,  a 
stool  of  sufficient  height  should  be  included 
A-  these  miniature  kitchens  are  usually 
built  on  a  court,  the  walls  and  floor  should 
he  treated  in  i  olors  that  do  not  absorb  light. 

One  of  the  latent  developments  in  utiliz- 
ing all  available  space  is  the  building  of 
compartments  on  the  kin  hen  side  oi  doors 
opening  to  dining  room  or  pantry.  Door 
closets  designed  for  the  ironing  board,  iron, 
electrical  appliances  and  cleaning  tools  ,ivr 
featured  by  one  architect. 

Quite  as  popular  as  the  model  kitch- 
enette i>  tin-  small  cooking  unit  in  a  country 
cabin.  A  one-room  cabin,  15  by  18  feet,  is 
a  convenient  size  for  a  family  of  two  or 
three,  and  in  it  there  may  be  all  the  com- 
forts of  home.  A  division  between  sleeping 
and  kiti  hen  quarters  can  be  arranged  by 
mc ins  of  i  urtains  or  a  screen,  and  the  kiti  li- 
en  end  equipped   with   all   the  essentials  of 


kilt  h<-ii4'tt<-  and  I  hi-  kii<-li<  n  corner  of  a  one- 
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light  housekeeping.  It  may  contain  a  kero- 
sene stove  with  an  oven  and  broiler,  in  place 
of  the  latest  electric  type.  Under  the  stove, 
convenient  shelves  for  storage  of  bread 
box,  tins,  scales,  etc.,  may  easily  be  built. 
Supplanting  the  electric  dish  washer  of 
the  kitchenette,  with  its  wide  porcelain  sink, 
is  an  iron  sink  under  which  can  be  stored 
the  garbage  pail  and  the  wastepaper  basket. 
Above  the  sink  may  be  placed  a  ready-to- 
hang  shelf  carrying  the  spice  ami  i  ereal  i  on- 
tainers,  and  hanging  from  hooks  just  below 
tin-  shelf,  some  of  the  important  implements 
constantly    needed     in     every-day    cooking. 

.>\  smai.i.  iu'  r  capai  ious  ice-box  should 
be  placed  as  far  from  the  heat  as  possible.  It 
i  an  stand  on  a  <  ement  base  set  into  the  tl<  ior, 
from  which  a  pipe  drains  oil  the  drip  of 
the  melting  ice.  As  much  space  as  possible 
should  be  left  for  the  cupboard  and  closet 
arrangement,  and  the  doors  fitted  with  hooks 
for  i  arrying  pots,  pans  and  most  of  the  cook- 
ing utensils.  The  lower  portion  should  be 
equipped  to  hold  brushes,  mops  and  flusters, 
as  well  as  the  unsightly  kerosene  can  which 
at  the  same  time  i~  such  a  necessity  in  re- 
plenishing the  empty  oil  tank.  The  counter 
top  above  the  lower  section  may  serve  as  a 
substitute  for  a  table,  and  the  upper  por- 
tion of  the  cupboard  will  hold  food  supplies 
as  well  as  crockery.  At  one  side  of  the  cup- 
board, fastened  by  means  of  hinges  and 
hooked  against  the  wall,  may  be  placed  the 
ironing  board.  In  releasing  the  hook,  it  is 
brought  into  position  bv  means  oi  a  mov- 
able leg.  Folding  chairs  can  be  added  to 
tin-  equipment  if  desired. 

The  >tn  i  ess  df  most  great  industries  is 
intimately  related  to  a  supply  of  fuel,  and 
to  this  rule  the  business  of  home-making  is 
no  exception.  The  cooking  medium  must  be 
tin-  first  consideration.  With  the  special 
rates  being  offered  in  many  places  for  elec- 
tricity for  this  purpose  and  the  ease  with 
which  the  heavy  duty  wiring,  needed  by 
most  of  the  more  powerful  ranges,  can  be 
installed,  this  clean,  quick  fuel  is  coming 
more  and  more  into  favor. 

With  the  insulated  features,  the  automatic 
timing  devices  and  the  excellent  suggestions 


given  by  many  manufacturers  for  combina- 
tion   kery,  the  cost  of  the  fuel  is  absorbed 

by  the  satisfying  results  obtained.  There  are 
e\i  client  small  stoves,  too,  with  which  no 
special  wiring  is  necessary.  The  ordinarv 
light  current  is  sufficient.  Gas  stoves  al- 
so have  been  improved  so  that  in  many 
cases  they  cook  absolutely  without  super- 
vision while  the  kerosene  range  has  devel- 
i  p  d  a  position  of  dignity  and  importance 
with  a  flame  as  hot  as  gas,  and  an  en- 
tire lack  of  its  old-time  obnoxious  aroma. 
Often  a  combination  of  coal  and  gas  is 
found  desirable,  and  such  stoves  may  now 
be  obtained  in  the  smaller  sizes. 

And  gasolene  and  alcohol — solid  or  liquid 
— are  the  allies  of  many  a  self-appointed 
chef  in  a  country  cabin.  The  name  of  a 
manufacturer  of  integrity  and  the  approval 
ol  the  Underwriters'  Laboratories  are  assur- 
ame  that  the  purchase  will  be  dependable. 

Ix  selecting  utensils  for  the  city 
kiti  lunette-  or  cabin  kitchen,  one  should  re- 
member that  each  utensil  must  have  a  defi- 
nite purpose,  because  there  is  no  room  for 
useless,  ornamental  devices  in  a  small  space. 
Therefore  the  market  should  be  studied,  and 
a  list  made  of  those  cooking  utensils  which 
till  requirements.  Pots  and  pans  should  be 
large  enough  to  entirely  cover  the  burners 
-ii  that  there  will  be  no  loss  of  fuel  or  time 
in  cooker}-.  Aluminum  pans  are  excellent, 
although  more  expensive  than  enamel  ones, 
but  they  will  prove  to  be  a  great  saving 
in  the  long  run,  both  as  to  performance 
and  easy  care.  The  fuel-saving  utensils — 
the  waterless  cooker,  triplicate  pans,  pres- 
sure looker,  and  double  boiler  are  always 
a     wise    investment    and    most    important. 

The  requirements  of  all  miniature  kitch- 
ens— regardless  of  location — tire  fundamen- 
tally the  same.  The  stove  is  the  heart.  From 
the  list  given  below,  suggestions  may  be 
found  which  lead  to  the  developing  of  an 
efficient  kitchenette,  appropriate  to  play  its 
stellar  role  in  the  culinary  drama.

Gardens  to  see  in  travels  abroad 


Selected  Iir  Helen  Mori*en*lian  F«x 


This  list  of  gardens  is  in  no  sense 
comprehensive  or  all-inclusive.  It  is  merely 
intended  as  a  first  step  to  guide  the  garden 
enthusiast  toward-  the  gardens  of  Europe. 
To  unearth  the  garden-  in  a  foreign  coun- 
try, especially  in  some  less  traveled  land-, 
is  tjuite  amusing  to  the  tourist  with  a  pen- 
chant for  research,  who  is  not  satisfied  with 
seeing  garden-  open  to  the  whole  world  and 
seeks  out  the  little  one-  often  completed) 
hidden  behind  high  walls.  Sometime-  we  ask 
the  pnler  in  our  hotel  about  the  gardens  to 
see,  or  the  waiter  who  bring-  up  the  break- 
fast -if  he  looks  responsive.  Or  we  go  to 
the  lot  ul  tourist  agency  or  book  -tore  and  en- 
gage the  owner  in  a  conversation  about  our 
hobby  while  he  i-  wrapping  up  the  lot  al  guide 
book  we  have  just  bought.  The  owner  of 
the  hotel,  if  vou  can  find  him,  will  be  glad 
to  disclose  examples  of  local  distinction 
mil  [rive  you  letters  of  introdui  tion.  The  <  on- 
sulate  is  generally  quite  useless,  and  so  is 
fhe  emba-.-v,  unless  you  personally  know 
some  garden-minded  attache  or  one  with  ;i 
sympathetic  wile. 

In  England,  all  you  have  to  do  to  see  the 
"aniens  is  to  proi  Lire  the  list  of  those  vvhii  h 
are  opened  for  the  benefit  of  the  Queen's 
Institute  of  District  Nursing.  This  year  one 
thousand  gardens  are  to  be  opened  to  the 
public  through  them  at  the  <  harge  ol  one 
-hilling  for  eat  h  garden.  In  frame  neon 
gardens  are  open  to  the  public  all  the  time, 
and  ;i  few  on  <  ertain  days  for  <  harity  in  the 
vicinity  of  Paris  and  on  the  Cote  d'Azur. 
These  are  announced  in  the  local  news- 
papers. Bui  if  you  have  a  list  of  garden- 
sou  want  to  see,  write  letter-  to  the  owners 
in  1  rem  h  and  vou  w  ill  undoubtedly  re<  eive 
the  desired  permission,  as  they  are  most 
courteous  to  people  interested  in  any  phase 
of  their  art.  However,  unless  there  i-  a 
serious  reason  besides  that  of  satisfying 
one's  curiosity  for  seeing  these  gardens,  it 
i-  not  tactful  to  trouble  the  owner-.  For 
tlure  arc-  ever  so  many  garden-  open  to  the 
public  all  the  time. 

To  really  study  the  garden-  of  any  coun- 
trv,  it  i-  a  good  plan  to  settle  down  in  a 
place  for  four  or  six  weeks  and  take  in  the 
surrounding  gardens  slowly  enough  to  let 
them  sink  into  your  subconsciousness.  One 
summer  we  spent  several  weeks  at  Bellagio 
on  Lake  Como.  Of  courst  there  were  Villa 
Oarlotta  and  Villa  Pliniana,  which  every- 
one sees.  But  by  taking  a  boatman  we  had 
him    row    us    to    many    exquisite    garden- 


hitherto  unknown  to  American  tourists  but 
which  were  open  one  day  a  week  for  visitors, 
most  of  whom  were  Italians.  On  other  days 
we  took  a  phaeton  and  drove  to  many  charm- 
ing gardens. 

I  have  not  visited  any  private  garden- 
in  Germany,  but  if  the  owners  are  as  cooper- 
ative as  the  publishers  of  Gartenschdnheit 
and  the  German  Tourist  Bureau  in  New 
York,  it  will  be  plain  sailing  to  see  them. 
The  Dutch  are  gracious  about  .-bowing  their 
gardens  and  the  Travel  Association  here 
will  arrange  for  people  to  see  those  not  gen- 
erally open  to  the  public.  Tourists  have  not 
dulled  the  Spaniard's  traditional  politeness, 
and  if  you  knock  at  the  garden  gate  in 
Rhonda  or  Segovia  it  is  opened  to  you  with 
c  harming  grace. 

Botanical  garden-  are  instructive.  Many 
of  them  originated  a-  the  source  of  supply 
ul'  medicines,  and  are  connected  with  the 
universities  and  medical  schools.  1  he  nur- 
series are  generally  interesting  for  the  kinds 
of  plant  material  grown,  and  by  writing 
ih,  in  in  advani  e  a  guide  will  be  ready  to 
receive  you  and  show  you  around.  'I  he 
public  parks  are  often  very  fine.  Besides 
these  the  garden  minded  person  will  wish  to 
see  the  garden  cities  in  Germany,  Holland 
and  Austria,  which  are  way  ahead  of  ours 
in  modern  architecture  and  the  communal 
arrangement  of  the  grounds. 

But  when  visiting  private  garden-,  remem- 
ber that  Mm  are  ac  opting  the  hospitalit) 
of  an  individual  and  act  accordingly.  Do 
not  go  in  parties  of  more  than  lour  after 
having  obtained  permission  lor  yourself, 
never  take  .-mall  children,  and  do  not  drive 
vuur  car  up  to  the  front  entrance  without 
having  first  inquired  at  the  porter's  lodge 
lor  directions.  Do  not  touch  or  pick  any 
flowers,  and  if  you  say  you  are  coming  and 
change  vour  plans  be  sure  to  notify  the 
owners.  If  the  gardener  -how-  you  around 
you  may  tip  him. 

So  while  traveling  with  the  family,  when 
their  feet  hurt  from  walking  on  the  tiled 
floors  of  palace-  and  cathedral-  and  their 
backs  ache  from  twisting  to  gaze  upon 
frescoes,  a  half-clay  every  now  and  then 
-pent  in  a  garden  is  restful  to  the  body  and 
recreative  to  the  spirit-.  However,  it  you 
wish  to  go  on  a  trip  devoted  entirely  to 
gardens,  do  not  take  anyone  along  with  you 
who  is  not  as  enthusiastic  as  you  are.  It 
will  be  torture  lor  all  of  you;  I  speak  from 
experience  I

The  ageless  charm  of  lo«£  eahins 


»»  i  iat  is  i  harm  ?  No  one  lias  ever  de- 
fined it  satisfactorily.  It  is  that  intangible 
something  whi<  li  all  want,  few  haw,  and 
none  is  aware  of  in  himself — for  charm 
cannot  be  self-conscious.  Whether  it  is  re- 
corded (if  an  individual  or  a  house  or  a 
literary  style,  it  connotes  more  than  one 
grasps  with  tin-  material  senses.  It  suggests 
that  elusive  will-o'-the-wisp,  "Personality" 
— gifted  with  a  magnetic  appeal 

For  instance,  when  you  are  motoring 
along  a  country  road,  win1  do  you  pass,  with 
a  mere  admiring  glance,  a  thoroughly  cor 
reel  villa  wiih  its  carefully  tended  shrub- 
bery and  pull  up  short  before  some  weather- 
stained  old  hewn-log  house  such  as  the  one 
here  shown,  which  cuddles  down  in  the  low 
rolling  lulls  of  West  Virginia?  And — espe- 
cially if  you  are  a  native-born  American — 
why  does  your  heart  Hood  with  a  sudden 
eager  warmth,  and  a  purpose  that  cannot 
be  gainsaid:  you  must  see  the  inside  of  that 
pla<  e!  If  the  i  ar  were  to  go  suddenly  and  tee- 
totally  out  of  gas,  it  could  not  be  brought  to 
a  more  effectual  stop. 

"\  isions  float  before  your  eves  of  the  davs 
when  this  house  was  fashioned  with  pains- 
taking, loving  hands  into  a  home  for  a 
pioneer  family.  The  great  hewn  logs  chinked 
with  rough  plaster,  the  fitted  corners  dove- 
tailed with  a  nicety  that  even  now  shows 
no  gaping  joint,  the  plank  door-  that  doubt- 
less had  need  to  be  barricaded  more  than 
once,  and  the  quaint  roof  of  thick  shakes 
hand-split  with  cleverly  wielded  froe.  The 
urge  becomes  too  strong  to  resist.  One  con- 
sideration alone  gives  you  pause:  the  memo- 
ry of  a  similar  attack  of  enthusiasm  when, 


with  as  innocent  an  air  as  you  could  muster, 
you  sauntered  up  to  the  door  of  an  ancient 
hewn  log  cabin  and  apologetically  asked  for 
a  drink  of  water.  Never  will  you  forget  the 
quizzical  glance  of  your  host  as  he  bade  you 
enter  with  all  the  genial  hospitality  of  the 
old-time.  "Light  and  come  in".  But  as  you 
drank  the  sparkling  well-water  he  could  not 
refrain  from  commenting  dryly,  "Seems 
mightly  quare  that  so  many  trippers  stopping 
by  because  they're  so  thirsty.  Reckon  must 
be  right  smart  dry  'long  this-a-way."  Ap- 
parently instantaneous  response  to  charm 
had  I  ie<  nine  a  i  osmic  urge ! 

This  time,  however,  we  found  ourselves  in 
the  home  of  one  who  was  so  thoroughly  im- 
bued with  the  spirit  of  the  pioneer  that  he 
had  made  not  one  whit  of  sacrifice  to  the 
modern.  Even  the  fireplaces  were  comforta- 
bly smoky,  as  if  the  kettles  and  broiling  pans 
that  swung  from  the  crane  were  in  constant 
use  Trivets  held  others  ready  at  hand,  and 
the  ashes  and  soot  on  the  grill  bore  mute 
testimony  to  veteran  service.  The  deep  .-tone 
hearth  of  the  primitive  home  protected  the 
jauntily  uneven  plank  floor,  with  its  scat- 
tering  of  hooked  and  handbraided  rugs.  The 
stairway  was  a  conscientious  rebuilding  of 
the  original  that  led  to  a  sleeping  loft  above. 
At  every  [joint  the  cabin  betokened  the  old 
tinier,  yet  was  perfectly  adapted  to  modern 
holiday  uses  with  the  unusual  luxury  of  two 
workable  fireplaces — one  at  each  side  of  the 
huge  central  <  himney. 

Whether  or  no  it  is  the  rising  up  within 
us  of  pioneer  ancestors  protesting  against 
the  extremes  of  our  over-elaboration  in  liv- 
ing conditions,  the  fait  is  evident  that  there 
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is  a  half-wistful  harking  back  to  the  days 
when  great  men  were  born  in  log  cabins,  not 
stucco  and  -tone  castles — and,  after  this  mo- 
mentous event  was  past,  .-pent  most  of  their 
time  out  of  doors.  The  chief  difference  be- 
tween the  old  and  the  modern  slant  is  that 
now  we  are  beginning  to  associate  our  log 
cabins  with  jolly  good  times  rather  than  with 
austerities — which  merely  gives  an  added 
impetus  to  the  backward  swing  of  the  pendu- 
lum. In  this  sophisticated  age,  we  are  bring- 
ing an  eagerness  and  a  childlike  delight  to 
the  occasional  living  in  logs. 

Xow  that  we  may  choose  at  will  from  all 
the  building  materials  at  hand,  we  go  after 
logs  as  the  choice  of  choices  for  our  play- 
time house.  Logs  handwrought  into  a  home 
with  the  woodsman's  axe.  Or — if  this  be 
denied  us — we  elect  a  material  which  will 
give  the  effect  of  logs.  Just  as  the  forest 
primeval  furnished  sturdy  protection  against 
the  arrows  of  aboriginal  gangsters,  and  gave 
an  artistic  setting  to  the  first  art  of  our  his- 
torical  drama,   so   it  now  yields  us  a  pic- 
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turesque  medium  for  the  developing  of  our 
ideas  as  to  a  cabin  for  holiday  mood. 

This  honest-to-goodness  pioneer  log  home 
of  "ole  Virginny"  gives  the  keynote  to  a 
group  of  cabins  which,  in  varying  degrees, 
capture  the  spirit  and  (harm  of  the  real  old 
timer.  It  has  been  said  of  this  generation 
that  the}'  are  taking  from  former  days  all 
that  is  really  tine  in  architecture  and  making 
it  a  part  of  present  da)'  life  by  incorporating 
with  it  the  latest  contributions  of  science 
toward  easeful  existence.  Fair  enough — if 
this  be  true — to  adapt  old  things  to  new 
duties.  By  way  of  extreme  example,  the  glass 
doors  of  my  own  Quaker  grandmother's 
cherished  corner  cupboard — "the  very  first 
thing  I  could  see  through  the  windows  as 
thy  grandfather  drove  the  wagon  into  the 
yard  of  my  new  home  on  our  wedding  day" 
■ — these  are  likely  to  open  soon  to  emit  the 
latest  "croons."  And  when  I  bend  my  ears 
to  the  southward,  I  hear  a  vanished  voice 
from  the  other  side  of  the  family  telling  me 
of  the  seed  of  my  race  germinating  within 
"the  very  first  bricks  brought  over  from  En- 
gland"—  (which,  be  it  whispered,  did  but 
encase  the  original  (Continued  on  page  112) 


Outside  of  Houston.  Texas,  is  found 
this  Southwestern  version  of  the  log 
cabin,  which  even  boasts  a  porte- 
cochere  and  a  rock  garden.

True  to  precedent,  the  plans  show  a  balanced 
arrangement,  An  entrance  hall  is  flanked  by 
a  long  living  room  on  one  side  and  the  dining 
room  and  kitchen  on  the  oilier,  with  a  morn- 
ing room  and  library  behind.  The  garage  is 
an  integral  part  of  the  house.  Upstairs  four 
master  bed  rooms  and  their  attendant  baths 
and  two  chambers  over  the  garage  till  a  livable 
floor.  Ample  light  and  closet  space  are  afforded 


Among  the  features  of  the  house  are  an  i  n- 
trance  portico  extending  over  most  of  the  mid- 
dle section,  a  well-designed  bay  window  in 
the  living  room,  and  low  walls  extending  to 
the  property  line,  thereby  tying  the  house  down 
to  its  site  and  completing  the  scheme.

Glazed  clay  tile.  Beautiful,  colorful 
finishes,  hitherto  obtainable  only  through 
costly  decorating,  can  now,  we  are  told,  he 
built  into  an  exterior  or  interior  wall  or  par- 
tition by  the  use  of  structural  clay  tile 
finished  with  a  fritted  "laze.  This  new  and 
interesting  material  is  "painted"  with  flame 
into  luminous  matte  whites,  midnight  lihuks 
and  seven  unique  mottled  effects  ranging 
through  cream  tans  and  cream  browns.  The 
glaze  is  said  to  he  as  permanent  as  that  on 
the  finest  English  glazed  brick. 

Tile  frit  is  made  of  various  compounds 
which  are  mixed,  melted  at  2300  degrees, 
chilled  and  ground  to  an  impalpable  powder. 
This  powder  represents  a  new  compound 
which  melts  at  a  much  lower  temperature. 
Successive  <oats  of  the  glaze  material  are 
applied  to  the  tile  by  a  special  machine; 
when  the  tile  is  kiln-burned  a  silica  glaze 
results.  Calcined  colors  are  utilized;  the 
various  compounds  being  blended,  burned, 
wetground,  and  the  resulting  powder 
screened  before  it  is  added  to  the  glaze. 

'I'Ik-  finish  is  not  affected  In'  time,  the 
elements  or  chemical  attack;  it  will  not  stain, 
check  or  craze.  Immune  to  dirt  and  grease, 
the  glaze  is  easily  cleaned  and  kept  clean. 

Pop-up  rath  masti;  drain.  Long  fa- 
miliar as  lavatory  equipment,  the  pop-up 
type  of  waste  drain  is  now  available  for  the 
bathtub.  Sanitary,  sturdy,  simple  in  con- 
struction and  fool-proof  in  operation,  the 
fitting  is  made  for  enameled  iron  and  porce- 
lain tubs,  and  the  entire  unit  can  be  com- 
pletely installed  very  quickly,  doing  away 
with  the  old  chain  and  stopper. 

Operation  is  as  certain  as  the  law  of 
gravity.  A  turn  of  a  china  handle  set  in  the 
overflow  causes  a  weight  to  act  on  a  lever,  so 
forcing  the  outlet  plug  to  pop  up  from  its 
beveled  seat;  turning  handle  in  opposite 
direction    closes    outlet.

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connection,  once  installed,  need  never  be  dis- 
turbed. Overflow  can  be  roughed-in  and  per- 
manently assembled  to  tub,  while  operat- 
ing units  can  be  inserted  after  other  con- 
struction is  finished,  eliminating  risk  of 
marring  them. 

Adjustment  for  variation  in  heights  ol 
tubs  is  provided.  Monel  pins  in  brass  rod 
links  resist  corrosion  and  wear.  Stepping  on 
the  plug  do^es  it  without  at  all  straining  the 
mechanism.  Internal  moving  parts  cannot 
slip  off  the  handle  stem.  The  stopper  may  be 
easily  removed   for  cleaning. 

Fir  fiber  insulation.  Made  from 
chips  of  Douglas  fir,  a  new  insulating  board 
is  i  laimed  to  offer  high  resistance  to  the 
passage  of  heat  and  sound  waves  because 
it  is  not  laminated.  The  separation  of  the 
fibers  from  the  softened  chips,  and  the  water- 
proofing and  interlacing  of  these  fibers  into 
semi-rigid  form,  is  till  taken  care  of  by  pat- 
ented machines. 

The  high  efficiency  of  this  material  is  also 
due  to  the  absence  of  any  filler  or  binder. 
When  filler  is  used,  many  of  the  insulating 
air  voids  are  closed.  This  product  comes  in 
one,  one-and-a-quarter  and  one-and-a-half 
inch  thicknesses.  The  standard  size  for  roof 
insulation  is  four  feet  square,  although  other 
sizes  tire  available.  It  is  also  made  in  rigid 
half-inch  thickness  for  use  as  a  plaster  base, 
coming  shiplapped  in  12  and  IS  inch  widths. 
line  enamel,  polychrome  and  stencil  finishes 
may  without  undue  difficult}'  be  applied. 

IMercury  controls..  With  the  auto- 
matic and  remote  control  of  apparatus  de- 
veloping on  every  hand,  houses  built  before 
we  entered  the  radio  era  seem  now  almost 
old-fashioned,  vet  such  dwellings  may  be 
made  "motor  minded'  with  comparative 
ease.  There  is  practically  no  home  operation 
that  cannot  be  electrified. 

Automatic  control  means  savings  in  fuel 
or  current,  savings  in  operating  costs,  addi- 
tional comfort  and  convenience,  and  in- 
creased safety.  Such  controls  are  scare- 
proof;  they  never  sleep  nor  leave  their  post, 
and   they  are  extraordinarily  sensitive. 

Thus  one  series  of  controls  made  in  many 
models  offers  the  householder  such  a  di- 
versity of  applications  that  all  the  uses  have 
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not  vet  been  catalogued.  In  fact,  new  jobs 
that  can  be  done  by  these  accurate,  rugged 
instruments  are  being  dis<  overed  daily. 

These  controls  can  be  used  wherever  it 
is  desired  to  make  and  break  an  electric 
circuit  according  to  changes  in  temperature, 
pressure  or  vacuum.  The  same  instrument 
may  be  adjusted  to  give  either  close  or  wide 
control.  They  can  be  furnished  to  operate 
by  flotation  and  by  mechanical  means,  and 
they  lend  themselves  readily  to  changes 
where  special  devices  are  required. 

Warm  air  furnace  fan  control,  tempera- 
ture control  in  houses,  garages,  boat-houses, 
greenhouses  and  other  buildings  warmed  by 
unit  heaters,  control  of  stokers,  oil  burners, 
steam  boilers,  gas  furnaces,  dryers,  refriger- 
ators, humidifiers,  ultra-violet  units,  water 
softeners  and  heaters,  pumps,  low  water 
in  boilers,  alarms  are  but  a  few  applications. 

There  is  no  exposed  arc;  contact  is  made 
by  a  quantity  of  mercury  in  tin  hermeticall) 
sealed  glass  tube.  Controls  carry  full  line 
current  with  no  corrosion  or  deterioration  of 
contacts,  which  are  permanently  clean  and 
instantaneous  in  operation. 

Overhead  door  hardware.  By  means 
of  improved  hardware  the  doors  of  any 
garage  may  be  converted  from  swinging, 
rolling  or  folding  type  to  the  overhead  op- 
erating type.  A  set  of  this  hardware  without 
lock  may  be  secured  tit  a  very  reasonable 
price.  At  slightly  higher  cost  a  first  qual- 
ity pine  door,  in  many  designs  and  equipped 
with  this  hardware  can  be  had. 

The  hardware  is  id'  wrought  steel;  it  is 
till  inside  out  of  the  weather.  Installation 
is  simple;  only  four  inches  of  headroom  are 
required,  rower  for  lifting  the  door  is  sup- 
plied by  two  coil  springs.  In  operation,  a 
slight  pull  on  the  outside  handle  or  a  push 
with  the  foot  on  the  bottom  of  the  door  from 
the  inside  is  till  that  is  needed.  To  close  the 
door  the  operator  applies  an  outward  thrust 
while  grasping  the  pull  cord. 

Operation  is  so  controlled  that  ample 
clearance  is  provided  both  behind  and  above 
the  car;  the  rear  bumper  may  be  actually 
against  the  door  when  it  is  closed,  without 
the  door  striking  the  top  of  the  car  when 
operated.

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Informal  English  house* 


At  Corpus  Christi  College,  Cambridge 
1 'niversitv,  there  is  a  certain  "don"  who  is 
fond  of  telling  stories  about  Americans. 
-  ii  so  long  ago  the  Ivy  was  being  removed 
from  the  little  14th  G  ntury  quadrangle  on 
which  the  master  had  his  rooms.  A  century 
or  more  of  growth  had  turned  tendrils  into 
gnarled  serpents  which  devoured  so  much 
mortar  from  the  masonry  that  the  latter  was 
endangered.  A  voting  American  college  girl 
viewed  the  workmen  and  their  results  with 
an  appraising  eye  for  a  short  time  and  then 
turning  to  the  master  queried,  "Bui  surely 
von  don't  live  in  this  ruin !" 

( 'untrary  to  whatever  the  master  of  Corpus 
Christi  may  have  preferred  to  believe,  he 
must  have  realized  that  this  was  a  shrewd, 
though  perhaps  unconscious,  recapitulation : 
removing  the  Ivy  hud  wrought  a  ruin.  And 
con t ran  to  what  most  home-builders  refuse 
t  i  let  themselves  unci  'rstand,  to  try  to  <  reate 
an  English  type  of  house  without  its  insep- 
arable planting  is  merely  building  a  "ruin." 
It  is  quite  impossible  to  consider  the  English 
house  intelligentlv  adapted  to  Amerii  a  with- 
out all  that  the  flowers,  vines,  hedges,  trees, 
terraces  and  forecourts  mean  to  the  originals. 
Thev  are  usuallv  far  more  responsible  for 
the  charming  and  lasting  impression  than 
the  detail  of  the  .--lour  work,  the  number  of 
panes  in  the  leaded  casements,  or  the  oriel 
bay  "too  darling  for  words." 

An  liilectural  details  may  seem  all-impor- 
tant on  the  drawings.  So  they  are,  as  regards 
their  being  in   good  la  ■  te.   Bill   w hat  should 
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not  be  lost  sight  of  is  that  drawings  are  a 
means  to  an  end,  and  not  an  end  in  them- 
selves. The  completed  house  and  its  sur- 
roundings will  be  judged  and  appre<  iated 
only  by  what  they  actually  are — not  by  the 
validity  of  the  excuse  that  the  house  looked 
perfect  on  paper.  I'proot  the  most  univer- 
sally admired  house  in  England,  transport 
it  and  re-erect  it  unit  by  unit  in  an  American 
suburb,  set  it  down  with  only  sidewalk  and 
several  shrubs  for  company — and  you  would 
not  invite  a  friend  to  visit  it.  On  the  other 
hand,  lake  a  mediocre  American  house  and 
transplant  it  in  England  amidst  a  setting 
which  weds  it  to  1 ! i . ■  soil  and  softens  the 
harshness  with  living  things — and  its  owner 
will  dei  hire  it  to  be  another  house. 

\\  hen  one  goes  about  building  an  English 
type  of  house  it  must  he  that  he  expects  more 
than  merely  a  shelter.  Otherwise  an  apart- 
ment could  be  rented.  The  "something  more" 
is  the  fellowship  which  comes  from  a  home 
knit  to  the  earth.  Bul  this  is  not  acquired 
without  the  same  thought  which  makes  a 
barren  room  emerge  as  a  haven  of  good 
•  heer,  nor  without  a  <  orresponding  expendi- 
ture like  that  lor  furniture,  nit;>  and  hang- 
ings. Better  to  omit  the  costly  architectural 
details  whnh  are  survivors  of  eclecticism, 
and  pay  for  flowered  walk--,  hedges,  fore- 
courl  walls  and  the  selling  out  of  new  free-. 
Tree  .shadows  on  the  wall  are  more  valuable 
ornamentation  than  the  richest  of  Gothic 
tracery.  Massed  perennials  and  clipped 
hedges  will  make  your  return  home  more 
ha]  py  than  will  a  carved  entrance. 

In  looking  at  English  gardens  or  photo- 
graphs of  them,  it  always  seems  that  they 
"just  happen."  '1  he  flags  of  the  walk  are 
here  and  there  elbowed  apart  by  enthusiastic 
tu Its  of  what-nots.  The  edges  are  softened  by 
occasional  clumps  of  flowers  straining  for- 
ward to  have  a  look  left  and  right  at  their 
competitors.  Shrubs  are  massed  against  a 
wall,  rather  than  a  thin  row  of  strung-out 
flowers.  Vines  clamber  up  on  those  parts  of 
the  house  which  might  otherwise  be  drab  or 
punctured  by  poorly  grouped  windows. 
Hedges  carry  out  natural  divisions  of  the 
site  and  make  the  whole  place  look  "de- 
cently and  in  order."  All  these  exhibitions 
seem  natural  enough — until  it  comes  to  de- 
parting and  doing  likewise  without  the  aid 
of  a  good  landscape  architect ! 

The  precedents  of  informal  English  houses, 
from  the  earlv  Renaissance  to  those  oi   the 


I N  little  Adli  simp,  in  the  Cotswold  hills  of 
Worcestershire,  the  rural  cottages  have  a  way 
of  impressing  themselves  indelibly  on  the  im- 
agination of  their  beholders,  whatever  their 
mad  rial  oi   pi  n  ing  or  the  contours  they  follow 

late  19th  Century,  and  again  at  present  by 
such  architects  as  Sir  Edwin  Lutyens  and 
Sir  Giles  Gilbert  Scott,  do  more  than  set  a 
standard  for  architectural  details.  They 
show  an  enterprising  spirit  to  adapt  the  past 
to  contemporary  needs  within  the  confines 
of  doing  the  job  with  a  fine  feeling  for  com- 
posing an  intimate  home.  The  good  English 
h  iuse  never  lets  ceremony  stand  in  the  way 
of  accomplishing  its  daily  duty  with  the 
utmost  candor  and  simplicity.  Its  method  of 
attaining  this  end  may  not  conform  to  one's 
personal  preferences  in  all  cases,  but  the 
principle  is  worthy  of  emulation. 

At  present  there  is  much  said  in  favor  of 
modern  fun<  tionalism.  As  regards  the  design 
of  English  houses  and  the  use  of  materials 
which  produced  them,  it  is  no  new  thing — 
except  by  name.  If  they  do  not  look  like 
Carbusier  houses  it  is  simply  that  they  have 
added  household  beauty  of  an  intimate 
nature  to  the  function  of  the  feature  in  ques- 
tion. In  designing  an  automobile,  as  it  were, 
they  have  put  a  body  atop  the  chassis  with- 
out in  the  least  diminishing  the  efficiency  of 
the  latter.  Take  for  example  the  wood  houses 
of  Sussex  and  Kent,  typified  by  the  lower 
drawing  on  page  95.  There  is  not  an  extra 
ini  h  of  lumber  or  a  scrap  of  ornament  re- 
quiring an  extra  nail  on  the  house.  True, 
there  is  trim  around  windows  and  doors, 
but  that  is  simply  because  it  is  better  car- 
pentry to  stop  the  horizontal  siding  against 
a  given  line  than  to  extend  it  to  the  window 
frame.  There  are  little  caps  over  windows 
and  doors,  to  be-  sure,  but  it  is  simpler  in

There  is  no  reason  why  English  houses 
cannot  he  the  inspiration  of  homes  demand- 
ing garages,  sleeping  porches,  well-lighted 
basement  playrooms,  service  wing>--all  in 
the  manner  which  bespeaks  America  of  the 
nineteen -thirties  rather  than  the  coronation 
of  the  ,uoo<]  Oueen  Hess.  Bui  in  effecting  this 
change  and  that,  some  of  the  common-sense 
principles  underlying  their  construction  are 
well  borne  in  mind.  The  theory  of  gravity 
and  falling  bodies  was  recognized  uncon- 
sciously. Esthetically  the  old  English  houses 
always  satisfy  the  eye  by  looking  as  though 
they  Could  more  than  hold  up  their  own 
weight.  Too  many  modern  attempts  look  to 
the  gallery  for  applause  as  they  invoke  some 
sort  of  concealed  steel  hocus-pocus.  Actually 
the  only  accomplishment  is  to  make  the  eye 
doubt  whether  the  house  will  long  continue 
to  be  able  to  support  a  coat  of  paint,  much 
le-s  the  weight  of  any  human. 

Other  modern  versions  of  the  English 
house  go  in  for  the  "arty"  use  of  materials. 
Stone,  brick,  plaster,  half-timber,  etc.,  are 
tumbled  in  a  contractor's  hat,  followed  by 
jostling  and  incantations,  apparently  in  the 
hope  that  out  of  il  will  come  a  mellowed 
marvel  of  the  14th  Century.  Every  stage  di- 
re: tor  does  a  stage  set  of  that  type  once  in  his 
life,  but  unfortunately  every  builder  and 
'  developer''  doe-  il  over  and  over  again. 


There  is  no  objection  to  using  more  than 
one  material  on  a  house;  in  fact  it  is  to  be 
hoped  jbat  the  architect  will  make  intelligent 
use  of  his  available  palette.  But  stone,  brick, 
plaster,  etc.,  should  not  be  hopelessly  scram- 
bled in  a  frenzied  orgy  to  make  one  house 
more  picturesque  than  all  of  England  com- 
bined. Alter  a  long  Beethoven  number 
Stokowski's  audience  is  grateful  for  intro- 
ducing Mime  light  modern  composition,  but 
he  does  not  essay  to  make  a  medley  of  them. 
Xo  matter  what  the  material,  no  matter  how 
rambling  the  design,  simplicity  is  always  the 
first  requisite  for  a  successful  house.  Unless 
there  be  sufficient  expanse  of  any  one  surface 
made  of  any  one  material,  the  effect  is  so 
restless  that  nothing  is  seen  long  enough  to 
be  appraised  or  appreciated.  When  the  first 
violin  is  occupied  with  a  solo  it  is  inane  to 
drown  it  out  with  all  the  brass.  Particularly 
if  the  brass  instruments  take  to  playing  an- 
other selection  ! 

Some'  of  the  most  admirable  houses  in 
England  have  been  the  result  of  successive 
alteration.-.  Doubtless  they  were  not  planned 
as  such,  but  when  built  the  construction  was 
simple,  there  was  then  no  objection  in  going 
through  one  lied  room  into  another,  and  no 
plumbing  or  heating  lines  had  to  be  taken 
into  account.  At  the  present  time  it  often 
happens  that  when  one  builds  there  are  suffi- 
cient funds  only  for  kitchen  service,  garage, 
■  I  mbination  dining-living  room  and  a  mod- 
est stairs  as  the  first  floor  quota.  It  is  plan- 
ned, let  us  say,  later  to  use  the  first  stairs  for 
service,  and  to  add  a  more  ample  entran  :e 
and  stair  hall,  living  room,  library,  and  so  on. 
There  is  no  reason  whv  this  should  not  be 
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done,  for  no  style  is  more  gracious  in  lend- 
ing itself  to  such  additions  than  the  ram- 
bling English  house. 

For  example,  the  house  shown  at  the  top 
of  the  opposite  page  could  first  have  had  only 
the  long  unit  to  the  rear  with  garage  at  the 
left,  then  kitchen,  pantry,  dining-living  room 
and  stair  hall  at  the  corner.  Later  the  higher 
unit  toward  the  front  could  he  added,  with  an 
amusement  room  located  in  the  basement. 
But  when  an  operation  of  this  kind  is  to  he 
considered,  it  should  he  very  carefully  plan- 
ned so  that  the  necessary  pipe  lines  will  not 
cause  both  inconvenience  and  unnecessary 
expense  in  running  them  through  the  old  por- 
tion of  the  house. 

Another  consideration  important  to  the 
house  which  is  likely  to  he  added  to  in  the 
future,  is  that  of  second  floor  planning.  If 
the  main  stairs  he  built  in  the  center  portion 
of  the  original  unit,  then  rooms  added  at  the 
ends  will  have  no  means  of  connection  with- 
out radical  changes  to  the  second  floor.  Old 
rooms  would  have  to  be  robbed  in  width  to 
allow  for  a  new  corridor.  Carefully  consid- 
ered cross-ventilation  would  be  lost.  It  is 
therefore  generally  advisable  to  place  the 
main  stairs  at  the  end  of  the  first  unit  to  be 
built,  so  that  an  additional  wing  will  naturally 
lead  from  it  without  any  interruption  to  the 
old  portion.  This  can  be  readily  visualized 
by  again  referring  to  the  upper  drawing  on 
page  96.  The  original  bedrooms  would  be 
in  the  rear  wing  to  the  left  of  the  corner  stair 
tower,  while  the  new  ones  would  lie  in  the 
wing  toward  the  front.

The  cooling  gases,  passing 
downward,  warm  the  cooler  water  in 
the  tubes  at  the  bottom.  Thus  the 
boiler  is  built  like  an  automobile  radi- 
an ir  li  utilizes  the  "counter  flow"

'1  he  oil  burner  engineered  into  this 
boifr  is  also  different  in  that  it  ato- 
ini/i  s  the  fuel  and  burns  it  in  suspen- 
sion without  the  aid  of  a  refractory 
surface.

log  cabin  my  forbears  had  built!) 
So  it  is  that  the  old  and  the  new 
join  hands  in  the  log  cabin.  And  when 
skilfully  joined  the  grip  is  unbreak- 
able. The  spirit  of  the  century-old  log 
home  in  Virginia,  for  example,  is  cap- 
tured and  held  fast  in  the  interior  of 
1  modern  log  cabin  that  overlooks  the 
Minnesota  River.  Situated  upon  a 
knoll  that  was  once  an  Indian  look- 
out, the  flagstone  terrace  has  a  range 
of  view  that  touches  five  towns  and 
stretches  away  twenty-five  miles  over 
a  silvery  green  valley  threaded  with 
a  blue  ribbon  of  a  river.  A  pioneer 
site  par  excellence — although  a  mat- 
ter of  less  than  twenty  miles  from  the 
town  house  in  Minneapolis.

I  he  kite  hen  w  ould  have  made  great- 
grandmother  sick  with  1  n\  \  To  be 
sine,  the  cupboards  are  painted  pine 
and  all  knobs  and  pulls  are  of  wood— 
but  the  sink  and  the  range  and  oil 
stove- — fancy!  Stressing  simplicity  as 
they  seem  to  us  in  this  day  of  electric 
robots,  they  would  have  frightened 
her  b a.  k  to  the  open  fireplai  e  with  its 
swinging  kittles  and  the  "Hetty  lamp" 
for  u  hie  h  she  diligently  saved  the 
meat  fats,  the  wanning  pan  and  the 
in  -  lighter  on  the-  hearth.  Priceless 
heiile s  from  the  home-  of  real  pio- 
neer an<  estoi  s  p re- 


time cabin  of  their  children's  children 
where  the  third  generation  now  bring 
their  young  friends  and  point  out  the 
cradle  that  rocked  great-grandmother, 
and  the  bellows  that  had  not  only  its 
accustomed  use  but  also  spanked 
great-great-grandfather  into  the  sem- 
blance of  a  righteous  ancestor.  From 
the  heavy  beams  hang  lanterns  that 
have  carried  down  the  light  from  gen- 
eration  unto  generation — the  "square 
eine",  as  they'll  tell  you,  having  been 
made  before  anyone  knew  how  to  curve 
glass.  Fastened  to  the  back  of  the  very 
rocker  in  which  great-grandmother 
did  all  the  wonderful  needlework  for 
which  she  was  famed  is  the  very  hang- 
ing candlestick  she  used,  and  upon  the 
hearth  sit  her  best  brass  kettle  and  the 
oven  that  baked  bread  of  a  feathery 
lightness  before  the  fire.  Conveniently 
at  hand — should  the  aborigines  sud-( 
denly  rise  from  their  graves  some 
vvitchy  night — stands  an  ancient  muz- 
zle-loading fowling  piece.

Yd  hen',  too, 
must  be  a  concession  to  the  modern 
in  a  realization  of  the  benefits  of  fresh 
a;r:  behold,  the  side  of  the  lower 
bunk  is  easily  removable,  and  the 
comfortable  spring  cot  is  rolled  out 
upon  the  screened  brick  terrace  on  hot 
nights! 

Another  cabin,  designed  espei  ially 
for  masculine  comfort,  crowns  an  ad- 
joining knoll  with  the  panorama  of  the 
Minnesota  valley  spread  out  before  it. 
This  cabin,  which  has  a  simple  floor 
plan  that  admit-,  of  a  ridge  carrying 
through  the  long  way  of  the  building, 
is  constructed  entirely  of  log  siding — 
inside  and  out — cleverly  placed  to  give 
the  effect  of  random-sized  logs  with 
ends  mitred  at  the  corners.  The  en- 
closing wall,  with  its  log  siding  nailed 
to  both  sides  of  a  stud  frame  with  in- 
sula lion  at  [he  '  enter  to  form  a  double 
air  space,  is  very  effective  in  providing 
against  undesirable  temperatures.  The 
siding  finds  another  interesting  use  in 
building  the  bunks  within — beneath 
the  lower  one  of  which  (if  one  knows 
the  secret  hand-hold)  is  a  generous 
storage  drawer.  The  nigged  fireplace 
with  its  Marly  American  fittings  has 
histi  n  ic  iulei -i  si  as  u  ell  as  beauty 
sini  e  t In-  sti iiir  of  whii  h  it  is  con- 
st! in  ti  d  mil  e  valiant  ly  offered  protei  - 
lion  against  arrow -heads  in  the  first 
group  of  stone  buildings  near  Fort 
Sni  Unit;   in  ten  itoi  ial  days. 

\  very  '  ii  iginal  example  of  the  i  otti- 
billed  use  of  log  slab  and  real  logs  is 
shown  in  a  delightful  rustic  lodge  in 
our  semi-tropical  Southwest.  Though 
the  architecture  is  completely  modern 
in  feeling  and  the  floor  plan  emi- 
nently adapted  to  easeful  living,  the 
use  of  real  log  supports  in  both  porch 
and  porte-cochere,  and  the  walls  of 
log  slab  with  the  bark  left  on  stress 
an  artistic  individuality  in  this  rustii 
home  and  hai nize  it  with  its  wood- 
land setting.

To  meet  the  spec  ific  needs  this  stag 
lodge  of  black  swamp  spruce  was  de- 
signed for  two  independent  groups 
who  wished  accommodations  for  sepa- 
rate activities  during  the  day,  but  at 
night   wanted  to  meet  around  the  huge 
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rock  fireplace  for  the  evening  argu- 
ments and  leisurely  pipes  About  the

woodsy  home.  It  is  quite  delightful  fo 
entertaining  as  the  generously  dimen 
sioned  screened  porch  across  the  fron 
of  the  building  opens  out  from  th 
Gig  Room  through  two  French  doors 
increasing  the  ana  of  an  ideal  dancin; 
fl ■. 

1  he  pei  uliarly  picturesque  feature 
of  the  lodge  are  its  old-fashionei 
casement  windows,  its  wide,  low  eavi 
and  the  corners  of  crossed  logs  whos 
axe-cut  ends  project  at  randorJ 
lengths.  To  make  a  tight  weather 
proof  construction,  the  logs  are  tight! 
fitted  together  by  cupping  their  length 
and  coping  their  corners,  oakum  bein 
laid  at  every  point  of  contact  through 
out  both  length  and  corner  construe 
tion.  The  fai  t  that  the  rugged  stone  fo 
fireplace  and  foundation  wall  is  nativ 
to  that  region,  and  the  black  sprue 
lived  in  a  neighboring  forest  add 
i  sp.c  ial  interest  to  the  building  whos 
charm  owes  quite  as  much  to  it 
stmdiness  of  construction  as  to  it 
picturesque   lines.

Naturaliy,  the 
growing  of  Chrysanthemums  .under 
l In  se  ( onditions  did  not  mal 
spei  ial  appeal  to  the  amateur  with  only 
a  moderate  amount  of  glass,  and  per- 
haps the  servii  es  of  oni  gi  ni  i  al-pur- 
ii dener ! 

I'.ut  nowadays  one  will  noti.ee  that 
the  crowds  at  the  fall  Chrysanthemum 
and  more  and  more  people 
visit  them  every  year— no  longer  stand 
spellbound  before  the  creations  of  the" 
expert  professional  gardeners,  but  may 
be  found  intelligently  appraising' and 
i .  mipai  ing  su<  b  bloi  mis  a  -  they  may 
grow'  themselves. 

'  HRYSANTHEMUirs  1  or  ALL 

The  early  hardy  Chrysanthemums, 
which  may  be  grown  successfully  out- 
r>f  doors,  are  becoming  yearly  more 
popular.  Il  is  not  however  with  the 
hardy  perennial  type,  but  rather  with 
(hose  which  must  he  grown  under 
glass,  or  at  least  have  some  sheltering 
protection  during  their  flowering  peri- 
od, that  we  are  here  concerned.  It  is 
true  that  a  good  many  of  the  modern 
varieties  are  serviceable  for  both  pur- 
poses The  point  is  that  anyone  who 
has  even  a  small  greenhouse,  or  il  e 
means  of  providing  some  shelter  which 
will  keep  out  snow  or  frost  during  late 
autumn,  may  have  beautiful  Chrysan- 
themums of  the  cut   flower  type. 

While  it  takes  a  long  period — the 
better  part  of  a  year — to  grow  a  crop 
of  these  beautiful  flowers,  they  need 
by  no  means  monopolize  valuable 
bench  space  for  the  entire  season,  as 
will  be  evident  from  the  method  of 
handling  them  described  in  the  follow- 
ing paragraphs. 

The  start  in  Chrysanthemum  grow- 
ing is  made  with  the  "stock"  plants  or 
nulls  which   have   been  saved   from   the 


preceding  fall.  After  the  flowers  have 
been  cut,  the  remaining  top  growth  or 
old  stems  should  be  removed  to  within 
a  fi  w  im  lies  of  the  ground,  and  the 
i.ints  stored  in  some  convenient  place 
They  may  be  planted  or  "heeled  in' 
(lose  together,  and  covered  sufficient^ 
so  that  they  will  not  dry  out.  As  they 
are  to  remain  practically  dormant  foi 
some  weeks,  little  watering  and  only  ; 
moderate  amount  of  light  will  be  nee 
essary.  They  should  be  kept  cool,  ii 
fact  any  temperature  which  will  ex 
elude  frost  will  be  sufficient.  The)  ma 
be  stnred  under  a  bench  in  a  coc 
greenhouse,  if  not  too  near  heatin 
pipes;  in  boxes  of  soil  in  a  cool  cellar 
or  in  a  coldframe  banked  with  manur 
to  exclude  frost.  In  the  latter  casi 
however,  some  attention  must  be  give  J 
tn  Mutilation. 

THE    STOCK    PLANTS 

"i  lie  results  to  be  obtained  depen 
considerably  upon  the  care  in  selectir 
stork  plants.  The  best  of  the  bate 
should  be  picked  out  at  flowering  tin 
and  marked;  at  the  time  of  storaj 
each  variety  should  be  carefully  labele 
An  error  which  the  beginner  ofh 
makes  is  to  have  too  few  varietie 
With  many  flowers  it  is  easy  to  err 
the  other  direction.  But  with  Chry 
anthemums,  if  one  wishes  to  ha 
flowers  from  September  until  well  in 
December,  it  is  best  to  have  a  fai 
good    assortment.    Not    many    of    ai 

kind  will  be  needed  to  ma 
a  fine  showing  for  cutting  or  for  hou 
dei  oration.  When  one  wishes  to  extei 
the  list  of  varieties  being  grown,  it 
•  is)  to  procure  either  stock  plants  ( 
later  on,  rooted  cuttings. 

I  he  stock  plants  may  be  started  it 
.ittn,.  -grewth  in-  January  or  ea: 
February.  For  this  purpose,  it  is  h 
to  sit  them  out  rather  closely  togetl 
in  a  bench  in  a  cool  temperature.  . 
only  a  few  plants  are  being  grov 
mil  space  is  at  a  premium,  they  m\ 
however,  be  started  in  boxes,  the  ch!  to 
necessity  being  an  abundance  of  lig 
as  il  is  important  that  the  new  grow  ^ 
from  which  the  cuttings  will  be  tak 
shall  be  close  jointed  and  stoc 
Where  a  greenhouse  is  not  availal 
the  stock  plants  may  be  started  in 
coldframe  or  hotbed,  but  this  will, 
course,  mean  delaying  them  until 
few  weeks  later. 

No  attempt  should  be  made  to  fo 
the    new   growth   in   any   way.   To 
cuttings   which   will   root   satisfactoi 
and  produce  healthy  plants,  select  cl 
jointed  sprouts,  the  wood  of  which 
become    fairly    firm.    These    should 
cut    with   a   sharp   knife,    as   the   w< 
is   rather   tough   and    stringy,    strip] 
of  their  lower  leaves,  and  rooted  in 
i  uiting  bed,  or  in  flats  of  sand  or  pi  I 
They   may  be   rooted  quite  cool,  es  | 
cially   if  a   mild   bottom  heat   is  av 
able.  Each  batch,  of  course,  should  < 
kept  carefully  labeled.

i  Iran,  the  cuttings  may  he  immersed 
in  a  moderately  strong  solution  of 
nil  .tine  before  being  set  in  the 
tutting  bed.  I  have  by  this  method 
completely  cleaned  up  cuttings  which 
no  amount  of  spraying  would  have 
saved. 

As  there  is  no  immediate  hurry  in 
removing  Chrysanthemum  cuttings 
from  the  cutting  bed,  they  are  often 
allowed  to  remain  far  too  long.  They 
should  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  new 
roots  half  an  inch  long  have  been 
developed.  To  leave  them  until  they 
become  tough  and  wiry  will  result  in 
checking  the  plants  at  the  very  outset. 

If  there  is  any  one  "secret"  in  the 
successful  growing  of  Chrysanthe- 
mums, it  is  to  keep  the  plants  moving 
along  steadily  without  check  of  any 
kind  from  start  to  finish.  This  is 
important  with  any  plants,  as  a  gen- 
eral  principle;  but  particularly  so  with 
Chrysanthemums,  which,  if  they  once 
become  stunted  or  the  wood  allowed  to 
harden  from  too  slow  growth  can- 
not be  coaxed  out  of  their  backward 
condition. 

The  usual  practise  in  private  estab- 
lishments is  to  pot  off  the  rooted 
(  hrysanthemum  cuttings  in  small  pots, 
gem  rally  two-ard-one-half-inch.  There- 
is  little,  excepting  habit,  to  recommend 
this  method.  They  will  grow  as  well, 
and  usually  better,  if  planted  out  in 
flats,  or  in  a  bench  with  three  inches 
or  so  of  soil,  than  in  individual  pots, 
even  if  they  are  spaced  as  (lose  as  two 
by  three  inches.  The  plants  in  small 
pots  are   much   more   likely   to   become 

t-bound,  or  to  dry  out  on  hot  days 

in  late  spring,  than  if  grown  in  solid 
soil  From  either  of  these  causes  the 
plants   are    likely    to    reo  ive    a    i  he<  k. 

If  greenhouse  space  is  available,  it 
is  usually  bitter  to  cany  the  plants 
through  the  summer  indoors.  It  may 
at  first  glance  seem  inconsistent,  as 
Chrysanthemums  are  essentially  cool 
weather  plants  which  require  the 
maximum  of  ventilation.  In  most  sec- 
tions, however,  it  is  possible  to  keep 
them  cooler  indoors  than  out;  the  gl  iss 
n  a>  be  slightly  shaded,  and  the  atmos- 
kept  much  more  moist  than  out- 

of-d s.  If  for  lac  k  of  space  the  plants 

must  be  transferred  to  the  open,  place 
them  in  a  frame,  on  sifted  cinders. 
During  hot  weather,  the  pots  or  flats 
should  be  packed  in  peatmoss  clear  to 
the  tops,  to  help  maintain  an  even  con- 
dition of  moisture  in  the  soil.  If  the 
small  plants  have  been  potted,  they 
must  be  shifted  promptly  to  larger 
pots  before  forming  a  dense  ball  of 
roots   in    the    smaller   ones. 

A   second  BATi  II 

Sometimes  it  is  desirable  to  make 
a  second  lot  of  cuttings,  obtaining  these 
from  the  top  growth  of  the  first  lot. 
This  may  be  done  either  to  get  addi- 
tional plants  from  some  special  variety, 
to  provide  plants  for  extra  late  flower- 
ing, up  until  Christmas,  or  to  provide 
plants  to  take  the  place  of  those  which 
are  not  doing  satisfactorily.  Not  in- 
frequently, a  new  cutting,  grown  on 
under  favorable  conditions,  will  out- 
strip a  parent  plant  which  has  been 
checked.  These  cuttings  may  be  taken 
during  May  or  June,  but  in  hot

There  are  sp 
(  ial  Chrysanthemum  fertilizers 
manures  which  give  good  results,  ai 
as  the  amount  required  for  amate 
growing  is  not  great,  they  are  sati 
factory  to  use,  although  by  no  mea 
necessary  if  one  has  handy  the  stan 
aid  fertilizers  such  as  bonemeal  a? 
tankage  or  dried  blood.  Too  mu 
nitrogen,  however,  should  be  avoide 
Chrysanthemums  require  an  abu 
dance  of  potash;  this  may  well 
supplied  either  in  the  form  of  ash* 
soot,   or  tobacco  fertilizer. 

There  are  several  methods  of  gro> 
ing  or  training  the  plants.  To  get  t 
largest  blooms,  for  which  purpose  t 
commercial  late-flowering  varieties  a 
used,  each  plant  should  be  trained  i 
to  a  single  stem.  Even  when  Mui 
are  grown  for  home  use  on  a  small 
scale,  the  grower  may  wash  to  have 
few-  of  these  big  fellows  for  spec 
cm  i  asions,  or  to  display  to  his  friem 
(  hdinarily,  however,  there  will 
more  satisfaction  in  growing  four 
ten  flowers  to  each  plant,  allowing  o 
flower  to  each  of  a  number  of  sten 
<  >r  the  plants  may  be  grown  in  sons 
what  nearer  their  natural  form,  i 
moving  a  large  part  of  the  grow! 
but  nevertheless  allowing  the  flows 
to  be  produced  in  sprays  of  ma 
(lowers  on  one  stem.  For  cutting  f 
loom  decoration  they  are  probal 
more  effective  in  this  form  than  in  a 
other.  Where  the  plants  are  to 
grown  to  single  stems,  they  may 
planted  twelve  inches  or  so  apart  ea 
way.  For  growing  in  sprays  they  w 
require  somewhat  more  space. 

Another  good  method  of  growi 
Mums  for  house  decoration  is  to  grc 
them  on  singly  in  pots,  as  they  a 
required,  and  pinching  back  to  foi 
a  well  branched  plant,  which  may 
brought  into  the  house  while  in  bloc 
and  will  thus  last  much  longer  than  t 
cut  flowers.

Il  begins  to  bloom  before 
the  Spiked  Speedwell  lias  passed  and 
continues  for  another  month.

It  is  a  tall,  slender  plant  re- 
quiring  to  be  set  in  generous  groups  in 
order  to  dn  the  work  of  which  il  is 
capable,  that  of  lending  a  cool  dignity 
to  the  riot  of  the  summer  borders  In 
rich  heavy  s<;il  the  gri;  v  bite  spires 
maj  reai  li  to  six  feet,  but  fivi  feel 
is  a  more  usual  height  for  it  and  it 
requires  no  staking.  The  Calverwort 
makes  a  good  companion  for  the  Rose 
Loosestrife  or,  quite  away  in  another 
sei  tion  of  the  border,  for  some  of  the 
late  flowering  Hemerocallis  of  lawny 
coloring.  1*.  cxaltata  is  a  tall  blue- 
flowered  Veronica  now  figuring  in  cer- 
tain seed  lists  and  recommended,  but 
I  have  had  no  experience  with  it.  V. 
amethystina  (syn.  spuria)  is  always  a 
source  of  irritation  to  me.  Because  of 
its  beautiful  color  it  should  be  a  boon 
in  the  early  summer  garden  when  true 
blue  is  none  too  plentiful,  but  because 
of  ils  weedy  and  flopping  habit  and 
11'  el  ing  bloom,  ii  is  a  <  onl  inual  disap- 
pointment. Frequi  nl  division  serves  to 
keep  il  fairly  tidy  and  at  a  wall  top 
where  it  may  indulge  its  desire  to 
lounge  it  is  a  thing  <>l  1"  a  n\ . 

Om  of  the  earliest  species  to  bloom 
in  my  garden  is  1".  gentianoides,  its 
preit;  v  hitci  blue  flower  spikes  rising 
a  foot  high  in  May  from  a  neat  and 
glossy  tuft  of  leaves.  It  is  .i  good  plant 
In]-  (he  front  of  a  bonier  or  for  a  plat  e 


Culver's  Root,  one  of  our  stateliest 
vvildflowers  and  doing  well  in  partial 
shade,  is  V.  virginica.  It  grows  three 
to  five  feet  high  and  bears  white 
blossom       spires       in       midsummer 

in  the  rock  garden.  It  is  from  the 
i  'aucasus  and  there  seems  some  choice 
among  different  forms,  some  being 
better  than  others  as  to  color  and  car- 
riage. V,  multifida  lingers  along  in  the 
rock  garden,  demanding  and  receiving 
no  special  enthusiasm  from  me;  it  is 
rather  too  tall  for  the  rock  garden 
and  not  showy  or  compact  enough  for 
tin    border,  and  though  there  is  a  form, 


pinnatifida,    with    prettily    cut    leaves, 

I  think   it    is   one   of   the   species   that 
may    be    dispensed    with. 

V.  incana,  on  the  other  hand,  en- 
joys a  justly  earned  popularity.  It 
makes  a  neat,  thick  tuft  of  whitish 
leaves  from  which  ascend  many  spike^ 
of  deep  blue  flowers  in  June  to  a 
height  of  eight  inches  or  so.  It  is  effec- 
tive at  tin  edge  of  the  border  with  the 
biigbt  colored  Heucheras  or  comports 
itself  with  a  good  deal  of  distinction 
in  the  rock  garden  where  it  likes  a 
sunny  situation  out  of  the  way  of 
damp.  As  is  the  case  with  so  many  of 
til--  spiked  Veronicas,  especially 
when  raised  from  seed,  there  is  a 
.meat  choice  to  purity  of  color  and 
compactness  of  growth  among  individ- 
ual   plants.    Only    the    best    should   be 

I I  reserved. 

V.  peduncularis  is  one  of  the  really 
good  white-flowered  Speedwells.  It  is 
said  to  hail  from  lofty  altitudes  of  the 
Caucasus.  From  a  flat  mat  of  good 
it  sends  up  many  rather  weakly 
sti  ins  to  a  height  of  nearly  a  foot, 
continuing  to  hear  masses  of  small 
while  flowers  over  a  long  period, 
though  shedding  them  almost  as 
quickly  as  born,  so  that  the  ground 
about  the  plants  is  a  white  petal- 
covered  waste.  I  found  last  summer 
that  a  good  shearing  after  the  first 
prodigal  bloom  will  bring  about  a  sec- 
ond flowering  later  in  the  season,  es- 
pecially  if  the  rainfall  has  been  gen- 
i  mas  or  the  plants  frequently  watered. 

When  it  comes  to  the  truly  dwarf 
kinds,  I',  allioni,  which  I  have  not 
grown,  and  V.  saxatilis  (V.  jruticans) 
are  true  alpincs.  The  first  is  well  rec- 
ommended and  comes  from  high  stony 
pastures  in  the  Alps,  a  small  creep- 
ing thing  with  an  ascending  stem, 
wooily  at  the  base,  and  little  dense 
terminal  flower  spikes,  dark  blue  and 
occasionally  rose-color.  V.  saxatilis  is 
an  old  friend  and  a  delightful  one, 
though  il  is  a  variable  species,  accord- 
ing to  situation  and  soil.  It  has  also 
i  creeping  ascending  stem,  2-6  inches 
long,  woody  at  the  base  and  terminal 
spikes  of  brightest  blue,  rather  large 
flowers  with  a  thread-like  red  ring  in 
the  throat  and  yellow  anthers.  There 
is  also  a  lovely  pure  white  variety. 
Both  these  species  like  a  stony,  gritty 
soil  in  a  sunny  situation.  V.  saxatilis 
is  best  in  granite;  it  is  not  a  lover 
of  lime.  Both  deserve  choice  situations. 
V.  satureiodes  is  offered  in  this  coun- 
try and  is  said  to  be  a  choice  plant 
closi    to  saxaiilis. 

Veronica  repens  is  one  of  the  most 
engaging  of  the  race,  a  tiny  flat  creep- 
ing plant  with  infinitesimal  vivid 
green  leaves  forming  a  close  ground 
cover  which  all  summer  through  is  (I 
cannot  refrain  from  quoting  Mr.  Far- 
rer)  "veiled  by  a  dense  abundance  of 
very  pale  blue,  almost  whitish  flowers, 
silting  flat  in  the  foliage  till  hardly 
anything  can  be  discerned  but  the 
moonlit  unanimity  of  that  carpet." 
Such  enchantment  is  not,  however  in- 
variably for  us.  In  the  first  place,  V. 
repens  is  a  Corsican  and  not  as  iron- 
clad in  hardiness  as  we  should  like, 
though  Mr.  Cleveland  Morgan  in  a 
recent  article  gives  it  as  among  the 
Veronicas  he  grows  in  his  Montreal 
garden.  Perhaps  the  more  generous

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snowfall  has  something  to  do  with  its 
safety.  Then  we  frequently  do  not  rea- 
lize ils  necessity  fur  space,  being  so 
small  a  thing,  and  the  danger  it  suf- 
fers from  encroaching  plants.  Ii  is 
quickly  killed  off  by  flopping  neigh- 
bors. In  America  where  our  sum- 
mers are  so  sun-bitten  and  dry  I 
think  this  small  charmer  needs  to  be 
grown  rather  low  down  in  the  rock 
garden,  within  reach  of  moisture, 
between  paving  stones  perhaps,  where 
moisture  lurks.  Certainly  it  suffers 
from  drought. 

Two  other  very  small  kinds  that  are 
-in  my  list  fcr  this  v  ai  a  try  ing  are 
V.  nuiinmilaria  and  V.  i,anescens, 
(hough  the  latter  is  a  New  Zealander 
and  may  not  weather  our  unkindly 
winters.  There  is  great  charm  in  these 
minute  Veronicas,  and  they  are  in- 
valuable for  car]»  tin-  the  regions  oc- 
cupied  by  small  choice  bulbs. 

V.  pectinata  is  a  fine  hoary  mat- 
maker  th.it  is  perfectly  hardy.  It  creeps 
softly  and  thickly  over  earth  and 
stone,  rooting  as  it  travels,  until  broad 
spat  i  s  are  <  overed  by  its  velvety  leaf- 
age. He  sure  to  give  it  space  and  to 
protect  it  from  encroaching  plants  of 
larger  stature.  It  is  pretty  enough 
without  the  ilowei -sprays  that  arise 
profusely  in  early  summer,  pale  blue 
or,  in  the  varii  ty  rosea,  3  delii  ate  rose.

It  is  a  choice  thing,  not  al 
all  of  the  common  run,  and  should  be 
given  a  protected  situation,  in  gritty,

This  ac- 
cording to  most  catalogs  is  the  delight- 
ful ramping,  bright  blue-spiked  creep- 
er of  1  le  e,i  1  |y  summer.  It  bli  10ms  with 
Dianthus  ilcltoielcs,  the  Maiden  Pink, 
and  will  struggle  amicably  and  quite 
picturesquely  with  it  for  possession 
of  ,1  rocky  slope  in  the  rock  garden. 
According  to  Mr.  Fai  rer  this  is  pn  ip- 
eilv  V.tcucriuni  tlubia,  and  it  is  some- 
times also  listed  as  rupestris.  Whatever 
it  may  be  it  is  one  of  the  show  iest  and 
most  easily  grown  of  rock  plants,  and

gan once  sent  me  a  mild  looking  root 
nt  this  plant  which  I  confused  in  my 
mind  with  ils  Caucasian  relative  and 
set  out  carefully  in  choice  company! 
It  l"st  no  time  in  making  the  situation 
its  own.  advancing  steadily  its  soft 
green  mat  anil  absorbing  into  an  apt 
parently  insatiable  maw  all  the  small 
treasures  that  were  in  its  way.  When 
I  waked  to  a  realization  of  what  was 
afoot  it  was  too  late  to  do  anything 
but  lament — and  remove  the  cannibal 
to  parts  where  the  feeding  was  less 
choice.  Xow  it  meanders  over  a  wide 
plain,  expanding  its  pretty  mat  of  yel- 
low-green  leaves  somewhat  threaten- 
ingly at  tlie  feet  of  such  stalwart 
things  as  Lungworts  and  Anchusa 
myosotidiflora  and  the  Great  Ficcaria.

V.  filifolia  is  impeccable  in  its  be- 
havior, making  a  neat  Heath-like 
growth  under  six  inches  high  and 
producing  in  early  summer  many  lit- 
tle spires  of  pale  blue  flowers.  V. 
guthreiana  is  a  garden  hybrid  of  which 
V.  saxatilis  is  said  to  be  0111:  parent. 
It  is  a  small  evergreen  shrublet,  liv- 
ing, but  not  thriving  conspicuously  in 
a  sunny  corner  of  my  rock  garden, 
and  producing  somewhat  half-hearted- 
ly deep  blue  blossoms  witli  white  eyes. 

THE    SHRUBBY    TYPES 

I'm  the  most  part  the  shrubby  Ve- 
ronicas are  beyond  enduring  my  cli- 
mate. They  are  New  Zealanders  and 
pine  for  sunshine  and  heat  and  I  dare- 
say other  luxuries  that  we  are  not  able 
tn  offer  them  during  the  winter  sea- 
sun.  I"i-  two  years  I  owned  the  body, 
if  not  the  allegiance  of  V.  bidwiUi,  an 
evergreen  prostrate  species,  but  it  was 
1  hollow  triumph.  South  of  Washing- 
ington,  V.  traversi,  which  forms  rath- 
er large,  symmetrical  bushes,  might  be 
a  Mtri  ess.  as  it  is  said  to  be  one  of  the 
hardiest.  It  is  reported  as  bearing  a 
profusion  of  white  blossoms  in  little 
loose  spires,  pretty  against  its  dark 
foliage.  Those  fortunate  enough  to  live 
in  1  lement  climates  might  also  make 
a  trial  of  the  following  New  Zealan- 
ders, all  of  which  are  rather  dwarf: 
V.  catarractae,  V .  lyali,  V.  pinpingui- 
folia,  V.  hectori,  V.  hulkeana,  V.  ly- 
copodioides  and  V.  buxifolia.  Few  of 
the  New  Zealanders  are  offered  in  this 
country  and  would  have  to  be  raised 
from  si  ed.

A  certain  amount  of  moisture  is 
essential,  specially  during  the  flowering 
and  growing  season  from  May  to  July, 
There  is  no  need,  however,  to  water 
daily,  but  it  should  be  possible  in  times 
of  drought  to  give  them  a  thorough 
soaking  A  good  plan  is  to  sink  the 
beds  in  which  they  arc  planted  a  few 
inches,  so  ili.it  a  shallow  basin  is 
formed.  This  with  a  good  mulch  of 
peatmoss  every  spring  will  help  to  con- 
serve the  moisture  and  prevent  undue 
e\  apoi  ation. 

They  have  no  objection  to  extremes 
of  cold,  although  they  will  look  miser- 
able dm  ing  the  w  inter  months,  but  this 
appeal  ance  is  onl\  on  the  snrt.it  e  am  I 
they  \\  ill  straighten  themselves  up 
again   in  early  spi  ing. 

Most  of  these  dwarfs  are  community 
plants,  growing  in  the  wilds  in  masses 
often  acres  in  extent.  Both  for  their 
well-being  and  for  their  appearance  it 
is  ad\  is. i  ble  to  plant  them  in  gi  oups 
with  each  individual  plant  about  1  foot 
or  18  inches  1 1 1  >iu  its  neighbor ;  in  a 
very  fi  w  v  irs  these  will  grow  together 
and  will   form  a  solid  mass. 

Unfortunately  they  are  subject  to 
United  States  plant  immigration  re- 
strictions, but  they  are  so  easily  in- 
creased that  a  stock  is  very  quickly 
raised.  Cuttings  with  a  heel  of  old 
wood  taken  in  July  are  easily  struck 
in  sand  under  a  bell  glass  or  in  a 
shaded  frame.  They  also  set  ample 
seed.  'I  his  is  very  small  and  should  be 
mixed  with  two  or  three  times  its  bulk 
of  sand  to  allow  for  an  even  sowing. 
Sowing  too  thickly  is  a  great  mistake, 
as  the  seedlings  may  damp  off.  The 
best  sowing  medium  is  a  third  sharp 
sand,  a  third  fine  loam,  and  a  third 
leaf  mold  or  granulated  peatmoss,  well 
mixed  and  passed  through  a  line  sieve. 
'Idle    set  d    should    he    sown    on    tie'    top 

of    the    compost    and    left    uncovered; 


then  the  tills  should  be  placed  in  t1  j 
.greenhouse  or  frame  and  covered  wit  | 
an  old  newspaper  to  give  the  requisil 
shade.  They  should  be  watered  one 
or  twice  a  day.  Germination  is  rapii 
and  as  soon  as  the  seedlings  are  ha 
an  inch  high,  they  should  be  pricki 
off  into  flats  filled  with  the  same  con: 
post  and  grown  on  under  cooler  coi 
ditions. 

Rhododendrons  are  surface  rootin 
plants,  and  care  should  be  taken  n« 
to  damage  the  fine  fibrous  roots  wdie 
ti  msplanting  the  seedlings.  When  th 
young  plants  tire  about  a  year  old,  thej 
may  be  moved  either  into  their  tin; 
positions  or  into  a  shaded  nursery  ut 
til  required.  Remember  that  seedling 
must  have  moisture,  adequate  tli 
and   shade.

If  the  plants  arc  set  in  raised 
bi  ih  las  tin-  soil  should  be  at  least  four 
or  five  inches  deep.  It  is  desirable  to 
gel  it  as  firm  as  possible,  even  to 
the  i  stent  of  pounding  it  down  with 
a  brick.  There  should  be  the  usual 
precaul  ions  in  shading,  53 1  inging, 
v.  n!  ilating  for  the  fust  days  after 
transplanting,  to  keep  the  plants  from 
\\  ill  ing. 

The  next  step,  as  soon  as  the  plants 
hi  ve  I  iei  nine  established  and  made  an 
inch  or  two  of  new  growth,  is  to 
support  them;  this  should  be  done 
extra  early  for  two  reasons:  first,  it 
interferes  less  with  the  plants  than 
if  delayed  until  later;  and  second, 
support  is  necessary,  even  while  tin- 
plants  arc  slill  quite  small,  to  help 
thrin  better  withstand  the  forceful 
applii  at  ion  of  water  and  sprays. 
Light,  bamboo  stakes  are  ordinarily 
used  for  support,  although  the  gal- 
\ anized  plant  sup]  101  ts  have  repl  iced 
them  to  some  extent  in  commercial 
establishments. 

Whatever  may  be  claimed  in  favor 
ol  (  'lirysanthemums  it  cannot  be 
sa id  that  they  are  li ee  from  insei  ts 
there  are,  in  fact,  few  flowers  more 
liki  I)  to  be  di  stroyed  by  insei  t  attacks 
unless  1 11  otei  t ii >n  is  given.  All  of  them 
maj  be  <  ont rolled  if  \vat(  bed  for,  and 
vigorously  fought.  Watering  under 
good  pressure  with  a  nozzle  for  syring- 
ing, is  the  best  protection  against  red 
spider  and  the  mealy  bug  Aphids 
are  sun-  to  appear,  and  the  simplest 
way  of  taking  care  of  them  is  to  suray 
legularly  with  a  good  nicotine  solu- 
tion at  intervals  of  every  ten  days. 
As  the  ventilators  and  doors  should

I  In  soil  must  be  kept  well  stirred 
between  the  plants  liming  hot 
weather,  syringe  the  tops  of  tin-  plants 
two  01  three  times  a  day.  Plants  will 
require  tying  as  they  grow,  and  also 
[lie  removal  oi  side  shoots  which  are 
hoi    wanted. 

In  August  or  September,  disbudding 
inusi     be     begun ;     the     "<  1  o\\  n"     bud, 


which  is  the  first  to  appear,  will  give 
the  earliest,  and  in  most  cases,  the 
largesl  flower.  But  if  more  than  one 
blossom  is  wanted  to  each  plant,  the 
ciown  bud  should  be  pinched  out, 
and  some  of  the  terminal  buds — that 
is  those  which  develop  in  the-  leaf 
axils  just  below  the  crown  bud — 
should  be  kept.  Some  of  these 
should  be  selected,  and  the  others 
pinched  out.  Other  buds  will  develop 
later  on  in  the  axils  of  the  leaves 
further  down  on  the  shoots ;  thi  se, 
also,  should  be  removed  as  they  appear. 
In  the  glowing  of  sprays,  the  plant 
is  pinched  back  so  as  to  develop  a 
number  of  branches  on  which  a  greatei 
or  smaller  number  of  buds  are  retained, 
according  to  the  number  and  size 
of    the    flowers    wanted. 

Where-  the-  flowers  have  been  grown 
out-of-doors,  a  temporary  .shelter  may 
be  erected  to  allow  the  flowers  to 
develop  perfectly  and  to  protect  thei 
plants  from  hard  frosts.  Plant  protect- 
ing cloth  or  tobacco  cloth  may  be 
used  for  this  purpose;  but  the  new 
glass  cloth,  or  flexible  glass,  now  used 
so  largely  for  making  poultry  houses 
and  for  light  hotbed  sash,  is  ideal.  It 
may  be  stretched  on  light  frames,  and 
these  can  be  screwed  or  cleated  to  a 
framework,  thus  making  a  substantial 
temporary  protection  which  may  be 
taken  down  and  stored  for  future 
use.  Iii  sections  where-  the  climate  is 
fairly  mild,  but  not  quite  long  enough | 
to  permit  the  growing  of  late  flower- 
ing varieties  out-of-doors,  fine  results 
may  be  bad  with  this  slight  protection. 

Flowers  should  be  cut  for  house 
use  as  soon  as  they  have  fairly  well 
opened  up,  and  they  will  keep  much 
longer  if  the-  stems  are  immersed  in 
water  for  twelve  hours  or  so  after 
inning  Individual  flowers  which  do 
not  "hold  up"  may  sometimes  be  re 
vived  by  slitting  the  stems  in  several 
places  and  immersing  them  in  watci 
loi   a   few   hours. 

As  to  varieties,  unless  expert  can- 
can be-  given  it  will  be  best  not  to 
attempt  the  enormous  soft  petalled

Pruning  shrubs.  With  the  pass- 
ing of  the  blossoms  of  the  spring- 
flowering  shrubs  comes  the  time  to  do 
whatever  pruning  may  be  required.  By 
attending  to  it  at  this  time  you  will 
avoid  sacrifice  of  the  new  growth  they 
will  make  during  the  next  two  or  three 
months — growth  on  which  next  year's 
buds  will  be  formed  in  the  late 
summer. 

Many  people  have  the  idea  that  to 
prune  a  plant  means  to  trim  back  the 
branches  in  somewhat  the  manner  of 
a  barber  cutting  hair.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  object  of  pruning  old  shrubs 
is  to  keep  them  shapely  and  to  pre- 
serve the  blossoming  wood.  Naturally 
this  cannot  be  done  by  merely  giving 
the  top  of  the  plant  a  boyish  bob. 

Anyone  who  attempts  to  prune 
should  have  a  clear  idea  of  why  that 
particular  bit  of  pinning  is  being  done. 
In  general,  the  natural  growth  of  a 
shrub  is  the  most  attractive,  and  by 
cutting  out  the  old  and  dead  wood, 
thereby  giving  the  plant  a  chance  to 
renew  itself  normally,  this  natural 
beauty  is  preserved.  Formal  shaping  of 
woody  plants,  whether  shrubs  or  trees, 
ought      to     be     restricted     to     formal 

g]   Mllll'ls. 

'In  avoid  unnecessary  pinning  of 
tall  shrubs,  do  not  plant  them  in  posi- 
tions    where     low-growers     would     be 

le  suitable  and   require  less  cutting 

back.  This  is  especially  true  under 
windows  where  tall  shrubs  will  be- 
come loo  large  and  have  to  be  pruned 
back   severely  ever)    year. 


Proper  pruning  will  not  onlv  help 
established  shrubs  to  remain  youthful 
and  lovely;  it  is  also  a  means  of  giv- 
ing young  ones  new  vigor.  Cutting 
back  one-third  to  one-half  in  the 
dormant  season  often  throws  renewed 
i  nergy  into  the  rest  of  the  plant.  The 
individual  shoots  should  be  cut  off  at 
different  lengths  so  as  to  retain  the 
natural  form  of  the  shrub,  instead  of 
being  sheared   off  evenly. 

For    soil    improvement.    What 

would  appeal'  to  be  the  ideal  material 
for  improving  garden  soil  texture  and 
at  the  same  time  adding  essential  plant 
fund  in  goodly  quantity  is  now  widely 
available  in  the  garden  supply  stores. 
It  consists  of  finely  pulverized  peat- 
moss with  which  has  been  incorpo- 
rated dried  and  shredded  cow  manure 
in  such  form  that  the  mixture  is  odor- 
less and  entirely  clean  and  pleasant  to 
handle. 

The  advantages  of  such  a  combina- 
tion are  outstanding.  lYat-moss  in  it- 
self has  long  been  recognized  as  a 
perfect  material  for  lightening  soil, 
absorbing  a  great  volume  of  water  and 
giving  it  up  slowly  as  the  roots  of  the 
plants  need  it.  Its  deficiency  in  the 
matter  of  nutritive  chemicals  has  bun 
fully  made  up  by  the  addition  of  the 
manure,  which  is  collected  from  a  spe- 
i  i.il  dairy  where  the  cattle  are  fed  ex- 
clusively on  prepared  rations.  Both 
materials,  therefore,  are  free  from  ob- 
noxious weed  seeds — a  notorious  draw-

good  gardener's  equipment  as  his 
spade,  trowel  or  watering-can.  The 
basis  of  a  successful  garden  is  the  soil 
in  which  the  plants  are  growing,  and 
too  great  attention  cannot  be  given  to 
keeping  it  in  the  finest  possible  condi- 
tion   of   texture   and    fertility. 

Seed  beds.  Locating  and  pre- 
paring the  outdoor  seed  bed  properly 
are  big  steps  toward  a  successful  gar- 
den. They  tell  the  story  of  how  much 
return  in  the  way  of  plants  you  are 
likely  to  get  from  the  packets  for  which 
you  have  paid  pcrfe<  tly  good  money. 
Select  a  position  shi  Iten  d  from  the 
full  force  of  wind  and  sun.  Hear  in 
mind,  though,  that  directly  under  the 
branches  of  trees  is  not  a  good  location 
because  the  drip  from  the  branches 
during  rain  storms  is  likely  to  wash 
the  si  eds  oul  of  the  ground  Spade  the 
soil  thoroughly,  taking  greal  care  to 
make  the  top  two  or  three  inches, 
w  here  the  sei  d  is  actually  sown,  very 
line.  It  is  an  excellent  plan  to  run  the 
soil  of  the  top  layer  through  a  fine 
sieve     Tf    it    is    heavy,    lighten    it    by 


working  in  silver  sand.  Heavy  soil  that 
crusts  easily  is  a  poor  medium  for 
seed  sowing;  it  should  be  easily  pene- 
trable  by  the  thin  roots  that  strike 
downward  and  the  wee  leaves  pushing 
up  to  the  light  and  air. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  fertilize  a  seed 
bed,  for  fertility  is  not  a  factor  in  pro- 
dui  ing  germination.  That  comes  in 
the  later  stages,  when  growth  gets  un- 
der way.  Ordinarily  good  soil  will  do 
perfectly  well  up  to  the  point  where 
transplanting  becomes  necessary. 

If  the  seed  bed  is  necessarily  ex- 
posed to  the  full  sweep  of  wind  and 
sun  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  put  up  a 
temporary  fence  or  shelter  to  break 
the  tone  of  the  wind  and  a  lath  si  rei  n 
to  set  over  the  bed  in  order  to  lessen 
the  full  force  of  the  sun  on  hot  days. 
To  interrupt  driving  rains  which 
might  wash  out  the  seeds  or  cover 
them  too  deeply,  window  screening 
wire  is  excellent.  Burlap  laid  over  the 
bed  until  the  seeds  start  germinating 
serves  the  same  purpose.  This  also 
prevents  too  rapid  evaporation  of 
isture  from  the  soil.

In  fact,  the  introduction  of  new  and 
practical  garden  accessories  of  all 
kinds  seems  to  he  on  a  more  generous 
scale  this  year  than  in  any  season  for 
a    long   time. 

One  of  the  best  of  these  recent  in- 
troductions is  a  green  wire  device 
which  is  readily  attached  to  the  stems 
of  individual  cut  blossoms  to  increase 
their  length  and  support  them  attrac- 
tively in  vases  and  bowls.  Properly 
used,  it  holds  the  flowers  in  perfectly 
natural  and  graceful  positions  and  is 
well  adapted  to  special  arrangements 
which  otherwise  would  lie  difficult  if 
not  impossible.  The  device  is  adjust- 
able so  as  to  add  from  eight  to  fifteen 
inches  to  the  stems  of  the  flowers  to 
which  it  is  applied.  It's  so  simple  that 
a    child   can   use   it — literally. 

Many  department  and  housefurnish- 
ing  stores,  gift  and  flower  shops  now 
carry  these  thoroughly  practical  little 
wires  in  boxes  of  a  dozen  each.  If  you 
have  any  difficulty  locating  a  source 
of  supply,  write  to  us  and  we'll  lie  glad 
to  put  you  on  the  right  n.uk. 

A  circle  OF  RAIN.  Another  of 
the  new  devices  worth  gelling  is  a 
sprinkler  designed  to  be  attached  to  the 


end  of  an  ordinary  hose  line  where, 
held  firmly  in  place  by  a  spike  thrust 
into  the  ground,  it  will  distribute  per- 
fect raindrops  throughout  a  circle  a 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  across.  This 
sounds  phenomenal — which  it  really 
is,  when  judged  by  the  performance  of 
most  portable  sprinklers  hitherto  avail- 
able. But  remember  that  this  is  a  sea- 
son of  real  accomplishment  by  the 
garden  accessory  makers,  including 
the   sprinkler   people. 

One  of  the  great  advantages  of  this 
device,  of  course,  is  its  large  coverage 
without  the  need  of  attention  by  the 
gardener,  and  another  is  the  ease  with 
which  it  can  be  moved  from  place  to 
place.  You  simply  lay  out  the  hose 
line,  hitch  on  the  sprinkler  and  jab  its 
spike  in  the  ground,  turn  on  the  water 
and  let  it  rain.  After  a  while,  when 
the  shower  has  lasted  long  enough,  you 
go  out  and  either  stop  it  or  move  it 
elsewhere,  as  the  rase  may  be.  So  long 
as  your  local  board  of  water  supply 
doesn't  put  you  in  jail  for  depleting 
the  town  reservoir,  you  can  simply  for- 
get how  bad  the  «li ought  is.  And  it 
won't  cost  you  much,  either — at  the 
outset    or   to    operate.

THE  SHEEPDOG  OF  FRANCE 

Robert  S.  Lemmon 

N  the  Middle  Ages  the  dogs  of  Continental  Europe,  and 
especially  those  of  France,  were  popularly  divided  into 
two  general  groups:  those  of  the  mountains  and  those  of  the 
plains.  The  former  were  shaggy,  fierce  fellows  whose  chief 
place  in  the  scheme  of  life  was  to  cheek  the  depredations  of 
wolves  and  generally  serve  as  hunting  companions  for  their 
almost  equally  unkempt  masters.  The  plains  (logs,  on  the  other 
hand,  were  more  civilized,  in  keeping  with  their  tasks  of  herd- 
ing sheep  and  cattle  and  guarding  homes.  That  they  were  also 
used  for  hunting  wild  hoars  does  not  seem  to  have  militated 
against  their  usefulness  in  more  peaceful  occupations. 

It  is  to  the  latter  group  that  the  Brian!  or  Berger  de  Brie 
belonged.   He  was  the  accepted  type  of  dog  for  plains  life,

They  are  big  fellows,  weighing  from  fifty  to 
si  verity  pounds  when  fully  grown  and  standing  from  twenty- 
three  to  twenty-seven  inches  high  at  the  shoulder  for  males 
and  an  inch  or  two  less  in  the  case  of  females.  Their  coats 
are  rough  and  slightly  waved,  well  adapted  to  withstanding 
inclement  weather  and  protecting  their  wearers  against  its 
discomforts.  In  color  they  vary  considerably,  being  generally 
black,  brown,  gray  or  tawny;  the  one  thing  which  the  stand- 
ard does  not  allow  is  white  spots  or  markings. 

A  good  Briard's  tail  is  long,  well  feathered  and  sharply 
upturned  at  the  end,  though  it  is  carried  low.  In  France  they 
.  rop  his  tar-,  but  of  course  that  is  not  done  here  in  the  United 
States.  He  has  a  distinctive  shambling,  herd  dog  gait  when  he 
trots,  but  he  is  a  surprisingly  fast  runner  and  is  light  and 
quick  on  his  feet  when  occasion  calls.

He  has  courage,  though  it  is  oddly  mingled  with  his 
sensitiveness,  and  you  will  find  him  unusually  amenable  to 
disi  ipline  and  training  even  as  a  puppy.  In  a  word,  he  has 
a  great  many  important  qualities  which  fit  him  for  the  role 
of  all-around  family  companion. 

During  the  war  these  Briards  were  much  used  at  the  ad- 
vanced listening  posts,  because  of  their  extraordinarily  keen 
sight  and  hearing.  In  those  trying  years  they  established  a 
splendid  record  of  courage  and  faithfulness  and  were  in  such 
demand  that  the  pedigreed  race  was  all  but  wiped  out  by 
their  casualties  at  the  front.  During  the  past  twelve  years, 
however,  it  has  been  carefully  brought  back  by  a  few  of  the 
French  breeders,  notably  the  kennels  of  Montjoye,  Pommerie 
and  Toppic.  Good,  typical  dogs  from  these  original  sources 
are  now  over  here. 

The  Briard  is  essentially  a  working  dug.  and  in  that  fait 
lie  many  of  the  reasons  for  his  acceptable  character.  His 
standing  as  such  is  upheld  in  France  by  the  ruling  that  he 
must  successfully  pass  through  field  trials  involving  tests  in 
scent  and  herding  before  he  can  become  a  champion.

I  am  the  handle  of  your  hoe,  the 
door  of  your  homestead,  the  wood  of  your  cradle, 
and  the  shell  of  your  coffin.  I  am  the  bread  of  kind- 
ness and  the  flower  of  beauty.  Ye  who  pass  by, 
listen  to  my  prayer:  Harm  me  not. 

Flower  rooms.  Among  the  amenities  now 
being  added  to  country  houses  is  the  flower  room. 
Here  are  kept  vases  for  all  types  of  bouquets, 
boxes  in  which  to  send  off  flowers  to  friends, 
and  the  tools  necessary  for  the  care  of  house  plants 
There  should  also  be  a  sink  with  faucets  high 
enough  to  fill  the  tallest  vase,  to  the  everlasting 
comfort  of  man  and  flower  alike. 

These  rooms  are  given  distinctive  decoration. 
If  anyone  lacks  an  idea  for  a  flower  room,  she 
might  adopt  the  scheme  of  Amenhotep  IV.  an 
Egyptian  king,  and  a  great  lover  of  flowers,  who 
decorated  his  bedroom  to  represent  a  garden — 
the  floor  finished  in  the  simulation  of  a  Lib  pond, 
from  which  sprang  the  pillars  of  the  chamber, 
like  flower  stalks.

The  PERSISTENT  PROVINCIAL.  Many  waves 
of  furniture  interest  have  washed  around  the 
-lion  -,  of  the  American  home  during  the  past 
eighteen  years,  but  none  has  stay.il  so  long  with- 
out a  sign  of  receding  as  the  French  Provincial. 
We  have  taken  both  the  French  farmhouse  and  the 
petit  mantiir  into  the  bosom  of  our  architectural 
family,  and  with  it,  the  furniture  of  provincial 
France.  Today  these  pieces  are  available  in  excel- 
lent reproductions  for  all  rooms  of  the  house. 
Combined  with  Early  American,  the  two  form  a 
mobiliary  front  that  even  the  boldest  of  modern- 
ism cannot  pass. 

Chops  in  pantalettes.  It  is  still  customary 
in  some  restaurants  and  in  homes  when  a  crown 
roast  is  served,  to  clothe  the  unfleshed  shank  of  the 
i  hop  hone  in  frilled  paper  pantalettes.  Legs  of  ham 
and  mutton  were  once  thus  enveloped  above  the 
knuckle.  A  French  custom,  this,  descended  from 
the  time  when  to  carve  a  roast,  it  was  held  by  the 
leg.  Today  no  one  dreams  of  carving  at  table,  and 
thereby  a  splendid  domestic  ait  has  fallen  into 
desuetude  and  paper  pantalettes  become  a  childish 
anachronism. 

We  do  not  favor  the  abolution  of  all  such  old 
customs;  some  of  them  are  too  precious.  What  an 
unthinkable  epicurean  loss  it  would  be,  for  in- 
stance, if  corn  on  the  cob,  like  the  crown  roast, 
were   banished    from   the    table. 

jMoDERNISM  ix  ITALY.  Some  of  the  most 
interesting  china  designs  now  being  offered  come 
from  Italy.  They  present  a  striking  paradox 
these  most  modern  of  modernists  are  finding  vivid 
inspiration  in  the  oldest  forms  ol  Italian  art — 
in  the  Etruscan  and  in  primitive  carvings  and 
paintings.  Even  their  molded  plaster  on  walls  and 
their  pottery   show   these   influences. 

Log  i  abin  texts.  The  present  popularity  of 
log  cabins  sent  us  digging  into  the  Apocrypha 
recently  to  see  if  there  wasn't  a  text  for  this  sub- 
ject. Sure  enough,  there  in  the  15th  Chapter  of 
the  Wisdom  of  Solomon,  you  find  two  amusing 
paragraphs — one  for  the  builder  of  the  cabin,  and 
one  for  the  man  who  likes  to  make  queer  things 
out  of  bits  of  wood : 

"Now  a  carpenter  that  felleth  timber,  after  he 
hath  sawn  down  a  tree,  meet  for  the  purpose,  and 
taken  off  all  the  bark  skillfully  round  about,  and 
hath  wrought  it  handsomely,  and  made  a  vessel 
thereof  fit  for  the  services  of  man's  life  .  .  . 

"And  taking  the  very  refuse  among  those  which 
served  to  no  use,  being  a  crooked  piece  of  wood 
and  full  of  knots,  hath  carved  it  diligently,  when 
lie  had  nothing  else  to  do,  and  formed  it  by  the  skill 
of  his  understanding,  and  fashioned  it  to  the 
image  of  a  man  .  .  ."

1  OVERHEARD  a  conversation  once  which  impressed  me 
with  the  importance  of  booking  your  week-ends  early.  "No," 
said  the  fluttery  and  sinuous  young  woman,  "we  are  full  up 
at  that  time.  The  only  breathing  space  we  have  is  the  third 
week  in  August."  She  sighed,  even  during  this  blustery 
evening  of  February,  with  the  weight  of  her  summer  responsi- 
bility, and  fanned  herself  with  a  filmy  handkerchief. 

This  was  hospitality  with  a  vengeance!  I  could  imagine 
her  sending  a  printed  notice  to  her  friends,  announcing  that 
she  was  read}'  to  hear  just  cause  why  they  should  be  invited 
at  all,  and  I  could  see  her  puckered,  powdery  brow  studying 
her  week-end  chart. 

I  know  of  one  man  who  wanted  always  to  come  to  a  cer- 
tain country  house  in  Daisy  time;  there  was  a  held  near  tin- 
estate  which  was  a  carpet  of  sprinkled  white  and  gold.  For 
several  seasons  lie  was  humored  and  his  week-end  was  kept 
sacred.  Then,  because  someone  was  sailing  out  of  customary 
time  for  England,  he  had  to  be  put  off.  "But  never  mind," 
wrote  his  host,  "I've  bought  the  field  for  you  and  here's  the 
deed." 

This  is  what  I  call  humoring  the  spoiled  week-ender.  For, 
though  I  am  going  to  consider  this  matter  from  the  host  and 
hostess  angle,  the  guest  is  just  as  calculating  at  times.  You 
know  the  princely  habit  of  asking  to  have  a  list  of  those 
present  sent  in  advance.  How  many  of  us  take  an  inventor}-  of 
our  possible  invitations.  You'd  rather  any  time  spend  a  week- 
end with  A"  and  his  charming  wife  and  daughters  than  with 
.1  and  his  severely  inquisitive  sister. 

I  HE  same  philosophy  is  behind  every  week-end.  The  ele 
ment  of  despair  creeps  in  when  you  have  accepted  an  invita- 
tion to  a  deadly  dull  household,  and  then  receive  a  call  for  a 
cruise  on  a  yacht  or  a  house  warming,  where  the  blood  of 
youth  is  the  thrilling  fire  to  temper  the  mountain  breeze. 
Man}-  of  us  would  like  to  make  the  announcement:  "We  are 
open   to    week-end    bids.    Our   presence    will    be    awarded   to       d 


and  the  cliijm  lie  of  visiting 


those  who,  in  our  opinion,  will  assure  us  the  most  agreeable 
moments."  For  week-ends  are  moments  which  should  be  lived 
fully,  refreshingly, — within  a  span  of  thirty-six  or  forty-eight 
hours.  There  should  be  no  irksomeness,  no  compellingness 
about  them.  The  "I-suppose-we-must-have-them"  spirit,  the 
"\Vell,-I'm-cornered,-and-there's-no-escape"  attitude  are  the 
negative  pictures  we  deplore. 

Yet  week-ends  are  fast  becoming  matters  of  duty,  of  eti- 
quette. Who  has  not  experienced  the  "What-shall-I-do-with- 
them"  feeling  after  inviting  certain  guests!  It  really  is  too 
bad  that  we  are  not  allowed  to  ask  in  our  invitation:  "What 
is  your  capacity  for  being  amused?  What  are  your  favorite 
recreations?  You  had  best  bring  with  you  your  own  particular 
pleasure  for  the  idle  moments  of  the  day."  Of  course  you 
can  spread  before  your  guest  all  the  possibilities  the  house 
affords:  the  spacious  porch,  the  flower  garden,  the  pool,  the 
tennis  court,  the  golf  course.  But  sometimes  you  are  likely 
to  miss  out  on  your  calculations. 


There  is  an  exhausting  variety  of  week-end  guest  whose 
hobby  is  larger  than  the  grip  he  brings.  "I'm  most  interested  in 
the  study  of  mushrooms,"  he  says.  "Do  you  mind  if  we  get 
out  and  see  what  we  can  find?"  Of  course  the  cumulative 
pronoun  dragged  me  in,  to  say  nothing  of  dragging  me  out. 
"We  can  have  what  we  bring  back  for  luncheon,"  he  said 
genially,  but  when  I  saw  his  hesitation,  his  doubt;  when  I 
learned  that  the  edible  and  the  poisonous  were  separated  by 
a  very  thin  line  that  quivered  doubtfully  in  his  mind,  I  de- 
cided to  have  a  supply  of  the  doubly  certified  variety  rushed 
from  the  village.  We  traipsed  acres  of  hill  and  dale,  of  sun 
and  shadow.  Any  toadstool  made  us  pause.  Had  I  known 
what  an  experience  faced  us,  I  would  have  sent  ahead  some- 
one with  several  pounds  of  mushrooms  to  drop  in  accessible 
places,  as  a  caddy  drops  a  ball  when  his  irascible  client  shoots 
into  the  impenetrable  rough. 

"You  know,"  said  another  guest,  "this  seems  to  be  a  rich 
geological  section."  I  hadn't  thought  of  the  word  in  all  my 
seasonal  communings  with  nature;  but  here  I  was  with  an- 
other hobbyist  on  my  hands.  We  tapped  the  whole  country- 
side; we  scaled  rocks  and  tugged  at  boulders;  we  chipped 
away  surface-  and  measured  layers;  and  I  thought  we  would 
never  end  until  we  discovered  what  sort  of  a  skating-rink 
Connecticut  was  in  the  glacial  period.  To  hunt  in  this  manner 
is  an  expedition,  not  a  vacation! 

Ol  course  week-ends,  to  be  successful,  depend  quite  as 
much  on  the  host  and  hostess  as  on  the  guest.  As  Shakespeare 
would  say,  "It  blesseth  him  that  gives  and  him  that  takes." 
*  >r,  just  as  readily,  it  maketh  miserable! !  I  have  been  in  houses 
where  the  "Meet-the-neighbors"  spirit  has  wrecked  the  free- 
dom and  the  rest  that  I  sought.  I  have  quailed  before  the 
"I-want-you-to-see"  slogan,  until  I  have  sought  sanctuary 
in  my  room,  and  opened  the  windows  wide  to  let  in  the  quiet 
and  peace  of  the  hills.  My  host  wa-  the  only  disturbing 
factor.  There  is  no  more  delicate  machinery  than  that  which 
brings  a  week-end  to  a  successful  close.  It  speaks  well  for 
both  sides. 


Mhey  were  talking  in  my  presence  about  someone  who 
should  be  asked  for  a  week-end.  "It's  a  duty,"  said  one.  "It's 
a  martyrdom,"  said  another;  while  a  third  volunteered  the 
bright  suggestion  that  if  it  happened,  he  should  be  given  a 
reward  for  being  good  while  the  torture  lasted.  How?  vividly 
it  brought  to  mind  the  imminent  arrival  of  such  a  guest  during 
my  youthful  days,  a  mother  with  her  small  daughter,  more 
imp  than  fay.  They  were  to  spend  an  indeterminate  time.  I 
was  bribed  shamelessly  to  maintain  the  peace.  "Be  good  to 
Patty,"  I  was  told,  "and  you  shall  have  an  express  cart."

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On  small  garden  houses 


and  c|uiet  outdoor  studies 
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Someone  has  said  that  a  library  in  a  garden  sums  up 
the  whole  felicity  of  man.  and  with  books  or  without  (but 
always  better  with!)  lovers  alike  of  gardens  and  books  have 
always  had  a  particular  fondness  for  those  little  garden- 
houses  hidden  away  in  some  secret  corner  of  shrubbery,  where 
they  might  dream  over  a  book,  its  page  made  the  more 
attractive  by  illuminated  traceries  of  sunny  shadows  softly 
swaying  a<  ross  it,  tendrilled  leaf-shadows,  and  little  darting 
shadow,-  of  birds — "<  >  for  a  hook  in  a  shady  nook".  Or  where 
they  might  sit  smoking  a  pipe  with  a  friend,  or  sit  hand  in 
hand  with  a  sweetheart,  watching  the  stars  come  out  and  the 
moon  rise,  and  listening  to  the  nightingale  in  the  coppice,  or 
the  hoarse  music  of  the  night-jar. 

The  17th  and  18th  Centuries  were  particularly  fond  of 
these  out-of-doors  retreats,  and  old  romancers  time  and  again 
found  them  useful  for  the  clandestine  meetings  of  lovers 
breathing  their  vows  between  kisses  under  the  menace  of  dag- 
ger and  .-word.  But  I  am  thinking  of  them  as  haunts  of  those 
engaged  in  less  perilous,  but  more  lasting,  excitements.  One 
I  recall  that  evokes  more  peaceful  memories.  Anyone  who 
read-  I/aak  Walton's  i'mnplr.it  Angler  nowadays  will  remem- 
ber the  little  sun  summar-house  which  his  crony  and  colla- 
borateur  Charles  Cotton  had  built  on  the  borders  of  his  Derby- 
shire e-tate,  on  a  tiny  island  in  a  ravine  through  which  flows 
the  river  Dove.  There,  with  the  murmur  of  the  mountain 
stream  rippling  by  they  would  sit  of  an  afternoon,  talking 
philosophy,  or  discussing  the  technicalities  of  their  "gentle 
art",  two  friends  whose  friendship  the  most  delectable  of  all 
quiet  book-  ha-  made  immortal.  There  today  the  quaint  little 
house  still  stand-  with  the  river  talking  by  just  as  it  did  then, 
and  over  the  lintel  of  its  door  may  still  be  read  carved  in 
-tone,  with  their  initials  inter-twined,  the  legend  Piscatoribus 
Sacrum,  a  memorial  forever  of  the  quiet  hours  they  spent 
there  together,  "Piscator"  and  "Viator",  strangely  assorted 
companions  it  might  seem,  the  pious  old  iron-monger  of  Fleet 
Street,  and  the  ( ourtly  poet. 

It  is  a  long  thing  leap  from  this  haunt  of  those  two  famous 
old  i  ronies,  "sacred  to  fishermen",  to  the  heart  of  old  Paris; 
But,  as  I  have  -aid  before,  one  of  the  charming  surprises  of  the 
(itv  popularly  supposed  to  be  all  worldly  glitter  and  feverish 
sentiment,  is  the  number  of  hidden  gardens  where  a  green 
quietude,  deep  and  still  even  as  that  of  Walton's  Dovedale, 
is  to  be  found  at  the  noisiest  hours. 

In  one  of  these  garden-  on  the  Left  Bank,  in  the  Rue  Jacob, 
scarcely  an  arrow's  flight  from  the  resounding  traffic  of  the 
Boulevard  St.  Germain,  is  a  similar  garden-house  sacred  to 
friendship  and  polite  conversation.  The  house  is  at  present 
occupied  by  a  well-known  American  woman  of  letters,  Miss 
Xatalie  Barney;  and  long  ago,  in  the  18th  Century,  there  lived 
in  it  no  less  romantic  a  figure  than  Adrienne  Lecouvreur, 
the  famous  actress  of  the  Comedie-Francaise,  the  devoted 
friend  of  Marechal  de  Saxe,  and  the  idol  of  the  court  and 
till  the  fashionable  society  of  the  day.  Voltaire,  in  a  fine 
poem  on  her  death,  declared  himself  her  "friend,  admirer 
and  lover",  and  her  -alon  was  thronged  by  everybody  who 
was  anybody  in  society  or  in  the  arts.  There  in  the  garden 
still    stand.-    the    charming    little    (Continued    on    p<i^<     90) 
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Xhe  brick  of  the  terrace  walks 
and  walls  has  been  carried  into 
the  garden  house  shown  above, 
which  was  designed  as  a  sub- 
stantial architectural  feature  in

i%N  engineer  who  made  the  statement 
that  modern  engineering  could  imitate  any- 
thing in  nature  was  asked  if  it  could  make 
a  waterfall.  What?  Recapture  that  fine  care- 
less rapture  of  water  falling  and  splashing 
over  moss-grown  rocks,  the  play  of  sunlight 
and  shadow  on  moving  water,  the  reflections 
on  the  little  pools,  the  luxuriant  growths  of 
ferns  and  all  the  moisture-loving  plants? 
And  when,  in  addition,  there  are  trees  and 
birds  about  that  water  then,  surely,  must 
engineering  bend  the  knee  to  Nature  and 
all  her  cohorts! 

As  a  matter  of  structural  fact,  the  en- 
gineer's reach  did  not  exceed  his  grasp,  for 
waterfalls  by  artifice  have  been  made,  so 
cunningly  contrived  as  almost  to  fool  old 
Mother  Nature  herself.  Nor  are  they,  usu- 
ally, too  difficult  for  the  ambitious  gardener 
to    undertake. 

If  the  natural  site  is  suitable,  and  if  a 
sufficient  supply  of  water  is  available,  then 
the  problem  becomes  chiefly  one  of  design. 
The  more  naturalistic  effect  may  be  ob- 
tained, of  course,  if  there  is  a  large  amount 
of  water  available.  Yet  the  same  principles 
which  apply  to  the  structure  of  a  small 
waterfall  arc  applicable  to  a  larger  one,  the 
differences  being  a  matter  of  scale,  the 
amount  of  the  water  supply,  the  size  of  the 
rocks — and  the  bank  account  involved!  The 
photographs  show,  certainly,  that  on  a  small 
scale  at  least,  a  man-made  waterfall  may 
haw  all  the  charm  of  a  natural  one. 

Opinions  may  differ  as  to  what  con- 
stitutes a  suitable  site  or  a  sufficient  supply 
of  water;  and  one  is  sometimes  asked  to 
make  a  rock  and  water  garden  when  the 
water  available  is  about  as  adequate  as  was 
Simple  Simon's  supply  when  he  went  for 
to  catch  a  whale!  With  care,  however,  a 
lovely  effect  can  be  created  from  a  very  lim- 
ited supply  of  water.  The  waterfall  shown 
at  the  top  of  page  44  was  constructed  by 
utilizing  the  overflow  from  an  elevated  tank 
used  for  watering  the  garden.  The  supply 
was  carried  underground  in  a  one  and  one- 
fourth  inch  pipe,  re-appearing  as  a  small 
spring  bubbling  up  through  the  rocks,  after 
which  the  water  tumbles  over  the  main  fall 
which  is  about  five  feet  in  height. 

The  stream  was  dammed  up  in  several 
places  to  form  a  series  of  small  pools,  in- 
stead of  leaving  a  stream  bed  which  would 
have  been  practically  dry  because  of  the 
small  supply  of  water.  The  concrete  work 
used  for  these  dams  was  carefully  hidden 
with  rocks  in  order  to  give  a  naturalistic 
effect,   and   by  means  of  the  dams  several 


little  waterfalls  in  series  were  achieved. 
In  this  particular  case,  although  the 
water  supply  was  small,  the  natural  setting 
was  perfect,  for  there  was  an  old  dry  ditch, 
dry  except  in  wet  weather,  the  ground  sloped 
sufficiently  for  successful  results,  and  there 
were  fine  trees  on  each  side  for  background. 
The  sides  of  the  ditch  had  been  supported 
by  half-rotted  old  railroad  ties,  but  these 
were  removed  and  supplanted  with  rocks, 
irregularly  placed,  to  prevent  the  water  from 
washing   away   the   banks. 

*\  waterfall  of  somewhat  different 
type  may  be  made  by  the  conversion  of  an  ex- 
isting overflow  from  a  pond  into  a  realistic- 
fail.  The  waterfall  shown  on  the  bottom  of 
the  opposite  page  utilizes  the  overflow  from 
an  old  ice  pond.  The  total  height  of  this 
waterfall  is  about  twelve  feet,  in  several 
small  leaps,  with  one  or  two  little  pools  into 
which  the  water  splashes  on  its  way  down. 
And  the  sketch  above  it  shows  what  was 
dune  with  the  overflow  of  a  swimming  pool 
which  was  made  as  naturalistic  as  pos- 
sible,   because   of    the    rugged    background. 

But  the  easiest  way  of  all  to  make  an 
artificial  waterfall  i-  t<>  dam  up  a  small 
stream  and  then  create  a  series  of  pools 
by  using  the  overflow  of  each  for  a  separate 
waterfall.  Here  the  construction  is  some- 
what different  from  the  two  that  were  de- 
scribed before. 

To  form  these  brook  dams  a  concrete 
wall  nine  inches  thick,  extending  to  a  con- 
siderable distance  on  each  side  of  the  pro- 
posed waterfall,  i-  built.  While  the  concrete 
work  is  being  constructed  it  is  necessary 
to  divert  the  water  through  an  iron  pipe. 
five  inches  in  diameter;  later,  when  the 
work  is  completed,  this  is  plugged  up  with 
a  tapering  wooden  plug  previously  turned 
to  fit  the  pipe,  and  the  water  diverted  to  its 
new  course  over  the  waterfall.  The  "form' 
for  the  concrete  dam  can  be  constructed  of 
rough  boarding,  and  a  trench  dug  into  the 
banks  at  the  sides  and  at  the  bottom,  so 
that  there  can  be  no  possibility  of  the  water's 
washing  either  around  or  under- the  com- 
pleted work.  When  the  concrete  is  set,  the 
boards  are  removed  and  a  foundation  built 
in  the  form  of  large  rough  stejw.  so  con- 
structed that  small  pools  can  be  made  part 
way  down  the  fall.  When  the  foundation  is 
sufficiently  hard,  the  work  of  laying  the 
rocks  can  begin. 

In  the  drawing,  the  details  of  the 
work  in  its  three  stages  are  outlined:  dam- 
ming up  the  stream  to  obtain  sufficient 
height    for    the    (Continued    on    page    96) 
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*\  rose  should  be  fragrant.  It  is  what  we  consciously  or 
unconsciously  expect  of  it  and  shall  goon  expecting  ol  it.  We 
cannot  dissociate  fragrance  and  the  Rose,  ll  you  doubt  this 
w;ii(  I)  the  visitors  at  any  Rose  Show  bobbing  forward  auto- 
matically before  each  exhibit  to  inhale  the  fragrance,  and 
plainly  registering  by  word  or  look  pleasure  or  disappointment 
at  the  response  they  receive.  Beautiful  as  is  the  Rose  it  is  only 
half  appreciated  by  the  rye;  the  nose  lias  a  great  part  in  our 
delight  in  it  and  always  has  had.  In  times  long  gone  when 
the  Rose  was  a  simple  flower,  not  eclipsing  the  dignity  ol  the 
Lily  nor  the  showiness  of  the  Tulip,  it  was  yet  known  as  the 
Queen  of  Flowers.  It  was  the  lovely  quality  of  its  perfume, 
with  which  no  other  flower  can  compete,  that  conferred  upon 
it  this  prestige. 

Of  late  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  agitation  among 
flower  lovers  concerning  the  great  number  ol  scentless  or  al- 
most scentless  Roses  now  in  commerce.  Some  authorities  main- 
tain, on  the  other  hand,  that  there  have  always  been  scentless 
Roses  and  that  there  is  far  from  being  a  preponderance  of  them 
at  the  present  time.  In  any  case  a  trend  towards  scentlessness 
in  Roses  is  to  be  avoided  at  all  costs.  I  cannot  imagine  a  Rose 
without  perfume  enjoying  great  or  prolonged  vogue — though 
the  popularity  of  the  chill  and  soulless  Frau  Karl  Druschki  - 
which  might  be  a  Dahlia  or  a  Camellia  for  all  the  pleasure, 
Rose  pleasure,  its  flawless  shape  and  icy  purity  give  to  me 
personally — would  seem  to  prove  otherwise.  That  there  is 
real  uneasiness  in  the  gardening  world  on  this  si  ore  is  evin<  ed 
by  the  offering  in  England  of  such  valuable  annual  awards 
as  the  Clay  Cup,  for  the  Rose  of  good  form  and  color  possess- 
ing in  greatest  degree  the  Old  Rose  fragrance,  and  the  Daily 
Mail's  handsome  offer  of  £250  for  the  best  scented  new  Rose 
of  the  year.  Certainly  such  substantial  backing  of  opinion 
and  sentiment  should  go  far  toward  safeguarding  for  flower 
lovers  this  supreme  gift  of  the  Rose.  As  far  as  I  can  learn 
there  has  been  no  sin  h  stimulus  offered  American  growers. 

But  what  exactly  do  we  mean  by  the  fragrance  of  the  Rose? 
We  are  apt  to  speak  as  il  one  type  of  perfume  were  breathed 
bv  all  the  race  alike,  though  this  is  verv  far  from  being  the 


Fragrance  of  a  rose 
today  and  long  ago 
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truth.  There  are,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  many  types  and  degrees 
of  Rose  sweetness,  as  well  as  a  complete  lack  of  perfume  in 
some  varieties  and  a  few  that  are  actually  unpleasant.  It  is 
said  that  experienced  Rosarians  are  able  to  identify  many 
kinds  of  Rose-  ill  the  dark  or  with  their  eyes  shut,  which  of 
course  proves  that  there  is  a  great  diversity  in  the  scents  of 
Roses  and  that  few  possess  identically  the  same  odor.  Indeed, 
so  capricious  is  the  nature  of  this  perfume  and  so  extraordi- 
nary the  complexity  of  its  forms  that  it  is  claimed  that  not 
oiilv  in  the  whole  list  of  Roses  are  there  no  two  that  develop 
the  same  odor,  but  that  in  the  same  species,  and  even  on  the 
same  plant,  there  are  not  to  be  found  two  flowers  exactly 
identical  as  to  odor.  And  yet  further  "that  it  is  a  fact  well 
known  among  Rose  growers  that  at  different  times  in  the  day 
or  of  its  development,  an  individual  flower  will  emit  a  dif- 
ferent perfume.  .  ." 

Warmth  and  moisture  are  important  factors  in  Rose  fra- 
grance, though  the  preseni  e  or  absence  of  either  cannot  be  said 
to  determine  whether  or  not  a  specific  variety  is  to  be  classed 
as  fragrant,  "but  warmth  does  decide  the  rapidity  with  which 
the  e->ential  oil,  which  is  the  cause  of  scent,  is  generated  in 
the  cells  of  the  petals  and  given  off  to  the  air".  It  will  lie 
noticed  that  on  cool  days  the  perfume  of  Roses  is  perceptibly 
less  strong  than  on  warm  ones  and  it  is  well  known  that  Roses 
blooming  under  glass  where  a  genial  temperature  is  main- 
tained, or  brought  into  a  warm  room,  give  off  more  perfume 
than  those  growing  in  the  open  air.  A  still,  moist  and 
mild  atmosphere  is  the  most  favorable  to  the  distillation  of 
fragrance  in  any  (lower. 

In  periods  of  extreme  heat,  however,  especially  when  ac- 
companied bv  the  droughts  to  which  our  climate  is  prone, 
Rose,  become  appreciably  less  fragrant,  but  it  has  been 
noticed  on  the  other  hand  that  before  a  storm  or  atmospheric 
disturbance  the  sweet  odor  is  perceptibly  greater.  Certain 
Roses  give  off  their  perfume  to  the  air  with  greater  facility 
than  others;  the  Hybrid  Bourbon,  Gruss  an  Teplitz,  is  one 
that  in  my  garden  fills  all  its  neighborhood  with  entrancing 
sweetness.  Certain  Roses,  too,  seem  to  be  more  fragrant  in  the 
autumn  than  in  the  summer.  "And  indeed",  wrote  Bacon,  "the 
Xouember  Rose  is  the  sweetest,  hailing  beene  less  exhaled  by 
the  sun".  And  does  it  not  seem  to  all  of  us  that  the  last  Rose, 
"wresting  June  from  out  the  snows",  is  the  sweetest  of  the 
year?  But  this  I  dare  say  must  be  attributed  more  to  sentiment 
and  fancy  than  to  sober  fact. 

In  Bulgaria,  I  read,  the  flowers  grown  for  the  distillation 
cf  the  attar  are  gathered  before  they  begin  to  open,  a  little  be- 
fore sunrise.  Were  the}'  gathered  later  in  the  day  when  fully 
expanded  by  the  heat,  the  perfume  would  be  much  stronger 
but  not  so  sweet  and  the  resulting  essence  of  a  poorer  quality. 

What  is  meant  by  the  pure  odor  of  Roses  and  sometimes 
designated  as  "the  true  old  Rose  scent"  is  the  property  of  that 
famous  trinity  that  once  constituted  all  the  Rose  wealth  of 
the  western  gardening  world — Rosa  (Continued  on  page  108) 
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Among  the  notably  fragrant  Roses 
is  Golden  Dawn,  shown  on  the 
opposite  page.  It  is  a  Hybrid  Tea 
whose  name  well  describes  its  color. 
The  one  immediately  to  the  left  is 
the  famous  old  American  Beauty, 
still  one  of  the  sweetest  of  all.  Just 
below  it  is  Marechal  Kiel,  a 
Xoisette  variety  which  has  been 
called  tin-  finest  yellow  Rose  in  the 
world.  At  the  right,  below,  is  the

Since 
the  introduction  of  zoning  law-  and  the  rise 
dl"  restrictions  in  real  estate  developments, 
a  man  tan  now  have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  home  lie  build-  will  be  a  paying 
investment.  He  can  select  a  good  community 
at  the  beginning  of  his  married  life  with 
reasonable  assurance  that  the  neighborhood 
will  remain  good  far  into  hi-  middle  years. 
His  home  and  his  family  can  grow  with  it. 

Visualize  a  voting  married  couple  through 
their  hrst  ten  or  'if teen  years,  [heir  lite  to- 
gether often  begins  with  love  in  a  cottage, 
but  a-  soon  as  the  household  purse  and 
family  increase,  the  cottage  is  abandoned 
for  a  larger  home.

The  family  that  moves  about  merely 
dwells  in  houses;  those  who  stay  in  one 
spot    make   a    home.

sents  "The  House  That  Grow-".  It  presup- 
poses that  the  young  couple  buy  a  piece  oi 
land  100'  \  150'  or  larger  in  an  enlightened 
communit)  whose  Chamber  of  Commerce 
and  civic  authorities  see  to  it  that  the  resi- 
dential district  is  protected  by  zoning  laws 
and  building  restrictions.  For  them  it  de- 
signs, with  the  aid  of  Leigh  French,  a 
famous  New  York  architect,  a  house  that 
can  be  expanded  as  the  family  increases. 

The  architecture  selected  is  reminiscent 
of  the  petit  mmtoir,  a  style  that  has  persisted 
fur  several  centuries  in  France  and  finds  it- 
self  perfectly  at  heme  in  the  American 
suburb.  Tt  is  a  style  suitable  lor  smaller 
houses  and  it  has  a  simplicity  of  line  and 
mass  of  which  one  need  never  grow  tired. 
It  is  not  a  faddy  style  that  will  go  out  of 
fashion  in  a  short  time. 

We  begin  with  the  main  body  of  the 
house,  a  two-story  structure  40'  x  24'.  with- 
out the  bays.  Its  front  fac,ade  is  broken  by 
the  ornamental  doorway,  two  shuttered  win- 
dows and  twf)  dormer-  that  drop  down  into 
the  eaves.  The  corners  are  finished  with 
quoins  and  on  each  side  rises  a  chimney, 
giving  the  design  balance.  The  rear  facade 
is  much  different  in  design.  Here  are  two 
three  windowed  bays  facing  on  the  garden, 
with     the    dormer-     repeated     above    them. 


A  glance  at  the  plans  shows  the  reason 
for  thi.- — the  hou.-e  has  turned  its  back  to 
the  street,  its  living  rooms  face  the  garden. 
Only  the  entrance  and  the  service  are  on 
the  street  side.  The  two  front  windows  light 
the  hall  and  kitchen;  the  two  bay  windows 
in  the  rear  light  the  living  room  and  dining 
room.  Two  closets  are  provided  on  this  floor. 
Going  upstairs,  we  find  two  bedrooms  and  a 
communicating  bath  with  closets  for  each 
room.  A  maid's  chamber,  bath  and  closet 
are  provided  and  along  the  hall  are  two 
other  <  losets.  Thus  the  upstairs  equipment  is 
a  master's  bedroom,  a  guest  chamber,  which 
soon  enough  can  be  turned  into  a  nursery, 
and  room  for  one  servant.  The  house  begins 
with  the  essentia]  amenities  that  make  for 
comfortable  modern   living. 

In  five,  ten  or  fifteen  years,  the  family 
having  increased  and  the  purse  expanded, 
the-  house  also  can  grow.  In  the  simplest 
manner  it  sprouts  two  wings  of  equal  length 
that  continue  the  balanced  style  of  the  or- 
iginal house.  The  main  structure  keeps  its 
same  roof  line  and  the  two  wings  have  a 
lower  ridge,  giving  the  house  a  long,  low 
effect.  Since  these  wings  are  set  back  from 
the  front  line  of  the  main  structure  and  then 
advance  at  the  end-,  there  is  a  nice  play  of 
light  and  shadow  on  both  facades. 

The  right  wing  houses  the  garage  and 
an  an  bed  opening  that  lead-  to  a  passage 
between  the  kitchen  and  the  garage;  on  the 
other  side,  as  the  plans  show,  a  passage 
lead-  from  the  living  room  to  a  library, 
with  a  flower  room  and  lavatory  on  the 
garden  side.  In  addition  to  these  changes, 
the  first  floor  in  the  enlarged  house  shows 
the  old  kitchen  turned  into  a  pantry  and  a 
service  stairs  introduced.  A  much  larger 
kitchen  i-  placed  between  the  dining  room 
and  the  garage, 

On  the  second  floor  what  was  the  maid's 
room  is  now  occupied  by  the  service  stairs 
and  the  extension  of  the  hall.  The  old  guest 
room  i-  enlarged  into  a  nursery  by  moving 
the  bathroom  into  the  wing.  Provision  is 
made  for  two  servants'  rooms  with  bath.  At 
the  other  end  of  thi-  wing  we  find  a  spare 
room  and  bath  with  closets  under  the  eaves. 

This  house  can  be  built  of  several  kinds 
of  material- — common  brick  whitewashed, 
-tone  whitewashed,  stucco  on  hollow  tile  or 
expanded    metal,    and    finally    shiplap,    flat 
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Reminiscent  of  the  French  petit  manoir 
and  ideally  planned   for  later   additions 
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hoards  laid  edge  to  edge.  In  using  the  last 
material  the  corner  quoins  would  also  he  of 
a  custom  often  followed  in  Colonial 
houses.

'1  he  ground-  present  an  interesting  prob- 
lem in  gradual  development.  In  order  to  as- 
sure privacy  the  entire  property  i-  enclosed. 
1  or  tin-  beginning  vears  this  could   be  ad- 


equately done  with  picture-quc  woven 
French  fencing.  The  entrance  driveway  that 
curves  around  to  the  front  door  would  not 
be  affected  by  the  type  of  material  used. 
Later  on.  when  the  purse  permits,  this  fence 
could  be  supplanted  with  a  brick  or  stucco 
wall  finished  with  the  same  tiling  as  the 
roof,  or  it  might  be  built  of  wood  set  up  in 
dignified  architectural  panels,  a  custom  to 
be  found  in  Georgian  houses  in  Xew  Eng- 
land and  some  houses  on  the  Continent. 
Except  for  trees  and  clumps  of  shrubbery 
placed  at  accent  intervals  there  is  very 
little  planting  in  the  front  area.  Two  cast 
iron  vases  filled  with  evergreens  stand  each 
-ide  of  the  entrance  door.  The  rest  is  lawn. 

As  first  designed,  the  rear  of  the  housi  is 
finished  with  a  -mall  paved  terrace:  this 
i-  extended  the  entire  length  when  the  house 
i-  completed.  Prior  to  that  time  the  garage, 
a  temporary  structure,  might  stand  at  the 
rear  of  the  property  and  be  reached  by  a 
drive  directly  from  the  street  entrance.  With 
the  new  wing  added,  the  garage  becomes 
an  integral  part  of  the  house,  and  behind 
it  are  a  drying  yard  and  a  vegetable  garden. 
What. was  the  old  garage  is  turned  into  a 
tool  house,  and  is  balanced,  on  the  other 
corner  of  the  property,  by  a  tea  house  of 
identical  size  and  design.  In  the  finished 
scheme  each  of  these  i-  reached  by  a  paved 
walk  beneath  a  grape  arbor  built  of  cedar 
posts.  Ilie  paving  is  also  extended  around 
the  rear  between  the  two  garden  structures 
and  on  the  hack  wall  is  a  fountain  that 
play-   into  a   semi-circular  basin. 

The  middle  area  of  the  garden  is  a  flat 
-quarc  of  turf  relieved  in  the  center  by  a 
i  in  ular  Lily  pond  rimmed  with  stone  slabs. 
Ibis  lapis  vert  is  edged  with  low  clipped 
Box  or  Japanese  Yew.  On  each  side,  be- 
tween this  edging  and  the  arbors  and  facing 
down  the  paved  terrace  at  the  rear  of  the 
house,  is  a  perennial  border.  The  plan 
suggests  one  step  down  from  the  terrace 
to  the  level  of  the  lawn,  a  desirable  feature 
it  the  lay  of  the  land  makes  this  possible. 
otherwise  it  might  incur  expensive  excava- 
tion   and    grading. 

These  flower  borders  offer  enough  ad- 
vantage- for  gardening  to  a  busy  husband 
and  wife.  While  the  backbone  of  the  plant- 
ing would  be  perennials  that  would  stay  in 
position  and  increase  from  year  to  year, 
there  would  -till  he  room  for  slipping  in 
shoals  of  bulb-  and  annuals  to  follow  them. 

A>  will  be  noted  in  the  illustrations  of 
the  rear  of  the  completed  house,  one  wing 
i-  finished  with  crisscross  trelliage  and  the 
little  door  lead-  to  the  garden  room  where 
flower  arrangements  can  be  made.

In  the  modern  small  home  hardware 
is  judged  by  increasingly  severe  standards. 
That  it  will  keep  out  undesirable  visitors  is 
taken  for  granted,  but  the  times  when  that 
may  be  necessary  are  usually  very  few  and 
far  between.  Hardware  must  meet  general, 
everyday  demands,  it  must  gratify  the  esthet- 
ic sense,  and  satisfy  the  demand  for  con- 
venience, for  operation  without  trouble  or 
annoyance,  and  for  permanence. 

In  the  first  place,  hardware  is  an  impor- 
tant part  of  the  embellishment  of  the  en- 
trance door,  that  part  of  the  house  which 
first  meets  the  eye  of  each  new  visitor  upon 
whom  you  wish  to  make  a  favorable  impres- 
sion. Again,  the  hardware  you  buy  today, 
you  hope  will  still  be  giving  satisfactory 
service  in  the  day  of  your  children's  chil- 
dren. The  material  of  which  this  equipment 
is  made  must,  therefore,  be  enduring,  not 
subject  to  early  depreciation  or  failure 
under  adverse  weather  conditions. 

Besides  appealing  to  the  esthetic  sense, 
the  desire  for  permanence  and  for  protec- 
tion, modern  hardware  should  contribute 
to  the  comfort  of  living.  What  housewife  is 
anxious  to  carry  in  her  pocketbook  a  ring 
full  of  keys  when  one  single  key  is  all  she 
need  earn-?  Modern  cylinder  locks  can  be 
master  keyed  so  that  one  key  will  operate 
any  number  of  locks. 

i%LL  brass  hardware  appears  alike  to 
the  casual  glance  of  an  average  homebuilder. 
Looking  underneath  the  surface  it  may  be 
plated  on  steel  or  wrought  iron,  or  it  may 
be  of  solid  brass  or  bronze.  The  latter  are 
tlie  enduring  materials,  but  when  selecting 
hardware  for  the  inexpensive  home  there  is 
no  reason  for  spurning  steel  and  iron  where 
its  use  is  practicable  without  hazard  to  per- 
manence. Plated  finishes  give  good  service 
when  not  exposed  to  excessive  wear  or  to 
the  weather.  They  should  not  be  selected 
for  doorknobs  or  outside  use. 

The  first  article  of  hardware  needed  in 
house  construction  is  that  to  which  the  horn- 
owner  gives  but  little  thought.  It  is  the 
hinge  or  butt  by  which  the  door  is  hung. 
Hinges,  theoretically,  are  fastened  to  the 
face  of  the  door  by  straps.  Butts  are  more 
commonly  used  and  are  so  called  because 
they  are  fastened  to  the  butt  edge  of  the 
door  and  to  the  jamb.  When  the  door  is 
closed  these  butts  are  invisible  from  the  out- 
side. Plated  steel  butts  are  good  for  general 
use   on   interior   doors    in    the   small    home,

There  is  a  considerable  difference  of 
<  pinion  as  to  the  number  of  butts  which 
should  be  placed  on  a  door.  For  the  average 
small  home  a  pair  is  considered  sufficient 
for  interior  doors,  two  3 ' ..  by  3 '  _>  inch 
butts  being  used  for  doors  not  exceeding 
2  feet,  8  inches  in  width.  The  main  func- 
tion of  the  third  butt,  placed  in  the  center, 
is  to  hold  the  door  from  springing  and 
warping.  Being  thicker  and  heavier,  exterior 
doors  should  always  be  hung  on  three  butts, 
and  it  is  customary  to  so  hang  French  doors. 
Door  butts  are  seldom  in  evidence,  and  are 
selected  first  for  service,  secondly  for  ap- 
pearance, their  function  being  to  provide 
for  easy  swinging  of  the  door. 

.There  are  other  types  of  hinges,  one 
found  in  common  use  being  the  floor  hinge 
for  the  double  swinging  of  a  door.  This 
hinge  is  built  entirely  into  the  floor  below 
the  door,  with  a  pin  at  the  head  of  the 
opening  to  hold  the  top  of  the  door  in  place. 
Its  purpose  is  to  allow  the  door  to  swing  in 
either  direction,  a  convenience  which  has 
led  to  its  almost  universal  acceptance  on 
doors  leading  into  the  dining  room  from  the 
service  portion  of  the  house. 

On  the  opposite  edge  of  the  door  from 
the  butts  is  the  latch.  While  the  butts  hold 
the  door  continually  close  to  the  jamb,  the 
latch  is  intended  to  hold  it  only  when  the 
door  is  closed,  releasing  the  door  to  swing 
(pen  when  someone  desires  to  pass  through 
the  opening.  With  the  latch  is  included  the 
lock,  by  means  of  which  the  door  may  be 
secured  so  that  it  cannot  be  opened  by  the 
knob.  For  ordinary  usage  a  knob  turns  the 
hitch  while  a  key  operates  the  lock.  In  cer- 
tain circumstances,  such  as  in  bathrooms,  a 
permanent  thumb-latch  rather  than  a  key  is 
preferred  to  secure  the  door. 

The  earliest  locks  were  fastened  to  the 
face  of  the  door,  and  these  are  known  today 
as  rim  locks.  The}-  are  still  used  in  houses 
closely  following  early  Colonial  precedent, 
but  the  familiar  lock  of  this  type  in  general 
use  today  is  the  night  latch. 

The  usual  lock  for  interior  doors  is  the 
mortise  lock  which  is  set  into  the  door  with 
the    latch    and    dead    bolt    showing    on    the 


edge  and  a  knob  and  keyhole  on  each  side. 
While  most  mortise  locks  look  alike,  there 
i>  a  difference  in  quality  which  it  is  well  to 
investigate.  These  locks  may  be  equipped 
with  either  one  or  three  tumblers,  and  the 
latter  offer  much  the  greater  security.  It  is 
not  at  all  unusual  in  cheap  installations  of 
one-tumbler  locks  in  speculative  houses  to 
find  that  any  one  of  the  keys  will  operate  all 
the  interior  door  locks. 

The  cylinder  type  lock  for  interior  doors 
has  been  introduced  as  an  improvement 
over  the  mortise  lock,  the  cylinder  fitting 
into  a  hole  drilled  into  the  stile  of  the  door, 
eliminating  the  necessity  for  mortising  out 
for  the  lock.  The  lock  is  operated  by  a  push 
button  in  the  knob  or  in  the  rose  above  it. 
These  locks  are  adjustable  to  compensate 
for  the  shrinking  or  swelling  of  doors  after 
installation;  they  possess  quick,  positive 
latch  action,  and  wind-rattle  common  to 
doors  equipped  with  inadequate  latch  bolts 
is  eliminated.  The  knobs  will  not  pull  off 
or  turn  on  their  spindles,  neither  will  they 
bind  or  wobble.  Extra  keyhole  hardware  is 
eliminated  by  placing  the  keyhole  in  the 
center  of  the  knob  on  doors  where  a  key- 
is  considered  desirable. 

IIcimk  owners  have  a  tendency  to  pro- 
vide locks  for  many  places  where  they  will 
never  need  to  use  them.  In  a  private  home 
inside  doors  are  seldom  kept  locked.  Doors 
are  primarily  intended  to  assure  privac) 
and  .-hutting  them  provides  that  in  the 
average  family.  Where  there  are  small  chil- 
dren to  whom  a  closed  door  is  something 
to  open,  or  where  guests  are  in  the  house, 
a  simple  latch  lock  will  keep  the  door  closed 
after  a  push  on  the  button.  Constant  assur- 
rance  of  privacy  is  desirable  for  the  bath- 
room, but  here,  in  case  of  emergency  or 
accident  to  the  occupant  of  the  room,  a 
means  of  quickly  entering  the  room  from 
outside  by  releasing  the  lock  is  an  advisable 
measure.  Very  few  closets  are  ever  locked; 
even  at  Christmas  time;  the  majority  of 
them  need  only  a  latch  that  will  keep  their. 
i  losed  against  dust. 

The  cylinder  lock  is  the  favorite  on 
exterior  doors  because  it  offers  very  distinct 
advantages  over  the  cheaper  mortise  type. 
It   is  not  possible    (Continued  on  page  84)

Equipment  for  zestful  meals  outdoors 
should  be  unostentatious  and  as  friendly 
as  the  spirit  of  the  meal  itself.  The  new 
rustic  furniture  with  natural  yet  smooth 
frames  and  woven  seats  is  smart  in  design, 
rugged  in  finish  and  comfortable  withal 
— ideal  for  dining  use.  A  waxed  surface 
protects  table-tops  from  either  weather  or 
hot  dishes  and  the  outfit  will  pass  un- 
scathed through  the  season's  showers. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  scale  is  the  charm- 
ing furniture  of  pale  green  iron  tracery  for 
the  more  formally  appointed  setting.  A  long 
refectory  table  with  glass  tip  i-  especially 
cool  and  inviting.  Chairs  to  accompany  it 
are  comfortable  as  well  as  graceful.  Need- 
less to  saw  (boosing  from  the  wide  range 
of  fine  iron  designs,  only  the  simpler  types 
are  practical.  The  leaf,  flower  and  scroll 
decorations  must  be  left  for  less  mundane 
nieces.  For  no  one  wants  to  dine,  however 
well,  at  the  expense  of  torn  clothing. 

In  order  that  harmony  and  repose  ac- 
company the  meal,  comfort  to  the  eye  is  the 
first  essential.  For  digestive  and  visual 
nerves  are  closely  associated.  There  must 
be  no  trying  glare  reflected  either  from 
glittering  china  or  a  too  light  background. 
For  example  —a  rather  stark  white  Colonial 
dining  porch,  recently  seen,  was  softened 
without  losing  any  of  its  character  by 
painting  walls  and  ceiling  a  soft  green. 
(  )nc  of  thi'  lovely  modern  grass  rugs  in 
harmonizing  tone  absorbed  the  ardent  light 
rays  that  dime  streaming  in  to  vitalize  the 
breakfast   hour. 

Awnings  now  offered  in  so  many  fas- 
cinating patterns  are  invaluable  in  mitigat- 
ing the  glare  on  the  dining  porch  and  these 
may  now  be  had  witli  a  small  quiet  pattern 
en  the  under  side  of  the  fabric.  Manufac- 
turers advise  that  these  shields  be  allowed  to 
remain  down  during  showers  as  well  as 
sunshine.  For,  in  this  way,  dust  is  washed 
from  the  surface  instead  of  being  beaten 
into  the  irc;iM-   made   when   the   awning   is 
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raised.  Wind,  not  rain,  is  the  awning's 
chief  enemy.  The  improved  Venetian  blind 
is  another  successful  means  of  subduing 
too  strong  light  on  the  dining  table. 

For  garden  meals,  where  tree  shade — the 
most  grateful  of  all — is  not  available,  come 
great  umbrellas,  their  colorful  tops  hinged 
to  follow  the  path  of  the  sun.  A  more  mod- 
est development  is  an  ingenious  clamp 
which  attaches  securely  to  chair  or  table. 
In  its  sturdy  grip  it  holds  a  sunshade  of  any 
kind  or  size,  tilting  North,  South,  Fast  or 
West  as  nei  essity  dictates. 

In  phue  of  the  brilliant  sheen  of  polished 
i  iwstal  and  hard  glazed  porcelain,  soft 
toned  pottery  will  blend  with  the  colors  of 
the  flower  centerpiece  so  effectively  arranged 
in  one  of  the  new  spreading  holders.  The 
neutral  linens  form  a  satisfactory  back- 
ground for  the  daytime  meal. 

Straight  from  oven  to  table  come  in- 
triguing casseroles,  marmites,  fish  and 
souffle  dishes  in  French  oven-proof  china. 
Such  pieces  not  only  strike  the  keynote  for 
the  garden  table  setting,  with  their  soft 
brown  tones  and  attractive  shapes,  hut  have, 
in  addition,  the  practical  virtue  of  keeping 
their  contents  hot  for  an  amazing  length  of 
time.  Here,  too,  the  true  British  teapot  plays 
a  major  role,  lolling  nonchalantly  on  its 
back  while  the  tea  steeps,  and  straightening 
up  to  keep  the  liquid  away  from  the  leaves 
after  the  tea  is  brewed. 

As  the  sun's  rays  lengthen,  the  out-of- 
door  meal  assumes  a  slightly  more  sophisti- 
cated dress.  Covered  dishes  of  Royal 
Worcester  in  true  floral  patterns  and  color- 
ings come  unscathed  from  the  oven  to  carry 
out  breath-taking  color  schemes  with  gar- 
den flowers,  tinted  damask  and  candles, 
sale  in  their  glass  chimneys.  To  close  such 
a  meal,  a  glass  frog  or  turtle  rides  in  atop  a 
llou'cr  petal   floating  in  the  finger  bowl. 

While  planning  in  the  kitchen  so  that 
foods  are  not  set  up  before  the  meal  is 
served  is  all-important,  the  manufacturers 
have  evolved  many  ingenious  first  aids  to 
assure  serving  at  the  intended  temperature. 
Electric  outlets  on  the  porch  are  almost  a 
necessity  and  their  installation  is  a  matter 
of  slight  trouble  or  expense.  Where  these 
arc-  present,  one  of  the  most  successful  ad- 


juncts to  porch  meals  is  a  graceful  cabinet 
which  may  be  finished  to  match  the  other 
furnishings.  Its  top  turns  back  on  a  gate- 
leg, making  a  commodious  serving  table 
and  revealing  a  roomy  compartment  with 
a  porcelain  tray  forming  the  bottom.  Fmder 
this  is  a  drawer  which  holds  silver  or  linen. 
Within  the  cabinet  are  two  electric  outlets. 
By  using  double  plugs,  the  morning  coffee, 
toast,  cereal  and  eggs  can  all  be  prepared 
at  once.  Or  on  Sunday  night  the  electric 
sandwich  toaster  can  be  in  action  while  the 
waffles  brown  and  the  coffee  percolates.  A 
complete  meal  can  even  be  prepared  through 
the  use  of  the  insulated  combination  cooker 
which  not  only  cooks  several  foods  at  once 
but  keeps  them  hot  afterward. 

One  ingenious  family,  converted  to  porch 
dining  in  any  weather,  installed  a  small 
supplementary  electric  refrigerator,  decor- 
ated to  match  the  cabinet,  so  that  any  mem- 
ber of  the  family  could  prepare  a  delightful 
repast   in  the  shortest  possible  time. 

For  meals  served  farther  from  the  base 
of  supplies,  come  the  various  types  of  tea 
wagon.  The  closed  model  can  even  hold  the 
combination  cooker,  which  will  keep  a 
whole  meal  hot  for  hours  or  retain  the  right 
temperature  for  the  ice  cream  it  has  pre- 
viously frozen.  Service  can  also  be  facilitated 
by  a  large  tray  which  at  the  pressure  of 
the  wrist  while  tarrying  develops  four  slen- 
der legs  and  becomes  a  serving  table. 

It's  a  wise  hostess  who  considers  the 
one  real  drawback  to  dining  in  the  garden 
or  on  the  unscreened  porch.  A  more  irritat- 
ing accompaniment  to  a  satisfying  dinner 
than  the  mosquito  might  have  been  in- 
vented. But  it  never  was.  One  ankle  bitten 
household  solved  this  problem  by  installing 
high  up  under  the  dining  table,  a  container 
of  paradichlorbenzene.  This  white  crystal- 
line substance  is  most  unpleasant  to  any 
insects  though  harmless  to  man  in  any 
ordinary  concentration.  Being  heavier  than 
air,  it  sinks  downward,  gassing  the  mos- 
quitoes hidden  in  the  grass. 

Above  board,  foods  are  protected  by  the 
covers  on  the  serving  dishes,  the  glass  bells 
of  France  which  make  charming  covers  for 
individual  service,  while  filet  or  fabric  pro- 
tectors  guard    rolls   or   cake.

Also  the  gardens  of  the 
Medressehs  (ecclesiastic  schools), 
the  gardens  of  the  former  summer 
embassies  along  the  Bosphorus,  the 
English,  the  Russian,  the  French, 
and  the  former  homes  of  wealthy 
Greeks. 

•  Probably  by  applying  at  the  Mu- 
seum of  Art  one  could  be  given  a 
guide  and  permission  to  see  some 
fine  private  gardens  in  town  and 
along  the  Bosphorus  and  even  across 
on  the  Asiatic  side.

Decorative  garden  lead-work 


Casually  we  associate  lead  with  old 
garden  statues  of  a  primitive  and  some- 
what fatuous  sort,  unless  we  are  sufficiently 
l tax clcd  to  have  seen  the  masterpieces  oi  the 
sculptor's  art  on  European  buildings  in- 
and  out-of  doors,  the  majestic  work  on  pub- 
ln  fountains,  the  suave  and  delightful  em- 
bellishments of  French  and  English  gar- 
dens, or  some  interesting  small  bibelot 
which  has  been  carefully  treasured  since 
the  days  of  the  Renaissance. 

Tile  big  lead  dogs,  painted  and  carefully 
sanded,  standing  on  the  stone  gale  posts 
of  Victorian  days,  never  deceived  anyone. 
We  may  call  them  imitations  of  stone,  but 
it  was  always  known  they  were  lead  and  not 
stone,  just  a  everyone  knew  marbleizing  in 
paint  was  not  real  marble,  and  however 
"true  to  life"  were  the  roses  on  the  chintz 
or  the  papier  nhiiln',  they  were  never  mis- 
taken for  real  Roses,  any  more  than  the 
iron  stag  on  the  lawn  was  mistaken  for  a 
real  deer. 

Today  we  are  inclined  to  value  a  metal 
for  its  intrinsic  value,  as  we  do  other  mate- 
rials, and  are  apt  to  use  lead  as  we  do  iron, 
untarnished  by  paint  or  gilding.  But  other 
days,  other  ways,  and  the  gilding  of  archi- 
tectural lead-work  was  not  more  general 
than  the  gilding  of  garden  statues  and 
household  ornaments. 

Less  dignified  than  bronze,  less  majes- 
tic than  stone,  less  beautiful  than  marble, 
lead  still   has  its  place  in  art  and  ornament, 


and  the  pale  gray  patina  on  the  delicate  bas- 
reliefs  of  a  classic  garden  vase  of  the  Adam 
ieriod  makes  it  as  much  a  part  of  nature  as 
the  lichened  garden  wall.  Nor  have  great 
artists  and  designers  scorned  to  work  in  or 
for  lead,  from  the  Adam  Brothers  and  Flax- 
man  in  England  to  the  foremost  sculptors 
who  glorified  the  Court  of  Louis  XIV  in 
France,  and  plomb  dorr  has  taken  its  place 
beside  bronze  and  marble  as  a  medium  of 
the  fine  arts. 

In  the  Orient,  where  the  patient  crafts- 
man carefully  inlays  metal  upon  metal,  that 
the  varying  lusters  of  their  surfaces  may 
grace  his  pattern,  we  find  Japanese  brass- 
work  inlaid  with  lead  or  pewter,  and  a  little 
lead  bowl  from  India  enriched  by  silver 
inlay  in  a  floral  pattern  enlivened  by  small 
dolphins.  The  Englishman  is  not  obtuse  to 
such  effects  when  he  decorates  his  leaden 
rail- water  pipe-heads  with  a  pattern  in  tin, 
as  at  Knole. 

The  history  of  lead-work  is  an  ancient 
one.  Egyptian,  Trojan,  Mycenean  and 
Greek  civilizations  all  made  use  of  lead. 
We  lind  Coptic  vases  and  mirror  cases  with 
characteristic  ornament.  Rome  used  lead 
abundantly,  notwithstanding  her  devotion 
to  bronze,  and  many  beautiful  examples  re- 
main of  well  decorated  boxes,  medallions, 
shells,  and  even  a  jeweled  cup — the  jewels 
of  glass.  In  the  Byzantine  period  lead  was 
continuously  used.  The  Medieval,  especially 
the  Gothic  period,  (Continued  on  page  92)

The 
under-feed  method  of  firing  is  employed, 
and  in  the  unit  is  incorporated  an  auto- 
matic grate-shaking  feature  that  promotes 
efficient  operation.  All  moving  parts  are 
properly  enclosed. 

Sturdily  built  for  trouble-free  service, 
this  stoker,  we  are  assured,  has  successfully 
passed  a  two-year  test  period  and  can  be 
installed  on  any  of  the  better  known  makes 
of  warm  air   furnaces. 

f|ncK  drying  walls.  Neither  plaster 
nor  plastic  paint,  there  is  a  new  type  of  wall 
and  ceiling  construction  that  can  be  used  in 
place  of  lath,  that  has  the  advantage  ol  dry- 
ing quickly  and  max  be  decorated  in  any 
fashion.  It  is  a  cement-like  material,  with 
the  strength  of  native  rock, 

A  thin  coat,  not  more  than  an  eighth-inch 
thick,  on  wallboard  is  said  to  produce  a 
surface  that  will  not  crack,  that  will  be 
strong,  rigid  and  long  lasting,  and  that, 
because  of  its  light  weight,  will  speed  up 
construction;  there  will  be  less  material 
to  handle  and  no  delays  will  occur  due  to 
slow  drying  wall-. 

This  product  may  be  used  over  insulation 
or  plaster  boards,  over  brown  plaster,  hol- 
low tile,  gypsum  block,  brick,  cement  and 
cone  nte  surfaces.  It  may  be  troweled  smooth 
and  painted,  lacquered  or  papered;  it  may 
be  textured  and  painted,  over-glazed  or 
lacquered.

Improved  window  frames.  A  master 

maker  of  window  and  door  frames,  offer- 
ing 640  sizes,  announces  a  window  having 
seven  new  features.  Of  these,  the  first  is  a 
tongue  between  head  and  side  casing;  this 
makes  a  tight  even  joint,  preventing  leakage. 

The  second  feature  is  the  locked  sill- 
joint  construction  that  holds  sill  and  jamb 
rigid.  Third,  the  three-inch  slope  to  the 
sill  ensures  perfect  drainage.  A  high  front 
shoulder  on  the  sill  is  provided  for  storm 
sash  and  screen.  Fourth,  a  chamfered  blind 
stop  allows  perfect  sill  drainage  and  pre- 
vents  dirt   lodging   behind    the   blind   stop. 

Fifth,   an    inside   liner   gives    strength   to 


the  jamb  and  provides  greater  nailing  sur- 
face for  inside  trim.  Sixth,  casings  three 
and  three-quarter  inches  wide  add  to  the 
appearance  of  the  window.  Seventh,  pulleys 
with  machine  turned  wheels  are  used. 

The  locked  sill-joint  is  the  most  impor- 
tant feature.  It  solves  an  old  frame  problem 
by  creating  a  permanently  weather-tight 
joining  of  side  jamb  and  sill.  The  wide 
blind  stop,  as  shown  by  tests  made  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin,  reduces  air  leak- 
age  more   than    fifty   per   cent. 

The  tests  also  showed  this  leakage  to  be 
174  cubic  feet  per  hour  around  an  average 
window  frame.  This  leakage  goes  on  24 
hours  daily  and  each  window  on  the  wind- 
ward side  of  the  house  leaks  the  same  way. 
Cutting  leakage  more  than  in  half  is  there- 
fore a  very  important  feature  of  this  new 
frame.  Window  leakage  is  largely  responsi- 
ble for  drafts  and  high  fuel  costs. 

Another  improvement  just  announced  by 
this  frame  maker  is  a  bronze  weatherstrip 
that  is  easily  installed  in  his  double-hung 
windows.  The  parting  stop  is  removed  and 
the  weatherstrip  is  slipped  in  without  rout- 
ing, rabbeting  or  nailing.  The  spring  of 
the  strip  gives  a  double  tension  that  reduces 
leakage  about  the  sash  and  causes  windows 
in  i  pen  and  close  smoothly  and  silently. 

Ipcide  line  lumber.  An  important 
addition  to  a  popular  line  of  packaged  lum- 
ber, guide  line  framing  was  announced 
early  this  spring.  This  new  framing  lumber 
is  a  form  of  dimension  stock  improved  for 
easier  use  and  more  accurate  workmanship. 

The  product  is  available  in  sizes  two-by- 
four,  by-six,  by-eight,  by-ten  and  by- 1 2 
inches,  in  even  lengths  from  eight  to  20 
feet.  It  is  seasoned,  surfaced  on  four  sides 
in  conformity  with  American  lumber  stand- 
ards, and  corners  are  slightly  chamfered 
for  safe,  easy  handling. 

Lines  are  lightly  pressed,  square,  across 
the  face  every  inch  of  its  length,  with 
numerals  every  foot,  as  a  guide  in  measur- 
ing, cutting,  fitting  and  levelling.  Each  end 
is  machined  square  to  exact  full  length  and 
imprinted  in  blue  with  species,  grade  and 
trade  names  as  protection  for  the  buyer.  It 
was  made  from  Douglas  Fir  and  West

Original  paint  in  two  shades  of  grci  n 
is  found  in  the  old  paneling  that  covers 
the  library  walls.

At  the  windows  arc  shaped  lambre- 
quins of  faded  silk  in  light  henna,  with 
taffeta  curtains  of  the  same  pleasant 
material  and  cream-colored  sash  curtains.

iiial  English  houses  of  pre-Ceorgian  times 


By  Gerald  K.  Gcerlings 


IN  these  days  of  relativity  interest, 
some  architecturally-inclined  psychologist 
should  he  moved  to  determine  a  relation  be- 
tween glamorous  periods  of  history  and  the 
effect  on  houses  that  were  built  a  century  or 
more  afterward. 

There  is  the  colorful  reign  of  the  Tudors, 
embracing  such  an  influential  sector  of  his- 
tory that  four  centuries  later  in  America 
we  still  erect  houses  adapted  from  that 
period.  The  stirring  days  following  the  col- 
onization of  America,  when  England  sent 
over  her  craftsmen-builders  and  finally  her 
generals,  is  recalled  in  every  suburb  by  the 
so-called  "Georgian"  style.  But  only  rarely 
in  America  is  a  house  reminiscent  of  the 
period  intervening,  when  the  House  of 
Stuart  and  the  first  two  Georges  occupied 
the  throne  during  the  17th  and  first  half 
of  the  18th  Century. 

Yet  at  the  present  time  Tudor  tracery  in 
.-tone  seems  extravagant.  Half-timber  is  un- 
suited  fo  our  methods  of  construction. 
Georgian  columns  give  way  in  budget  pref- 
erence to  heating  and  plumbing  equipment. 
So  we  do  well  to  look  into  the  houses  erected 
in  Stuart  England  from  the  time  of  William 
and  Mary,  through  the  reign  of  Queen 
Anne,  almost  up  to  the  days  of  the  Brothers 
Adam.  For  during  this  period,  from  the 
three-quarter  mark  of  the  17th  Century  to 
the  middle  of  the  18th,  there  was  less  em-

phasis  upon  ornamental  forms  than  upon 
utility,  a  wide  usage  of  brick  rather  than 
half-timber,  and  a  development  of  the  infor- 
mally formal  house  of  medium  si/.e. 

Of  the  large  manor  houses  and  grand 
country  estates  these  notes  shall  not  concern 
themselves.  It  is  rather  the  medium-sized 
houses  built  along  the  highways  and  byways 
which  led  from  London  toward  Richmond 
and  beyond,  or  to  Hampstead,  which  today 
are  applicable.  There  are  various  styles 
which  demand  considerable  manipulation 
before  they  can  be  throttled  down  to  the 
.limits  of  our  checkbooks  on  the  one  hand, 
as  well  as  accelerated  up  to  the  speed  of 
ever-changing  American  life  on  the  other. 
But  your  house  of  the  late  Stuart-early 
Georgian  period  has  not  only  a  good  motor 
which  will  respond  to  sudden  demands,  but 
a  stabilizing  gyroscope  as  well.  Decide  on 
it  as  your  model,  hand  it  over  to  your 
chauffeur-architect,  and  you  will  find  it 
knows  how  to  hold  the  road. 

To  begin  with  the  roof  is  to  offer  several 
possibilities.  It  may  be  the  hip-roof  type, 
starting  upward  from  the  eaves  with  a  grace- 
ful swoop  and  gaining  altitude  with  a  mod- 
erate pitch,  as  shown  by  the  large  drawing 
on  the  opposite  page.  Few  dormers  should 
impede  its  pace,  but  there  should  lie  occa- 
sional smallish  ones  to  ventilate  the  attic  and 
thus   keep   cool    the   sleeping    rooms   on    ho 
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The  Queen  Anne  period  was  fond  of  round 
hays  for  either  the  dining  room  or  the  end 
oi  .1  drawing  room.  If  such  bays  are  built 
as  in  the  drawing  above,  they  arc  not  ex- 
pensive features,  for  both  hand  course  and 
parapet  coping  are  of  ordinary  brick  or 
straight-faced  stone.  Here  it  is  suggesti  d 
that  the  third  floor  should  have  a  continu- 
ous sleeping  balcony  opening  directly  off 
top  floor  bedrooms.  The  corner  quoins  arc 
shown  as  forming  a  vertical  line  in  contrast

Often  a  long  lion,,  offers  difficulties  in 
placing  on  a  plot  unless  it  is  arranged 
in  some  such  manner  as  suggested  by  the 
sketch  below.

summer  nights,  and  dry  the  underside  of  the 
roof  after  a  rain.  Then  too,  the  roof  may  rise 
from  behind  a  parapet  wall  in  beginning  its 
ascent  to  the  ridge.  Or,  the  roof  may  be 
perfei  tly  flat.  The  latter  possibility  opens 
up  all  manner  of  desirable  features,  partic- 
ularly in  the  town  house,  where  play  space 
is  apt  to  be  at  a  premium.  It  permits  of  a 
sleeping  deck  opening  out  of  a  pent-house 
arrangement.  (The  latter  is  a  cautionary 
measure  in  cim'  a  retreat  is  necessary  from 
a  storm,  without  having  to  make  the  long 
trek  downstairs  for  shelter.)  Even  though 
the  house  be  in  the  country  a  flat  deck  may 
be  exactly  what  is  needed  to  appreciate  a 
tine  view  or  to  make  the  most  of  a  hot  night. 
Then  too,  a  flat  roof  is  the  least  expensive 
of  all  to  build  and  keep  in  repair. 

An  admirable  feature  of  the  Queen  Anne 
type  of  house  (calling  it  that  for  conven- 
ience) is  that  its  mass  can  be  readily  manip- 
ulated about  to  suit  our  modern  require- 
ments. For  example,  supposing  a  family 
desires  open  sleeping  terraces  adjacent  to 
their  bedrooms.  The  drawing  at  the  top 
of  page  71  shows  how  such  a  house  could 
have  the  third  floor  stepped  back,  allowing 
for  bed  or  play  space  between  the  parapet 
and  the  outside  wall  of  the  rooms  on  the 
top  floor.  The  same  feature  has  been  in- 
corporated in  the  town  house  to  the  left  in 
the  sketch  at  the  top  of  page  73. 

For  the  brick  house  there  are  no  manner- 
isms more  economic  than  those  of  the  Queen 
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Anne  period.  The  cornices  are  often  non- 
existent. The  roof  may  slope  down  behind 
the  parapet  wall;  the  latter  finishes  off  at 
the  top  with  merely  a  coping  course,  as 
shown  by  some  of  the  houses  illustrating 
this  article.  The  tops  of  windows  are  usually 
graced  with  slightly  curved  arches,  a  means 
which  not  only  is  less  harsh  than  flat  or 
straight  ones,  but  saves  the  cost  of  the  steel 
lintel  as  well  (the  fact  that  there  were  no 
steel  supports  at  the  time  the  Queen  Anne 
houses  were  built  accounts  for  the  arched 
window  tops  of  course).  Doorways  are  more 
often  than  not  marked  by  being  in  the  cen- 
ter of  an  important  motif  or  else  buttressed 
by  commanding  planting.  Entrances  are 
thus  economic  affairs  by  being  dependent 
upon  forethought  in  their  placing  and  plant- 
ing, rather  than  on  the  cost  of  their  archi- 
tectural ornament.  Band  courses  are  a  neces- 
sary ingredient,  being  either  of  molded  brick 
or  stone.  Their  job  is  to  tie  together  the  tops 
of  the  first  floor  windows,  or  serve  as  a  com- 
mon sill  for  the  second  floor  ones.  Some- 
times, as  in  the  town  house  shown  to  the 
right  in  the  sketch  opposite,  there  is  a  pair 
of  band  courses  between  windows. 

Wherever  a  wall  turns  a  corner  of  a 
Queen  Anne  house  there  are  likely  to  be 
slightly  projecting  "quoins",  the  rectangular 
accents  shown  in  most  of  the  accompanying 
drawings.  Sometimes  their  inner  margin 
alternates  between  one  quoin  being  wide 
and  the  next  one  narrower,  etc.;  at  other 
times  they  form  an  even  line  from  cornice 
to  grade.  The  origin  of  this  feature  goes 
back  to  the  stone  (Continued  on  page  10o)

1  >ooi  knobs  ai  e  available  in  many 
materials  and  finishes.  Those  most 
generally  in  use  are  of  porcelain,  glass, 
steel,  brass,  and  bronze.  Porcelain  is 
used  in  service  portions  of  the  house, 
glass  in  any  part,  particularly  the  bed- 
rooms, and  the  metal  at  the  option  of 
the  owner  in  those  parts  whew  they 
best  fit  in  with  the  architecture  of  the 
interior.  Rustproofed  steel  knobs  may 
be  finished  in  dull  black,  correct  for 
the  early  Colonial  house,  or  polished. 
These  iron  finishes  are  much  in  vogue 
today  with  textured  walls.  In  the 
cheapest  work,  steel  knobs  may  be 
plated  over  with  brass  or  bronze.  This 
is  seldom  advisable  because  wear  on 
knobs  in  frequent  use  is  considerable, 
and   the  plating  will  soon  be  worn  off.

But  we  who  are  not  yet  famous 
ghosts,  let  us  indulge  iii  some  fancies 
of  our  own.

was  rich  in  architectural  work,  ham- 
mered,  incised,  and  gilded.  In  the 
ingian  period  in  France  its  use 
wis  lavish,  and  in  Saxon  England  it 
was  foremost,  as  England  then  fur- 
nished most  of  the  lead  for  European 
and  other  uses. 
England's  most  characteristic  use  of 
lead  since  the  Middle  Ages  has  Keen 
for  ornamental  pipe-heads,  which  are 
outstanding  for  variety  and  excellence, 
a  constant  challenge  to  modern  archi- 
tects. Not  a  little  gilded  lead-work 
graced  the  palace  of  Henry  VIII 
which,  with  characteristic  English 
modesty,  he  called  "Nonsuch;"  and 
doubtless  this  lead  was  further  en- 
riched by  typical  Renaissance  scrolled 
designs,  a  fashion  then  recently  brought 
to   England   by   Italian   artists. 

plumber's  art 

Lead  was  silvered  with  tin  in  En- 
gland, as  well  as  gilded,  and  it  was 
also  painted  and  pierced  in  various 
patterns.  But  the  art  of  the  plumber — ■ 
the  worker  in  plomb,  or  lead,  was 
really  an  art  and  not  a  mechanic's  job 
as  it  is  today;  for  well  into  the  19th 
Century  the  making  of  lead  statues 
was  still  a  profitable  portion  of  the 
plumber's  work.  These  statues  had 
many  destinations:  the  finial  for  a 
roof,  variously  posited  on  a  church 
spire,  topping  the  posts  of  entrance 
gates,  placed  boldly  on  an  inimitable 
English  lawn,  completing  a  charming 
garden  vista,  commanding  a  fountain 
in  a  public  pla<  e,  or  set  on  a  pecjest  d 
as  a  portrail  statue  to  honor  some 
great  name  Perhaps  the  most  appeal- 
ing architectural  uses  of  lead  to  our 
American  taste  are  (be  fan-lights,  the 
stair  balusters,  and  various  panel  dec- 
orations in  the  Adam  style,  where  the 
delii  a<  y  of  the  cast  lead  well  inter- 
prets the  (lassie  design  in  low  relief, 
or  the  detached  swags,  the  ovoid  urns, 
lattices,  and  other  motifs  which  are 
so  well  worked  out  in  ibis  gilded 
metal. 

Though  England  was  early  famous 
for  her  art  in  this  medium,  France  led 
the  world  in  the  clays  of  Louis  XIV, 
and  the  splurge  of  gilded  lead  only 
wid.ned  the  sway  of  the  gilded  metals 
for  which  the  more  costly  work  in 
ormolu  and  bronze  dorc  set  the  vogue. 
Records  are  kept  of  the  exact  amount 
paid  for  the  lead  which  went  to  the 
making  of  the  figures  and  the  work 
on  these  figures  in  the  Labyrinth  at 
Versailles;  the  masques,  consoles,  and 
figures  for  the  cabinet  octogone,  etc. 
Tuby,  the  sculptor,  in  1678  received 
1800  livres  for  some  lead  bas-reliefs, 
and  in  107')  Ilutinot  and  La  Perdrix 
received  14,800  livres  for  the  orna- 
ments at  Versailles.  Yet  this  same 
Louis  XIV  melted  up  32,000,000 
pounds  of  artistic  lead-work  stripping 
France  less  clean  of  such  work,  how- 
ever, than  he  did  of  her  silver  plate, 
both  of  which  went  to  fill  his  melting 
pot     for     war.     America     did     her     full 


share  of  this  kind  of  destruction,  no 
always  with  the  patriotic  fervor  witl 
which  the  equestrian  statue  of  Kin; 
George  III  was  hauled  down  from  it 
pedestal  on  Bowling  Green  in  Ne 
York  and  taken  in  great  chunks  up  t 
Litchfield,  Connecticut,  to  be  meltei 
into  bullets  to  fire  at  the  King] 
soldiers.  In  the  19th  Century,  wit' 
less  violent  action  but  with  equ; 
fervor,  were  innumerable  old  Englis 
lead  statues  brought  into  America,  fr< 
of  duty  as  works  of  art,  and  meltei 
into  very  effective  leaden  bullets 
our   own   melting   pot   of   war. 

French  work  was  usually  cast  whe 
the  ornament  appeared  in  relief,  b 
otherwise  it  was  typically  hammer) 
for  all  repousse  ornament,  as  the  re 
pousse  work,  especially  in  foliage,  wa 
finer  than  the  casting.  The  Gothi 
statues  were  worked  in  repousse  fror 
sheet  metal  beaten  over  a  carve* 
wooden  core,  which  made  a  muc 
lighter  figure  than  in  the  later  cas 
metal.  Of  the  French  artists,  Franc.oi 
Girardon  (1628-1715)  made  the  im 
mense  Fountain  of  the  Pyramid,  i 
the  basin  of  which  are  three  man 
sized  sportive  tritons.  Mansart  de 
signed  the  Trianon  fountain,  know 
as  Lc  Buffet,  with  lead  sculpture  b 
Van  Clc-ve  and  others.  In  Le  Notre' 
plan  for  the  park  at  Versailles  ther 
was  ample  use  of  lead  in  the  foun 
tains,  statues,  and  mythological  groups 
The  group  of  Apollo  and  his  charic 
at  the  foot  of  the  tapis  vert  wa 
clearly    designed    to   be   made   of   leac 

Germany,  as  early  as  the  15th  an 
16th  Centuries,  had  achieved  muc 
creditable  work  in  lead,  as  witness  th 
great  <  lock  in  Nuremberg  with  it 
figure  of  a  town  herald,  and  the  man 
town   fountains  of  later  date. 

LONDON   LEAD-WORKS 

In  England,  William  III,  facetiousl 
known  as  the  "King  of  Lead  Statues, 
from  his  frequent  portraits  in  leac 
brought  John  Van  Nost  from  Hollan 
to  set  up  his  lead-works  in  Piccadi 
where  they  long  flourished.  Dickensoi 
too,  was  working  in  Piccadilly,  an 
by  the  mid-lSth  Century  both  Mai 
ning  and  Carpenter  had  lead-work 
in  London,  so  that  great  quantitie 
of  statues  and  garden  ornaments  wei, 
produced.  An  old  English  garden  eve 
today  may  boast  a  score  or  more  c 
these  18th  Century  works  of  art  i 
lead. 

Peter  the  Great  of  Russia  ha 
groups  of  animals  taken  from  Aisop 
Fuliles  in  the  Labyrinth  of  his  form, 
garden.  A  catalog  of  works  in  lea 
would  be  only  less  formidable  tha 
one  of  works  in  bronze,  for  casts 
most  of  the  classic  figures  known  t 
the  18th  Century  were  re-cast  in  th 
metal.  A  resume  of  well-known  sub 
Mil~  is  only  surpassed  by  a  list 
the  articles  which  have  been  made  < 
lead  all  through  the  years,  since  tl 
Middle  Ages.

How  to   make   a   garden  waterfall 

(continued  from   page  45) 


waterfall,  forming  the  foundation  for 
the  rocks,  and  the  actual  placing  of 
the  rocks.  Since  many  estates,  both 
large  and  small,  have  a  stream  of  some 
sort  flowing  through  the  property,  this 
type  of  waterfall  is  the  one-  that  could 
lie  most  easily  reproduced,  even  by  an 
amateur   gardener. 

Weather-worn,  mossy  rocks  which 
have  been  exposed  for  many  years  are 
undoubtedly  the  best  kind  to  use,  but 
-iii'  ■  these  are  sometimes  difficult  to 
sei  ure  very  good  results  may  be  ob- 
tained by  using  rocks  straight  from 
the  quarry,  for  it  is  surprising  how 
quickly  mosses  and  lichens  grow  near 
water,  thus  softening  and  beautifying 
tin  effect  of  even  freshly  quarried 
stone  Soft  sand-stone  or  rocks  which 
would  disintegrate  under  the  action 
of  frost  and  water  should,  of  course, 
be  avoided.  And  ii  is  equally  im- 
portant that  the  rocks  selected  should 
lie  of  one  geological  formation,  as  it 
would  not  look  well  to  use  in  close 
proximity  such  rocks  as  granite,  lime- 
stone,    and     traprock,     for     instance. 

If  possible  select  large  rocks!  But 
ii  use  is  a  <  onsideration,  it  is 
well  to  choose  rinks  which  can  be 
handled  by  two  or  three  men.  Rock 
which  is  more  or  less  stratified  gives 
the  best   cffei  t. 

In  laying  the  rocks  few  rules  can  be 
given.  Leave  behind  plumb-bob  and 
square,  and  avoid  placing  the  rocks  too 
much  in  regular  staircase  effect.  In 
fai  t,  all  roi  ks  should  be  pla<  ed  as 
nearly  as  possible  on  their  "natural 
bed",  for  if  they  are  placed  on  end  or 
at  unusual  angles,  an  unnatural  and 
artificial  appearance  is  given  to  the 
completed  work.  The  placing  of  every 
must  be  a  matter  of  moment, 
must  lie  supervised,  as  laborers  cannot 
lie  expected  to  have  any  idea  of  the 
ultimate  effect  required,  and  if  left 
to  themselves  for  even  a  short  time 
will  give  to  the  work  a  stiff,  unnatural 
appearance.  It  is  also  necessary  to 
ii.  i  nil  roik  securely,  so  that  children 
will  not  dislodge  them  in  their  play. 
Otherwise,  a  serious  accident  might 
occur.  Vet  all  cement  used  in  binding 
tin-  rocks  must  he  kept  out  of  sight 
as  much  as  possible,  before  it  gets 
quite  hard,  the  surface  of  any  cement 
which  remains  exposed  should  be 
scratched  with  a  piece  of  wood,  as 
camouflage. 

After  the  rocks  arc  placed,  it  will  be 


necessary  to  do  a  certain  amount  ( 
grading  to  the  banks.  For  the  to 
twelve  inches  or  so,  use  only  goo 
loam  so  that  planting  may  be  carrie 
out  successfully.  And  it  is  desirable  t 
place  a  few  rocks  here  and  there  o 
the  banks,  as  well  as  at  the  edge  c 
the  stream,  in  order  to  imitate 
natural   outcrop   of   rocks. 

The  making  of  a  waterfall  can  t 
compared  only  with  the  creation  c 
a  picture,  not  with  pigments  on  a 
artist's  canvas,  but  with  the  acta 
materials  of  nature.  Therefore,  to  com 
plete  the  picture  realistically,  a  cei 
tain  amount  of  planting  should  b 
carried  out.  This  planting  materk 
must  be,  of  course,  most  carefull 
sell  i  ted,  so  that  it  may  be  appropriat 
and  natural  to  the  background.  An 
this  will  exclude,  naturally,  all  plant 
of   an  exotic   nature. 

If  evergreen  plants  are  requirec 
such  subjects  as  native  Rhododendron 
and  Mountain  Laurel  are  suitable,  t 
which  the  native  Azaleas  are  a  splen 
did  addition  for  their  color.  Hemloc 
tiers  always  look  well  by  a  stream,  to 
gether  with  a  few  small  flowerin 
trees,  such  as  Hawthorn,  Dogwooc 
and  Halesia. 

Ferns  are  always  appropriate,  a 
well  as  such  moisture-loving  plant 
as  False  Solomon's  Seal,  Virginia  Blue 
bell.  Water  Forget-me-not,  and  Wate 
Buttercup.  Right  at  the  water's  edge 
the  water-loving  Iris  can  be  planted 
both  the  blue  and  yellow  varieties 
while  a  little  higher  up  the  ban!, 
masses  of  Siberian  Iris  create  a  won 
derful  effect  at  their  blooming.  Larg 
diifts  of  Daffodils  and  English  Blue 
bells  should  be  planted  in  the  autumt 
to  give  color  for  the  spring.  Th< 
Daffodils  are  particularly  appropriati 
near  the  water  where  they  delight  ir 
"tossing  their  heads  in  sprightly  dance' 
to  every   breeze  that   blows. 

After  the  planting  is  completed,  the 
areas  of  soil  not  planted  should  bt 
given  a  final  raking,  and  grass  seec 
sown.  Then  pray  for  a  shower  ol 
rain!  If  your  prayers  are  ineffectual 
you  may  have  to  resort  to  a  hose  pipe 
But  if  the  work  lias  been  carefull) 
carried  out,  the  realistic  appearance 
of  tin  waterfall  should  improve  witr. 
the  passing  of  time,  as  the  rocks  be 
come  moss-covered  and  weathered,  am 
the  planting  grows  more  beautiful  tc 
behold.

Great  Pictures  or  Europe.  By 
Thomas  Munro.  New  York:  Bren- 
tano's. 

**Tins  is  a  short  introduction  in 
the  appreciation  of  painting."  So  Mr. 
Munro  opens  his  Foreword.  We  would 
.hid  :  mol  a  g^ml  one. 

Starting  with  England,  the  book 
i  tkes  the  reader,  or  better  yet,  the 
traveler,  through  France  and  Spain  to 
Italy  and  up  through  Austria,  Ger- 
many, Belgium  and  Holland  into 
Russia.  The  foreword  .states  that  the 
pictures  shown — there  are  an  even 
hundred — and  the  many  others  men- 
tioned .lie  not  selected  as  the  best  pic- 
tures in  Europe,  which  would  be  an 
expression  of  the  writer's  personal 
preference,  but  that  the  list  has  been 
formed  looking  to  both  quality  and 
variety,  many  examples  of  the  work 
of  minor  artists  being  included  to 
show  the  unique  and  interesting  work 
of  many  men. 

"The  book,"  the  author  says,  "will 
thus  be  useful,  it  is  hoped,  not  only 
as  a  guidebook  for  travelers,  but  for 
indents  in  this  country,  as  a  critical 
survey  of  the  main  types  and  tradi- 
tions in  the  history  of  art."  Our  guess 
is  that  Mr.  Munro's  hope  will  be  re- 
alized. 

Ihr  analyses  of  the  pictures  will  be 
found  very  helpful  to  anyone  with  a 
beginning  interest  in  art  appreciation, 
and  while  concise  these  analyses  are 
very  comprehensive  and  delightfully 
informative  to  those  who  have  lor 
years  been  so  fortunate  as  to  have  be- 
come familiar  with  the  greal  galleries 
nf  Europe.  M  r.  Munro  aid-,  sui  h  oi 
us  to  a  renewed  appreciation  of  many 
old  friends. 

Personally  wc  think  that  a  quarter 
of  an  hour  in  front  of  Rembrandt's 
Sight  Watch  is  worth  a  journey  from 
N'rw  York  to  Amsterdam — yes,  even 
im  luding  all  tin1  nuisance  of  obtain- 
ing passports — and  we  shall  take  the 
(i  ip  any  time  v\  e  aga  in  have  the  op- 
portunity.

This  lovely 
scent  is  happily  the  inheritance  of  many 
a  modern  Hybrid  Perpetual  and  nu- 
merous Hybrid  Teas  as  well,  though 
in  lesser  degree.  The  old  H.  P.  General 
Jacqueminot,  that  first  saw  the  light  in 
1852  and  is  the  parent  of  a  long  line 
of  deliciously  scented  red  Roses,  is 
still  grown  because  it  possesses  in  such 
lavish  degree  this  true  old  Rose  scent. 
(  Ither  varieties  obtainable  today  that 
are  endowed  with  it  are  Hugh  Dick- 
son, Chateau  de  Clos  Vougeot,  Ad- 
miral Ward,  Alfred  Collomb,  Duke  of 
Wellington,  Col.  Oswald  Fitzgerald, 
Hadley,  Prince  of  Wales,  C.  K.  Doug- 
las, Abol,  B  trbara  Ri(  hards,  1  tame 
Fdith  Helen.

Pink  varieties  are 
commonly  next  in  point  of  fragrance, 
u  ith  yellow  kinds  the  least  si  ented  or 
wholly  scentless,  though  some  of  the 
l)i  si  of  the  1 1  uity  odors  are  found 
among  the  \  ai  ieties  of  yellow  and 
cream  coloring. 

This  line  old  Rose  si  ent,  the  scent 
that  has  i  hai  mi  d  humanity  from  time 

iinine i  ial,      is     assuredly      the     most 

exquisite  and  refreshing  of  all  floral 
odors,  put'-,  transparent,  incomparable, 
an  odor  into  which  we  may,  so  to 
speak,  Ian  iow  deeply  without  finding 
anything  coai  se  or  bittci  :  in  whii  h 
we  may  touch  bottom  without  losing 
our  sense  of  exquisite  pleasure.  And 
this  is  far  from  being  the  ( ase  v\  ith 
many  fragrant  flowers.  Inhale  too 
deeply  the  perfume  of  the  Trailing 
Arbutus  and  we  come  upon  Bitter 
Almond ;  the  si  ent  of  the  Peony  is 
Rose-like  on  the  surface  but  coarse 
and  earthy  if  we  pursue  it  past  a 
certain  point.  And  so  with  many 
ilnw  ers.  But  the  s<  ent  of  the  Rosi  n 
mains  pure,  uncloying  and  sweet  to 
the  last  whiff,  nor  does  it  lose  its 
5\\  i  etness  in  death. 

The  perfume  of  the  Rose  has  always 
been  believed  to  possess  curative 
powers — "a  Rose  besides  its  beauty  is 
a  cure" — and  old  medical  works  and 
herbals  abound  in  rules  for  making 
Ruse  decoctions  for  the  relief  of  every 
sort  of  disease.  You  will  recall  those 
lines    from    Ann  reon  : 

The   Rose  distills  a  healing  balm 

The  beating  pulse  of  pain  in  calm. 
And  old  Leonard  Meager  knew  sev- 
eral hundred  years  ago  what  we  still 
acknowledge  today,  that  Roses  "re- 
fresh the  brain  with  their  Sweet 
Odours  and  drive  away  Vapours  from 
thence."  A  bowl  of  Roses  in  the  living 
loom  on   a   distressingly  hot  day  does 


far  more  than  please  the  eye  and  re- 
gale the  nose;  it  enlivens  the  atmos- 
phere and  revives  the  occupants  of  the 
room.  One  fragrant  Rose  in  a  glass 
vase  will  make  a  whole  room  sweet. 
Among  modern  Roses  we  find  a 
great  variety  of  scents  testifying  to  , 
their  complicated  and  composite  an-  i 
cestry.  Besides  the  old  Rose  scent  that 
is  present  in  so  many  Hybrid  Per-  | 
petuals  and  in  a  number  of  Hybrid 
Teas,  we  find  the  Tea  scent,  the  odors 
of  spice  and  musk  and  of  honey,  even  j 
that  of  Violet  (the  Polyantha  Rose 
Eugenie  Lamesch  has  a  faint  scent  of 
Violets),  and  a  whole  gamut  of  fruity 
odors.  The  introduction  in  1810  from 
China  of  the  blush  Tea-scented  Rose, 
and  a  few  years  later  of  the  yellow 
Tea -scented  Rose  from  the  same  land, 
profoundly  influenced  the  fragrance  of 
Roses.  These  two  little  Orientals  were 
forms  of  Rosa  indica  odorata,  the  I 
"odorata"  differentiating  it  from  Rosa 
indica,  the  China  Rose.  They  were 
thought  to  smell  like  fine  China  tea. 
Originally  they  were  brought  to  En- 1 
gland  but  soon  found  a  far  more  con- 
genial home  in  France  where  they  were 
speedily  taken  in  hand  by  the  clever 
French  growers  under  whose  skilled 
manipulation  they  became  the  pro- 
genitors of  the  great  race  of  so-called 
Ci-sivnted  Roses.  They  were  imme- 
diately popular,  for  though  somewhat 
ti  rider,  tlnir  large,  delightfully  fra- 
grant blossoms,  so  freely  borne  in  the 
autumn,  were  a  new  and  delicious  ex-  I 
perience  to  Rose  lovers  hitherto  accus- 
tomed only  to  the  short  June  bounty 
of  the  old  kinds.

The  Tea  Rose  crossed  with  the  old 
Musk  Rose  brought  into  being  the 
lovely  and  tender  Noisettes,  exquisite 
of  form  and  fragrance.  In  the  Mary- 
land garden  of  my  youth  we  grew  only 
Teas  and  Noisettes  and  I  remember 
that  splendid  Rose  of  the  latter  class, 
Marechal  Niel,  that  wound  a  vigor- 
ous wreath  about  the  library  windows, 
was  i  ailed  by  us  the  Strawberry  Rose, 
because  its  pointed  golden  buds  so 
realistically  suggested  the  odor  of  that 
pungent  fruit,  and  that  the  old  Tea 
Rose.  Safrano,  my  mother's  favorite, 
had  distinctly  the  spicy  breath  of  the 
Scotch  Pinks  that  edged  its  bed.  Some 
varieties  that  possess  in  marked  de-j 
gne  the  true  Tea  scent  are  Gloire 
de  Dijon,  Mrs.  Foley  Hobbs,  Anna 
i  Miver,  Mrs.  Dunlop  Best,  Harry 
Kirk,  Lady  Hillingdon,  Alice  dq 
Rothschild,  and  Marie  Van  Houtte. 
I  i  i  Roses  are  only  for  gardens  in 
Maryland  and  southwards. 

The  crossing  of  the  Hybrid  Per- 
l  h  i  i.i.i  1  with  the  Tea-scented  Rose 
tow  ml  the  end  of  the  19th  Century 
n  suited  in  the  grand  race  of  Hybrid 
leas  that  are  today  the  chief  concern 
and  delight  of  the  Rose-grow'ingj 
world.  The  Hybrid  Perpetual  had  been 
the  result  of  crosses  between  Rosa 
indica  and  the  old  Damask  and 
French  Roses;  thus  the  cross  fer 
tilization  of  the  Hybrid  Perpetual 
with  the  Tea  tended  to  increase 
the  Tea  element  in  the  new  class 
of  Roses,  and  though  we  gained  im- 
measurably  by  this  union  in  the  extra-

ception  was  an  old  boat.  To  have  that, 
as  an  extrusion  to  your  garden,  you 
must  live  on  the  shores  of  a  circular 
cove,  girdled  with  woodlands  and  with 
an  entrance  to  the  outer  sea  sown  with 
rock  islands — a  cove  that  is  also  a 
salt-marsh,  if  possible.  Your  boat 
must  be  a  real  boat,  not  a  trim,  smart- 
looking  "house-boat"  suggesting  fash- 
ionable young  women,  and  afternoon 
tea.  No'  It  must  be  a  real  old  boat, 
that  has  roughed  it  on  the  seas  and 
come  to  rest    in  your  peaceful  cove. 

Such  was  mine,  a  battered  old 
oystei  sloop  broad  of  beam  and  deck, 
with  a  sp.n  ious  old  cabin  with  deep- 
set  windows  and  stout  transoms.  There 
is  no  better  place  to  house  one's  books 
in,  or  in  which  to  do  one's  thinking 
and  dreaming.  Anchored  far  away 
from  human  dwellings  and  domes- 
ticities, how  good  to  row  out  there 
in  the  gleam  of  morning,  with  the 
dew  still  on  the  deck,  to  make  one's 
morning  coffee  in  the  galley,  and  to 
take  one's  morning  swim  among  the 
rocks,  smelling  of  sea-weed  and 
clamorous  with  morning  gulls.

The  garden  scrap  book 


Ripe  bulbs.  The  leaves  of  most 
of  the  Narcissi  and  other  spring- 
flowering  bulbs  will  begin  to  turn  yel- 
low this  month — sure  sign  that  the 
conns  from  which  they  spring  have 
ripened  sufficiently  to  be  in  no  further- 
need  of  foliage.  So  you  can  cut  them 
down  with  a  clear  conscience,  secure 
in  the  knowledge  that  next  spring's 
display  will  not  suffer. 

In  the  failure  to  wait  until  this 
ripening  is  complete  is  found  one  of 
the  important  reasons  why  bulb  plant- 
ings sometimes  deteriorate  in  quality. 
The  temptation  to  cut  down  the 
foliage  as  soon  as  flowering  time  is 
over  is  strong,  especially  when  the 
bulbs  are  along  the  lawn  edges  where 
ordinarily  the  grass  is  kept  mown.  But 
it  must  be  resisted,  for  the  corms  are 
largely  dependent  upon  their  leaves  for 
the  storing  up  of  that  strength  which, 
waiting  all  through  the  summer,  fall 
and  winter,  will  at  last  be  translated 
into   flowers. 

New  nursery  Stock.  In  the 
majority  of  cases,  the  close  care  of 
newly  planted  trees  and  shrubs  should 
continue  for  two  full  seasons  after  the 
actual  setting  out  is  done.  By  that  time 
it  can  be  assumed,  except  in  the  case 
of  some  really  large  specimens,  that 
the  roots  have  become  so  well  estab- 
lished that  only  general  attention  will 
be  required  thenceforth. 

Prominent  among  the  things  to 
watch  out  for  in  these  first  two  years 
is   the   maintenance   of   a   constant   and 


adequate  supply  of  soil  moisture.  This 
moisture  must  extend  down  to  the 
lowest  point  of  the  root-run;  if  it  is 
merely  in  the  top  few  inches  of  soil 
it  will  do  little  or  no  good.  Remember 
that  the  roots  are  the  parts  that  need 
it,  and  that  they  lie  deep. 

In  seasons  of  normal  rainfall  it  may 
not  be  necessary  to  water  more  often 
than  once  every  two  or  three  weeks; 
to  be  on  the  safe  side,  do  not  let  more 
than  a  week  go  by  without  either  a 
good  soaking  rain  or  an  equally  thor- 
ough artificial  watering.  When  you  do 
water,  put  on  about  three  times  as 
much  as  you  think  ought  to  be 
enough ! 

This  advice  applies  alike  to  de- 
ciduous and  evergreen  stock.  With  the 
latter,  too,  it  is  well  to  set  up  some 
kind  of  protection  if  the  location  is 
subject  to  the  sweep  of  heavy  winds. 
This  is  particularly  important  during 
winter  and  early  spring,  when  the 
roots  are  inactive  and  cannot  replace 
the  moisture  in  the  upper  growth 
which  is  evaporated  by  the  wind  rush- 
ing through  the  foliage. 

Before  the  flower  snows.

drained  soil  containing  plenty  of 
humus.  Let  this  be  so  located  that  it 
receives  some  morning  and  late  after- 
noon sun,  but  little  if  any  during  the 
heat  of  the  day.  Protection  from  heavy 
winds  is  desirable,  too. 

Careful  cultivation  and  weeding  of 
the  seedling  bed,  coupled  with  ample 
watering  during  dry  spells,  are  of 
definite  importance.  Indeed,  they  are 
the  best  kind  of  success  insurance  you 
can  have,  with  the  possible  exception 
of   the  soil. 

Tree  feeding.  The  majority  of 
gardeners  realize  the  necessity  of  keep- 
ing their  flower  and  vegetable  plant- 
ings well  fed,  but  only  a  minority  take 
a  similar  view  of  their  established  trees 
and  shrubs.  Yet  the  fact  remains  that 
these  larger,  more  permanent  plants 
are  just  as  dependent  on  enough  proper 
sustenance  for  their  health  and  the  de- 
velopment  of  strong  growth. 

The  best  fertilizer  for  the  general 
run  of  woody  plants,  whether  tin,  or 
shrubs,  is  what  is  known  as  special 
tree  food.  When  of  reliable  manufac- 
ture, this  contains  a  balanced  diet  of 
those  chemicals  upon  which  such 
plant  growth  depends,  combined  in 
their  proper  proportions  and  derived 
from  materials  which  insure  their  use- 
fulness over  a  long  period.  Application 
once  or  twice  a  year,  regularly,  is 
enough  except  in  cases  where  the  soil 
is  very   impovei  ished  in  start  with. 


In  the  application  of  this  food  it  is 
important  to  get  it  in  deeply,  for  if 
merely  scattered  on  the  surface  and 
left  for  the  rains  to  carry  it  down  a 
good  deal  of  its  benefit  will  In 
up  by  the  grass  and  other  shallow  rout- 
ing plants  which  may  be  present. 
With  trees  and  shrubs  of  good  size 
this  is  best  accomplished  by  punching 
holes  with  a  crowbar  toward  the  outer 
limits  of  the  root-run,  where  most  of 
the  feeding  rootlets  are,  and  partially 
filling  them  with  tree  food  before  com- 
pleting the  operation  with  good  soil. 
These  holes  may  be  from  eight  inches 
to  two  feet  deep,  depending  on  the 
size  and  character  of  the  subject,  and 
from  one  to  three  feet  apart. 

Peatmoss  and  bone.  While  the 
outstanding  combined  soil  improver 
and  fertilizer  is  undoubtedly  the  peat- 
moss and  manure  mixture  which  is 
now  available  at  the  garden  supply 
stores,  excellent  results  are  obtainable 
from  regular  peatmoss  with  which  a 
fair  amount  of  raw  ground  bone  has 
been  mixed — perhaps  a  quart  of  the 
latter  to  a  wheelbarrow  load  of  the 
former.  Dig  this  thoroughly  into  the 
ground  and  you  will  have  gone  a  long 
way  toward  providing  a  safe  and  sane 
root-run,  whether  the  plants  in  ques- 
tion are  trees,  shrubs,  vines,  vege- 
tables or  flowers.  The  peatmoss  will 
lighten  the  soil  and  conserve  its  mois- 
ture, while  the  bone  provides  plant  food.
